The  President  communicated  to  Synod  a  constitutional  request, 
which  he  had  received,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  Synod,  and  a 
copy  of  the  Circular  calling  this  meeting,  for  "  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  to  supply  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  John  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  and  transacting  any 
business  connected  therewith.'" 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  William 
McMurray,  D.  D.,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  General  Synod. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, — 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing names  of  young  men,  now  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  to  be 
nominated  by  Synod,  (or  transfer  to  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund,  viz  :

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  a 
follows  : — 

It  having  been  announced  to  the  Synod, 

That  God,  the  Sovereign  Disposer  of  all  events,  had  seen  fit  to 
take  from  the  church,  by  death,  on  the  1 1th  October  last,  the  Rev. 
John  De  Witt,  D.  D.  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  in  the  Theolo- 
gical College  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Synod  humbly  submit  to  the  inscrutable 
Providence  which  has  called  away  their  late  excellent  and  beloved 
brother  from  his  important  station,  in  the  prime  of  his  life,  and  in  the 
midst  of  his  usefulness,  they  deeply  lament  the  loss,  which  the  Institu- 
tion, and  the  church,  have  sustained  by  his  death. 

And  as  the  piety,  talents  and  station  of  Professor  De  Witt  justly 
claim  a  token  of  respect  from  this  Synod — therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  monument  with  a  suitable  inscription  commemo- 
rative of  his  character  and  worth,  be  placed  over  his  grave,  and  that 
the  Rev.  Professors  Milledoler  and  Cannon,  and  Cornelius  L.  Har- 

denbergh,  Esq.,  be  a  committee  to  carry  this  resolution  into  effect.

Resolved,  also,  That  this  Synod  deeply  sympathize  with  the  berea- 
ved family  of  their  lamented  brother,  and  do  affectionately  recom- 
mend them  to  the  care  and  kindness  of  Him  who  hath  called  himself 
"  the  Judge  of  the  widow  and  the  Father  of  the  fatherless  in  his  holy 
habitation." 

Resolved,  also,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  communicate 
the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  widow  and  family  of  their  deceased 
brother. 

The  following  resolutions  were  submitted  and  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to 
pay  to  the  Executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt,  the 
salary  for  the  whole  of  the  current  quarter,  a  part  of  which  only  had 
elapsed  at  the  time  of  his  death.

Whereas  it  is  ascertained  by  this  Synod,  that  the  late  Professor  De 
Witt  has  left  a  widow  and  a  large  family  of  children  in  circumstances 
claiming  the  sympathies  of  the  churches,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  earnestly  requested  of  all  the 
Ministers  and  Consistories  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  to  make 
collections  or  obtain  subscriptions  in  their  respective  Congregations, 
at  the  earliest  possible  date,  and  that  the  proceeds  thereof  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler,  Peter  Spader,  Esq.,  and  Abraham 
Van  Nest,  Esq.,  who  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  the  same. . 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  be  instructed  to  devote  the 
money,  so  transmitted  to  them,  to  the  purchase  of  the  Library  of  the 
late  Professor  De  Witt,  at  a  fair  and  liberal  price,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Institution  at  New  Brunswick  ;  and  that  they  appropriate  ail  the 
balance  that  may  remain  in  their  hands  for  the  benefit  of  the  fluntfy 
of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt,  according  to  their  own  discretion. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  preceding  resolutions,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  the  respective 

Ministers  and  Consistories  of  the  church.  .  *

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  now  proceed  to  appoint  a  Professor,  as 
successor  to  the  late  Professor  De  Witt. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  having  been  nomina- 
ted, and  said  nominations  being  by  ballot  reduced  to  two,  on  a  suc- 
ceeding day,  after  an  hour  spent  in  special  prayer,  Synod  proceeded 
to  elect  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the 
Rev.  John  Ludlow,  D.  D.  was  elected  the  Professor. 

Whereupon  it  was,  Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Rev.  John 
Ludlow,  D.  D.,  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Biblical 
Literature  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church. 


Resohed,  That  an  instrument,  certifying  the  appointment,  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  he  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod,  hy  the  President  thereof,  and  hy  him  he  given  in  the 
name  of  the  church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  he  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  be  inaugurated 
into  his  office  in  the  Dutch  Church  at  New  Brunswick,  on  the  third 
Wednesday  in  December,  at  1 1  o'clock  A.M.;  and  that  in  addition 
to  the  Inaugural  Address,  to  be  delivered  on  that  occasion,  by  the 
Professor,  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.  D.  be,  and  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  preside,  and  deliver  a  sermon  ;  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  A. 
Van  Vranken,  to  deliver  a  charge  to  the  Professor  ;  and  that  the 
Rev.  Isaac  Ferris  be  appointed  sccundus  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  De 
Witty  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  James  Romeyn,  as  secundus  to  the  Rev. 
Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  Cornelius  L.  Harden- 
bergh,  and  Peter  Spader,  be  a  Committee  to  take  measures  for  the 
removal  of  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Peter  D.  Vroom  junr.,  Abraham  Van  Nest, 
Abraham  Varick,  and  Peter  Sharpe,  be  appointed  a  Committee  to 
solicit  subscriptions  to  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Church,  so  that  the 
interest  of  the  funds  will  be  sufficient  in  lime  to  come  to  support  the 
three  Professors  of  our  Theological  College. 

ARTICLE    XX. 

Particularia, 

A  question  having  arisen  relative  to  the  powers  of  the  Synod,  when 
convened  in  Special  Session,  it  was, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
when  convened  in  Special  Session,  by  the  call  of  the  President,  has 
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fall  power  and  authority  to  transact  generally,  any  business  within  the 
ordinary  limits  of  its  constitutional  power,  whether  specified  in  the  call 
or  not. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  John 
F.  Schermerhorn,  Agent  of  General  Synod. 

New  York  November  9,  1831. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church — 
Dear  Brethren, — Most  of  the  members  of  your  reverend  body, 
have  probably  seen  in  the  Christian  Intelligencer,  certain  charges,  or 
imputations  and  insinuations  effecting  my  character  and  standing  as 
your  agent.     I  feel  it  my  duty  humbly  to  request  General  Synod  to 
appoint  a  Committee  to  investigate  this  matter  in  order  to  ascertain  if 
those  things  be  true  whereof  they  accuse  me — and,  if  so,  that  I  may 
not  be  suffered,  by  'a  continuance  in  your  service,  to  bring  injury  and 
reproach  upon  the  benevolent  operations  of  our  Church,  and  the  cause 
of  Christ.     And  if  they  be  not  true,  that  you  may  take  such  order  on 
the  subject,  as  the  best  interest  of  the  cause  in  which  I  am  engaged  as 
your  agent,  and  a  regard  to  my  character  and  standing  as  a  Minister 
of  the  Gospel  in  your  judgment  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper.

confidence  in  the  General  Agent  that  they  bad  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment  in  June  last,  and  recommend  him  to  the  confidence  of 
the  Churches.

Communications. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus  ask- 
ing  advice  of  Synod,  relative  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Isaac  Sarvan,  a 
licentiate  6T  the  Secession  Church,  who  desires  to  be  received  as 
such  by  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which  was  referred  to  a  spe- 
cial committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Cuyler,  D.  D.,  James 
Romeyn,  and  the  Elder  Alexander  G.  Fonda. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows  2 — 

The  Committee  on  the  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Pa- 
ramus in  the  case  of  Isaac  Sarvan,  submit  the  following  report:— 

That  the  information  furnished  in  this  case  is  very  scanty,  and 
hardly  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  come  to  a  conclusion  with  a  de- 
sirable degree  of  confidence*     The  amount  of  what  they  have 
learned  is,  that  Mr.  Sarvan  did  not  at  an  early  age  devote  himself 
to  the  acquisition  of  science ;  that  his  knowledge  of  the  languages  was 
attained  in  an  academy  of  which  he  was  a  member  a  short  period. 
That  his  prosecution  of  Theology  was  for  a  season  considerably 
shorter  than  what  is  required  in  our  own  institution.  That  he  received 
license  from  the  body  that  seceded  from  our  Synod,  and  has  for 
some  time  been  a  candidate  under  their  jurisdiction.     That  he  ap- 
plied last  fall  for  renewed  reception  into  the  church  he  left,  and  pre- 
sented shortly  after  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus  the  application  refer- 
red to  the  Synod.  Your  Committee  have  been  led,  in  view  of  the  cir- 
cumstances and  the  whole  aspect  of  the  case,  to  the  conclusion,  that 
General  Synod  can  consistently,  do  nothing  in  the  case  which  will  in- 
volve a  recognition  of  the  acts  of  the  sesession  ;  and  they  recom- 
mend that  Mr.  Sarvan  be  referred  to  the  professors  of  the  institution, 
and  the  committee  of  the  board  appointed  to  attend  to  the  reception 
of  students  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  ;  and  that  they, 
according  to  their'judgment  of  his  qualifications,  shall  either  admit 
him  to  a  professoral  certificate  for  immediate  licensure,  or  shall  de- 
signate the  time  during  which  he  shall  prosecute  his  studies  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary, for  ihe  year  ending  April,  1832. 

Agreeably  to  the  direction  of  General  Synod  the  BoaTd  met  in  the 
College  Hall,  New  Brunswick,  on  Tuesday,  3d  of  April. 

The  usual  reports  were  received  from  Professors  Milledoler  and 
Cannon. 

From  these  reports  it  appears  that  the  following  young  gentlemen 
are  members  of  the  respective  classes.

The  moral  and  religious  deportment  of  the  Students  is  represented 
by  the  Professors  as  exemplary,  and  their  attention,  diligence, 
and  proficiency  in  their  various  studies  as  very  laudable,  with  par- 
tial exceptions. 

The  Board  devoted  the  principal  portion  of  their  time  to  the  usual 
examination.  The  Middle  and  Junior  Classes  were  examined  on 
the  several  branches  to  which  they  had  attended  during  the  year. 
The  Senior  Class  were  examined  on  the  whole  of  their  studies, 
pursued  since  they  have  been  in  the  Institution,  agreeably  to  the 
order  of  General  Synod ;  with  the  exception  of  the  Hebrew  and 
Greek.  They  were  also  examined  on  personal  religion,  and  their 
views  of,  and  motives  in  desiring  to  enter,  the  Gospel  Ministry ;  and 
were  unanimously  recommended  for  professoral  certificates. 

The  whole  examination  was  conducted  with  care  and  strictness ; 
Vol.  IV.  4 
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* 
the  Board  are  gratified  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  satisfaction  it 
has  afforded  them.  It  exhibited  at  once  the  ability  and  fidelity  with 
which  the  Professors  have  executed  the  important  duties  intrusted 
to  them,  and  the  attention  and  diligence  which  have  prevailed  among 
the  young  men. 

According  to  the  arrangement  between  the  Synod  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  Rutgers  College,  Professor  M'Clellan  has  instructed  the 
Junior  Class  in  the  Hebrew* 

The  afflictive  dispensation  of  Providence  in  the  removal  of  the 
Rev.  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  in  the  prime  of  life  and  at 
the  commencement  of  the  Session,  has  already  been  noticed  by  the 
General  Synod.    The  loss  of  his  able  services  in  the  department  of 
Biblical  Literature  has  been  severely  felt. 

Knowing  the  importance  which  the  Synod  attach  to  able  instruc- 
tions in  this  department,  the  Board  indulge  the  strong  hope  that  the 
Synod  may  be  able  speedily  to  remedy  the  derangement  of  plan, 
now  suffered  in  the  Seminary  by  the  vacancy. 

Mr.  Robert  Quin,  who  has  studied  with  the  Middle  Class,  makes 
an  application  to  the  Synod,  through" the  Board,  for  a  dispensation  of 
one  year ;  that  after  the  study  of  another  year  he  may  be  admitted 
to  a  licensure. 

The  Board  have  made  the  case  of  Mr.  Quin  a  subject  of  particu- 
lar inquiry,  and  find  it  to  be  an  interesting  one.  He  has  for  some 
years  pursued  a  nautical  life,  and  is  now  anxious,  and  purposes  if 
permitted  in  divino  providence,  to  devote  himself  to  the  religious  in- 
terests of  seamen.  He  had  attended  to  the  study  of  the  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  some  branches  of  mathematics,  rhetoric,  and  natural 
philosophy  before  he  came  to  the  Seminary.  Since  he  has  been  in 
the  Institution  he  has  shown  a  proper  diligence  to  study,  and  his 
proficiency  has  been  laudable.  He  has  reached  34  years  of  age.  In 
view  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  Board  unanimously  agree  in  re. 
commending  him  for  the  dispensation  desired. 

The  Rev.  ^James  Romeyn  has  been  made  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Murray,  who  had  resigned. 

In  referring  to  the  number  of  students,  the  Synod  will  doubtless 
feel,  that  it  is  not  such  as  ought  to  be  expected  in  a  body  of  such 
extent  as  the  Dutch  Church ;  and  especially  where  such  annual  ex- 
penses are  incurred  to  afford  to  pious  young  men   every  facility 
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to'qualify  them  fullyjfor  the  Gospel  ministry.  The  paucity 
of  the  number  of  Students,  cannot  but  be  in  this  view  a  subject  of 
tap  regret,  and  the  Board  would  refer  it  to  the  Synod,  as  one  which 
may  well  claim  their  deliberations.  Our  ministers  and  churches,  it 
is  plain,  do  not  act  in  relation  to  the  increase  of  Students  with  that 
energy  that  is  desirable.  A  number  of  our  churches  have  recently 
been  blessed  with  precious  and  powerful  revivals,  and  it  is  believed 
that  brethren  will ,  on  proper  inquiry,  find  not  a  few  pious  young  men, 
the  fruits  of  these  revivals,  anxious  to  devote  themselves  to  the  pub- 
lie  service  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  the  more  desirable  that  these 
children  of  the  Church,  converts  in  our  own  family,  be  taken  by  the 
hand  and  brought  forward,  since  it  is  by  such  principally  that  the 
great  and  leading  features  of  our  body  are  to  be  sustained  and  per- 
petuated. 

The  Board  suggest  whether  the  Synod  cannot  do  something  to 
remove  the  present  indifference  of  our  Churches,  and  awaken  a  feel- 
ing becoming  the  importance  of  the  subject. 

The  Board  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  to  alter  the  time  for 
examining  the  Students  of  Theology,  from  the  month  of  April,  to 
the  close  of  the  collegiate  year,  as  it  stood  before  the  change  made 
in  the  year  1829.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod  to 
"  receive  the  Lectures  of  the  late  Reverend  and  venerable  John  H. 
Livingston  D.  D.  S,  T.  P.  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod 
what  disposition  of  them  shall  be  made/'  beg  leave  to  report : 
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That  they  presented  the  object  of  their  appointment  to  Cofone] 
Henry  A.  Livingston,  and  received  from  him  the  following  reply.  It 
will  he  perceived  from  the  correspondence,  that  Col.  Livingston  has 
cheerfully  acceded  to  their  request,  and  put  the  Lectures  of  his  late 
reverend  and  venerable  father  into  their  hands,  and  they  herewith 
present  them  to  General  Synod.  These  Lectures  are  voluminous — 
they  are,  however,  in  an  imperfect  state,  and  could  not,  with  pro- 
priety, be  published  without  a  very  careful  and  laborious  revision. 
They  are  written  on  ono  page,  and  Dr.  Livingston's  emendations 
and  notes  on  the  opposite  page.  From  both  of  these,  a  pretty  full 
and  fair  copy  of  the  lectures  might  be  obtained. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  General  Synod  procure  such 
revision  to  be  made,  and  then  publish  the  same  under  the  direction 
of  a  committee  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  whenever  a  publish- 
er shall  be  found  willing  to  undertake  it  at  his  own  risk,  or  a  suffi- 
cient subscription  shall  have  been  obtained  to  defray  the  expense.

Board  of  Corporation. 

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corpora- 
tion was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the 
Annual  Digest,  and  other  documents  relative  to  business  commit- 
ted to  them,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

To   the    General   Synod  of  the    Reformed    Protestant    Dutch 
Church. 
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The  Board  of  Direction  submit  their  annual  Report  as  follows, 
via.— 

The  several  matters  submitted  to  them  by  the  General  Synod 
as  expressed  in  the  Minutes  of  June,  1631,  have  been  duly  attended 
to  in  the  following  particulars,  viz. — 

Secretary. 

The  Board  appointed  Isaac  Young,  Esq.,  the  Treasurer  of  General 
Synod,  to  act  also  as  their  Secretary,  which  office  he  accepted 
gratuitously,  and  has  performed  the  duties  accordingly. 

Psalms  and  Hymns, 

The  Board  granted  licenses  to  Williafn  A.  Mercein,  to  print  and 
publish  two  editions  of  the  additional  Hymns  of  three  thousand 
copies  each,  for  which  privilege  he  paid  the  'Treasurer  two  hun- 
dred and  forty  dollars,  being  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  copy. 
And  on  behalf  of  General  Synod,  afterward  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  said  William  A.  Mercein,  to  stereotypo  the  Psalms 
and  Hymns,  together  with  the  additional  Hymns,  Catechism,  Con- 
fession of  Faith,  Liturgy,  &c.  and  the  Canons  of  the  Church, — 
and  granted  to  him  the  exclusive  right  to  print  and  publish  the  same 
fhr  the  term  of  ten  years.  A  copy  of  the  contract  will  be  sub- 
mitted herewith.  Separate  copy-rights  for  said  books  have  been 
taken  out  according  to  the  direction  of  Synod. 

Memoirs  of  Dr.  Livingston. 

In  pursuance  of  the  order  of  Synod,  the  Board  have  paid  to  the 
executor  of  Sarah  Gunn,  deceased,  who  was  the  sole  executrix 
and  devisee  of  the  late  Dr.  Alexander  Gunn,  the  sum  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  have  received  from  him  an  assignment  of  the 
copy-right  of  the  Memoirs  of  Dr.  Livingston,  together  with  orders 
to  deliver  to  this  Board  all  the  unsold  copies  of  the  work.  And  the 
Secretary  of  this  Board  has  written  to  the  several  persons  in  whose 
custody  the  said  unsold  copies  are,  directing  them  to  hold  the  some 
or  the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  any  of  them,  subject  to  the 
orders  of  this  Board.  Very  few  copies  of  the  Memoirs  have  been 
sold  since  they  have  been  in  possession  of  the  Board.  And  the 
Board,  under  all  the  circumstances,  recommend  that  the  Synod  author 
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im  them  to  sell  the  books'remaining  on  hand  at  public  auction,  in 
this  city. — Until  they  are  disposed  of,  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that 
the  copy-right  to  the  Memoirs  could  not  advantageously  be  sold* 

Albany  and  Schenectady  Turnpike  Company. 

The  General  Synod  were  the  owners  of  four  shares  in  the  stock 
of  this  company.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  company 
were  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  to  construct  a  rail- 
way  on  part  of  their  road.  And  the  stockholders,  in  consequence, 
had  their  election,  either  to  transfer  their  stock  to  the  company, 
and  receive  816  80  per  share;  being  their  proportion  of  the 
valuation  of  said  turnpike;  or  to  pay  an  additional  sum  of  8188 
90  on  each  share,  to  complete  the  rail-road.  The  Board  elected 
to  accept  their  proportionate  share  of  such  valuation ;  and  have 
sold  and  transferred  the  said  four  shares  at  822  50  per  share ; 
amounting  to  890,  which  money  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer*    • 

Rev.  Stoats  Van  Santvoord. 

The  Board  regret  to  state  to  Synod,  that  they  have  not  been 
able  to  effect  a  settlement  with  Mr.  Van  Santvoord  of  his  accounts; 
they  havo  repeatedly  requested  him  to  meet  with  them  for  that 
purpose,  and  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  his  intention  so  to  do : 
and  therefore,  that  it  is  in  vain  for  them  to  correspond  any  moje 
with  him  on  the  subject ;  and  they  respectfully  request  that  they 
may  be  discharged  from  any  further  duties  in  this  matter. 

The  Board  herewith  send  to  Synod,  a  detailed  account  of  their 
correspondence  with  Mr.  Van  Santvoord,*  including  a  letter  lately 
received  from  him,  to  which  they  have  returned  no  answer,  but 
respectfully  submit  the  same  to  General  Synod  for  their  considera- 
tion. 

Agent  of  this  Board.

The  Board  appointed  Mr.  William  Schuneman  their  Agent  for 
the  past  year,  to  collect  the  outstanding  subscriptions  ;  as  well  as 
those  on  the  old  lists,  as  those  heretofore  obtained  by  himself,  by  Mr. 
Van  Santvoord,  and  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schermerhorn,  for  the  The- 
obgical  Seminary,  as  to  obtain  new  subscriptions  and  donations  for 
that  purpose.  The  report  of  Mr.  Schuneman,  which  will  be  sent 
to  Synod  herewith,  will  show  what  have  been  the  amount  of  hi* 
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operations  during  the  past  year ;  and  that  a  considerable  amount 
remains  yet  uncollected.  And  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  if  no 
measures  are  taken  to  collect  the  same,  the  whole  will  probably  be  lost ; 
they  therefore  respectfully  suggest  to  Synod,  the  propriety  of  author, 
izing  the  Board  to  continue  said  agent  for  another  year,  as  he  is  best 
acquainted  with  the  subject ;  or  to  appoint  some  other  person  should 
he  decline  serving,  to  collect  the  said  outstanding  subscriptions  and 
obtain  donations ;  and  to  allow  him  a  suitable  commission  on  the 
sums  he  may  collect  and  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
instead  of  a  fixed  salary. 

Accounts. 

The  Board  find  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  under  this 
head,  page  394,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  setting 
forth  "  that  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  were  not 
accompanied  with  any  vouchers  committed  to  them,  neither  does  it 
appear  that  the  accounts  have  been  audited  ;  or  that  any  Committee 
has  ever  been  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  their  accounts  ; 
that  therefore,  the  Committee,  although  they  presume  that  all  of 
them  are  correct,  have  it  not  in  their  power  to  ascertain  and 
certify  the  fact  that  they  are  so." 

Whereupon,  Synod  resolved,  "  that  an  Auditing  Committee  shall 
be  appointed  to  audit  said  accounts  annually,  before  they  are  pre- 
sented to  Synod  ;"  and  appointed  a  Committee  accordingly. 

The  Board  cannot  but  consider  the  above  report  and  resolution 
as  implying  a  reflection  on  their  ability  or  official  integrity.  They 
know  of  no  accounts  under  their  control  requiring  to  be  audited 
but  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  which  they  have  ever  considered 
as  committed  to  them  for  that  purpose  ;  these  they  have  regularly 
audited  by  comparing  them  with  his  receipts  and  vouchers  for 
moneys  paid  by  him,  and  certifying  on  their  Minutes  the  balance  in 
his  hands.  And  by  their  individually  signing  their  annual  Reports 
to  Synod  (which  include  the  Treasurer's  accounts,)  they  concluded 
that  they  were  fully  audited  and  authenticated  ;  they  are  therefore 
again  submitted  to  Synod  in  the  usual  way. 

The  Treasurer's  annual  account,  together  with  the  annual  digest, 
making  part  of  this  report,  will  exhibit  to  General  Synod  the  state  of 
their  funds. 
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Creasnrer'a  Account 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  in 
account  with  Isaac  Young,  Treasurer.

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  state,  very  respectfully,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  appointed  last  Synod,  to  open  a  correspon- 
dence with  the  United  Associate  Church  of  Scotland — That  a  pas- 
toral letter  was  prepared  by  your  Committee,  and  sent  to  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  that  Church. 

Owing  to  some  unforeseen  delay,  our  pastoral  letter  reached  Edin- 
burgh, only  on  the  last  week  of  the  session  of  that  venerable  body.

It  was  cordially  and  affectionately  received,  and  a  most  respect- 
able Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  answer,  which  1  am  sorry 
to  learn,  will  not  reach  us  before  the  close  of  this  Synod. 

I  received  this  morning,  a  despatch  from  Professor  Dr.  Mitchell, 
one  of  the  Committee,  stating  the  cause  of  the  delay.  It  will  arrive 
by  next  packet.  I  beg  leave  to  %ask  whether  this  venerable  body 
will  take  any  order  on  it,  or  appoint  a  Committee  to  reply.  Dr. 
Mitchell  suggests  an  idea  of  this  kind.  His  letter  is  enclosed,  to  be 
laid  before  the  Synod.

The  corresponding  delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  laid  before  the  Synod,  certain  resolutions 
adopted  by  that  body,  relative  to  the  observance  of  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  1833,  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  as  a  day  of  Fast- 
ing and  Prayer  for  the  Divine  Blessing  upon  the  Ministry  and  upon 
the  efforts,  in  behalf  of  the  conversion  of  the  world,  and  inviting 
the  concurrence  of  this  Synod,  in  the  observance  of  the  same  day. 

Whereupon  it  was  Resolved  unanimously,  That  this  Synod  do 
heartily  unite  with  the  General  Assembly,  in  relation  to  the  obser- 
vance of  said  day,  and  do  accordingly  hereby  recommend  to  the 
Churches  under  their  care,  to  set  apart  and  observe  in  common  with 
Christians  and  churches,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1833,  as  a  day  of  Fasting  and  Prayer,  for  the 
Divine  blessing  on  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world  ; 
for  the  revival  of  religion  in  the  whole  of  Christendom,  and  for  the 
entire  success  of  those  benevolent  enterprises  which  have  for  their 
object  the  world's  conversion  to  God. 

The  following  Report,  was  received  from  one  of  the  delegates  to 
attend  the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church.

Your  Committee,  have  had  no  other  minutes  of  corresponding 
churches  before  them,  than  those  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod, 
which  they  have  examined,  and  find  nothing  that  requires  the  at- 
tention  of  this  house.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sears,  a  delegate  from  this 
Synod  was  present  at  their  last  meeting,  and  laid  on  their  table  sev- 
eral copies  of  our  minutes  of  June  last,  which  were  thankfully  re- 
ceived. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Committeee  appointed  by  this  Synod  to 
open  a  correspondence  with  the  United  Associate  Church  of  Scot- 
Hind,  it  appears  that  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  General  Synod  of 
ttiat  church,  which  owing  to  some  unforeseen  delay,  was  not  received 
till  toward  the  close  of  their  sitting ;  it  was  most  cordially  welcomed, 
^nd    a  respectable  Committee  appointed  to    prepare  an  answer, 
^hich  probably  will  not  arrive  before  the  Synod  shall  have  ad- 
journed.     Your  Committee  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee,  who  shall  receive  the  communication 
^when  it  arrives,  and  reply  to  it  without  delay.

ARTICLE   VI. 

Synodical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches, 

Resolved,  That  a  Synodical  prayer  meeting  be  held  in  this  place 
at  6  o'clock,  every  morning  during  the  meeting  of  Synod,  for  the 
Durpose  of  supplicating  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  upon  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Synod,  and  upon  the  Churches,  and  that  it  be  recom- 
mended that  Prayer  Meetings  for  the  same  purpose  be  held,  in  ad- 
dition  to  the  above,  at  the  same  time  in  the  Dutch  Churches  in  this 
city,  so  far  as  practicable. 

In  conformity  with  a  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  the  after 
noon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  in  the-religious  exercises  of  Pray  e 
ajd  Praise. 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  r- 
port  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follow* 


The  Commktee  on  the  state  of  Religion,  in  view  of  the  facts  0 
have  been  brought  before  them,  would  exclaim,  "  what  God  h 
wrought !"  and  desire  with  grateful  and  adoring  hearts  to  pn 
him  for  the  rich  displays  of  his  saving  mercy ,  throughout  our  churc 
"Is  not  this  a  brand  plueked   out  of  the  f  re  V* — And  thous; 
oi  such  have  during  the  past  year  been  rescued  from  a  state  of 
raised  from  death  to  life,  and  "  translated  [out  of  darkness 
God's  marvellous  light."    The  Redeemer,  has  seen  of  the  tj 
of  his  soul,  his  Gospel  has  triumphed,  and  angels  bave  rej< 
The  promise  of  our  covenant  God  has  been  fulfilled,  "  /  will  be 
dew  unto  Israel,"     A  mightier  and  more  pervading  influence 
Spirit  from  on'  High,  it  is  believed,  has  been  felt,  during  tr 
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year,  than  has  been  enjoyed ;  by  our  Church  on  any  former  occa- 
sion. There  are  few  of  oar  Classes  within  whose  bounds  soma 
special  season  of  refreshment  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  has  not 
been  experienced ;  and  whilst  upon  many  of  our  Churches  showers 
of  blessing  have  descended,  very  few  have  been  left  to  utter  drought 
and  barrenness.  The  gracious  truth  has  been  most  affectingly 
illustrated,  that  if  we  are  straitened,  it  is  not  in  the  Father  of  Mer- 
cies, that  our  God  is  more  ready  to  bestow  his  Spirit  upon  them  that 
ask  him,  than  earthly  parents  are  to  give  good  things  to  their  chil. 
dren. 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  the 
state  of  the  Churches  generally  is  unusually  encouraging — The  re* 
viving  and  refreshing  influences  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  have  been  ex* 
tensively  enjoyed.  The  number  of  those  who  have  made  a  profession 
<A  religion  during  the  past  year,  has  been  uniformly  greater  in 
all  the  Classes  than  during  the  year  previous.  In  several  of  the 
Churches  the  work  of  the  Lord  has  been  most  powerful — renova- 
ting their  whole  moral  aspect. 

In  the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  changes  still 
more  cheering  have  taken  place.  The  Synod  Reports,  "  that  the 
experience  of  the  past  year  has  convinced  them  that  the  faithful  use 
of  means  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  so  far  as 
they  arc  the  means  of  Divine  appointment,  have  been,  and  will  bo 
blessed  and  sealed  with  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  One  of 
the  Classis  communicates  the  pleasing  fact,  "  That  under  the  faith- 
ful preaching  of  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Cross,  scarcely  a  Church 
has  been  left  without  being  watered  from  on  high."  Another,  that 
"  It  is  evident  that  the  Lord  has  blessed  his  heritage  in  our  bounds, 
and  we  are  called  to  sing  more  of  mercy  than  of  judgment.  In 
most  of  the  Churches  precious  seasons  of  refreshing  have  been, 
and  still  are  enjoyed ;  while  in  those  not  especially  visited,  there 
have  not  been  wanting  instances  of  hopeful  conversion. 

Another,  that "  Although,  in  past  years,  individual  Churches  have 
been  blessed  with  larger  accessions,  it  has  never  been  our  happi- 
ness to  witness  so  general  a  refreshment  of  the  Churches  in  our 
bounds.  It  has  truly  been  a  year  of  increase  in  the  Spiritual  Vine- 
yard committed  to  our  charge.     A  year  of  Jubilee  to  the  friends 

of  Zion."

Another  Classis  states  that,  "  No  previous  year  has  witnessed  a 
more  pleasing  and  prosperous  state  of  religion.  Difficulties  have  been 
surmounted,  and  the  cause  of  truth  has  been  steadily  advancing." 
And  the  Synod  remark,  that  the  prospects  of  those  portions  of  the 
Church  which  hitherto  have  been  most  barren  and  desolate,  are 
becoming  more  bright  and  cheering ;  and  that  there  is  manifest  an 
increasing  desire  and  effort  for  obtaining  a  full  supply  of  spiritual 
culture. 

During  the  year,  a  much  greater  number  of  new  congregations 
has  been  added  to  our  Church,  than  hitherto  has  been  usual.  Mis- 
sionary  efforts  have  been  enlarged ;  and  the  education  cause  has 
prospered.  Thus  has  our  beloved  Zion,  by  the  blessing  of  Heaven, 
received  a  greatly  increased  moral  energy ;  thousands  of  those, 
heretofore  the  servants  of  sin,  have  enlisted  under  the  banner  of 
the  Captain  of  salvation,  and  been  consecrated  by  the  anointing  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  to  the  Master's  glory ;  and  these,  taken  from  all 
ages  and  from  all  ranks,  embracing  the  several  varieties  of  human 
character,  endowment,  and  circumstance.  Families  have  been  bles- 
sed, and  whole  communities  renovated.  And  who  shall  estimate 
the  influence  and  results  of  this  moral  transformation,  upon  the 
world  around,  and  upon  posterity  ?  Eternity  alone  will  reveal  it. 
New  lights  are  kindled  up  to  direct  others  in  the  path  to  Heaven  ; 
New  fountains  opened  to  refresh  tho  heritage  of  God. 

The  great  means  which  has  been  owned  by  God,  in  accomplish- 
ing the  blessed  results  for  which  we  desire  devoutly  to  praise  his 
grace,  is  the  plain,  simple,  faithful,  pungent  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel, connected  with  deep  humility,  fervent  prayer  (in  some  instan- 
ces, fasting)  and  diligent  effort.    "  Not  by  might  nor  by  power,  but 
by  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord."     The  sovereignty  of  divine  Grace 
we  recognize  and  adore,  and  at  the  same  time  we  perceive  the  evU 
dence  that  God  is  pleased  to  employ  and  to  honor  the  means  of 
salvation  which  he  himself  has  instituted.     <<  The  Gospel  is  the  wis- 
dom of  God,  and  the  power  of  God  to  salvation ;"  and  the  truth  of 
God  is  immutable.    No  new  Gospel  is  to  be  invented,  nor  are  we  to 
expect  the  sanction  of  Heaven  to  any  means  of  grace  of  man's  in- 
vention.    But,  that  God  does  bless  the  due,  dilligent  and  earnest 
improvement  of  his  own  gracious  institutions ;  and  that  without  their 
improvement,  we  may  not  expect  his  blessing,  we  are  not  permit- 
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lation,  and  hazardous  enterprise.  Long  defined  boundaries  are 
overleaped,  and  the  spirit  of  the  age  is  a  spirit  of  burning  energy 
and  trans-forming  revolution.  And  the  spirit  of  the  age,  and  the 
state  of  the  Church  mutually  act  upon  each  other*  In  all  the  dif- 
ferent evangelical  Christian  denominations  there  is  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  extent,  a  diversity  of  views  in  reference  to  subjects  intimately 
bearing  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  Church.  In  certain  parts  of 
some  of  them  at  least,  a  disposition  to  treat  lightly,  if  not  to  re. 
ject,  many  important  doctrines,  long  embalmed  in  the  affections  of 
the  purest  portions  of  Christ's  Church  upon  the  earth,  and  more  ex- 
citement and  action,  without  due  regard  to  tho  principles  whence 
they  flow,  seem  to  be  the  great  aim  of  some  who  would  direct  the 
public  mind  in  the  religious  world.  Strong  religious  excitement  is 
in  itself  no  evidence  of  the  presence  of  the  Divine  Spirit ;  nor  is  th$ 
truth  inspired  by  the  Spirit,  always  the  means  of  producing  it 

The  times  are  eventful,  and  whether  the  Lord  is  preparing  his 
Church  for  a  season  of  approaching  trial,  or  whether  we  see  the 
early  dawning  of  a  brighter  day,  by  the  events  in  Providence,  every 
minister,  and  every  private  member  of  the  Church  is  called  to  in- 
creased humility,  vigilance  and  diligence  in  their  Master's  service. 
Let  us  cleave  to  the  holy  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  and  ever  judge 
of  experience,  by  the  truth.  "  Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but 
try  the  spirits  whether  they  be  of  God."  Let  us  cherish  the  unity 
of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  "  be  steadfast,  immoveable,  al- 
ways abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  we  know 
that  our  labor  shall  not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord."

ARTICLE    VII. 

Synodical  Refe 


The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  respectfully  report  that  they 
find  the  following  articles  demanding  the  attention  of  the  Synod. 

1.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of.  New  York,  p.  19, 
Article  VIII,  a  recommendation  of  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  to 
the  immediate  and  prayerful  attention  of  General  Synod;  and  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  Article  XIX,  a  recom- 
mendation on  the  same  subject. 

2.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  Article  XI, 
an  appeal,  signed  Jacob  W.  Hangen  and  Isaac  S.  Ketcham,  from  the 
several  decisions  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  in  relation  to 
the  several  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery, 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  Lasher,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van 
Home,  involving  the  whole  Caughnawaga  concern. 

3.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  p.  17, 
Article  XI,  a  reference  to  the  General  Synod,  on  a  decision  of  the 
South  Classis  of  New  York,  that  ministers  without  a  charge  shall 
not  represent  their  churches  in  the  higher  judicatories.

ARTICLE   XII. 

Schools  and  Christian  Education. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Education 
°f  the  Synod,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  same, 
**hich  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Board  of  Education  beg  leave  to  present  to  General  Synod 
the  following  report  of  their  proceedings,  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  last  report  it  was  stated,  that  nine  beneficiaries  were  then 
under  the  care  of  the  Board,  During  the  year  now  closed  five  have 
been  received,  and  one  has  withdrawn,  and  it  is  believed  is  receiv- 
ing aid  from  the  American  Education  Society,  leaving  thirteen  now 
under  the  care  of  the  Board.  Of  these,  jiine  have  been  pursuing  their 
studies  in  the  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  at  New  Bruns- 
wick. Two  at  the  Academy  at  Baskingridge,  and  one  in  this  city. 
Prom  the  Treasurer's  Report,  it  appears  that  81957  85,  have  been 
received  into  the  Treasury. 

During  Che  year,  91154,  have  been  expended  in  assisting  fifteen 
beneficiaries* 

Three  permanent  scholarships  are  now  established,  of  fifteen 

tiundred  dollars  each  ;  one  by  the  late  Col.  Rutgers,  which  bears 

&*is  name,  and  on  which  an  incumbent  is  placed  ;  the  others  by  the 

S^fofi.  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  one  in  his  own  name ;  the  other  in 

%-he  name  of  his  son,  William  Patterson  Van  Rensselaer.     These 

examples  of  munificent  benefaction,  it  is  hoped  will  be  followed  by 

ther  wealthy  individuals  of  our  church. 

The  Board  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  state  the  number  of 
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Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  continued  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Synod  until  the  adjourned  session. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

Rutgers  College. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers 
College  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Profes- 
sorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, — 

In  accordance  with  their  duty,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
respectfully  report  to  the  General  Synod  the  state  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege. In  discharging  this  duty,  they  are  happy  in  being  enabled  to 
state  that  the  good  prospects  of  the  Institution  are  in  nowise  dimi- 
nished, but  manifestly  improved.  The  assiduous  and  able  attention 
bestowed  upon  the  students  committed  to  their  charge  by  the  pro- 
feasors,  while  it  makes  thorough  scholars,  must,  at  the  same  time, 
increase  the  confidence  of  the  public  at  large,  in  this  seat  of  science. 
Many  have  already,  since  its  resuscitation,  emanated  from  it,  whom 
we  hope  to  see  the  ornaments  of  church  and  state,  and  we  trust  its 
future  prosperity  will  greatly  add  to  that  number. 

The  Faculty  in  making  to  the  Superintendents  their  usual  report, 
observe — "  That  the  whole  number  of  students  now  in  the  literary 
institution  is  seventy,  viz :  of  the  Senior  Class,  24 ;  of  the  Junior,  22  ; 
of  the  Sophomore,  15  ;  and  of  the  Freshman,  9.  Agreeably  to  an 
arrangement  made  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
services  of  the  Rev.  John  Crocs  have  been  procured  in  the  Belles 
Lettres  department  of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt.  Professor  Beck 
commenced  his  lectures  on  Natural  History  and  Chemistry  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  session."  We  here  take  the  liberty  of 
observing,  that  the  present  salary  assigned  to  this  professorship  is 
wholly  inadequate,  and  ought  to  be  increased.  The  present  system, 
and  small  compensation  allowed,  necessarily  oblige  the  Lecturer  to 
crowd  his  lectures  into  a  small  compass.  This  neither  comports 
with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  nor  the  advancement  of  the  stu- 
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deal.     We  hope  some  steps  will  be  taken  with  regard  to  this  branch 


"  The  Grammar  School  attached  to  the  College  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Robert  O.  Currie,  and 
numbers  at  present  28  scholars."      There  is  also  an  English  and 

Scientific  School  under  the  care  of  Mr. Mortimer,  in  the 

same  building  with  the  Grammar  School,  which  the  Faculty  have 
also  under  their  charge,  and  numbers  about  32  scholars. 

In  conrJuding  their  report,  the  Faculty  further  remark,  "  Al. 
though  the  past  season  has  boen  peculiarly  trying  to  the  human 
constitution,  yet  we  have  reason  to  bless  God  that  the  general  health 
of  our  city  has  heed  mercifully  preserved.  The  conduct  of  our  stu- 
dents, not  only  during  the  past  year,  but  from  the  revival  of  the 
institution*  has  been  exemplary.  By  no  one  single  act  that  has 
seriously  attracted  the  public  eye,  have  they  either  disgraced  them* 
selves  or  the  institution.  Good  order  and  diligence  have  prevailed, 
and  as  connected  with  these,  we  trust  also  that  some  degree  of  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  their  everlasting  interests.  A  Bible  Society, 
Auxiliary,  «nd  *  weekly  association  for  prayer  exist,  in  the  college ; 
and  the  Biblical  recitation,  and  chapel  service  on  the  Sabbath,  are 
regularly  attended  to.  On  the  whole,  we  have  cause  to  adore  the 
Author  of  all  good  for  the  numberless  and  distinguished  favors 
which  he  has  conferred  upon  us,  and  are  called  to  renewed  exertions 
in  behalf  of  an  establishment,  which  we  trust  will  be  recognised  as 
a  blessing  to  the  church  and  on  honor  to  our  country."  The  Board 
have  to  deplore  since  their  lost  report,  the  loss  of  Professor  De  Witt, 
whose  death  has  left  an  important  blank  in  the  department  which  he 
so  ably  filled.

Professorate. 

The  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  D.  D.,  having  declined  the  appointment 
of  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  to  which  he  had  been  elected  in 
the  room  of  the  late  Professor,  John  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  the  choice  of  another  in  his  place. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  professorship  having  been  nomi- 
nated, and  the  said  nominations  being  by  ballot  reduced  to  two,  on  a 
succeeding  day,  after  a  season  spent  in  special  prayer,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared 
that  the  Rev.  Alexander  M'Clelland,  D.  D.,  was  elected  the  Profes- 
sor.     Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved  unanimously.  That  the  Rev.  Alexander  McClelland, 
D.  D.,  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment,  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod,  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given  in 
the  name  of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  be  inaugurated 
into  his  office,  in  the  Dutch  Church  at  New  Brunswick,  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  July,  next,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

And  that  in  addition  to  the  Inaugural  Address,  to  be  delivered  on 
that  occasion  by  the  Professor  elect ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt, 
D.  D.,  be,  and  is  hereby  appointed  to  preside  and  to  deliver  a  ser- 
mon ;  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  to  deliver  a  charge  to 
the  Professor ;  and  the  Rev*  Isaac  Ferris  be  appointed  secundus  to 
the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.  D. ;  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong, 
secundus  to  the  Rev.*  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Jacob  D.  Fonda  and  Thomas  M.  Strong 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Clelland,  and 
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inform  him  of  his  election,  and  obtain  from  him  his  decision  on  the 
subject,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  had  waited  on  the  Professor 
elect,  and  had  received  from  him  a  communication  expressive  of  his 
views  on  the  subject,  which  they  would  beg  leave  to  lay  before 
Synod — which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  communication  having 
been  read,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Rev.  Win.  M'Murray,  D.  D.,  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  Cornelius  C.  Cuy. 
ler,  D.  D.,  and  the  Elders  Peter  D.  Vroom,  and  Abraham  Van  Nest. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows  i — 

The  Committee  on  the  communication  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Clelland, 
report — 

That  they  have  had  a  conference  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Clelland, 
and  after  duly  attending  to  the  subject  of  his  communication,  have 
unanimously  agreed  to  present  the  following  resolution  for  the  con- 
sideration and  adoption  of  Synod.

concerned.

JUsohedj  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  churches  who  have  nol 
hitherto  made  collections  for  the  purchase  of  Dr.  De  Witt's  Library, 
to  do  so  as  soon  as  convenient ;  and  also  that  the  churches  whick 
have  already  contributed,  be  affectionately  asked  to  give  further  ok 
if  practicable.     • 

FUsohedy  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler  be  authorised  to  draw 
from  the  Bank  of  New  Brunswick,  suclynoneys  for  this  object  as  he 
has  deposited  therein,  and  pay  over  the  same  in  purchase  of  the 
Library. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  bo  directed  to  ***""ninicate  tc 
the  churches  the  above  resolution,  relative  to  the  collection  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Library,  and  urge  upon  them  the  earnest  wishes  oj 
the  Synod  that  they  attend  to  the  same  without  delay.

They  have  been  presented  by  Classis,  and  your  Committee  recom 
mend  that  their  request  be  granted,  and  they  be  recommended  to  th 
Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  as  proper  persons  to  receive  aid  fron 
the  Van  Benschoten  or  other  Funds  under  their  control. 
^  With  regard  to  the  accounts  of  the  Rev.  S.  Van  Santvoord,  trans 
mitted  to  General  Synod,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee 
it  appears,  according  to  the  agreement  as  understood  by  the  Boan 
of  Corporation,  there  is  due  from  him  9790.

Your  Committee  also  find  in  cxaming  the  papers  put  into  their 
hands,  in  reference  to  the  funds  of  General  Synod,  for  educating 
poor  young  men  of  piety  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  that  the  re- 
solution  passed  at  the  last  General  Synod,  calling  upon  the  Trustees

tion and  a  statement  perfectly  satisfactory  from  the  year  1824  to  this 
time,  since  he  has  been  the  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College.     And 
your  Committee  regret  extremely  that  the  Trustees  have  not  seen 
rfit  to  furnish  the  General  Synod  a  statement,  according  to  the  bequest 
of  the  donor,  of  the  state  of  this  fund  from  its  foundation,  in  1814. 

On  this  subject  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J  M.  Matthews,  D.  D.,  J.  F.  Schermer- 
fcorn,  and  the  Elder  Anthony  Van  Bergen,  be  a  Committee  with  full 
powers  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  and  to  inquire 
*  Mo  the  state  of  the  above  funds,  and  receive  from  them  such  state- 
vrnents  and  explanations  as  they  can  give  on  this  subject,  and  report 

the  next  General  Synod.

From  this  it  is  evident,  if  the  whole  education  interest  of  our 
Church  was  committed  to  the  care  and  direction  of  the  Education 
Board,  that  with  a  very  little  additional  exertion  they  might  have 
under  their  care,  pursuing  their  studies  for  the  ministry,  at  least  fifty 
students,  at  an  appropriation  of  $100  to  each,  which  is  twenty-five 
per  cent,  more  than  is  allowed  by  the  American  Education  Board  to 
her  beneficiaries. 

There  is  also  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  a 
considerable  sum  unexpended,  for  educating  poor  young  men  for  the 
ministry  ;  and  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  following  re- 
solution in  reference  to  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  a  Scholarship  be  established  with  said  moneys,  to 
be  denominated  the  Livingston  Scholarship ;  and  if  there  is  not  a 
sufficient  sum  in  hand  for  that  purpose,  that  there  be  added  to  it  such 
sum  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  from  the  first  moneys  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  the  copy. right  of  the  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book. 
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The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod, 
to  raise  funds  to  fill  up  the  Professorships,  have  not  yet  accomplished 
this  object ;  and  that  the  principal  of  the  Permanent  Funds  for  the 
support  of  the  Professors,  am6unts  to  about  962,000 ;  the  income  of 
which  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  your  Professors,  by  about 
•1,200.  We  therefore  recommend  to  the  Committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  to  fill  up  the  said  subscription  without  delay.  And 
your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions, 
with  regard  to  the  Permanent  Funds  and  subscriptions. 

1 .  Resolved,  That  no  part  of  the  principal  received,  or  subscrip- 
tions due,  for  the  Permanent  Professoral  Funds,  shall  be  expended 
for  any  other  purpose  whatever. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  case  of  necessity,  the  Board  of  Direction  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  churches  to  make 
additional  efforts  to  raise  money  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  an  Education  Board  of  General 
Synod  be  constituted,  to  consist  of  nine  members,  to  be  elected  for 
three  years,  five  ministers  and  four  laymen  ;  six  of  which,  at  least, 
shall  reside  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  vicinity  ;  and  any  three,  re- 
gularly convened,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  They  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  at  their  first 
meeting ;  one  third  of  which  shall  be  elected,  after  the  first  year, 
annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  and 
have  the  immediate  care  of  all  the  beneficiaries  and  education  interests 
of  General  Synod ;  and  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  not  contravening  the  rules  established  by  Ge- 
neral Synod  ;  and  they  shall  annually  report  all  their  proceedings 
to  General  Synod. 

With  regard  to  the  beneficiaries  on  the  Education  Board  of  General 
Synod,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
*ules : — 

1.  The  object  of  this  Board  is  to  aid  indigent  pious  young  men, 
^bo  are  preparing  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  in  the  Theological  School 
°f  General  Synod  at  New  Brunswick. 
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$.  JSvery  person  applying  to  be  received  as  a  beneficiary  by  the  Edu- 
catio^BoarcljSball  be  required  to  producesatisfactory  testimonials  of  Us 
being  a  regular  member,  in  good  standings  of  some  Protestant  church. ; 
and  of  bis,  piety,  indigence,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  himself  to  this 
Christian,  ministry ;  and  of  his  capacity  and  aptness  to  learn,  and 
promise  o(  usefulness  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  above  teatime* 
njals  to  be  furnished  by  the  minister  and  officers  of  the  church  to 
which  he  belongs,  and  the  instructors  with  whom  he  has  pursued  his 
studies ;  and  if  these  are  satisfactory,  he  shall  be  received  on  proba~ 
tion  for  six  months.  This  examination  may  take  place  before  the 
Board  of  Education,  or  the  different  Classes  of  our  Church,  of  such 
Committee  of  their  body  as  they  shall  appoint  for  that  purpose ;  and 
who  shall  transmit  a  full  state  of  the  case  and  the  requisite  testimo- 
nials to  the  Education  Board. 

3.  In  the  selection  and  reception  of  the  beneficiaries,  a  preference 
shall  be  given  to  those  that  are  unmarried ;  and  if  any,  after  having 
been  received,  shall  enter  into  the  marriage  state,  they  shall  thereby 
forfeit  all  further  claim  to  any  appropriation  that  has  been  made  to 
them.  And  hereafter  none  shall  be  received  who  have  not  completed, 
or  who,  do  not  intend  to  complete,  a  regular  course  of  Collegiate  stu- 
dy, unless  by  special  direction  of  General  Synod,  and  shall  be  bound 
to  refund  the  money  received. 

4.  That  the  amount  of  appropriation  to  each  student  shall  not  ex- 
ceed  ilOO  per  year ;  and  they  shall  all  be  under  the  care,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  rules,  of  the  Education  Board ;  who  shall  have  the  power 
to  assign  them  to  the  different  sholarshipa,  unless  otherwise  specially 
provided  for  by  the  founders  of  them. 

5.  That  the  beneficiaries  shall  be  required  to  give  their  notes, 
without  interest,  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  for  the  mo. 
neys  by  them  received,  payable  at  such  time  as  the  Board  shall 
deem  proper  to  call  for  the  same,  unless  they  shall  devote  them- 

-    selves  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  in  such  case  their  obli- 
gations shall  be  cancelled. 

6.  That  at  the  end  of  every  four  months,  or  at  the  end  of  every 
college  term,  the  beneficiaries  shall  be  required  to  make  a  return  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  their  expenditures  for  board,  wash- 
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ing,  wood,  light,  and  clothing,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  and 
also  of  the  amount  of  their  debt*  and  for  what  contracted. 

7.  That  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  such  indivi- 
duals as  they  may  oppoint,  shall  visit  the  beneficiaries  at  least  twice 
a  year,  and  inquire  into  their  proficiency  and  diligence  in  their  stu- 
dies— into  their  general  deportment  and  Christian  walk,  and  in  case 
they  have  been  deficient  in  either  respect,  to  give  them  such  advice 
and  counsel  as  the  case  requires ;  and  if  they  should  prove  to  have 
been  guilty  of  any  gross  improprieties,  or  neglect  of  duty,  or  inatten- 
tion to  their  studies,  they  shall  at  all  times  be  liable  to  be  dismissed 
by  the  Board,  and  payment  required  of  them  for  the  moneys  advanced 
to  them. 

Your  Committee  also  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to 
another  subject,  viz  : — That  of  indigent  students  formerly  aided  from 
the  Education  Funds  of  General  Synod.  The  amount  advanced  to 
them  is  now  very  considerable,  for  which  many  of  them  have  given 
their  obligations ;  and  some  who  have  settled  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  have  refunded  to  the  amount  of  about  91,100,  and  there  is 
still  a  considerable  sum  due  from  those  brethren  that  have  left  our 
Church.  And  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution — 

Resohed,  That  those  ministers  that  are  at  present  settled  in  other 
Churches,  who  have  been  aided  from  our  funds,  be  required  to  refund, 
without  further  delay,  the  moneys  advanced  to  them  ;  and  that  the 
obligations  of  those  ministers  who  have  been  settled  in  our  Church 
for  ten  years  or  more,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  cancelled.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Missions. 

The  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General 
Synod  was  received  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions. 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Schermerhorn,  the  general  agent  of  the  Synod, 
presented  a  report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  which  was 
accepted,  and  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
C.  C.  Cuyler,  D.  D.,  Abraham  O.  Halsey,  Rev.  J.  Romeyn,  and 
the  Elders  P.  D.  Vroom,  and  J.  V.  B.  Varick.  The  Committee  re- 
ported, and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  agent, 
respectfully  report : 

In  approaching  the  diversified  and  important  topics  connected  with 
this  document,  they  have  felt  no  small  degree  of  embarrassment, 
and  they  arc  free  to  acknowledge  their  fears,  lest  in  being  faithful 
they  should  be  deemed  personal,  should  embrace  matter  belonging 
to  the  review  of  other  committees,  or  exceed  the  limits  of  propriety 
in  any  direction  or  form  they  might  attempt  to  give  the  proceedings 
of  Synod,  in  reference  to  the  consolidation  and  extension  of  the  inte- 
rests  of  the  church. 

From  the  statement  of  the  agent  it  appears  that  he  has  visited  the 
principal  churches  in  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  New  Brunswick, 
Long  Island,  New  York  ;  South  Classis  of  New  York,  Poughkeepsie, 
Ulster,  Rensselaer,  Washington,  Albany,  Schenectady,  Schoharie, 
Montgomery,  and  Cayuga.  Want  of  time  has  put  it  out  of  his  power 
to  visit  all,  and  four  churches  to  which  he  did  apply  for  permission 
to  prosecute  the  objects  of  his  agency,  denied  him  the  privilege. 
In  several  others  pecuniary  embarrassments  and  other  causes  of  a 
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local  nature  prevented  that  liberal  distribution,  by  the  experiment  of 
his  ministration,  whereby  our  needy  churches  will  ,be  led  to  glorify 
God  for  their  professed  subjection  to  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

He  has  collected  for  the  Theological  School,  of  the  moneys  pre- 
viously subscribed,  9778  55.  He  has  procured  new  subscriptions 
for  the  two  objects  to  which  his  attention  was  limited  by  order  of  the 
last  Synod,  for  the  Board  of  Missions,  95434  67  ;  for  the  Board  of 
Education,  92057  27.  Making  an  aggregate  of  97491  94,  as  the 
result  of  the  last  year's  labor.  Eight  new  churches  have  been  or- 
ganized through  your  Missionary  operations.  Eight  ministers  have 
been  ordained  or  installed  as  pastors  of  churches,  aided  by  your 
Missionary  Board.  There  are  several  important  stations  that  might 
be  occupied  immediately,  and  must  be  soon,  or  the  opportunity  will 
be  lost  for  the  present.  And  it  has  been  satisfactorily  ascertained 
that  the  comparatively  small  amount  contributed  by  our  churches 
for  our  institutions,  is  to  be  attributed  rather  to  the  want  of  interest 
in  them,  or  a  general  spirit  of  indifference  to  every  thing  connected 
with  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer,  or  ignorance  of  the  imperious  cha- 
racter of  these  claims,  rather  than  any  opposition  to  them,  or  unwil- 
lingness to  give  according  as  the  Lord  has  blessed  them.  The  sum, 
in  dollars  and  cents,  as  here  set  forth,  does  not  exhibit  the  entire 
amount  of  expenditure  in  behalf  of  our  Education  and  Missionary 
departments ;  the  sums  stated  have  all  been  actually  received  in  the 
respective  treasuries,  and  arc  exclusive  of  at  least  91000,  contributed 
by  local  associations  to  individuals  not  under  the  care  of  the  Synod's 
Board.  '  The  sum  received  by  the  Education  Board  the  last  year, 
nearly  equals  the  entire  amount  received  the  three  first  years  of 
their  operations  ;  and  the  receipts  into  the  Missionary  Fund  exceed 
the  receipts  of  any  former  year,  by  the  sum  of  9965.  Any  addi- 
tional details  from  the  statistics  of  the  Agent's  Report  are  deemed 
unnecessary,  as  it  is  the  Synod's  property,  and  access  may  be  had  to 
it  in  all  Us  length  and  breadth  ;  and  your  Committee  have  nothing 
to  recommend  as  to  the  final  disposal  of  it.  It  embraces  several 
topics  which  do  not  come  within  the  range  of  our  commission,  but 
which  are  full  of  interest,  and  deserve,  and  doubtless  will  receive  the 
adjudication  of  Synod. 

On  the  question  of  the  agent's  faithfulness,  your  Committee  cannot 
do  less  than  express  their  conviction  of  his  devotedness  to  the  duties 
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of  his  stewardship.    The  statement  he  submits  speaks  for  itself:  he 
has  visited  14  Classes,  and  nearly  all  the  churches  in  each.     We 
have  heard  no  denial  of  his  locomotive  powers,  nor  of  his  importu- 
nity when  arrived  at  the  place  of  operation ;  and  the  members  of  this 
body  have  severally  witnessed  and  felt  the  force  of  his  respesenta. 
tions.    Let  it  be  recollected  that  his  agency  involves,  necessarily, 
absence  from  home ;  that  he  has,  during  the  last  year,  been  at  one 
time  more  than  three  months  in  succession  departed  from  all  its  con. 
veniencies,  enjoyments,  and  interests ;  that  he  is  but  flesh  and  blood ; 
that  the  season  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  severity ;  that  he  per- 
forms nearly  the  same  amount  of  pulpit  labor  as  the  stated  pastor,  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  must  do  it  under  all  the  disadvan- 
tageous circumstances  of  his  case ;  that  his  business  lies  immediately 
with  the  hardest  part  of  a  hard  heart,  and  the  last  feeling  brought  in 
subjection  to  Christ  in  a  renewed  one ;  and  that  in  many  cases  his . 
work  amounts  to  bringing  meat  out  of  the  eater  and  honey  from  a 
rock ;  that  he  is  expected  to  awaken  on  interest  in  behalf  of  institu- 
tions, the  fame  of  which  the  people  he  addresses,  have  only  heard 
with  their  ears ;  that  many  cannot,  do  not,  will  not,  understand  the 
bearings  of  these  measures  on  the  preservation  of  the  church  and  the 
general  interests  of  Zion ;  that  ignorance  and  wickedness  are  at 
work  to  disconnect  the  tongue  of  the  learned  from  the  ministry  of 
reconciliation,  and  erase  from  the  catalogue  of  things  of  which  the 
Lord  hath  need,  the  silver  and  the  gold ;  that  obstacles  have  been 
found  in  his  path  calculated  to  weaken  his  energies  and  damp  his 
ardor ;  that  influences  for  which  he  is  not  accountable  have  blighted 
some  fields  where  he  expected  to  fill  his  bosom ;  that  there  are  du- 
ties we  owe  the  heathen  which  we  discharge,  only  by  sending  the 
Bible  and  the  Tract  and  the  living  Teacher  in  their  train,  for  whose 
discharge  our  own  Church  has  made  no  denominational  provision  ; 
duties  which  are  now  beginning  to  be  better  understood  and  more 
liberally  discharged,  which  have  been  presented  and  urged  on  our 
churches,  before  our  own  contributions,  which  are  so  much  de- 
ducted from  their  actual  ability  to  contribute  ;  that  he  pleads  for  in- 
stitutions set  for  the  defence  of  the  good  old  way  of  Christian  doc- 
trine and  order,  and  has  had  to  encounter  in  some  measure,  the 
contradictions  arising  from  a  spirit  of  innovation,  confusion  and 
heresy ;  and  yet,  that  under  all  these  circumstance*,  he  can  warranta* 
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pstvisioa  of  even  a  angle  Clsssis  who  could  be  expected  to  give  the 
swsject  ail  the  attention  it  requires,  even  in  hie  own  congregation  T 
An  agency  involves  in  it  the  grand  secret  of  efficiency  in  all  opera- 
tions, the  4Mmm  ef  labor ;  and  is  there  room  for  donbt  whether  h 
he  ptefanwMo  to  commit  these  high  interests  to  one  responsible, 
efficient,  approved  person,  or  to  leave  them  to  two  hundred,  fretted 
with  ears,  worn  down  with  duties,  and  whom  God  has  sent,  not  to  nerve 
tables,  hot  to  baptise  and  preach  the  Gospel.  It  will  also  relieve  snaus- 
tew  from  the  unpleasant  duty  of  urging  distributions  for  speciftcobjnesi 
on  their  people.  The  general  principles  of  Gospel  benevokooe  they 
are  doubtless  bound  to  inculcate,  because  part  of  the  whole  counsel 
they  are  to  declare ;  but  they  are  thus  saved  the  pain  of  repulsion, 
and  that  deduction  from  their  influence,  and  that  panic  which  their 
presence  creates,  if  they  seldom  open  their  -mouth  but  they  must 
needs  present  their  hands  also  for  the  receipt  of  custom. 

The  present  age  of  excitement  and  effort  is  marked  by  this  fea- 
ture of  operation ;  all  our  religious  institutions  have  adopted  it ;  it 
seems  essential  to  a  regular  and  full  supply  of  those  means  which 
constitute  the  sinews  of  exertion,  and  should  t&e  company  of  those 
who  thus  bring  meat  into  God's  store-house  be  recalled  from  their 
labors,  a  famine  would  well  nigh  ensue  where  now  a  liberal  distribu- 
tion is  made*  Let  it  be  distinctly  borne  in  mind  that  agencies  are  a 
part  of  the  existing  policy  of  the  religious  world,  and  that  whether 
we  abandon  ours  or  not,  others  will  hot.  We  cannot  by  any  enact, 
ments  undertake  to  control  the  distributions  of  individuals  or  churches, 
nor  debar  the  agents  of  the  institutions  of  the  day  from  any  part  of 
our.  Church ;  and  while  it  is  evident  that  we  owe  duties  to  the  general 
cause,  and  no  less  evident  that  our  first  duty  is  toward  ourselves?, 
shall  we  abolish  the  only  means  by  which  we  can  provide  for  our 
own  ?  Shall  we  recur  to  a  course  of  proceeding  which  did  answer 
only  when  the  Church  was  comparatively  asleep,  and  which  will 
assuredly  give  the  first  full  ripe  fruit  and  the  abundance  of  the  har- 
vest to  others,  and  leave  for  ourselves  only  scanty  gleanings  1 
Moreover,  God  is  a  God  of  order — things  not  only  exist,  but  they  esrimt 
in  relation*.  The  attraction  of  the  parts  of  a  system  to  its  centre, 
and  the  counter  attraction  toward  adjoining  systems,  serve  to  keep 
each  in  their  proper  place.  Every  man  understands  and  acta  on 
this  pervading  principle,  and  feels  no  embarrassment  or  necessary 
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f#    collision  between  his  individual  interest*  and  his  interests  as  a  mem* 
f     6er  of  the  body  politic.     We  sustain  similar  relations  in  the  Church, 
and  equally  condemn  the  system  that  makes  men  "keepers  at 
home"  with  closed  doors,  and  its  opposite,  whioh  says  "  1  have  loved 
strangers,  and  after  them  will  1  go."    On  the  first  presentation  of 
the  claims  of  the  general  cause  and  our  own  particular  interests  inoon~ 
trust,  it  may  easily  be  seen  that  the  first  is  most  imposing.      Tie 
enttrfrize  is  grander,  for  the  field  is  the  world ;  the  necessity  mars 
urgent,  for  while  many  snuff  at  their  privileges,  and  reject  the  eons. 
sal  of  God  against  themselves  where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people 
most  needs  parish ;  there  is  a  theatre  for  display  and  effort  thrown 
open  where  we  act  in  view  of  a  great  cloud  of  witnesses ;  we  mingle 
with  armies  of  actors  in  the  august  drama ;  we  come  directly  in  view 
of  the  grand  result  when  in  response  to  the  angel  proclaiming  that 
the  kingdoms  of  the  world  have  become  the  kingdom  of  our  God  and 
ot  his  Christ,  the  whole  earth  shouts  forth  the  thundering  hallelujah;. 
« the  Lord  God  Omnipotent  .reigneth  ;"our  individual  agency  is  e*. 
hibited  in  rts  bearings  on  the  season,  when  a  heavenly  vision  indeed 
shall  be  ppeseatect— and 

"  Barbarous  nations  at  his  gates  attend* 
Walk  in  his  light,  and  at  his  altars  bend." 

Every  ennobling  principle  of  our  nature  is  appealed  to— all  the  en- 
thusiasm and  romance  of  our  nature,  and  all  the  energies  of  a  super- 
natural faith  are  called  into  exercise  ;  and  the  heart  that  can  remain 
immoveable  need  not  fear  being  envied  where  the  value  of  the  soul  is 
estimated  aright,  or  the  authority  of  God  our  Saviour  regarded. 
We  need,  therefore,  that  the  less  imposing,  but  not  less  real  and  twi- 
porUmt  and  primary  interests  of  our  ow^i  Church  should  be  presented 
with  peculiar  power,  and  advanced  with  untiring  energy.  So  far 
from  abandoning  an  agency  of  exclusive  devotedness  to  this  object, 
we  require  the  eloquence  of  a  tongue  and  heart  touched  as  with  a 
live  coal  from  the  altar  of  God,  which  shall  awaken  an  interest  in, 
and  make  us  linger,  even  amid  the  dust  and  ruins  of  our  Zion,  and 
call  forth  the  vow  that  we  will  not  forget  her,  though  our  right  hand 
forget  its  cunning :  and  the  clerical  members  of  your  Committee  are 
free  to  confess  the  justice  done  to  the  subject,  and  that  the  amount 
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of  means  collected  and  interest  excited  by  the  agency  far  surpass  a! 
they  hays  themselves  ever  succeeded  in  accomplishing. 

Besides  this,  the  report  of  your  agent  states  that  the  Church  « 
nearly  full.     With  the  numbers  we  are  able 'to  educate,  and  have  is 
progress,  we  can  in  a  year,  if  all  the  laborers  we  already  have  wen 
stationed,  fill  every  vacancy  within  our  bounds ;  and  what  then  is  to 
be  done  1    Are  we  to  maintain  our  institutions  at  the  enormous  ex- 
pense they  cost  us,  and. then  give  away  the  results— or  must  we  stop 
our  operations,  and  suffer  our  wheels  full  of  eyes,  to  rust  and  rot, 
until  death,  desertion,  or  judgment  from  God  shall  reprove  us  out  oi 
the  whirlwind,  and  render  it  necessary  once  more  to  bestir  ourselves  1 
The  whole  question  your  Committee  conceive  to  depend  on  another, 
the  policy  of  the  Church.    Every  principle  that  leads  us  conscten. 
ciously  to  prefer  our  own  Church,  is  precisely  so  much  reason  why 
we  should  desi  re  her  extension,  in  that  pecuUar form,  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  and  chides  every  feeling  of  weariness,  every  purpose  of  ceasing, 
till  the  isles  shall  wait  for  his*  law,  and  the  earth  be  full  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord.     Dare  we,  as  individuals,  resolve  we  will  not  grow  ii 
grace ;  or  does  the  tongue  faulter  in  declaring  that  "  he  who  says  1 
need  no  more,  confesses  he  has  none."     is  not  the  kingdom  of  Hea 
van  like  leaven,  diffusive  and  assimilating  ?    Could  a  fouler  impute, 
tion  be  thrown  on  the  cause  of  the  truth  in  Jesus,  than  that  it  shuts  uj 
or  extinguishes  the  charities  of  the  Christian  heart  for  man,  whkl 
itself  has  filled  with  the  love  of  God  ?    Has  the  north  yet  given  up ' 
does  not  the  south  continue  to  keep  back  ?  Is  it  a  time  to  talk  of  retrench' 
ing  when  many  are  coming  to  ou.r  light,  and  admiring  the  beaut) 
and  comeliness  put  upon  our  Zion  by  her  God,  and  when  one  wh< 
bears  our  commission,  and  whose  mind  andjiearf  we  respect  and  love 
and  whose  zeal  reproaches  our  coldness,  calls  to  us  from  a  far  cotm 
try,  from  amid  the  desolations  and  despair  of  the  nations  without  God 
to  come  over  and  help  him,  and  assures  us  with  tears,  that  not  ofn 
half  has  been  told  us  ? 

While  the  wicked  join  hand  in  hand,  shall  we  remain  in  our  quai 
ters,  and  refuse  to  join  the  Israel  of  God,  who  are  pouring  in  throng 
to  arrange  themselves  around  his  standard  ?  Can  we  separate  th 
assurance  that  the  "  Lamb  shall  overcome"  from  the  agency  of  th 
"called  and  faithful  and  true,"  which  is  as  distinctly  brought  into 
view  as  the  victory  itself.     Need  we  fear,  with  the  ark  in  tiu 
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camp,  and  while  the  voice  of  Divine  faithfulness  chides  all  faintness 
of  heart,  by  the  inquiry — la  not  the  Lord  in  Zion— is  not  her  King 
in  the  midst  of  her,  and  shall  we  hesitate  to  follow  the  word  of  God, 
with  vesture  dipped  in  blood,  and  where  policy  is  designated  in  the 
representation  his  own  Spirit  has  furnished  of  Him,  as  going  from 
vemquering  to  conquer  ? 

While  we  are  deliberating,  millions  are  passing  to  an  undone  eter- 
nity. .  Christianity  is  aggressive  in  its  very  nature  and  design — we 
sea  not  yet  all  things  put  under  Him.  The  war  it  calls  us  tQ  wage, 
is  a  war  of  extermination,  and  must  be  carried  into  the  enemy's  ter- 
ritory* Who  could  regard  a  fortress  that  had  no  influence  save  over 
the  number  of  square  feet  enclosed  by  its  walls,  and  would  its  muni- 
tions be  worth  their  repairs  and  guardianship,  if  the  aenemy  might 
fearlessly  ravage,  even  to  its  gates?  Let  your  instructors  be  men 
who  understand  and  love  the  truth  ;  let  your ;  Classis  allow  of  no 
evasion,  and  admit  no  man  who  would,  on  entering  into  your  temple, 
begia  to  break  down  the  carved  work  which  he  has  sworn  to  defend  ; 
and  on  detection  of  a  departure  from  his  pledge,  make  him  hear 
the  rebuke  of  affection,  and  feel  that  he  is  in  an  empire  where  the 
interests  of  truth  are  paramount,  and  that  if  he  forgets  his  pledge  of 
conformity,  they  will  not  forget  the  obligation  they  have  assumed,  to 
tee  that  the  "  King's  interest  receives  no  damage,"  and  we  need  not 
fear  the  influence  of  extension,  though  there  be  no  nation  or  kindred 
where  our  voice  is  not  heard,  nor  of  numbers,  though  they  equal  the 
thousands  of  Ephraim  or  the  ten  thousands  of  Manassah. 

As  to  the  objection  that  an  agency  is  expensive,  we  ask,  what  is 
not  ?     The  proper  question  is — Does  its  influence  repay  the  expendi- 
ture ?    As  to  the  calculation  of  dollars  and  cents,  it  is  shown  that  the 
additional  sum  raised  by  your  missionary  stations,  in  the  form  of  a 
per  centage,  on  the  allowance  made  them,  contributes  largely  toward 
the  amount  of  the  agent's  salary,  so  that  we  have,  in  effect,  his  ser- 
vices nearly  a  matter  of  clear  gain.     As  to  its  being  a  new  office,  un- 
known to  the  Constitution,  it  seems,  like  the  office  of  deacon,  to  take 
its  rise  from  circumstances.     It  is  not  an  office  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  as  he  gave  it,  nor  do  we  pretend  it  is  a  part  of 
the  "  pattern  exhibited" — there  is  no  ordination  to  it,  nor  is  it  viewed 
as  a  standing  department  in  his  house,  nor  is  it  any  thing  more  than  a 
means  of  concentrating,  in  one  person,  the  acts  of  the  whole  compa- 
ny of  ministers,  and  prosecuting  a  given  object  by  a  system  of  opera- 
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front.  A*  to  fa  undue  influence  an  individual  man  ***?*,  it  is  dous*. 
1cm  desirable  that  great  delicacy,  forbearance,  and  prudence  should 
be  exercised— that  no  offence  should  be  given— that  he  should  he 
true  to  the  interests  of  the  entire  Church,  and  that  he  should  rigidly 
confine  himself  within  his  appropriate  and  assigned  line  of  thing*. 
Guard  it  as  strictly  as  you  please— rebuke  intermeddling— change 
your  incumbent  if  be  wickedly  departs  from  an  influence  of  order, 
but  assuredly  candor  requires  that  what  is  merely  incidental  to  sua 
office  should  be  distinguished  from  whsj  is  essential. 

But  beside  the  strictly  commercial  view  of  an  agency,  its  asorsJ 
influence  ought  not  to  be  thrown  out  of  the  calculation.    The  very 
fact  of  its  establishment,  in  relation  to  the  proposed  department,  is 
•setting  out  lace  steadfastly  toward  the  extension  of  the  Church,  sad 
writing  on  our  banner  "  Christ  must  increase" — it  is  committing  our. 
selves  before  the  world  to  the  cause  of  Him,  of  the  increase  of  whose 
kingdom  and  government  there  shall  be  no  end  ;  it  si  bringing  to  ■ 
view  before  our  Churches,  distinctly  and  prominently,  the  duly  of 
"  dispersing,  of  giving  to  the  poor,  and  sending  portions  to  those  for 
whom  nothing  has  yet  been  prepared,  and  of  searching  out  the  cause 
we  know  not."  By  presenting  the  waxings  and  waningsef  the  Church, 
courage  will  be  taken,  and  emergencies  be  met,  and  the  sound  of  the 
trumpet  announce  at  what  part  of  the  wall  united  energies  are  need, 
ed — a  strong  light  will  be  shed  on  every  path  and  form  of  duty  to  the 
general  interests  of  our  Church — the  bond  of  union  will  become 
stronger,  and  be  drawn  closer,  because  there  is  a  medium  of  commu- 
nication  between  its  remotest  portions ;  and  the  whole  body  will  be 
compacted  by  the  seasonable  and  full  supply  of  every  part.     Incite- 
ments to  love  and  good  works  and  provocations  of  zeal  will  be  fur- 
nished, and  unity  and  efficiency  imparted  to  our  operations. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  repeat  what  is  named  in  the 
report  of  last  year — that  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  cordial 
and  full  co-operation  on  the  part  ofministeraand  consistories,  and  that 
if  individuals  or  churches  do  not  choose  to  contribute  through  this 
channel,  that  they  do  not  at  least  refuse  to  let  an  agent  make  an  ex 
periment,  and  by  such  refusal  make  a  show  of  resistenco  to  the  au- 
thority of  Synod,  and  impress  others  with  the  belief  that  there  is 
something  rotten  in  the  instrumentality,  or  radically  exceptionable  in 
the  plan.     It  could  be  wished,  and  your  Committee  would  go  so  far 
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elude  by  begging  the  indulgence  of  Synod  for  having  tTsspt—fid  <n» 
their  time  so  long. 

.  The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  the  adop* 
tion  of  General  Synod — 

Resolved,  That  an  agency,  in  behalf  of  our  Missionary  and  Edu- 
cation operations,  be  continued  and  prosecuted  with  additional  effort, 
during  the  current  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  agent  be  re-appointed  for  the  current 

year.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Johir 
F.  Schennerhorn : — 

New  York,  June  154k,  1882. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church — 

Deab  Bbxthbexi, — 1  feel  very  grateful  for  the  renewed  expres- 
sion of  your  confidence,  in  appointing  me,  for  the  third  time,  your 
General  Agent ;  but  must,  at  the  same  time  say,  that  an  imperious 
sense  of  duty  will  not  permit  me  again  to  accept  of  yonr  appointment. 
I  nave  not  come  to  this  conclusion  hastily,  nor  because  1  am  weary 
of  my  Master's  service,  nor  yet  from  any  discouragements  or  opposi- 
tion that  I  have  met  with  in  the  agency ;  for  I  have  the  fullest  con- 
fidence from  what  I  have  seen  and  experienced  the  last  year,  that  the 
General  Synod  are  able  to  sustain  and  carry  on  their  benevolent 
operations,  if  all  who  are  opposed  to  her  liberal  and  enlarged  poli- 
cy, were  not  to  contribute  a  cent.  But  I  have  come  to  this  determi- 
nation, because  all  has  been  already  in  a  great  measure  accomplished 
that  first  induced  roe  to  enter  upon  the  agency.  I  have  felt  for  a 
long  time  past,  that  a  faithful  discharge  of  my  public  duties,  which 
has  separated  me  from  my  family,  at  least  ten  months  in  the  year, 
was  incompatable  with  the  duty  I  owed  them,  and  that  attention  to 
my  private  concerns  which  they  required. 

I  should  have  communicated  my  views  on  this  subject  in  my  report 
to  the  General  Synod,  could  I  have  done  it  consistently  with  a  doe 
regard  to  my  own  reputation,  and  a  faithful  discharge  of  my  duty  to 
the  Synod.     1  could  not  retire  and  give  occasion  for  any  man  to  say 
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A  communication  was  received  from  a  Committee  of  the-  Bowed  of 
Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
relative  to  their  operations  during  the  past  year,  which  was  rotated 
to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris  preached  the  Annual  Missionary  Sennoflssi 
before  Synod,  (from  Daniel  xii.  3.)  in  the  Middle  Dutch  Church,  i 
the  evening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  meeting  cf  Synod. 


The  Committee  of  Nomination  having  reported,  the  Synod  pi 
ceeded  to  elect  persons  to  fill  the  places  of  those  of  the  First  Class  ir 
the  Board  of  Missions,  whose  terms  of  service  have  expired*  Or 
countingthe  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  following  persons  were  elecM 
ed  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  three  years 
viz : — The  Rev.  Messrs.  Jacob  Brodhead,  D.  D.,  Jacob  J.  Janewajm 
D.D.,  John  Gosman,  Isaac  Ferris,  Benjamin  C.  Taylor;,  Messnssf 
Cornelius  Heyer,  Jacob  Brouwer,  Isaac  L.  Kip,  Abraham  Vai— 
Nest,  Joseph  W.  Duryea,  and  John  R.  Bleecker. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong  was  elected  a  member  for  tw» 
years,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Peter  P.  Rouse,  who  has  been  res 
moved  by  death. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was  adop^" 
ed,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  Missions,  beg  leave  to  report: — That  the^. 
have  had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
from  which  it  appears  that  this  important  branch  of  the  interests  err 
Zion,  under  the  auspices  of  Synod,  has  been  carried  on,  under  the  di- 
rection of  their  Board,  with  fidelity  and  success. 

The  Board,  wthout  delay,  entered  upon  its  duties,  according  to 
the  new  organization  adopted  by  the  last  Synod,  and  adopted  a  cede 
of  by-laws  for  their  government. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  from  their  report — "  The  Northern 
Board  of  Missions  having  resolved  to  give  up  their  Missionary  sta- 
tktts,  (tads,  and  responsibilities,  to  this  Board,  presented  their  mi, 
mrtes  and  papers,  together  with  a  statement  of  their  affairs,  which 
were  accepted  by  {he  Hoard.     The  responsibilities  of  the  Northern

Treasury  the  last  year,  nearly  equals  that  arising  from  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  whole  Church  the  preceding  year. 

The  Committee  cannot  but  express  their  deep  regret  that  the  Mis- 
sionary Society,  which,  by  the  act  of  General  Synod,  had  been  for 
the  former  year  the  Board  of  the  Synod  for  the  Southern  District  of 
the  Church,  have  not  transferred  their  affairs  into  the  hands  of  the 
present  Missionary  Board  ;  so  that  the  unseemly  appearance  of  di- 
vision in  the  Churches,  with  respect  to  the  Missionary  cause,  might 
have  been  removed. 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  their  consideration  the  report 
of  a  Committee  of  the  Missionary  Society,  giving  a  statement  of  their 
proceedings  during  the  year ;  and  which,  by  the  Synod,  was  com- 
mitted to  them.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  as  that  is  an 
independent  Society,  and  not  under  the  control  of  the  Synod,  no 
act  is  called  for  on  the  part  of  the  Synod,  in  reference  to  their  re- 
port ;  but  that  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  that  Society,  either 
to  transfer  their  business  to  the  Board  of  the  Synod,  or  become 
auxiliary  to  them. 

The  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  has  also  been  brought  before 
your  Committee,  by  reference  from  both  of  the  Particular  Synods, 
as  one  which  justly  claims  the  deliberate  attention  and  vigorous  ac- 
tion of  this  Synod.  Your  Committee  have  thought  that  they  could 
not  do  better  than  to  present  the  following  considerations,  extracted 
from  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  as  expres- 
sive of  their  own  views,  and  containing  reasons  which  are  worthy  of 
your  prayerful  regard. 

"  1.  That  it  is  the  Lord's  design  that  the  Gospel  shall  be  preached 
to  every  creature. 

"  2.  That  there  are  in  the  Scriptures  a  variety  of  passages  which 
guarantee  its  success. 

"  8.  That  the  great  commission  has  as  yet  been  very  imperfectly 
executed. 

"4.  That  the  signs  of  the  times  indicate  that  its  accomplishment  is 
near  at  hand. 

"  5.  That  it'is  to  be  accomplished  by  human  instrumentality,  bless- 
ed of  God  for  the  purpose. 

"  6.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  every  denomination,  Church,  and  Chris- 
tian, to  aid  in  the  great  work,  by  any  means  in  their  power. 
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«  7.  That  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  has  never  entered  into  the 
work  with  a  spirit  proportioned  to  its  means  or  its  duty. 

M8.  Thdt  a  more  favorable  opportunity  now  exists  than  has^perhaps, 
ever  before  occurred,  to  enter  upon  it,  inasmuch  as  one  of  her  own 
eons  has  devoted  himself  to  it — is  now  engaged  in  exploring  hopeful 
fields  of  labor — will  probably  soon  return  to  this  country,  and  might 
for  a  season  be  happily  employed  in  rousing  the  attention  and  ener- 
gies of  the  Church,  and  enlisting  the  hearts  of  our  pious  young  men 
in  the  work,  and  afterward  go  forth  with  them  to  plant  the  standard 
of  the  cross  in  heathen  lands.  To  facts  and  circumstances  like  these, 
it  is  fondly  hoped  our  beloved  Zion  will  not  be  inattentive." 

There  are  two  questions  which  here  present  themselves  for  the 
consideration  of  Synod.  The  first  is,  whether  they  will  entertain 
the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  at  all ;  and  if  they  do,  how  ;  secondly, 
they  will  elect  to  carry  their  design  into  effect. 

With  respect  to  the  first,  we  believe  that  it  is  equally  our  duty  and 
our  interest.  It  is  our  duty,  because  we  are  a  Church  of  Christ — a 
part  of  that  body  to  which  the  great  commission  is  addressed — 
"Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  It  is  our  duty,  because 
the  Lord  has  given  us  the  ability,  and  commanded  us  to  do  what  im 
con  ;  to  help  those  who  stretch  out  their  hands  toward  us,  and  cry 
for  help.  The  Lord  himself  expects  us  to  unite  in  preparing  the 
way  before  him.  It  it  is  our  interest  to  engage  in  the  work.  They 
who  water  others,  shall  themselves  also  be  watered.  It  will  enlarge 
our  views,  warm  our  hearts,  animate  our  prayers,  and  thus  re-act'  up. 
on  os,  so  that  while  we  are  lengthening  our  cords  abroad,  we  shall 
strengthen  our  stakes  at  home ;  with  this  the  whole  experience  of 
the  Church  of  God  accords.  Such  an  enterprise  may  be  considered 
as  an  adventure  committed  to  a  gracious  Providence,  in  the  hope  of  a 
rich  and  glorious  return. 

If  the  General  Synod  shall  agree  with  these  views,  the  next  ques- 
tion which  presents  itself  for  consideration  will  be — How  they  will 
elect  to  carry  their  design  into  effect  ?  Two  modes  present  them- 
selves for  consideration.  The  first  is,  an  entirely  independent  ope- 
ration.   The  second  is,  an  effort  more  or  less  combined  with  others. 

With  respect  to  the  modes,  however  desirable  in  itself,  your  Com- 
mittee would  state,  that  to  conduct  such  a  mission  to  the  beet  advan- 
tage, would  require  an  experience  which  we  cannot  be  supposed 
to  possess,  and  an  expense  which  our  limited   means  could  not 
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very  well  bear,  consistent  with  sound  economy.  If  these  remarks  be 
well  founded,  it  follows,  that  if  we  could  combine  our  strength  and 
efforts  with  others,  it  would  greatly  subserve  the  purposes  of  econo- 
my, and  perhaps  furnish  the  necessary  experience. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  such  a  connexion  might  be  formed 
with  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  a* 
would  enable  us  to  maintain  a  Foreign  Mission  of  our  own,  and  at 
the  same  time  avail  ourselves  of  all  their  experience.  It  is  fully  be- 
lieved  that  they  would  willingly  leave  to  us  the  selection  ot  the  Mis- 
sionaries, the  choice  of  Missionary  stations,  and  the  direction  with 
respect  to  the  organization  and  order  of  the  Churches  which  might 
be  formed— >thus  giving  us  the  full  advantage  of  all  our  means  for 
planting  Churches  in  foreign  lands.  Should  the  Synod  adopt  these 
views,  your  Committee  would  advise  the  appointment  of  a  Commit- 
tee to  confer  with  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  lor  Foreign 
Missions  on  the  subject,  with  a  view  of  carrying  the  plan  into  effect. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Missions  having  reported  double  the  number 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  an  individual  to  preach  the  Annual 
Missionary  Sermon,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the 
Rev.  Isaac  N.  WyckofT  was  chosen  prtmarius,  and  the  Rev.  Tho- 
mas M.  Strong,  secundum. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to 
pay  to  the  Treasurer  oi  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  money  used 
of  the  Missionary  Fund,  lor  printing  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod 
in  1815  and  1816,  with  the  interest  due  thereon,  if  he  shall  find,  on 
•examining  his  accounts,  that  the  same  has  not  been  paid.

ity; therefore,

*hews,  D.  D.,  Isaac  N.  Wyckoff,  and  the  Elders,  Abraham  Van 

UNeet,  and   Peter  D.  Vroom,  be  a  Committee  to  correspond  with 

^>ther  denominations,  and  with  the  civil  authorities  of  our  land,  as  to 

them  shall  appear  most  advisable,  in  order  to  obtain  the  general 

observance  of  a  day  of  Fasting  and  Humiliation,  that  if  it  please 

God,  our  country  may  be  preserved  from  the  attacks  of  pestilence ; 

and  that  his  judgments  now  abroad  in  the  earth,  may  be  sanctified 

to  all  nations. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  named  Committee,  on  the  subject  of  a 
Past* Day,  be  authorized  to  name  a  day  for  that  purpose,  to  be  ob- 
served by  all  the  Churches. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  have  a  Monument  with  a  suitable 
inscription,  erected  over  the  grave  of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt, 
reported  that  they  had  entered  into  a  contract,  to  have  said  Monu- 
ment, erected,  and  submitted  a  suitable  inscription  which  was

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The  Committee  on  the  above,  reported  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  library 
of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  it  appears 
from  the  resolution  to  purchase  the  library,  this  Synod  determined 
to  allow  the  appraisement  presented  with  the  catalogue  of  the  books, 
amounting  to  92104  59;  whether  this  sum  exceeds  the  real  value 
of  the  books  or  not,  is  not  within  the  power  of  your  Committee  of 
determining.  They  are  bound  to  take  it  for  granted,  without  some 
testimony  to  the  contrary,  that  the  valuation  is  a  fair  one.  As  it 
appears  however,  that  a  number  of  volumes  included  in  that  estimate, 
amounting  to  960  50,  have  not  been  delivered  ;  that  in  said  cata- 
logue, maps,  book  cases,  Dutch  books,  dec.  amounting  to  9110, 
more  have  been  included,  making  9179  50,  which  injustice  they 
imagine,  should  be  deducted  from  the  sum  of  92104  59,  leaving  the 
amount  due  for  the  library,  91925  9. 

With  respect  to  the  Dutch  books  included  in  the  library,  although 
your  Committee  have  no  doubt  but  that  many  of  them  are  intrinsic- 
ally valuable,  yet  as  very  few  of  our  students,  for  whose  benefit  this 
library  has  been  purchased,  could  make  any  use  of  such  books,  they 
are  of  opinion  considering  the  state  of  the  Synod's  funds,  that  no 
allowance  for  such  books  should  be  made.  Your  Committee  would 
therefore  recommend  that  the  Synod  consider  themselves  pledged 
for  the  difference  between  91925  9,  and  the  amount  already  paid 
in  ;  and  that  to  meet  sucli  balance,  the  resolutions  of  Synod  at  their 
meeting  in  June,  be  carried  into  immediate  effect.

The  representation  of  the  Board  of  Direction  respectfully 
sbeweth. 

That  they  have  received  from  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong, 
Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod,  manuscript  copies  of  several  resolu- 
tions of  Synod,  adopted  at  their  Session  in  the  month  of  June  last, 
among  which  are  the  following,  viz : — 

1.  Ruoh>ed\  That  no  part  of  the  principal  received,  or  subscrip- 
tions dueTorthe  permanent  Professeral  funds,  shall  be  expended  for 
any  other  purpose  whatever. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  case  of  necessity,  the  Board  of  Direction  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed 
to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  money  used  of 
the  missionary  fund,  for  priming  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  in 
1815,  and  1816,  with  the  interest  due  thereon,  if  he  shall  find  on  ex. 
amining  his  accounts,  that  the  same  has  not  been  paid. 

The  ^General  Synod  in  their  Minutes,  previous  to  the  adoption  of 
the  two  first  resolutions,  stale  "  that  the  principal  of  the  permanent 
funds  for  the  support  of  the  Professors,  amounts  to  about  862,000, 
the  income  of  which  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  your  Pro- 
fessors, by  about  $1200,"  and  they  authorize  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tion, by  their  second  resolution,  in  case  of  necessity,  to  borrow  money 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  ;  the  deficiency,  therefore,  to  be 
borrowed  every  quarter,  will  be  about  three  hundred  dollars.  The 
Board  presume  the  Synod  are  informed  that  by  their  own  order,  all 
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their-  funds  are  amalgamated  into  one  fund,  called  the  Permanent 
Professors!  fund  of  General  Synod ;  atid  that  all  the  outstanding  ami*. 
scriptions  which  may  yet  be  collected,  will  also  belong  to  said  Per* 
manent  fund.  The  Board  have  therefore  no  available  resources  at 
present  to  pay  the  debts  of  General  Synod,  not  even  the  contingent 
expences  for  necessary  repairs,  or  Insurance  for  the  College  Edifice, 
nor  the  Door-keeper's  bill,  for  attendance  on  General  Synod  when 
presented,  nor  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  when  due,  nor  especially 
the  debt  due  the  to  Board  of  Missions,  ordered  as  above  stated  to  be 
paid :  the  Synod  having  first  hermetically  sealed  up  the  funds,  and 
afterward  ordered  the  payment  of  a  very  considerable  debt,  without 
furnishing  the  Board  with  the  means  of  discharging  the  same.  And 
as  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Professors,  for  which  they 
have  regularly  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  the  interest  arising  from 
the  permanent  fund,  is  stated  by  Synod,  toabe  inadequate  for  that 
purpose ;  and  although  the  Board  are  authorized  to  borrow  Jhe  defi- 
ciency, yet  Synod  need  not  be  informed  that  small  sums  cannot 
from  time  to  time  be  conveniently  borrowed,  even  on  the  credit  of  the 
Synod,  on  their  obligation  under  their  Corporate  seal ;  and  the  Board 
individually  respectfully  decline  the  honor  of  borrowing  the  same 
on  their  own  responsibility,  as  they  are  by  the  said  first  resolution, 
prohibited  from  ever  again  repaying  themselves  from  the  Permanent 
fund. 
The  Board  having  met,  and  maturely  considered  the  subject — 
Resohcd,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  write  to  the  Profes- 
sors in  the  Theological  College,  requesting  them  not  to  draw  on  him 
for  the  full  amount  of  their  salaries,  which  will  be  due  on  the  first 
day  of  September  next,  until  advised  by  him,  he  not  having  sufficient 
moneys  in  his  hands  to  pay  those  drafts,  independent  of  those  belong, 
ing  to  the  Permanent  Professors!  fund  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Direction  have  endeavoured  conscientiously,  and 
zealously  to  fulfil  their  duties  with  a  single  eye  to  the  promotion  of 
the  best  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary  ;  and  in  the  perfor- 
mance thereof,  have  paid  the  debts  and  salaries  out  of  any  moneys 
under  their  control,  as  without  so  doing,  they  had  not  the  means  of 
preserving  the  institution  from  sinking,  and  they  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  reflecting,  that  by  this  means,  the  institution  has  thus  far  been 
sustained ;  and  that  notwithstanding  moneys  have  been  used  for  those 
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purposes,  which  have  been  received  from  the  agents  of  Geaeral 
Synod  and  otherwise,  and  which  strictly  belonged  to  the  Permanent 
fund,  jet  that  fund  has  continued  gradually  to  increase,  and  they 
have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  to  Synod,  to  continue  the  same 
system  until  sufficient  funds  are  raised,  the  interest  of  which  will  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  Professors ;  if  this  is  not  done  the  whole  machinery 
must  stop,  and  the  salaries,  debts,  and  contingent  expenses  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  remain,  at  least  partially  unpaid. 

The  Board  therefore  respectfo'ly  suggest  to  the  General  Synod, 
the  propriety  of  reconsidering  their  said  two  resolutions,  and  ex- 
punging them  from  their  Minutes  at  their  present  adjourned  session, 
before  they  are  printed,  and  of  permitting  them  to  continue  their 
present  system  until  the  contemplated  sum  of  $30,000,  shall  be 
raised,  and  half  a  year's  interest  received  therefrom. 

The  Board  cannot  but  feel  that  unless  those  resolutions  are  re- 
scinded, and  they  permitted  to  honor  the  drafts  made  on  them  for 
the  just  debts  of  General  Synod,  and  the  payment  of  salaries 
and  contingent  expences,  from  any  moneys  under  their  control,  they 
hold  their  offices  by  a  very  unpleasant  tenure  ;  and  will  be  subject  to 
all  the  odium  and  reproach  in  the  first  instance,  of  the  disappointed 
creditors  of  General  Synod  ;  and  they  therefore  respectfully  request 
that  the  General  Synod  will  take  the  matter  under  their  serious 
consideration,  and  enable  them  to  exercise  the  duties  of  their  office 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  honorable  to  themselves,  and  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Theological  College,  which  they  respectfully 
presume,  cannot,  under  all  the  circumstances  be  done,  unless  the 
said  two  resolutions  are  rescinded.

Resolved,  That  the  letter  and  accompanying  documents  be  refer, 
red  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  and  that  they  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  transmitting  to  the  United  Associate  Synod,  a  co- 
py of  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  of  the 
Life  of  the  late  Rev,  Professor  Livingston. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Schermer- 
horn,  one  of  the  members  appointed  to  attend  the  last  meeting  of 
the  German  Reformed  Synod,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence.

.  Dear  Brethren, — Your  Delegate  to  the  German  Reformed 
Synod  has  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  your  body,  that  he  attended 
their  late  meeting  at  Frederick  City,  Md.,  and  was  received  and 
treated  by  the  brethren  with  every  degree  of  Christian  courtesy  and 
kindness.     The  Sessions  of  this  Synod  were  very  important  and  in- 
teresting, as  it  respected  the  best  interests  of  their  Theological  Se- 
minary.    They  have  elected  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  A.  Rauch,  a  pupil  of 
the  celebrated  Kuinoel,  the  firm  friend  and  supporter  of  orthodoxy 
at  the  Seminary  at  Giesen,  in  Hesse,  as  Professor  of  Biblical  Lite- 
rature.    Professor  Rauch  presented  to  the  Synod  the  most  satisfac- 
tory credentials  of  his  character  and  standing,  and  high  attainments 
as  a  Biblical  scholar.     He  also  gave  them  full  satisfaction  as  to  his 
orthodoxy  and  belief  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  as  taught  by  the 
Reformers  and  set  forth  in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.     We  do  hope 
and  believe  that  this  appointment  will  have  a  happy  and  salutary 
influence  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  in 
the  German  Reformed  Church. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  our  General  Synod,  and  lead  to  some  im- 
portant  results,  to  have  presented  to  them  a  brief  view  of  the  num- 
ber of  Reformed  Churches  and  ministers  in  the  United  States.

Prom  the  best  information  we  can  obtain,  we  have 
that  there  are  belonging  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  embracing  the  states  of  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina,  about  90 
ministers  and  400  churches. 

To  the  Reformed  Synod  of  Ohio,  embracing  the  states  of  Ohio, 
Ith^m J  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Louisiana,  about  40  ministers  and  100 
churches. 

To  the  Independent  Free  Reformed  Synod  in  Pennsylvania,  about 
80  ministers  and  70  churches.     Ministers,  160 — Churches,  570. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  about  180  ministers  and  licentiates,  and 
204  churches.     Total — Ministers,  340 — Churches,  774. 
Of  these  Reformed  Churches,  about 

100  are  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
50  are  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
370  are  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
40  are  in  the  State  of  Maryland, 
30  are  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
24  are  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
80  are  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
20  are  in  Indiana,   Illinois,  Missouri,  and    Louisiana.

We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  General  Synod  to  take  into 
consideration  the  propriety  of  opening  a  Correspondence  with  the 
«'  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Ohio ;"  and  also  of  taking 
measures  for  a  Conference,  by  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  by 
the  German  Reformed  Synod,  the  Reformed  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  into  consideration  and  devising  such  measures  as  will  have  a 
tendency  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in 
America,  and  report  to  their  respective  Synods. 

All  which  is  submitted  with  great  respect.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 
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The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  a  letter  from  the  United  Associate  Synod  of  the 
Church  in  Scotland  ha*  been  submitted  to  them,  and  that  it  breathe 
a  spirit  of  the  greatest  kindness  and  Christian  affection  toward  thi 
Synod,  and  the  Church  under  its  care.  That  reverend  body  cheer 
fiilly  accedes  to  your  proposal  to  maintain  a  correspondence. 

As  an  evidence  of  their  fraternal  regard  for  this  Synod,  they  have 
together  with  the  minutes  of  their  last  meeting,  transmitted  a  volume 
which  contains  an  historical  account  of  the  secession  and  doctrine 
statements  against  error  and  immorality. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  that  the  letter  of  the  United  Asso. 
ciate  Synod  be  annexed  to  the  printed  minutes  of  the  lost  two  meet- 
ings  of  this  house ;  and  that  the  Committee  appointed  in  June  to  con- 
tinue  the  correspondence,  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  said  meetings  to  the  United  Associate  Synod,  accompanied 
by  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  of 
the  Life  of  the  Rev.  Professor  Livingston. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  your  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  relative  to  opening  a  correspondence 
with  the  Synod  of  that  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  adoption 
of  measures  for  a  Conference,  by  Commissioners  of  the  German  Re- 
formed Synod  and  the  Synods  of  Ohio,  and  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  devising  such  measures  as  may  promote 
the  best  interests  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  your  Com- 
mittee  are  of  opinion  that  this  Synod  is  not  prepared  now  to  act  upon 
that  suggestion.

ARTICLE  IX. 

Church  Government. 

Synod  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
amend  and  revise  the  Articles  of  Church  Government,  commencing 
at  Section  11  of  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  and  the  same  having  been 
amended,  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 
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Rvlu  of  Chubch  Government,  submitted  by  the  Committee  ap. 
pointed  on  the  subject,  by  the  General  Synod ,  in  June,  1831. 


INTRODUCTION. 


For  the  maintenance  of  good  order  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  it  ia  ne- 
cessary there  should  be  certain  Offices  and  Assemblies,  and  a  strict 
attention  to  Doctrines,  Sacraments,  Usages,  and  Christian  Disci- 
pline ;  of  ail  which  the  following  ecclesiastical  ordinances  parti, 
cularly  treat. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Offices  in  the  Church. 

The  Offices  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  are  fourfold,  viz  : 

1.  The  Office  of  Ministers  of  the  Word. 

2.  The  Office  of  Teachers  of  Theology. 

3.  The  Office  of  Elders. 

4.  The  Office  of  Deacons. 

ARTICLE    I. 

Of  Ministers  of  the  Word. 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  be  nl lowed  to  exercise  the  office  of  a 
Minister,  without  being  thereinto  regularly  inducted,  according  to 
the  word  of  God,  and  the  order  established  by  the  Church. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  contemplating  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
Wore  he  commences  his  course  of  Theological  studies,  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  being  a  member  in  full  communion  and 
in  good  standing  of  a  Reformed  Protestant  Church  ;  of  his  piety, 
abilities,  and  literary  attainments,  and  thereupon  shall  be  admitted 
into  the  Theological  School ;  and  during  the  prosecution  of  his  stu. 
dies  there,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof,  and 
when  he  shall  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  and  term  of 
Theological  studies,  shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination  according 
to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  as  established  by  Oenoral  Synod  ; 
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and  if  found  qualified,  shall  receive  a  Professoral  certificate  to  the 
effect,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  an  examination  for  licensure  belon 
the  Classis  to  which  he  belongs. 

Sect.  3.  In  the  examination,  strict  attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  at 
tainments  of  the  student,  not  only  in  the  original  languages  of  the  8a 
cred  Scriptures,  in  Biblical  Literature,  in  composition,  and  his  metho* 
of  sermonising ;  but  he  shall  be  especially  examined  respecting  hi 
knowledge  in  Theology,  his  orthodoxy,  bis  piety,  and  bis  views  in  ds 
rimg  to  become  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever,  upon  examination,  shall  be  approved  by  lb 
Classis,  must,  before  he  is  licensed,  attest  his  adherence  to  the  doc 
trines  of  the  Gospel,  by  subscribing  the  following  formula,  viz.— (So 
Article  6,  pp.  204,  Explanatory  Articles.) 

Sect.  5.  After  subscribing  the  aforesaid  formula,  the  candidal 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate,  or  testimonial  signed  by  the  Presides 
of  Classis,  before  whom  the  examination  is  held,  containing  a  licene 
to  preach  the  Gospel. 

Sect.  6.  A  candidate  for  the  ministry  is  permitted  only  to  preac 
the  word,  but  he  may  not  under  any  pretence  whatever,  admmisU 
the  sacraments  ;  nor  can  he  be  a  delegate  to  represent  a  church  in  ax 
'  ecclesiastical  Assembly. 

Sect.  7.  Every  candidate^  for  the  ministry  is  to  consider  hums 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Classis  which  examined  his 
and  subject  to  the  control  of  toe  General  Synod,  and  is  to  Tint  km 
congregations,  and  preach  in  those  places  to  which  the  Classis  or  8 
nod,  shall  send  him  :  but  if  no  particular  directions  are  given,  I 
may  preach  at  his  own  discretion  in  any  congregation  that  shall  iiurv 
him. 

Sect  8.  Upon  receiving  a  call  from  any  particular  congregatio 
a  candidate  shall  be  allowed  time  to  consider  the  propriety  of  his  s 
cepting  it  If  more  than  one  call  is  before  him  at  the  same  time,  1 
may  determine  which  be  will  prefer ;  but  if  there  be  only  one,  it 
expected  he  will  not  finally  refuse  the  same,  before  having  first  reierr 
his  difficulties  to  the  Classis,  and  obtained  proper  advice. 

Sect.  9.  A  candidate  who  has  accepted  a  call,  must  offer  hints 
to  be  examined  for  his  becoming  a  Minister.  In  this  final  examii 
tion,  besides  a  repetition  of  his  previous  trials  in  composition  and  m 
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ionising*  Ike  original  language!  of  the  Sacred  Scripture*,  Biblical 
Literature,  and  his  knowledge  of  Theology,  as  well  didactic  aa  pole- 
mic ;  be  ■ball  be  interrogated  respecting  the  nature,  and  administra- 
fan  at  the  sacraments,  the  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  faia  knowledge 
of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  of  church  government. 

Sncr.  10.  Upon  giving  satisfaction  in  the  examination,  the  candi- 
date shall  subscribe  the  following  formula,  viz :— (See  formula,  Arti- 
cle il,  Explanatory  Articles,  pp.  206.) 

finer.  11.  Upon  subscribing  the  aforesaid  formula,  a  certificate 
igned  by  the  President,  shall  be  given  to  the  candidate ;  and  the 
before  which  the  examination  is  held,  shall  fix  a  day.  for  his 
ordination. 

Sect.  12.  The  ordination  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Classis  with 
I»roper  solemnity,  a  sermon  suited  to  the  occasion  shall  be  preached 
by  him  who  has  been  appointed  for  that  purpose,and  the  promisee! 
directions,  explanations  of  duty,  with  a  laying  on  of  hands,  shall  be 
Agreeably  to  the  form  for  that  end  expressly  made  and  adopted. 

Sfcr.  18.  The  office  of  a  Minister  is  to  persevere  in  prayer,  and 
%.be  ministry  of  the  word ;  to  dispense  the  sacraments ;  to  watch  over 
his  brethren  the  Elders  and  Deacons,  as  well  as  over  the  whole  con- 
tgregation ;  and  lastly,  in  conjunction  with  the  Elders  to  exercise 
Christian  discipline,  and  to  be  careful,  that  all  things  be  done  decently 
eand  in  good  order.     Every  Minister  must  consider  himself  as  wholly 
devoted  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  service  of  the  Church ;  and 
aheJl  faithfully  fulfil  the  obligations  of  his  call,  in  preaching,  cate- 
chising, and  visiting  his  flock ;  and  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season ;  and  by  word  and  example  always  promote  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  his  people. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  word, 
without  settling  in  some  congregation,  unless  he  be  sent  as  a  JKt- 
sionary  to  churches,  or  employed  to  gather  congregations,  where 
none  have  as  yet  been  established. 

Sect.  15.  A  Minister  of  the  word  being  once  lawfully  called,  in 
manner  before  mentioned,  is  bound  to  the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  as 
long  as  he  liveth.  Therefore,  he  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  devote 
himself  to  a  secular  vocation,  except  for  great  and  important  rea- 
sons, concerning  which  the  Classis  shall  inquire  and  determine. 
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Sic*.  16.  No  Minister  relinquishing  the  service  of  his  own  ebureb, 
or  being  unattached  to  any  particular  congregation,  shall  be  permit- 
ted  to  preach  indiscriminately  from  place  to  place,  without  the  con- 
sent and  authority  of  the  Classis ;  in  like  manner  no  Minister  may 
preach  or  administer  the  sacraments  in  any  church  other  than  his 
own,  without  the  consent  of  the  Consistory  of  that  church. 

Sxct.  17.  Ministers,  who  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  habitual  sick- 
ness and  infirmities,  either  of  mind  or  body,  are  not  capable  of  ful- 
filling the  duties  of  the  ministry,  may,  upon  application,  and  sufficient 
proof  of  such  incapacity  being  made  to  the  Classis,  be  declared  cm* 
ritij  and  be  excused  from  all  further  service  in  the  Church  during 
such  infirmity  ;  reserving,  however,  10  them  the  title,  rank,  and  cha- 
racter, which  before  such  declaration  they  enjoyed.  In  all  such 
cases,  before  the  Classis  declares  any  minister  emeritus,  they  shall 
require  a  stipulation  in  writing  from  the  Consistory  to  which  he  be- 
longs, under  their  common  seal,  and  signed  by  their  President,  to 
pay  such  Minister  annually,  in  half  yearly  payments,  during  his 
exemption  from  pastoral  service,  for  his  support,  such  sum  as  the 
Classis  shall  deem  reasonable,  having  due  regard  to  the  stated  salary 
of  such  Minister  and  the  situation  and  ability  of  the  congregation. 

Sxot.  18.  For  the  regular  obtaining  of  dismissions,  when  a  Minis* 
ter  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  another  place,  it  is  requir- 
ed that  a  neighboring  Minister  of  the  same  Classis  to  which  the 
congregation  belongs,  be  invited  to  be  present,  and  superintend  the 
dismission  of  the  Minister  from  his  congregation,  countersign  the 
instrument  of  dismission,  and  consider  it  as  his  duty  to  deliver  the 
same,  with  a  report  upon  the  subject,  to  the  Classis ;  which  report 
and  document  shall  serve  as  a  basis  upon  which  the  final  dismission 
and  certificate  of  the  Classis  shall  be  founded. 

Sect.  19.  All  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  equal  in  rank  and  au- 
thority ;  all  are  Bishops,  or  Overseers  in  the  Church  ;  and  all  are 
equally  Stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  No  superiority  shall 
therefore  be  ever  claimed  or  acknowledged  by  one  Minister  over  an- 
other,  nor  shall  there  be  any  lords  over  God's  heritage  in  the  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Churches. 

Sect.  20.  Consistories  of  vacant  congregations  shall  not  invite  or 
permit  Ministers  of  other  denominations  in  this  country  whose  cha- 
racter and  standing  arc  not  known,  to  preach  within  their  bounds, 
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thty  exhibit  satisfactory  evidence  in  writing,  of  a  recent  date, 
of  their  Tegular  authority  for  that  purpose,  and  their  good  standing ; 
and  in  all  doubtful  cases,  such  Consistories  shall  consult  a  Standing 
Committee  of  Classis  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

SnoT.  31.  The  Judicatories  of  the  Church,  shall  receive  no  licen- 
tiates or  Ministers,  under  their  care,  from  any  body  of  professing 
Christians,  who  maintain  doctrines  different  from  those  of  the  Re- 
formed  Dutch  Church,  without  an  open  and  explicit  declaration,  on 
their  part,  that  they  have  renounced  such  doctrines,  as  contrary  to 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  standards  of  our  Church.  Jf  an  appli- 
cation be  made  for  admission  of  a  Minister  from  a  Church  with  which 
we  are  in  correspondence,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Classis,  in 
ease  there  be  grounds  of  presumption  against  his  doctrine  and  mo- 
rals, to  propose  such  inquiries  as  shall  enable  them  to  proceed  with 
freedom  in  his  case. 

Sncr.  22.  With  respect  to  foreigners,  who  claim  the  privilege  of 
preaching  the  Gospel,  no  Consistory  shall  be  permitted  to  invite  any 
one  of  them,  of  whatever  denomination,  to  preach,  before  he  shall  lay 
bis  credentials  before  the  Classis  to  which  such  Consistory  is  subor- 
dinate, and  be  regularly  accepted  and  authorized  by  them  to  exercise 
his  ministry  within  their  bounds ;  and  no  Classis  shall  be  permitted 
to  receive  and  accredit  such  foreign  Minister,  unless  he  produce  to 
them,  besides  ample  and  regular  certificates  of  his  license  or  ordina- 
tion, and  of  his  dismission  and  recommendations,  of  recent  date, 
from  the  competent  church  judicatory,  letters  of  recommendation; 
also,  from  some  known  respectable  character,  in  the  country  from 
which  he  has  emigrated,  to  his  correspondent  in  this  country,  stating 
the  authenticity  of  his  credentials,  and  the  good  character  and  stand- 
ing  of  the  bearer,  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  and  that  he  is  an  ad- 
vocate  of  the  doctrines  of  grace  professed  by  the  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Of  Teachers  of  Theology. 

Sect.  1.  As  it  is  of  the  lost  importance  that  Professors  of  Theology 
should  be  sound  in  the  faith,  possess  abilities  to  teach,  and  have  the 
confidence  of  the  churches,  they  shall  always,  for  the  greater  secu- 
rity, be  chosen  and  appointed  by  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  General 
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Synod  only.    To  prevent,  aiftru  possible,  the  unhappy 

quencee  of  partiality,  haste,  or  undue  influence  in  obtaining  an  ofioe 
of  eneh  consequence  to  the  Church,  a  nomination  of  cue  or  more  can- 
didates shall  be  previously  made,  upon  which  the  Synod  shall  fin  a 
day  when  they  will  proceed  to  an  election ;  provided  that  no  ap- 
pointment of  a  Professor  in  Theology  shall  ever  be  made  on  the 
same  day  on  which  he  is  nominated.  An  instrument  certifying  the 
appointment,  and  specifying  the  general  duties  of  the  office,  shall  be 
signed  in  the  presence  of  the  General  Synod,  by  the  President  then. 
o&  and  by  him  be  given,  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  to  the  person 
elected. 

Shot.  2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  a  Professor* 
who  is  not  a  Minister  in  good  standing,  and  every  Professor  of  Theo- 
logy shall  continue  in  his  office  during  life,  unless  in  case  of  such 
misbehavior  as  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  obligations  entered 
into  at  his  appointment ;  or  unless  he  voluntarily  deserts  or  resigns 
his  profession ;  or  from  age  or  infirmities  becomes  incapable  of  ful- 
filling the  duties  thereof;  of  all  which  the  General  Synod  alone  shall 
judge ;  and  to  that  Synod  a  Professor  of  Theology  shall  always  be 
amenable  for  his  doctrine,  mode  of  teaching,  and  moral  conduct. 

Sncr.  3.  No  Professor  of  Theology  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate, 
until  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following  formula,  viz. — (See  for- 
mula under  Article  22,  of  Explanatory  Articles,  pp.  21 1.) 

Ssct.  4.  No  Professor  while  in  office  shall  have  the  Pastoral 
charge  of  any  congregation,  or  be  a  member  of  any  Ecclesiastical 
Assembly  or  Judicatory,  but,  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  may  preach 
and  administer,  or  assist  in  administering  the  sacraments  in  any  con- 
gregation with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  or  Consistory. 

Ssct.  5.  A  Professor  shall  be  at  liberty  to  resign  his  office,  by 
sending  in  his  resignation  to  the  President  of  General  Synod,  on  the 
first  day  of  auy  regular  meeting,  and  giving  six  months  previous  no- 
tice to  the  said  President,  of  his  intention  to  do  so. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Offices  of  Elders  and  Deacons. 

Sect.  1.  The  ojfiee  of  Elders  (besides  what  is  common  to  them 
with  the  Ministers  of  the  Word,  expressed  in  Chapter  I,  Article  1, 
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Section  IS,)  is,  to  take  heed  that  the  Minister!,  together  with  their 
fe&ow-Rlders  and  Deacons,  faithfully  discharge  their  respective  du- 
ties ;  and  also,  especially  before  or  after  the  Lord's  supper,  as  time 
and  circumstances  permit,  and  as  shall  be  most  for  the  edification  of 
the  congregation,  to  assist  in  performing  visitations,  in  order  particu- 
larly to  instruct  and  comfort  the  members  in  full  communion,  as  well 
ma  to  exhort  others  to  the  regular  profession  of  the  Christian  reli. 


Sncr.  2.  The  office  peculiar  to  ike  Deacon*  is,  diligently  to  collect 
the  alms  and  other  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Consistory,  cheerfully  and  faithfully  to  distri- 
bute die  same  to  strangers,  as  well  as  to  those  of  their  own  household, 
locording  to  the  measure  of  their  respective  necessities ;  to  visit  and 
eomfbrt  the  distressed,  and  to  be  careful  that  the  alms  be  not  misused ; 
of  the  distribution  of  which,  they  shall  render  an  account  in  Consis- 
tory, at  such  time  as  the  .said  Consistory  shall  determine,  and  in  the 
presence  of  so  many  of  the  congregation  as  may  choose  to  attend. 
Should  more  be  collected  than  the  necessities  of  the  poor  may  re- 
«guirot  such  surplus  may  with  the  consent  of  the  Consistory  be  devoted 
mo  other  purposes,  connected  with  the  wants  of  the  church. 

8ncr.  3.  In  aO  cases  the  Elden  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  from 

mho  male  members  of  the  church,  and  in  forming  new  churches,  they 

shall  be  chosen  by  the  male  communicants — at  whose  election  a  neigh- 

Coring  Minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  shall  preside ;  and 

notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be  published  at 

least  two  Sabbaths,  in  the  church  or  usual  place  of  worship,  previous 

to  the  election. 

Sncr.  4.  The  manner  of  choosing  Elders  and  Deacons  in  churches 
already  organized,  shall  be  as  follows : — A  double  number  may  be 
nominated  by  the  Consistory,  out  of  which  the  members  of  the  church 
may  choose  those  who  shall  serve. — Or,  all  the  members  may  unite  in 
nominating  and  choosing  the  whole  number  without  the  interference 
of  the  Consistory. — Or,  the  Consistory,  for  the  time  being,  as  repre- 
senting all  the  members,  may  choose  the  whole,  and  refer  the  persons 
thus  chosen,  by  publishing  them  in  the  church,  for  the  approbation  of 
the  people.  This  last  method  has  been  found  most  convenient,  espe- 
cially in  large  churches,  and  has  long  been  generally  adopted.  But 
where  that,  or  either  of  the  other  modes  has  for  many  years  been  fbl- 
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lowed  in  any  churchy  there  shall  be  no  variation  or  change,  but  by 
previous  application  to  the  Classis,  and  express  leave  first  obtained 
for  altering  such  custom. 

Sect.  5.  The  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  two 
years,  except  when  chosen  to  fill  a  vacancy,  or  vacancies  occasioned 
by  death,  removal  out  of  the  congregation,  resignation,  or  dismission 
from  office,  by  the  sentence  of  the  Consistory  ;  in  either  of  which 
cases,  the  person  or  persons  chosen  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies, shall  serve  for  the  residue  of  the  term  only. 

Sect.  6.  In  order  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  an  entire  change 
at  one  time,  the  first  Elders  and  Deacons  of  new  congregations,  shall 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Consistory  after  their  ordination,  be  put 
into  two  classes,  and  the  classes  be  marked  Numbers  1  and  2,  and 
the  names  to  be  put  into  each  class  shall  be  determined  by  ballot, 
and  the  term  of  service  in  Consistory  of  those  in  the  first  class  shall 
expire  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  so  that  one  half  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  Elders  and  Deacons  may  be  elected  annually.  The  same 
course  shall  be  pursued  by  all  the  Consistories  when  they  shall  deem 
it  requisite  to  enlarge  the  number  of  their  Elders  and  Deacons,  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  additional  number  of  members  chosen  by  them. 
But,  this  does  not  forbid  the  liberty  of  immediately  choosing  the 
same  persons  again,  if  from  any  circumstances  it  may  be  judged  ex- 
pedient to  continue  them  in  Consistory  by  a  re-election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies. 

ARTICLE   I. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  in  general. 
Sect.  1.  The  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  which  shall  be  maintained,

2.  Classical. 

3.  Synodical. 

Sect.  2.  In  those  Assemblies,  Ecclesiastical  matters  only  shall  be 
transacted,  and  that  in  an  Ecclesiastical  manner.     A  greater  As- 
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appeal,  fit  thai)  be  considered  as  relinquished.  It  shall  be  the  dt 
of  the  several  lower  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  from  whose  acta,  pi 
ceedings  or  decisions  any  appeal  is  made,  to  transmit  a  certified  oo 
of  the  act,  proceeding  or  decision  so  appealed  from!  signed  by  t 
President  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk,  together  with  the  appe 
and  reasons  accompanying  the  same  to  the  assembly  appealed  to 
the  next  regular  meeting  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  No  member  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Assembly  shall  be  alio 
ed  to  protest  against  any  of  its  acts  ;  any  member  who' dissents  fro 
any  such  acts,  shall  have  a  right  to  require  the  names  of  all  the  mei 
beta*  present,  who  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  to  be  entered  in  ti 
minutes,  and  published  therewith  for  the  information  of  all  concern* 

Scot.  0.  In  order  to  prevent  vexation  and  delay  in  the  judicial  pr 
ceedings  of  any  Ecclesiastical  Assembly  by  means  of  successive  a: 
peals  in  the  progress  of  any  trial  or  investigation,  the  party  who  mi 
consider  himself  aggrieved  by  any  decision,  upon  any  incidental  qne 
tion  which  may  arise  before  a  final  sentence  is  pronounced,  may  ata 
his  objections  to  such  decision,  and  require  to  have  the  same  noted 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  to  the  end  that  he  may  avail  Dime* 
thereof  on  an  appeal  from  the  final  sentence,  without  arresting  tl 
progress  of  such  investigation  or  trial.  And  in  such  cases  every  dec 
■ion  objected  to,  as  well  as  the  objections,  shall  be  distinctly  stated  i 
the  minutes  of  such  Assembly,  and  sent  up  with  the  appeal  to  the  a] 
pellate  Judicatory  for  review* 

Sbct.  10.  Individuals  who  have  voted  in  a  lower  court,  upon  a  cai 
which  is  carried  up  by  appeal,  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  vote  upon  tl 
trial  of  the  appeal  in  the  higher  courts. 

Ssot.  1 1  •  In  any  decision  or  adjudication  of  an  Ecclesiastical  cooj 
which  the  minority,  or  any  member  of  the  minority  may  regard  as  inji 
rioualy  affecting  the  interests  of  truth,  or  of  vital  godliness,  they  ma 
present  the  same  to  the  Classis,  Particular  or  General  Synod,  bj  wa 
of  complaint,  for  their  examination  and  supervision. 

Ssot.  12.  This  complaint  if  entertained,  brings  the  whole  proeeec 
ings  in  the  case  under  the  review  of  the  Superior  Judicatory. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  any  of  our  E< 
ekaiaatical  Assemblies  as  an  advisory  member.

ARTICLE    II. 

Of  Consistories. 

&CT.  1.  The  Elders  and  Deacons,  together  with  the  Minister  or 
Jokers,  if  any,  shall  form  a  Consistory,  and  the  Minister  shall  pre- 
"de  at  all  Consistorial  meetings  ;  but  in  the  absence  of  a  Minister,  the 
Consistory  may  appoint  one  of  the  Elders  to  be  their  President  pro 
**.,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  several  Consistories  to  pre- 
scribe the  mode  and  time  of  calling  their  meetings.  If  there  be  a 
Plurality  of  Ministers  they  shall  preside,  in  rotation. 

Sect.  2.  The  Elders,  with  the  Ministers  of  the  word,  constitute 
*kaf  in  the  original  Article  of  Church  Government  is  properly  called 
'&Q  Consistory.     But  as  the  Deacons  have  always  in  America,  where 
*b«  congregations  were  at  first  very  small,  (See  Synod  Dord.  Art.  38.) 
^en  joined  with  the  Elders  ;  and  wherever  charters  have  been  ob- 
*^.ined,  are  particularly  named,  as  forming  with  them  one  Consistory, 
*t    is  necessary  to  define  their  joint  as  well  as  respective  powers, 
^rom  the  form  of  their  ordination,  it  is  evident,  that  to  the  Elders,  to- 
gether with  the  Ministers  of  the  word,  is  committed  the  spiritual  gov- 
ernment of  each  church  ;  while  to  the  Deacons  belong  the  obtaining 
charitable  assistance,  and  the  distribution  of  the  same,  in  the  most  ef- 
fectual manner  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  poor.     When  joined 
together  in  one  board,  the  Elders  and  Deacons  have  all  an  equal 
^v-oice  in  whatever  relates  to  the  temporalities  of  the  church,  to  the 
calling  of  a  Minister,  or  the  choice  of  their  own  successors  ;  in  all 
which,  they  are  considered  as  the  general  and  joint  representatives  of 
tbe  people  :  but  in  admitting  members  to  full  communion  ;  in  exer- 
cising discipline  upon  those  who  have  erred  from  the  faith,  or  offended 
in  morals  ;  and  in  choosing  delegates  to  attend  the  Classis,  the  Elders, 
'with  the  Ministers,  have  alone  a  voice. 

Sect.  3.  No  Consistory  shall  be  constituted  in  any  place  without 
the  previous  advice  and  concurrence  of  Classis. 

Sect.  4.  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  the 
resuhof  such  election  shall  be  published  in  the  church,  or  usual  place 
of  worship  of  the  congregation,  three  successive  Sabbaths  previous  to 
their  ordination,  to  the  end  that  all  lawful  objections  to  such  ordina- 
tion may  be  offered  to,  and  duly  considered  and  adjudicated  by 
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the  Consistory.     A  majority  of  the  Consistory  regulaily  convened 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  in  like  man- 
ner a  majority  of  Ministers  and  Elders,  and  also  a  majority  of  Dea 
cons  so  convened,  shall  be  a  quorum  respectively.     It  shall  be 
petent  for  the  Consistory,  when  an  election  shall  have  been  omi 
at  the  usual  time,  to  appoint  another  time  for  that  purpose,  on 
early  day,  giving  the  like  notice  as  herein  above  prescribed,  and  in 
like  manner  for  filling  vacancies  which  may  occur. 

Sect.  5.  The  particular  spiritual  government  of  the  congregation 
is  committed  to  the  Ministers  and  Elders.     It  is  therefore  their  duty 
at  all  times  to  be  vigilant,  to  preserve  discipline,  and  to  promote  the 
peace  and  spiritual  interest  of  the  congregation.     Particularly*  be- 
fore the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  a  faithful  and  solemn  in- 
quiry is  to  be  made,  by  the  President,  whether  to  the  knowledge  of 
those  present,  any  member  in  full  communion  has  departed  from  the 
faith,  or  in  walk  or  conversation  has  behaved  unworthy  the  Christian 
profession  ?  that  such  as  are  guilty  may  be  properly  rebuked,  admo- 
nished, or  suspended  from  the  privilege  of  approaching  the  Lord's 
Table,  and  all  offences  may  be  removed  out  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Sect.  6.  None  can  be  received  as  members  in  full  communion,  or 
be  suffered  to  partake  at  the  Lord's  table,  unless  they  first  shall  have 
made  a  confession  of  their  faith  before  the  Minister,  if  any,  and  the 
Elders,  or  have  produced  a  certificate  of  their  being  members  in  full 
communion  of  some  Reformed  Church,  all  such  shall  be  published  to 
the  congregation,  and  be  registered  as  regular  members  in  the  church. 
Sect.  7.  In  every  congregation,  a  distinct  and  fair  register  shall  be 
preserved  by  the  Minister,  of  every  baptism  and  marriage  there  cele- 
brated, and  of  all  who  are  received  as  members  in  full  communion. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Consistories  to  make  a  statistical 
report  to  the  Classis  at  their  meeting,  immediately  preceding  the 
annual  meetings  of  Particular  and  General  Synod,  according  to  such 
formula  as  General  Synod  shall  prescribe,  and  accompany  the  same 
with  such  remarks  on  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  8.  Every  Consistory  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  meet, 
ings  and  proceedings,  and  shall  lay  such  minutes,  so  far  as  the  same 
relate  to  Ecclesiastical  proceedings,  at  least  once  a  year  before  the 
Classis-  with  which  they  are  connected,  for  their  information. 
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flier.  9.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  members  of  the  Church  in  re- 
noTifigfrom  the  bounds  of  one  church  to  another,  to*  obtain  a  certifi" 
cite  of  membership  and  dismission* 

Seer.  10.  Consistories  possess  the  right  of  calling  Ministers  for  their 
own  congregations,  except  where  otherwise  provided  for  by  charter. 
But  in  exercising  this  right,  they  are  bound  to  use  their  utmost  endea- 
vors, either  by  consulting  with  the  great  Consistory,  or  with  the  con- 
gregation at  large,  to  know  what  person  would  be  most  acceptable 
to  the  people. 

SacT.  4 1.  A  neighboring  Minister  (if  there  be  none  belonging  to  the 
Consistory)  must  be  invited  to  superintend  the  proceedings,  whenever 
*  Consistory  is  desirous  of  making  a  call.  The  instrument  is  to  be 
rigned  by  the  members  of  the  Consistory,  or  by  the  President,  in 
the  name  of  the  Consistory  ;  and  if  the  church  be  incorporated,  it  is 
proper  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  corporation.  When  the  call  is  com- 
pleted, it  most  be  laid  by  the  Consistory  before  the  Classis,  and  be  ap- 
proved by  the  same,  before  it  can  be  presented  to  the  person  called ; 
and  if  the  call  be  accepted,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  approba- 
tion of  the  people,  the  name  of  such  minister  shall  be  published  in  the 
ctnarch,  three  Sabbaths  successively,  that  opportunity  may  be  given  for 
Btating  lawful  objections,  if  any  there  be. 

Sner.  12.  For  the  purpose  of  uniformity,  the  form  of  a  call  shall  be 
*•  follows : — (See  form  of  call,  Explanatory  Articles,  pp.  220  ) 

Sect.  13.  Since  it  is  deemed  of  the  highest  importance  that  there 
■fc*ould  be  regular  instruction  on  the  great  articles  of  the  Christian  faith, 
lx*  order  to  preserve  the  truth,  and  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the 
Church,  every  Minister  shall  in  the  ordinary  morning  or  afternoon  ser- 
**oe  on  the  Lord's  day,  explain  the  system  of  the  Christian  doctrine 
^**mpiehended  in  the  Heidlebergh  Catechism  adopted  by  the  Reformed 
^liurcbes,  so  that  if  practicable,  the  explanation  may  be  annually  com- 
fc^l^tedi  but  shall  never  be  extended  beyond  the  term  of  four  years. 
^*Jie  several  Classes  shall,  at  their  stated  meetings,  preceding  the 
^**naal  meeting  of  General  Synod,  make  strict  inquiry  whether  the 
K**»eceding  part  of  this  section  has  been  fully  complied  with  by  every 
^Xinister,  and  if  any  Minister  shall  be  found  dc6cicnt,  without  suffi- 
ent  reason,  the  Classis  shall  inflict  such  censure  as  they  in  their 
may  judge  the  omission  to  merit ;  and  the  several  Classes 
*i*all  make  a  roll  and  faithful  report  of  the  result  of  their  inquiries  and 
*3oings  on  this  behalf  to  the  Particular  Synod. 
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Ssct.  14.  When  any  Minister  shall  be  duly  convicted  of  any  ei 
fence  which  implicates  the  purity  of  bis  clerical  character,  and  shall 
in  consequence  of  such  conviction,  be  suspended  from  bis  office,  anc 
the  conviction  and  suspension  shall  be  sustained  on  a*  final  appeal,  hit 
pastoral  connexion  with  the  congregation  in  which  he  was  settled  shall, 
if  the  Consistory  so  elect,  be  ipso  facto  dissolved. 

Sect.  1 5.  Consistories  which  have  hitherto  combined  with  on*  oi 
more  neighboring  Consistories,  in  making  calls  and  having  a  Miniate! 
to  serve  in  common,  may  not  at  pleasure  break  such  combination  ;  bet 
whenever  their  situation  and  circumstances  render  them  capable  of 
severally  calling  a  Minister,  a  representation  thereof  must  be  made  to 
the  Classis,  and  leave  be  first  requested  and  obtained,  before  their  for- 
mer  connexions  can  be  dissolved. 

Sect.  16.  When  matters  of  peculiar  importance  occur,  particularly 
in  calling  a  minister,  building  of  churches,  or  whatever  relates  imme- 
diately to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  whole  congregation,  it  is  usual 
(and  it  is  strongly  recommended  upon  such  occasions  always)  for  the 
Consistory  to  call  together  all  those  who  have  ever  served  as  Elder* 
or  Deacons,  that  by  their  advice  and  counsel  they  may  assist  the  mem. 
bers  of  the  Consistory.  These,  when  assembled,  constitute  what  is 
called  the  great  Consistory.  From  the  object,  or  design  of  their  as- 
sembling, the  respective  powers  of  each  arc  easily  ascertained  ; 
Those  who  arc  out  of  office,  have  only  an  advisory  or  counselling 
voice  ;  and,  as  they  arc  not  actual  members  of  the  board  or  corpora- 
tion, cannot  have  a  decisive  vote.  After  obtaining  the  advice,  it  rests 
with  the  members  of  the  Consistory  to  follow  the  counsel  given  them, 
or  not,  as  they  shall  judge  proper.  But,  unless  very  urgent  reasons 
should  appear  to  the  contrary,  it  will  be  prudent  and  expedient  in  all 
cases,  to  comply  with  the  advice  of  those,  who  from  their  numbers  and 
influence  in  the  congregation,  may  be  supposed  to  speak  the  language 
of  the  people,  andto  know  what  will  be  most  for  edification  and  peace* 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Classis. 

Seer.  1.  A  Classis  consists  of  all  the  Ministers,  and  an  Elder  dele- 
gated from  each  Consistory  within  the  bounds  prescribed  by  Par* 
ticular  Synod.     Collegiate  Churches  shall  be  entitled  to  an  Elder  for 
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^«ch  ordinary  worshipping  assembly.    To  constitute  a  Classis,  at  least 
te  Ministers  and  three  Elders  are  required. 

»f  2.  Classis  shall  have  the  power  of  approving  or  disapproving 
ordaining,  suspending  and  deposing  Ministers  ;  dissolving  their 
fMstoral  connexion  with  any  congregation  for  good  cause*     They  shal] 
lave  the  power  of  forming  new  congregations,  and  determining  the 
tries  of  congregations  when  such  boundaries  are  contested  ;  of 
^continuing  combinations  of  two  or  more  congregations,  the  dissolu- 
tion and  change  of  the  same,  and  a  general  supervising  power  in  cases 
«f  appeal  over  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Consistories  within  their 
~%onnds,  which  relate  to  the  spiritual  concerns  of  their  particular 
^burches,  and  the  conduct  of  any  of  the  officers  thereof. 

8bot.  3.  The  peculiar  prerogative  of  Classes,  that  of  examining 

srtodents  of  Theology  for  their  becoming  candidates  for  the  Ministryt 

mad  of  candidates  for  their  becoming  Ministers,  is  very  important,  and 

most  always  be  attended  to  with  great  prudence,  zeal  and  fidelity. 

3£very  student  of  Theology  when  he  shall  have  become  prepared  for 

examination  for  licensure,  shall  present  himself  for  such  examination 

to  the  Classis  within  whose  bounds  he  resided  when  he  entered  upon 

Ins  preparatory  studies,  and  a  candidate  who  has  received  a  call,  must 

l>e  examined  by  the  Classis  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  Church  that 

has  made  the  call  is  placed. 

Sect.  4.  At  every  examination  of  a  student  or  candidate  by  a 
Classis,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  two  of  the  Deputati  Synodi  to  be  pre* 
sent,  and  no  examination  shall  in  any  case  proceed  without  the  atten- 
dance of  one  Deputatus  from  another  Classis,  who  shall  see  that  the 
examination  is  performed  with  strictness,  propriety,  and  justice,  and 
duly  report  the  same  to  the  next  Particular  Synod.  That  the  Deputati 
may  obtain  proper  and  timely  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Classis,  upon  application  being  made  to  him  for  an  ex- 
amination, (which  application  shall  be  made  at  least  four  weeks  be- 
fore the  contemplated  meeting  of  Classis,)  to  send  immediate  infor- 
mation to  the  Deputati,  and  communicate  the  time  and  place  when 
and  where  the  same  is  to  be  held,  in  such  manner  that  the  Deputati 
■hall  be  notified  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  examination. 

Sxct.  5*  Every  Classis  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  the  forms  of 
subscriptions  for  candidates  and  Ministers  of  the  gospel  are  fairly 
written,  which  those  who  are  examined  and  approved,  shall  respec- 
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twely  subscribe  in  the  presence  of  the  Classis.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  every  Classis,  annually  to  report  to  the  Synod,  all  persons  who 
have  been  examined  and  licensed,  as' well  as  those  who  have  been  or- 
dained ;  and  also,  all  removals  of  Ministers  from  one  place  to  another* 
or  by  death,  which  may  have  happened  within  the  jurisdiction  of  soch 
Classis,  since  the  last  session  of  Synod* 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  the  examination  of  a  candidate  for  the  Ministry, 
the  approbation  of  a  call,  or  any  other  special  business  shall  render 
an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Classis  necessary,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  President  of  the  Classis,  upon  application  being  made  to  hint 
for  that  purpose,  to  call  by  circular  letters  the  members  together. 
And,  whenever  two  Ministers  and  two  ciders  belonging  to  the  Classis 
•hall,  upon  any  occasion,  request  in  writing,  under  their  hands,  en  ex- 
traordinary meeting,  the  President  of  the  Classis  may  not  refuse 
calling  the  same  ;  provided  that  tho  expenses  attending  all  extraordi- 
nary meetings  of  the  Classis  shall  be  always  supported  by  the  person 
or  congregation,  at  whose  request,  or  for  whose  benefit,  such  session 
is  held. 

Sect.  7.  The  meetings  of  the  Classis  shall  be  semi-annual,  at  such 
times  as  they  may  respectively  determine  ;  and  at  every  ordinary  sea* 
sion,  a  sermon  shall  be  preached. 

Sect.  8.  The  Classis  shall  at  their  meeting  next  preceding  that  of 
the  Particular  Synod,  appoint  delegates  to  attend  the  said  Synod,  and 
nominate  delegates  to  the  General  Synod ;  and,  at  the  same  meeting 
shall  put  to  the  Ministers  and  Elders  respectively,  the  following  ie* 
quiries,  and  enter  in  detail  the  several  answers  given  by  each  Minis- 
ter and  Elder,  on  the  minutes,  for  the  information  of  the  higher  Judi- 
catories : — 

1st.  Are  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  preached  in  your  congrega- 
tion in  their  purity  agreeably  to  the  word  of  God,  the  confession  of 
faith,  and  the  Catechisms  of  our  church  ? 

2d.  Is  the  Heidlebergh  Catechism  regularly  explained,  agreeably 
to  the  constitution  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ? 

3d.  Are  the  Catechising  of  the  children  and  the  instruction  of  the 
youth  faithfully  attended  to  ? 

4th.  Is  family  visitation  faithfully  performed  ? 

6th.  Is  the  5th  Sect  2d  Art  2d  Chap,  in  the  constitution  of 
church  carefully  obeyed  ? 
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VtL  Is  the  temporal  contract  between  Ministers  and  people,  fulfilled 
^a  your  congregation. 

8*cr.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Classes,  to  require  from 

*be  respective  Consistories,  a  statistical  table  filled  up  according  to 

^^ich  formula  as  General  Synod  shall  prescribe,  accompanied  with 

^ftueh  remarks  on  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation,  as  they  may 

proper. 

Sbot.  10.  For  the  regular  obtaining  of  dismissions  of  Ministers,  it 

required  that  a  neighboring  Minister  of  the  same  Classis  to  which 

tthe  congregation  belongs,  be  invited  to  be  present,  and  superintend 

**he  dismission  of  the  Minister  from  his  congregation,  countersign  the 

xnstnmient  of  dismission,  and  consider  it  as  his  doty  to  deliver  the 

^imo,  with  a  report  upon  the  subject,  to  the  Classis ;  which  report 

md  document  shall  serve  as  a  basis  upon  which  the  final  dismission 

wkl  certificate  of  the  Classis  Bhall  be  founded. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Particular  Synod. 

Sbct.  1.  Every  Particular  Synod  shall  comprehend  a  certain  num- 
ber of  Classes,  to  be  designated  by  the  General  Synod,  and  shall  con- 
sist of  a  delegation  of  two  Ministers  and  two  Elders,  from  every  Clas- 
sis within  its  bounds,  and  seven  Ministers,  and  seven  Elders,  when  re- 
gularly convened,  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of 
business* 

Skct.  2.  To  the  Particular  Synod  belongs  exclusively  the  power  to 
form  new  Classes,  to  transfer  a  congregation  from  one  Classis  to  ano- 
ther ;  to  exercise  a  general  supervising  power  in  case  of  appeal  over 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Classes  within  its  bounds,  and  have 
cognizance  of  such  matters  as  appertain  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all 
the  churches  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  3.  Every  Synod  shall  be  at  liberty  to  solicit,  and  hold  corres- 
pondence with  its  neighboring  Synod,  or  Synods,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to  general  edification.  ., 

Sect.  4.  Every  Synod  shall  appoint  a  Deputatus  piimarius  end  Se- 
cundus,  from  each  Classis  within  its  bounds,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
superintend  the  examination  of  students  in  Theology,  and  candidates 
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for  the  Ministry,  to  add  a  solemnity  to  the  important  work,  and  *e# 
that  no  undue  liberty,  superficial  proceedings,  or  unnecessary  rigor  be 
practised.  And  it  shall  also  be  their  duty,  as  Commissioners  of  Synod, 
to  advise,  exhort  and  endeavor*  to  persuade  the  Classis  in  all  that  res* 
pects  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the  important  duty  of  examinations ;  but 
they  are  not  invested  with  any  authority  to  arrest  the  proceedings  of 
any  Classis  who  may  act  contrary  to  their  advice ;  neither  may  they 
vote  upon  any  question  respecting  any  candidate  that  may  be  examin- 
ed ;  but  they  are  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  the  proceedings  at  their 
different  examinations  where  they  are  present,  and  impartially  report 
to  the  Synod  whatever  they  may  judge  improper  or  wrong. 

Sect.  5.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  every  session  of  the  several 
Classes  held  since  the  last  session  of  Synod,  shall,  at  the  opening  of 
the  Synod,  be  produced  and  laid  on  the  table  for  the  inspection  of  the 
members :  the  Particular  Synod  from  the  several  reports  of  the  Classes 
on  the  state  of  religion,  shall  prepare  a  Synodical  report,  to  be  present- 
ed to  the  General  Synod,  accompanied  with  the  statistical  tables  of  said 
Classes. 

Sect.  6.  The  Particular  Synod  shall  meet  annually,  at  sucb 
time  and  place  as  they  may  determine,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  held  for  the  transaction  of  any  extraordinary  business,  upon 
the  written  request  of  four  Ministers,  to  the  President  of  Synod, 
and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  President  to  give 
notice  to  the  members  of  Synod  of  such  meeting  three  weeks  previous 
thereto,  stating  the  particular  object  for  which  the  Synod  is  to  be 
convened. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  General  Synod. 

Sect.  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  three  Ministers,  and 
three  Elders,  from  each  of  the  Classes,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Classes 
to  the  Particular  Synod  to  which  they  belong,  who  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  the  persons  so  nominated,  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  ; 
but,  for  good  cause  may  appoint  other  persons  than  those  so  nomina- 
ted ;  or,  in  case  no  nomination  is  made,  may  appoint  the  delegates 
for  the  Classis,  or  Classes  who  shall  have  omitted  to  nominate. 
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Sect.  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time  and 
Mace  is  they  may  determine,  and  twelve  Ministers  and  twelve  Elders 
Vrben  regularly  convened,  shall  be  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  bu- 
siness. 

Sect.  3.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  original  cognizance  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  Theological  School,  the  appointment  of  Pro- 
fessors, and  their  course  of  instruction,  the  appointment  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  said  school,  and  the  regulations  thereof ;  and  shall 
possess  the  power  of  regulating  and  maintaining  a  friendly  correspon- 
dence, with  the  highest  Judicatories  or  Assemblies  of  other  religious 
denominations,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  union,  and  concert  in 
general  measures  which  may  be  calculated  to  maintain  sound  doctrine, 
prevent  conflicting  regulations  relative  to  persons  under  church  cen- 
sure by  the  Judicatories  of  either  denomination,  and  to  produce  con- 
cert and  harmony  in  their  respective  proceedings  to  promote  the  cause 
of  religion  and  piety. 

To  the  General  Synod  belongs  the  power  to  constitute  Particular 
Synods,  and  to  make  any  changes  in  the  same*  to  exercise  a  general 
superintendence  ovex  the  spiritual  interests  and  concerns  of  the  whole 
church,  and  an  appellate  supervising  power  over  the  acts,  proceedings 
and  decisions  of  the  lower  Assemblies,  relating  to  Christian  discipline 
or  the  interests  of  Religion,  and  the  general  welfare  and  government 
of  the  Church. 

Sect.  4.  If  circumstances  should  require  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  previous  to  the  next  ordinary  meeting,  the  President  shall  on  a 
joint  application  of  six  or  more  Ministers  requesting  the  same,  call 
an  extraordinary  meeting  at  the  place  where  the  next  ordinary  meeting 
is  appointed  to  be  held,  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the 
members  of  Synod  at  least  three  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of  such 
meeting,  stating  the  particular  business  for  which  it  is  called,  not  how- 
ever excluding  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  the  Synod  may 
deem  proper. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

Of  Customs  and  Usages. 

ARTICLE   I. 

Sect.  1.  The .  sacrament  of  baptism  shall  always  be  administer — * 
ed  in  the  church,  or  some  other  place  of  public  worship,  at  the  times 
of  public  worship,  and  the  form  adopted  for  baptism  hitherto  in  use*^ 
shall  in  every  case  be  retained.  In  cases,  however,  of  the  sickn< 
of  the  parents,  and  especially  of  ihe  infant,  it  is  lawful  to  administei 
this  sacrament  in  private.  But  no  private  baptism  shall  be  adminis<~  * 
tered  without  the  presence  of  at  least  one  Elder,  who  shall  accompa — i 
ny  the  Minister  for  that  purpose,  and  the  same  form  and  solemnity^ 
shall  be  always  used  as  in  public  baptism. 

Sect.  2.  Every  church  shall  observe  such  a  mode  in  the  adminis- — ■ 
tration  of  the  Lord's  supper,  as  shall  be  judged  most  condusive  to  edifi — 
cation,  provided  however,  after  the  sermon  and  usual  public  prayer* 
are  ended,  the  form  for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  supper  shal# 
be  read,  and  a  prayer  suited  to  the  occasion  shall  be  offered,  before 
the  members  participate  of  the  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  sacrament  of  ihe  Lord's  supper  shall  be  administered 
at  least  twice  a  year,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  same  be  adminis- 
tered once  every  three  months. 

Sect.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  uniformity  in  the  order  of  worship,  the 
following  is  to  be  observed  by  all  the  churches. 

1st.  After  a  space  for  private  devotion,  the  Minister  shall  introduce 
the  public  worship  in  the  morning  by  invoking  the  Divine  presence 
and  blessing. 

2d.  Salutation. 

3d.  Reading  the  ten  commandments,  or  some  other  portion  of 
Scripture,  or  both. 

4  th.  Singing. 

6th.  Prayer. 

Cth.  Singing. 

7th.  Sermon. 

8th.  Praver. 
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"9th  Collection  of  Alms. 

10th.  Singing. 

I  lib.  Pronouncing  the  Apostolic  Benediction. 

The  order  of  the  afternoon  and  evening  services  shall  be  the  same 
^8  the  morning,  excepting  the  reading  of  the  ten  commandments. 
The  last  service  on  the  Lord's  Day  shall  conclude  with  the  Christian 
Doxology. 

Sect.  5.  No  Psalms  or  Hymns,  may  be  publicl^sung  in  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Churches,  but  such  as  are  approved  and  recommended 
by  the  General  Synod. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  Discipline. 

ARTICLE  I* 

Of  Discipline  in  General. 

.  Sect.  1.  Discipline  is  the  exercise  of  the  authority  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  system  of  laws,  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  appointed 
in  his  church.  Its  objects  are  the  removal  of  offences  ;  the  vindica- 
tion of  the  honor  of  Christ ;  the  promotion  of  purity  and  general  edifi- 
cation of  the  church  ;  and  also  the  benefit  of  the  offender. 

Sect*  2.  All  Christian  discipline  is  spiritual,  and  nothing  shall  be 
admitted  as  matter  of  accusation,  or  considered  an  offence,  which  can- 
not be  proved  to  be  such  from  scripture,  or  the  regulations  of  the 
church  founded  on  scripture. 

Sect.  3.  All  baptised  persons  are  members  of  the  church,  are  under 
its  care,  and  subject  to  its  government  and  discipline. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Of  PrivateWffences. 

Sect.  1 .  Private  offences  are  those  that  are  known  to  an  individual 
only,  or  at  most,  to  a  very  few. 

Sect.  2.  Such  offences  are  not  to  be  immediately  presented  before 
a  church  Judicatory,  but  the  offender  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to 
the  mode  pointed  out  by  our  Lord,  in  1 8th  chap*  of  Matthew..     The

game  course  shall  be  adopted  in  cases  of  personal  or  private  injuries, 
but  if  on  due  forbearance,  these  tender,  and  Christian  proceedings  are 
unavailing,  the  whole  matter  shall  be  represented  to  the  Judicatory  to 
which  the  offender  is  amenable. 

Sect.  3.  Informers  who  have  not  taken  these  previous  steps,  shall 
be  considered  as  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  peace  and  order  of 
the  church,  and  be  censured  accordingly. 

ARTICLE   III. 

Public  Offences. 

Sect.  1 .  Public  offences  are  those  that  require  the  cognizance  of  a 
church  Judicatory,  as  when  they  are  so  notorious  and  scandalous,  that 
no  private  measures  would  obviate  their  injurious  effects,  or  when, 
though  originally  known  to  one,  or  a  few,  the  private  measures  taken 
have  been  ineffectual. 

Sect.  2.  When  any  person  is  charged  with  a  crime,  not  by  an  in* 
dividual,  but  by  general  rumor,  the  previous  steps  prescribed  by  our 
Lord  in  case  of  Private  offences  are  not  necessary,  but  the  proper  Ju~ 
dicatory  is  bound  to  take  immediate  cognizance  of  the  matter. 

Sect.  3.  To  constitute  a  general  rumor,  oxfama  clamota,  it  is  ne- 
cessary— 

1st.  That  it  specify  some  particular  sin  or  sins. 
2d.  That  it  should  have  obtained  general  circulation. 
3d.  That  it  be  not  transient. 

4th.  That  it  be  accompanied  with  strong  public  presumption  of  its 
truth. 

Sect.  4.  In  admitting  accusations  against  a  Minister  or  Elder,  the 
rule  prescribed  in  1st.  Tim.  5.  19,  shall  always  be  observed,  and  ac- 
cusers must  come  forward  openly  to  support  the  charge. 

Sect.  5.  If  Ministers  of  the  word  have  committed  any  public  gross 
sin,  which  would  render  their  appearance  in  the  pulpit  under  such  cir- 
cumstances highly  offensive,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Consistory,  in 
order  to  prevent  scandal,  to  shut  the  door  against  such  criminal,  and 
refer  him  to  be  tried  by  the  Classis  as  soon  as  possible.  The  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Consistory  in  such  cases  are  at  their  peril,  and  are  not 
to  be  considered  as  a  trial,  but  only  a  prudent  interference  and  bind*

ing  over  the  person  accused,  to  the  judgment  of  his  peers.  In  case  of 
like  offences  by  the  Elders  and  Deacons,  they  shall  upon  trial  and  con- 
viction, immediately  be  removed  from  their  office  by  the  Consistory. 

Sect.  6.  The  following  are  to  be  considered  as  the  principal  of- 
fences that  deserve  the  punishment  of  suspension,  or  removal  from  of- 
fice, vis. :  False  Doctrine  or  Heresy,  Public  Schisms,  open  Blasphemy, 
Simony,  faithless  desertion  of  Office,  or  intruding  upon  that  of  another, 
Perjury,  Adultery,  Fornication,  Theft,  acts  of  Violence,  Brawlings, 
Drunkenness,  and  scandalous  Traffic  ;  in  short,  alt  such  sins,  and 
grces  offences  as  render  the  perpetrators  infamous  before  the  world ; 
and  which  in  a  private  member  of  the  church  would  be  considered 
as  deserving  excommunication. 

Szct.  7.  If  any  member  of  the  Church  shall  be  duly  convicted  of 
an  infamous  crime  by  any  civil  court,  he  shall,  ipso  facto,  be  debarred 
from  the  exercise  of  the  peculiar  functions  of  any  Ecclesiastical  office 
with  which  he  may  be  invested,  and  excluded  from  the  privileges  of 
the  Churcb,  until  he  shall  have  established  his  innocence,  or  manifest- 
ed by  repentance  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Judicatory  to  which  he  is  ame- 
nable. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Of  Process  and  Trial. 

Sect.  1.  Offences  may  be  brought  before  a  Judicatory  by  individual 
accusation  or  common  fame.  In  the  former  case  the  process  must  be 
in  the  name  of  the  accuser  or  accusers.  In  the  latter  no  person  need 
be  named  as  the  accuser. 

Sncr.  2.  In  exhibiting  charges,  the  times,  place  and  circumstances 
shall  be  accurately  stated  in  writing,  that  the  accused  may  be  en- 
abled the  better  to  defend  himself. 

Ssct.  3.  Great  caution  is  to  be  exercised  in  receiving  accusa- 
tions where  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  prefer- 
red through  passion  or  improper  and  unchristian  motive  ;  or  where 
the  accuser  is  under  censure,  or  not  of  good  character,  or  has  the 
prospect  of  temporal  advantage. 

Sect.  4.  All  Citations  shall  be  issued  and  signed  by  the  President 
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or  Clerk,  who  shall  also  furnish  citations  for  such  witnesses  as  may  be 

required  on  either  side* 
Sect.  5.  A  copy  of  the  accusation  shall  he  furnished  to  the  accused, 

at  the  time  when  the  citation  is  served  ;  which  citation  shall  designate 

the  time  when,  and  place  where,  the  accused  shall  put  in  his  answer. 

Not  less  than  ten  days  shall  he  allowed  to  intervene  between  the  time 

appointed  for  receiving  the  answer  of  the  accused  and  the  trial  of  the 

case,  unless  by  consent  of  all  parties  interested. 

Sect.  6.  When  the  accused  refuses  to  obey  the  citation,  he  shall  be 
cited  a  second  time,  which  second  citation  shall  always  be  accompa^ 
nied  by  a  notice,  that  if  he  still  refuse  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  he  shall  not  only  be  liable  to  censure  for  contumacy!  but 
that  the  Judicatory  will  proceed  to  the  trial  and  decision  of  hie  case 
as  if  he  were  present. 

Sect.  7.  The  trial  shall  be  impartial.  The  witnesses  after  being 
sworn,  or  solemnly  affirmed,  shall  be  examined  in  the  presence  of  the 
accused,  and  he  shall  be  permitted  to  cross  examine  them. 

Sect.  8.  To  establish  an  accusation  against  any  member  of  the 
church,  the  testimony  of  more  than  one  witness  is  required.     The  evi- 
dence shall  be  faithfully  minuted,  and  with  the  sentence,  or  decision, 
be  entered  on  the  records,  and  the  parties  shall  be  allowed  copies  of 
the  same  at  their  own  expense,  if  desired. 

Sect.  9.  No  complaints  in  cases  of  scandal  shall  be  admitted,  un- 
less brought  forward  within  the  space  of  one  year  and  four  months 
after  the  crime  shall  be  alleged  to  have  been  committed  ;  excepting, 
when  it  shall  appear  that  unavoidable  impediments  prevented  the 
bringing  an  accusation  sooner. 

Sect.  10.  No  professional  counsel  shall  be  permitted  to  appear 
and  plead  in  cases  of  process  in  any  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Courts.  But 
if  any  accused  person  feel  unable  to  represent  and  plead  his  own  cause 
to  advantage,  he  may  request,  or  the  President  may  appoint  any  Min- 
ister or  Elder,  belonging  to  the  Judicatory  before  which  he  appears, 
to  prepare  and  conduct  his  cause  as  ho  may  judge  proper.  But  the 
Minister  or  Elder  so  engaged,  shall  not  be  allowed  after  pleading  the 
cause  of  the  accused,  to  sit  in  judgment  as  a  member  of  the  Judica- 
tory. 

Sect.  11.  Such  as  obstinately  reject  the  admonitions  of  the  Conais- 
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lory*  or  hate  been  found  guilty  of  the  communion  of  a  public  or  other- 
wise gross  offence,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  Lord's  supper,  which 
act  of  suspension  may  be  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  Consistory, 
mod  being  suspended  and  repeatedly  admonished  without  discovering 
marks  of  repentance,  the  church  shall  then  proceed  to  the  last  remedy, 
namely,  Excommunication,  agreeably  to  the  adopted  form,  and  con- 
formably to  the  word  of  God.  But  no  person  shall  he  excommuni- 
cated without  the  previous  advice  of  the  Classis. 

Sect.  12.  Before  the  church  proceeds  to  Excommunication,  the  ob- 
stinacy of  the  offender  shall  be  publicly  notified  to  the  congregation, 
declaring  his  offences,  together  with  the  particular  care,  and  attention 
bestowed  on  him,  by  admonition,  suspension  from  the  Lord's  table, 
and  by  repeated  remonstrances.    The  congregation  shall  also  be  ex 
horted  farther  to  admonish  the  delinquent,  and  to  pray  for  him.     This 
procedure  shall   be    comprised    in  three   several    steps.    In    the 
first  instance,  the  name  of  the  offender  shall  not  bo  mentioned,  that 
he  may  in  some  measure  be  spared.    In  the  second,  with  the  advice 
of  Classis,  his  name  shall  be  expressed*    In  the  third,  the  congrega* 
(ion  shall  be  informed,  that  unless  he  repenteth,  be  will  be  excluded 
from  the  communion  of  the  church  ;  so  that  if  he  remain  obstinate, 
Ais  excommunication  may  take  place  with  their  tacit  approbation. 
"The  interval  between  these  notifications  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of 
^be  Consistory. 

Sect.  13.  When  an  excommunicated  person  becomes  penitent,  and 
desirous  of  being  again  reconciled  to  the  church,  such  desire  shall 
publicly  declared  to  the  congregation,  either  before  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Lord's  supper,  or  at  some  other  seasonable  opportunity  ; 
"that  if  no  objections  are  offered,  he  may,  on  declaring  his  repentance, 
l>e  publicly  readmitted  to  a  participation  of  the  Lord's  supper,  agree- 
ably to  the  form  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  14.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  power  to  make  all  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  the  foregoing 
articles  into  execution,  except  where  provision  is  thereby  made  for 
that  purpose. 

Sect.  15.  No  alteration  shall  ever  be  made  to  the  foregoing  arti- 
cles, but  by  previous  recommendation  from  the  General  Synod,  to  the 
respective  Classes,  and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  same  to  such 
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proposed  alteration,  together  with  the  final  determination  and  v 
turn  of  the  General  Synod  for  the  time  being.

ARTICLE   XII. 

Schools  and  Christian  Education. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  at  present  composing  the  B< 
Education  of  General  Synod,  shall  continue  to  constitul 
Board  until  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Synod. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 

C      •  "r 

Professorate. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  rep 
amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  respectfully 
port  to  Synod — 
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That  they  have  weighed  carefully  the  principles  involved  in  the 
Memorial  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  requesting  the  rescinding  the 
Resolutions  of  June  last,  in  relation  to  the  appropriation  of  any  part 
of  the  Professoral  Fund  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Synod.  Said  Fund, 
your  Committee  verily  believe  was  subscribed  on  the  express  condi- 
tion that  the  principal  was  ever  to  be  kept  as  a  sacred  deposit,  and 
that  the  annual  proceeds  of  it  only  could  be  used.  To  authorize  any 
part  of  said  Fund  to  be  used  even  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of 
Professors,  would  be  an  open  violation  of  the  faith  of  this  Synod, 
pledged  to  the  churches  when  the  subscriptions  were  taken,  and  that 
the  Synod  have  no  right  whatever  to  appropriate  them  to  any  other 
porpoee  than  those  stipulated  to  the  original  donors. 

Tour  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion, vi*  : — 

Resolved,  That  Synod  strictly  adhere  to  the  resolutions  adopted 
it*  June  last,  relative  to  this  matter. 

Having  denied  your  Board  access  to  former  sources  of  supply, 
^rour  Committee  feel  themselves  bound  to  suggest  some  expedient  by 
'^hich  the  difficulties  that  invest  them  may  be  overcome.  They  are 
t-he  Synod's  agents  and  have  a  right  to  expect  it ;  and  the  Professors 
^*ave  a  right  to  the  support  promised  them  in  its  season. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of' the  follow- 
Mig  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  directed  to  borrow 
the  requisite  amount,  on  the  the  credit  of  the  Synod,  till  the  meeting 
in  June  next. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  collection  be  directed  to  be  made  in  all 
our  churches,  on  or  before  the  first  Sabbath  in  February,  to  meet 
deficiencies  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological  School,  and 
other  contingent  expenses  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  directed  to  pursue 
active  and  vigorous  measures  for  collecting  subscriptions  already 
due,  and  increasing  the  amount  of  subscriptions.

And  when  ancestors  and  corn- 
unities  have  been  churches,  and  pastors  cordially  and  piously  uni. 
d  in  the  days  of  old,  their  successors  would  be  cold  indeed,  if  such 
urainiscences  did  not  enkindle  something  of  a  feeling  of  sacred, 
iendship,  and  excite  to  affectionate  approximation,  while  the  hoe. 
lality  and  the  kindness  shown  to  kinsmen  suffering  for  "  the  word 
c*€~God  and  the  testimony  of  Jesus,"  being  the  first  species  of  bene- 
^^cjlence,  cannot  be  either  forgotten  or  unfelt,  by  grateful  and  gra. 
c  ious  hearts.     We,  therefore,  hail  you,  not  only  as  our  brethren  in 
tirist,  but  also  as  the  benefactors  of  our  pious  and  afflicted  progeni- 
es in  the  kingdom  of  God.     We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  your 
z»refathers,  and  of  that  debt  you  are  the  heirs.     Those  high  interests 
sf  civil  and  religious  liberty,  of  truth  and  grace,  for  which  both  con- 
ded,  are  dear  to  our  hearts — a  precious  entail,  which  we  hope 
L^ver  to  surrender  :  the  struggles  of  such  holy  heroes  we  trust  we 
feiall  always  remember  with  veneration,  and  strive  to  imitate  :  the 
sr-uit  of  their  arduous  labors,  the  invaluable  legacy  which  they  have 
ueathed  to  us,  we  will,  through  God,  continue  to  prize  as  our 
ch  inheritance,  and  to  preserve  with  the  utmost  care,  as  a  precious 
sposit. 

You  mourn,  dear  brethren,  over  the  declension  of  your  Parent, 
hurch.     It  has,  indeed,  wc  fear,  partaken  of  the  degeneracy  of  the 
arly  Churches  of  the  Reformation  on  the  continent  of  Europe  and 
Isewhere,  though  not,  perhaps,  so  much  as  some  others.     But,  as 
mid  the  revolutions  both  of  the  spiritual  and  of  the  natural  world, 
shere  is  a  time  of  restoration  as  well  as  of  decay,  we  trust  that  God, 
I  his  great  mercy,  will  yet  revive  that  ancient  and  esteemed  Church, 
nee  one  of  the  bulwarks  and  ornaments  of  the  blessed  Reformation. 
ndeed  there  seems  to  be  an  influence  abroad,  which  is  promising  to 
-^-enovate  political  systems,  and  may,  through  grace,  also  purify  ec- 
clesiastical communities ;  yea,  symptoms  of  convalescence  are  be- 
^ginning  to  appear  in  some  of  the  Protestant  Churches  of  Europe", 
"Xsvhich,  like  the  Church  of  Sardis,  were   "  ready  to  die."      The 
Xiord  grant  that  a  "  time  of  refreshing  may  come  forth  from  his 
^presence  to  revive  them,  and  cause  them  to  flourish  anew !"  O  Lord 
<5od,  we  beseech  thee,  by  whom  shall  "  Jacob  arise,  when  he  is 
^mall,  but  by  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob  ?"     In  our  own  land,  and 
"^rith  regard  to  our  Mother-Church,  we  have  seen  a  similar  apostacy 
Xo  a  most  woful  extent,  in  respect  of  Scriptural  order,  of  evangeli- 
cal truth,  and  of  holy  discipline.     But  here  also,  we  rejoice  to  say, 
of  late  years,  indications  of  amendment  have  begun  to  appear.    The 
number  of  those  who  preach  the  Gospel  within  her  pale,  is  conside- 
rably augmented ;  desires  for  greater  purity  of  admissions,  and  faith- 
fulness of  administration,  are  manifested  in  some  quarters ;  and  an  , 
attempt  is  making,  here  and  there,  to  restore  to  the  people  those  just 
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rights  of  which  they  have  been  long  bereaved,  la  our  own  Chui 
blessed  be  God,  the  doctrine  of  grace  has  been  always  purely  prea 
ed ;  conscientious  care  has,  we  trust,  been  hitherto  exercised  in  n 
ten  of  government  and  discipline  ;  and  encroachments  have  ne 
been  made  upon  that  "  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  his  p 
pie  free."  And  we  hope  there  is  more  than  a  mere  body  of  foj 
and  constitutions  with  us.  "Far  behind,  indeed,  do  we  come 
every  good  and  perfect  gift ;"  but  we  dare  not  so  disparage  the  gr 
of  God,  which  has  been  most  undeservedly  bestowed  upon  us,  ai 
deny  that  our  people  in  general  are  living,  to  all  appearance,  " 
berly,  righteously,  and  godly ;"  are  taking  interest  in  those  so< 
ties  to  which  you  allude,  and  which  are  indeed  the  stars  that  enlig 
en  our  sky  ;  and  are,  in  some  measure,  "  adorning  the  doctrine 
the  great  God  our  Saviour,"  by  a  becoming  spirit  and  convei 
tion. 

You  speak  of  wise  measures  which  have  secured  your  indep 
dence,  adopted  by  your  Mother-Church,  and  of  divisions  which  01 
existed  among  you,  but  have  been  happily  healed.  We  also  i 
speak  of  similar  auspicious  events.  The  Secession-Church,  in  b 
her  divisions,  at  an  early  period  sent  out  colonists  to  North  Ameri 
and,  for  a  time,  each  continued  to  view  the  Church  of  her  connex 
as  an  integral  part  of  her  own  body ;  but  when  the  circumstance* 
the  times  required  the  change,  the  foreign  jurisdiction  was  read 
relinquished  by  both,  and  now  those  who  were  once  under  it  are 
garded  as  independent  Churches,  though  still  kindred  and  still 
loved.  As  the  Apostle  says  of  the  Thessalonians,  we  u  are  afl 
tionately  desirous  of  them"  in  their  separate  state.  Those  who  n 
address  you  in  their  conjunct  capacity,  were,  as  you  know,  forme 
divided.  From  the  beginning  indeed  united,  we  were,  by  an  unh 
py  controversy,  early  and  long  separated.  But  the  Lord  preser 
us,  though  apart,  wonderfully  similar,  and  at  length  the  ground 
contention  having  been  removed,  we  were  happily  brought  toget] 
again,  without  any  compromise  of  principle  on  either  side.  N 
oar  "  Churches  have  rest,  and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  i 
in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  are  edified  and  multiplied." 

We  wish  we  could  say,  however,  that  the  lovely  picture  y 
draw  of  the  peace,  and  charity,  and  zeal,  which  "  characterize  1 
different  religious  denominations  in  your  Republic,"  was  realia 
with  us.  Once  indeed,  not  long  ago,  these  estimable  principles  Y 
the  ascendency ;  but  now,  alas !  from  various  causes,  party-spi 
has  arisen.  There  is  a  striving  for  the  mastery,  and  coolness, 
alienation  among  "  brethren  of  the  household  of  faith,"  is  showi 
itself  in  many  a  form.  Die  connexion  to  which  you  allude,  betw: 
Church  and  State,  is  one  bone  of  contention,  and  Churchmen  a 
Dissenters  seem  arrayed  against  each  other.  You  will  pray  for  1 
dear  brethren,  that  the  Lord  may  diffuse  among  us  "  the  wisdk 
that  is  from  above,  which  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  a 
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!*»y  to  be  entreated ;  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  partialis 
y-  and  without  hypocrisy  ;"  and  that  "  the  fruit  of  righteousness, 
^-fcich  is  sown  in  peace  of  them  that  make  peace,"  may  increase  and 
bound  among  us,  to  the  praise  of  God  by  Jesus  Christ. 

It  grieves  us  to  learn,  that  error,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  has 
und  its  way  into  some  of  the  Churches  of  your  favored  country, 
A»nd  is  at  once  corrupting  and  distracting  them.     We  trust,  that  if 
*  •    the  enemy  come  in  like  a  flood,  the  Lord  will  lift  up  a  standard 
*b* gainst  him."    There  is,  as  you  must  have  remarked,  brethren,  a 
ooderful  rising  and  reeling  of  communities  and  of  Churches,  almost 
"very  where,  yet  Christians  want  not  appropriate  consolations,  amid 
ucb  dividing  and  portentous  times.       The  human  mind  seems  to 
-ave  broken  loose  from  old  restraints  ;  but,  amid  diversity  of  opt- 
ions, »  truth  is  strong,  and  will  prevail."     The  mass  of  mankind 
heaving  with  a  mighty  commotion  ;  but  it  is  our  comfort,  that 
•«   God  stilleth  the  tumult  of  the  people.''     Ancient  foundations  are 
ing  up,  and  may  burst  with  violent  and  disastrous  explosion ; 
*it  it  is,  as  we  hope,  and  as  prophecy  indicates,  that  new  and  better 
"■^^Tuctuxes  may  be  reared  upon  their  ruins.     Error  is  short-lived, 
^^«Jt  truth  is  eternal :  the  reign  of  evil  is  temporary  ;  but  goodness  is 
m*^ vincible  and  immortal. 

You  are  so  candid,  dear  brethren,  as,  besides  referring  to  the  au- 

*aorized  standards  of  your  faith  and  administration,  to  furnish  urf 

ith  a  succinct  view  of  your  doctrines,  of  the  forms  of  your  worship, 

"  the  character  of  your  Church  government,  of  the  order  of  your 

^clesiastical  polity,  and  of  the  history  of  your  venerable  Church* 

Having  done  so,  you  are  entitled  to  a  similar  explanation  from  us  in 

^turn.     But,  as  this  communication  is  already  too  long,  we  cannot 

^tend  it  much  more.     Suffice  it  to  say,  that  we  adopt  the  standard 

i"  the  Church  of  Scotland,  especially  the  Westminster  Confession 

f  Faith,  only  with  this  reserve  or  explanation,  that  no  one  among 

.8  is  called  upon  to  approve  compulsory,  persecuting,  or  intolerent 

rinciples  in  religion,  should  he  think  that  these  are  involved  in  the 

-8d  Chapter  of  that  Confession,  or  elsewhere.     That  we  hold,  as 

ou  do,  the  Presbyterian  form  of  Church  government.     That  our 

of  worship  and  order  and  discipline,  are  those  which  were  ob. 

by  our  National  Church  in  the  purest  times  ; — and  that  our 

lders  and  Deacons  are  elected,  not  for  a  limited  period,  but  for 

>«•  ad  vitam  aut  culpam."     But  we  judge  it  may  be  more  sati*. 

«ctory  to  you  to  receive  the  authorized  Documents  of  our  Church, 

^^hich  have  been  framed  since  the  Union,  and  with  which  you  may 

.  ^>ot,  as  yet  be  acquainted.     We  shall,  therefore,  transmit  them  along 

^rith  this  letter.     Let  us  only  add,  in  explanation,  that  the  Summary 

\m  intended  for  the  instruction,  and  trial  of  candidates  for  admission 

>mto  Communion,  not,  however,  to  supersede  the  study  of  books  of 

^n  higher  class,  where  this  may  be  expected,  or  can  be  attained ; 

i        Vfcat  the  Pastoral  Address  was  prepared  and  promulgated  immedi. 
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ately  after  the  Union,  to  promote  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  coo* 
junct  Church  ;  and  that  the  Testimony,  consisting  of  two  parts,  his- 
torical and  doctrinal,  was  designed  to  exhibit  in  a  concise  form,  the 
origin  and  progress  of  the  secession,  as  well  as  to  illustrate  the  doc- 
trines we  hold,  and  to  guard  our  people  against  the  errors  and  evils 
we  would  have  them  avoid,  without,  however,  requiring  (what  few 
could  he  supposed  conscientiously  to  give)  a  specific  approbation  of 
all  the  views  it  contains,  so  multifarious,  and  in  cases  not  a  few,  too 
metaphysical  and  profound  for  common  minds  to  grasp  very  dis- 
tinctly. 

We  perceive,  and  we  know,  beloved  brethren,  that  in  some  in- 
stances we  differ  from  you  in  certain  subordinate  modes  of  worship, 
as  well  as  in  the  duration  of  some  offices  ;  but  what  are  these  to  the 
many  things  in  which  we  are  agreed  ?  We  rejoice  in  receiving  the 
assurance  that  you  are  a  Church  holding  the  head,  even  Christ,  and 
"contending  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints;"  aiming  at 
faithfulness  in  your  administrations  ;  and  anxious  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  those  "  over  whom  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  your 
overseers."  We  also  are  the  friends  of  the  cross,  and  of  salvation  by 
free  grace,  reigning  through  the  the  righteousness  of  Christ ;  are 
endeavoring  to  maintain  "the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace,"  and  are  desirous  that  those  committed  to  our  care,  "speak- 
ing  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  to  him  in  all  things,  who  is  the! 
head,  even  Christ." 

Our  church  is  composed  as  you  may  have  heard,  6f  the  two 
larger  portions  of  the  secession.  It  consists  of  about  300  congrega- 
tions, settled  and  vacant ;  and  is  extending  itself  on  every  side.  Our 
sacred  Seminary,  though  it  includes  only  two  professorships,  em- 
braces the  same  subjects  of  tuition  with  your  Theological  institu- 
tion ;  our  students  obtain  their  classical  and  philosophical  learning  at 
the  universities  of  our  country,  which  are  open  to  all ;  and  our  Pres- 
byteries, by  subdividing  themselves  into  Committees,  take  an  active 
part  in  the  tuition  of  those  who  are  destined  for  the  holy  ministry, 
during  the  recess  of  the  Hall.  Several  of  these  Presbyteries  have 
also  been  lately  engaged  in  investigating  the  moral  and  spiritual 
state  of  the  congregations  under  their  inspection,  by  means  of  a 
teries  of  queries  directed  to  the  several  sessions,  and  they  have  ad- 
dressed to  both  sessions  and  congregations,  "  the  word  of  exhortation 
founded  upon  the  returns  made  to  these  queries,  with  a  view  to  stir 
them  up  to  their  duty,  and  to  promote  the  work  of  God  among  tbem. 
The  Synod,  which  meets  once  every  half  year,  has  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion 23  Presbyteries,  which  correspond  to  your  Classes.  Our  church 
has  been  labouring  for  many  years,  and  lately  on  a  more  extended 
scale,  to  diffuse  the  knowledge  of  Christ  in  the  dark  places  of  our 
land  ;  and  our  congregations,  in  addition  to  an  annual  collection  to 
the  Synod's  fund  for  religious  and  charitable  purposes,  as  well  as  to 
all  their  other  contributions  for  the  poor,  and  for  public  institutions 
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of  a  common  character,  have  given  liberally  to  this  object.  At 
Ctieir  meeting  before  last,  the  supreme  court  had  resolved  to  under- 
take a  Foreign  Mission ;  and  at  their  late  convocation,  the  British 
^Provinces  of  North  America,  where  many  of  our  countrymen  dwell, 
~^*vas  selected  as  the  scene,  while  directions  were  given,  that  the 
^Missionaries  who  might  be  sent  forth,  should  be  instructed  to  pay 
^particular  attention  to  the  hapless  aborigines  of  the  country. 

Thus,  dear  brethren,  in  accordance  with  your  wishes,  and  respond- 
ing to  your  fraternal  salutations,  have  we  poured  out  our  hearts  over 
you,  and  laid  open  to  you  succinctly  the  state  of  our  church  ;  and  in 
part  of  religious  society,  in  this  our  distant  land.     We  invite  earnest. 
ly  the  continuance  of  the  correspondence.    It  will  refresh  our  hearts. 
We  regret  that  this  communication  cannot  reach  you  before  the 
meeting  of  your  Synod  is  past,  but  we  hope  to  hear  from  you  again, 
when  you  shall  have  a  convenient  timo.     Meanwhile,  knowing  your 
appointed  era  of  assembling,  we  shall  not  fail  to  remember  you  in 
our  prayers  at  the  throne  of  grace  ;  and  we  solicit  also  an  interest  in 
your  intercessions  at  all  times,  especially  at  the  periods  of  our  semi- 
annual  meetings,  about  the  middle  of  the  months  of  September,  and  of 
April. ' 

And  now,  beloved  brethren,  partakers  with  us  of  the  faith,  and 
hopes  of  the  Gospel,  what  remains,  but  that  we  entreat  for  you,  that 
ye  may  ever  stand  fast  in  one  mind,  and  with  one  mouth,  striving 
together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel ;  that  your  hearts  may  be  com- 
forted, being  knit  together  in  love  to  the  full  assurance  of  understand- 
itxg  to  the  continued  acknowledgement  of  God,  and  of  the  Father, 
*nd  of  Christ.  "  Finally,  farewell :  be  perfect,  be  of  good  comfort,  be 
of  one  mind  ;  live  in  peace,  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be 
**ith  you." 

"  Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  him  who  is,  and  who  was, 
*.nd  who  is  to  come,  and  from  the  seven  spirits  which  are  before  his 
throne,  and  from  Jesus  Christ  the  faithful  witness,  the  first  begotten 
from  the  dead,  aud  the  Prince  of  the  Kings  of  the  earth  :  unto  him  that 
loved  us,  ar.d  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood,  and  hath 
made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God,  and  his  Father,  to  him  be  glory 
auid  dominion  for  ever  and  ever,  Amen.'9

Report  of  the  Board  of  Suf>erintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
for  the  year  ending  April,  1833. 

Agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Board  met  in 
the  College  Hall,  New  Brunswick,  April  2.

°Hq  year,  having  been  employed  in  the  interim  as  an  agent  for  one  of 
°Or  Benevolent  Societies.  By  a  letter  received  from  Mr.  Ennis,  it 
appears  that  he  intends  to  resume  his  Theological  studies  on  May 
*»  It  is  expected  by  the  Board  that  Mr.  Ennis  will  take  his  place 
'**  the  next  Junior  Class. 

It  appears  f.-om  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  that  Mr  W.  H. 
^ooper,  mentioned  in  the  above  list  of  Students,  applied  to  Synod  for 
dismission  from  the  Institution,  and  that  the  application  was  referred 
*°  this  Board*     From  the  Report  of  the  Didactic  Professor,  it  appears 
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that  Mr.  Cooper  has  absented  himself  from  the  Seminary  since  the 
time  of  said  application.  On  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  the  Board  do  not  see  that  they  can  assume  any  re- 
sponsibility in  relation  to  Mr.  Cooper  ;  but- leave  him  to  act  his  plea- 
sure. If  he  returns  to  the  Seminary,  he  must  go  with  the  next  Junior 
Class ;  if  not,  the  Professors  are  authorized  to  give  him  a  certificate  of 
the  progress  he  has  made  under  their  care. 

Mr.  William  Brush  reported  as  a  member  of  the  Middle  Class,  but 
in  fact  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class,  having  been  prevented  by  sick- 
ness from  attending  the  whole  of  his  time,  requested  to  be  examined 
at  the  time  with  the  Senior  Class,  for  a  Professoral  certificate.  The 
reasons  of  the  request  appeared  sufficient  to  the  Board,  he  was  accord- 
ingly examined,  and  recommended  for  said  certificate. 

Mr.  E.  Doty,  a  member  of  the  Literary  Institution,  has  requested  to 
be  received  into  the  Theological  School  at  the  close  of  his.  Jupior  year, 
with  a  view  to  Missionary  labors  in  foreign  countries.  On  inquiry 
it  appeared  that  Mr.  D.  is  a  young  man  of  tra  usual  powers,  and  bad 
made  attainments  beyond  his  class  in  College,  and  that  tbe  case  on 
other  accounts  was  .peculiar.  The  Board  therefore  thought  that  they 
could  comply  with  his  request  without  lowering  the  standard  of  pre- 
paration for  entering  upon  Theological  Studies;  The  request  was 
accordingly  granted. 

The  proficiency  of  the  Theological  students  during  the  year  is 
stated  by  the  Professors  to  have  been  good,  and  their  general  deport- 
ment such  as  becomes  their  character  and  standing  in  the  Church  ol 
God,  and  in  society.  The  examination  of  the  students  was  conducted 
by  the  Professors  in  the  presence  of  the  Board,  on  the  various  branches 
of  study  to  which  they  had  attended  during  the  year,  and  was  as  satis* 
factory  as  on  former  occasions.  The  Senior  Class  were  a  ted  examin- 
ed on  experimental  religion,  as  well  as  on  their  views  and  motives  in 
entering  the  ministry  ;  and  they  were  all  unanimously  recommended 
for  Professoral  certificates. 

It  appears  that  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  elected  at  the 
last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  has  accepted  his  appoint- 
ment, and  has  been  regularly  inducted  into  his  office,  according  to  tbe 
arrangements  of  the  Synod.     The  Board  cannot  suffer  the  present

opportunity  to  pass,  without  expressing  the  strong  confidence  they  feel 
tiaat  this  very  important  department  has  fallen  into  very  able  hands* 

The  Board  learn  with  a  high  degree  of  satisfaction,  that  a  mission- 
am  *y  spirit  is  beginning  to  be  awakened  in  the  seminary,  and  that  some 
f  the  students  are  prayerfully  turning  their  attention  to  foreign  fields 
>f  labor.  The  Board  are  led  to  hope  that  when  the  beloved  Abeel 
^  hall  return  to  sound  abroad  among  us,  the  claims  of  an  ascended  Sa- 
^riour,  in  behalf  of  perishing  heathens,  not  a  few  of  our  pious  sons  will 
ar-<?spond  to  the  calk  and  offer  themselves  for  the  work.  The  present 
therefore,  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  an  era  of  peculiar  interest  in  the 
listory  of  our  Seminary ;  and  as  affording  very  strong  motives  for 
initing  all  our  exertions  in  promoting  its  prosperity.  W  hen  we  sec  the 
'bole  world  opening  to  our  view,  and  inviting  us  to  come  over  to 
^lieir  help,  what  Christian  among  us  can  refrain  from  feeling  the  charge 
^~o  go  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature, 
'he  world  must  be  evangelized.  It  will  be  to  our  own  injury  and 
>bame,  if  we  as  a  Church,  do  not  take  a  liberal  share  in  the  enterprise. 
In  conclusion,  the  Board  present  the  following  resolution,  viz. :

In  pursuance  of  a  Resolution  of  General  Synod,  that  the  Board 
*  authorized  to  borrow  upon  the  faith  of  Synod,  such  sums  as  may 
necessary  to  meet  deficiencies  in  their  expenses  until  the  meeting 
Synod  in  June  next,  the  Board  report,  that  on  the  thirtieth  day 
January,  1833,  they  executed  to  the  Washington  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  the  City  of  New  York,  a  Bond  under  the  Corporate  Seal  of 
General -Synod,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  Four  Thousand  Dol- 
lars, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1833,  upon  an  understanding 
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with  the  said  Company  that  the  Board  should  from  time  to  time 
from  the  Company  such  sums  (not  exceeding  Four  Thousand  Dolk

Mr.  Schuneman,  as  the  Board  be- 

lie?e,has  been  indefatigable  in  bis  exertions  to  collect  the  money,  but 

tile  outstanding  subscriptions  being  widely  scattered  throughout  the 

Churches,  and  the  afflictive  visitation  of  our  country  by  the  Cholera 

the  last  year,  has  prevented  his  doing  as  much  as  might  otherwise 

htve  been  effected.     The  Board  agreed  with  Mr.  Schuneman  to  allow 

him  a  suitable  compensation  for  his  services  instead  of  a  fixed  salary  ; 

and  as  he  did  not  desire  to  charge  more  than  his  actual  expenses  and

Resolved,  That  the  papers  referred  to  in  the  above  report,  be 
r^ierred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report  was 
Adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report : — 

That  the  Minutes  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  and  of  the 

United  Associate  Synod  of  Scotland,  have  been  referred  to  your 

Committee  who  have  examined  them,  and  find  they  contain  nothing 

which  requires  the  particular  attention  of  this  Synod.    These  Churches 

affectionately  acknowledge  your  late  correspondence  with  them,  and 

indicate  a  desire  to  have  it  continued.     Your  Delegates  to  the  German 

Reformed  Synod  were  cordially  welcomed  and  treated  with  affec- 
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tion ;  and  your  communications  to  the  United  Associate  Synod  were 
received  with  gratitude,  and  promptly  and  cheerfully  answered.  Aad 
so  far  as  the  information  of  your  Committee  extends,  they  take  pie* 
sure  in  saying,  that  the  rules  of  your  correspondence  and  action  with 
other  ecclessiastical  bodies,  have,  with  perhaps  a  single  exception, 
been  duly  respected. 

From  a  communication  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Con< 
mittee  appointed  in  June  last  to  continue  the  correspondence  witk 
the  United  Associate  Synod  of  Scotland,  it  appears,  that  owing  to 
numerous  professional  avocations  and  various  interruptions,  the  dutj 
assigned  to  said  Committee  has  not  been  discharged.  An  intima- 
tion is  given,  however,  that  if  this  Synod  be  pleased  to  continue 
the  same  Committee,  a  letter  shall  be  prepared  and  forwarded  in  time 
to  reach  the  Synod  of  Scotland  by  their  next  ordinary  Session.  Youj 
Committee  therefore  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  to  Synod  the  re- 
appointment of  the  said  Committee. 

It  further  appears,  that  as  a  token  of  his  best  wishes  for  the  pros- 
perity of  our  Theological  Institution,  the  Rev.  Professor  Mitchell 
D.  D.  of  Glasgow,  has,  with  the  Minutes  of  the  United  Associate  Sy 
nod,  forwarded  a  package  of  books  for  our  College  Library,  for  whicJ 
he  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  and  good  wishes  of  this  Synod.

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Tie  Committee  deeply  regret  that  any  thing  ahould  ante  to  affect

•key  cannot  but  believe,  though  they  do  it  with  pain,  that  in  the  case 
ajs  alleged,  there  has  been  a  violation  of  the  articles  of  correspond- 
<40ce,  (Art*  viii,)  yet  they  cannot  but  hope  that  when  such  violation  of 
the  articles  of  correspondence  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  our  Presby-

ARTICLE   VI. 

Bpwdical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches. 

In  conformity  with  a  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  Committee 
of  arrangements. 

Resohed,  That  a  prayer  meeting  be  held  in  the  Consistory  Room 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  this  place,  at  6  o'clock  every 
morning  during  the  meeting  of  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  supplicating 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod,  and  upon 
the  Churches. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

Your  Committee  have  attended  to  the  subject  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  would  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  prosperous  state  of 
the  Churches  generally  under  its  jurisdiction. 

If  we  look  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  and  from 
that  point  run  the  eye  along  the  line  of  the  march  of  the  Church, 
we  find  her  sometimes  struggling  with  difficulties,  but  by  the  good- 
ness of  the  Lord  overcoming  them  ;  increasing  in  her  strength,  and 
Vol.  IV.  25 
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displaying  the  glory  and  beauty  of  her  King  in  her  movements. 
Small  as  were  their  numbers,  her  sons  never  despaired  of  her ;  they 
went  on  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  confiding  in  (he  promise,  «•  Lo 
I  am  with  you,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

Impelled  by  the  glory  of  God,  loving  the  pure  doctrines  of  the 
Bible,  and  their  expression  in  the  standards  of  the  Church,  they  early 
planned  a  School  of  the  Prophets,  and  by  steady  counsel,  persever- 
ing effort,  and  untiring  patience,  that  interesting  institution  has  been, 
and  now  is*  like  a  healthful  fountain  sending  forth  streams  to  make 
glad  the  city  of  our  God. 

Each  year  exhibits  a  steady  increase  of  her  numbers,  and  the  en- 
largement of  her  borders.  Up  to  the  present  time,  especially  in  the 
year  1832,— the  year  of  revivals  and  of  pestilence, — the  year  when 
the  human  mind  appeared  drawn  onward  by  some  unusual  impulse, 
in  art,  in  science,  in  government,  morals  and  religion — a  year  while 
we  were  still  rejoicing  in  the  outpouring  of  the  spirit,  while  still 
the  drops  of  the  shower  were  even  falling,  the  destroying  angel  went 
forth,  and  we  saw  mercy  sweet  and  precious,  followed  by  judgments 
severe  and  terrible. 

During  the  year  past,  we  cannot  record  such  remarkable  revivals, 
such  remarkable  pentecostal  seasons,  as  in  the  year  preceding.  We 
do  not  so  frequently  hear  the  cry  *'  what  shall  we  do  to  be  saved  ?" 
Nor  can  we  record  such  large  accession  to  our  Churches,  yet  the 
reports  of  our  Particular  Synods  show  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
has  been  on  our  Zion,  and  numerous  Churches  have  been  watered  by 
the  dew  of  Divine  Grace. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  reports,  that  they  find  many  things 
to  cheer  the  hearts  of  the  friends  of  Zion,  and  that  they  have  evi- 
dence that  the  Lord  is  still  walking  in  the  midst  of  his  golden  candle- 
sticks, displaying  his  glory  in  strengthening  and  enlarging  his  Church. 
A  number  of  the  Classes  record  the  goodness  of  the  I*ord,  in  having 
visited  some  of  the  Churches  under  their  care  with  refreshing  from 
his  presence  in  the  past  year.  The  statistical  tables  shew  that  the 
Churches  have  been  blessed  with  important  accessions,  and  some  of 
them  have  enjoyed  delightful  seasons,  in  which  large  numbers  of  such 
as  shall  be  saved  were  added  to  the  Lord.

>The  work  of  the  Lord  in  this  section  of  the  Church  has  been  going 

°0«     New  congregations  have  been  gathered  and  organized,  and 

tbos  a  new  impetus  has  been  given  (o  the  chariot  wheels  of  the  Gos- 

/>c/.     The  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  revive  his"  work,  and  to  cause 

**iany  places  hitheito  barren  to  blossom  as  the  rose;  and  though  there 

oes  not  appear  in  any  of  the  Churches,  what  may  be  called  a  general 

eviral  of  religion,  yet  there  have  been  droppings  of  mercy,  which 

gifen  courage  and  comfort  to  his  people.     Professors  of  religion 

are  represented  with  few  exceptions  as  ^walking  in  the  fear  of  the 

lrf>rd,  and  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost — that    there  is  a  pleasing 

attention  to  the  means  of  Grace,  which  God  employs  to  promote  the 

ssalvation  of  souls.  Some  Congregations  which  were  last  year  blessed 

"ft>y  tho  special  influences  of  the  spirit,  still  report  the  operation  of  that 

spirit  among  them.     A  harvest  of  1515  souls  has  been  gathered  into 

*Cbe  Churches. 

The  benevolent  and  moral  institutions  have  in  many  places  been 
"happily  successful. 

The  cause  of  temperance,  a  cause  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
^luman  happiness  and  morals,  and  assailing  one  of  the  most  formida- 
ble obstacles  to  the  Gospel,  appears  to  have  received  great  attention, 
%nd  in  many  places  to  have  gono  on  with  power,  and  to  have  pro- 
duced the  best  results. 

Prayer  meetings  of  those  who  fear  the  Lord,  have  increased,  and 
«ome  Classes  report  that  they  are  established  in  all  their  Churches, 
and  we  hope  these  meetings  may  more  and  more  attract  the  attention 
of  the  pious.  Sabbath  Schools  arc  established  in  most  of  the 
Churches.  There  is  a  general  and  pleasing  harmony  between  bre- 
thren, and  in  almost  all  the  Churches  pastors  and  people  walk  in  love 
and  peace.  In  some  Churches  they  mourn  over  the  sins  of  Sabbath 
breaking  and  intemperance,  while  in  others  they  report  an  improve- 
ment in  both.  In  view  of  the  whole  field  of  this  Synod,  while  there 
are  some  things  to  deplore,  there  are  many  to  call  for  the  sincerest 
gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  all  his  goodness  and 
mercy  toward  his  heritage. 

The  Synod  of  New  York  reports  an  interesting  state  of  things  as 
to  the  increase  of  members,  and  attendance  on  ordinances  and  a 
growing  indication  of  spiritual  prosperity. 
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Several  Churches  in  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  are  reported  m  far- 
ing enjoyed  happy  seasons  from  the  Lord,  and  generally  that  religious 
concerns  are  in  a  thriving  state.  Your  Committee  are  not  able  to  ga- 
ther much  information  on  the  exact  state  of  the  Churches,  on  account 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  report  is  drawn.  There  appears  to  be 
lamenting  over  the  sins  of  Sabbath  breaking.  There  appears  in 
Classes  moreover  a  want  of  interest  and  energy  in  the  great  tempe- 
rance reformation,  and  the  Synod  reports  the  lufcewaimneas  of  the 
Churches  on  this  subject  as  a  matter  of  serious  grief:  still,  to  some  of 
their  Churches  there  have  been  large  additions,  showing  that  k>  the 
midst  of  deserved  wrath  the  Lord  is  still  remembering  mercy ;  and  while 
we  look  with  humility  on  the  shades  resting  on  some  Churches,  the 
Synod  believe  they  have  good  reason  to  say  to  the  Churches  arise 
and  shine,  for  thy  light  is  come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  ready 
to  rise  upon  thee.  The  increase  of  members  in  this  Synod  is  1179. 
The  benevolent  operations  in  this  Synod  are  reported,  as  advancing 
and  in  particular  the  all  important  subject  of  foreign  missions  has 
awakened  the  attention  of  the  Churches.  Your  Committee  rejoice 
to  give  Synod  this  information,  for  the  cry  is  loud,  "  come  over  mud 
help  us." 

Your  Committee  are  happy  to  find  that  an  interest  in  the  great 
Missionary  operations  is  increasing  in  the  Church,  and  that  the  labors 
of  your  Board  of  Missions  have  been  rewarded  by  reports  from  many 
Churches  of  the  blessed  effects  of  the  Gospel,  in  the  conversion  of 
sinners  and  building  up  believers  in  their  most  holy  faith. 

From  the  Report  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  we  learn  that  the  Lord  is  blessing  that  sister  Church  with 
the  influence  of  His  holy  Spirit,  that  the  great  benevolent  institutions 
are  prosperous,  and  the  Church  appears  to  be  going  on  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  with  christian  zeal,  fidelity  and  industry. 

The  General  Assembly  have  set  apart  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1834,  to  be  observed  as  a  season  of  Fasting,  and  "  of  special  Prayer, 
of  united,  fervent,  believing  Prayer,  for  the  conversion  of  the  world 
to  God ;"  and  the  General  Assembly  invite  all  Christian  denomi- 
nations in  correspondence  with  them,  and  other  Christian  denomina- 
tions generally,  to  unite  in  the  same. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  German  Re- 
formed Synod,  and  find  that  Church  engaged  in  the  great  works  of 
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raising  ap  t  pious  mmisdy,  of  advanciag  the  interest*  #T  teBgiod*  of 
raising  foods  for  the  support  of  their  institutions,  and  they  are  blessed 
with  a  large  increase  of  members  to  their  Communion* 

On  a  yiew  of  the  whole  state  of  the  Church,  your  Committee  must 
BBOSjrn  over  many  perishing  souls,  and  deeply  deplore  the  crying  sins 
of  Sabbath  breaking  and  intemperance  ;  yet  the  Church  is  evidently 
in  a  rising  and  prosperous  situation,  at  peace  at  home  and  respected 
abroad,  for  her  soundness  in  the  faith  and  wisdom  in  practice.  Two 
six  hundred  and  three  souls  have  been  added  to  her 
this  year.  Great  ministerial  labor  has  every  where  been 
performed,  with  a  zeal  and  fidelity  becoming  the  great  cause  in  which 
God's  servants  are  engaged.  If  we  consider  the  great  accession  to 
Churches  last  year,  and  those  of  the  present  year,  we  may  form 
estimate  of  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  instructing,  establishing 
and  comforting  such  numerous  flocks  of  young  Christians. 

The  attitude  of  the  Church  is  one  of  great  encouragement,  and 
hope  of  future  blessings  of  God. 

The  spirit  of  missions,  zeal  in  the  cause  of  religious  education,  an 
increasing  desire  to  extend  the  borders  of  the  Church,  a  solemn 
impression  of  great  responsibility  to  God,  an  earnest  desire  for  the 
salvation  of  souls,  your  Committee  conceive  promise  well  for  the 
Church. 

Your  Committee  hope  that  no  point  may  ever  be  fixed  as  a  stop- 
ping place,  but  that  the  march  of  the  Church  in  an  attitude  of  hostility 
to  the  Prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  may  be  onward,  until  every 
strong  hold  of  the  adversary  be  demolished,  and  the  Prince  of  Peaee 
reign  triumphant. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  following  resolution : — 

Jsssofafd,  That  this  Synod,  in  compliance  with  the  invitation  of 
the  General  Assembly,  do  hereby  set  apart  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, 1834,  as  a  day  of  Fasting  and  of  Prayer,  for  the  conversion  of 
Ifceworid.

Church  Grovernment. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  as  is  contained 
the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany,  as 
to  the  Rules  of  Church  Government,  reported,  and  their  report 
accepted. — 


The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report  of 
"Mbe  Committee  on  Synodical  minutes,  as  relates  to  the  rules  and 
"■orders  of  Church  Government,  as  recommended  and  adopted  by  the 
^jeneral  Synod,  and  by  the  Synod  transmitted  to  the  several  Classes, 
Y>eg  leave  to  report — 

That  it  fully  appears,  that  the  said  Rules  and  Orders  were  in  due 
^brra  adopted  by  the  General  Synod,  at  their  Session  in  Albany,  in 
"the  month  of  October,  1832 ;  and  were  by  the  said  Synod  sent  down 
to  the  different  Classes,  with  a  request,  that  they  would  pass  thereon, 
approving  or  disapproving  the  same ;  and  that  the  same  have  been  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  Classes.     Your  Committee  are  therefore 
of  opinion,  that  the  said  Rules  and  Orders,  have  been  constitutionally 
^adopted  by  the  Church;  and  that  nothing  now  remains,  but  for  the 
Synod,  to  declare,  that  the  same  are  of  binding  force,  and  efficacy, 
throughout,  and  upon  the  whole  Church.     And  that  this  may  now 
be  done,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  declaration, 
viz : — 

"  Whereas,  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
in  North  America,  at  their  Session,  in  October,  1832,  did  adopt 
certain  rules,  and  orders,  for  the  better  Government  of  the  Churches 
under  their  care  ;  and  did  in  due  form  recommend  them  to  the  differ- 
ent Classes,  that  they  might  approve,  or  disapprove  of  the  same  :  and, 
whereas,  a  majority  of  the  Classes  have  approved  the  same,  as  adopted, 
and  recommended  by  the  General  Synod  : — Now,  be  it  known,  that 
the  General  Synod,  doth  hereby,  determine,  and  resolve,  that  the  said 
Rules  and  Orders,  as  adopted,  ratified,  and  approved,  as  aforesaid, 
have  been  lawfully,  and  constitutionally  agreed  to,  and  adopted  by  (he 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  North  America.  And  that  the  same,

mental principles  of  our  Church  Government,)  shall  henceforth  be 
taken,  and  received  as  the  Constitution  of  the  said  Church."

Government  as  a  whole,  yet,  understanding  that  some  parts  of  it  ire 
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objectionable  by  some  of  the  Classes,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
said  Classes  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  passing  on  the  different 
parts  separately, 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  to 
toe  Synod  at  its  present  session,  those  parts,  which  upon  the  whole 
view,  are  considered  proper  for  amendment,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Classes,  to  the  end  that  the  Synod  may  now  -  submit  the  same 
distinctly  to  the  Classes  for  their  approbation  or  rejection. 

The  following  were  appointed  said  Committee : — Rev.  J.  Gosman, 
S.  Kisssm,  H.  L.  Rice,  S.  B.  How,  D.  D.,  and  the  Elders  P.  D. 
Vfoom,  J.  V.  B.  Varick,  and  J.  I.  Labagh. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  Report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
.fellows: — 

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  report  to  the  Synod 
at  its  present  session,  those  parts  of  the  new  Constitution  which  may 
be  considered  proper  for  amendment,  beg  leave  to  Report,  that  they 
are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  expedient  for  the  Synod  to  adopt,  and  recom- 
mend for  the  consideration  and  consent  of  the  Classes,  the  following 
amendments : — 

In  Chap.  1,  Art.  3,  title  "of  the  Offices  of  Elders  and  Deacons,*' 
strike  ont  Sec.  3,  and  insert  the  following  in  its  place : — 

"  In  all  cases  the  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  from  the 
male  members  of  the  Church  in  full  communion  ;  and  in  forming  new 
Churches,  tbey  shall  be  chosen  by  the  male  communicants,  at  whose 
election  a  neighboring  Minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  shall 
preside  ;  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be 
published  at  least  two  Sabbaths,  in  the  Church  or  usual  place  of 
worship  previous  to  the  election." 

In  Chap.  1,  Art.  3,  title  "  of  the  Offices  of  Elders  and  Deacons," 
strike  out  Sec.  4,  and  insert  the  following  in  its  place  : — 

"  The  manner  of  choosing  Elders  and  Deacons  in  Churches  already 
organised,  shall  be  as  follows : — A  double  number  may  be  nominated 
by  the  Consistory,  out  of  which  the  members  of  the  Church  in 
fall  communion  may  choose  those  who  shall  serve .- — Or,  all  the  said 
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members  may  unite  in  nominating  and  "choosing  the  whole 
without  the  interference  of  the  Consistory :— Or,  the  Consistory,  for 
the  time  being,  as  representing  all  the  members,  may  choose  the 
whole,  and  refer  the  persons  thus  chosen,  by  publishing  them  to  the 
Church,  for  the  approbation  of  the  people.  This  last  method  has 
been  found  most  convenient,  especially  in  large  Churches,  and  Ins 
long  been  generally  adopted.  But  where  thai,  or  either  of  the  other 
modes  has  for  many  years  been  followed  in  any  Church,  there  shall 
be  no  variation  or  change,  but  by  previous  application  to  the  Classis, 
and  express  leave  first  obtained  for  altering  such  custom." 

In  Chap.  2,  Art.  2,  title  "  of  Consistories,"  strike  out  Sec*  6,  and 
insert  the  following : — 

"None  can  be  received  as  members  in  full  communion,  unless 
they  first  shall  have  made  a  confession  of  their  faith  before  the  Mi- 
nister, if  any,  and  the  Elders  ;  or  have  produced  a  certificate  of  their 
being  members  in  full  communion  of  some  Reformed  Church ;  all 
such  shall  be  published  to  the  Congregation,  and  be  registered  as 
regular  members  of  the  Church." 

In  Chap.  2,  Art.  3,  title  "  of  the  Classis,"  strike  out  the  first  clause 
of  Sec.  2,  and  insert  the  following : — 

u  Classis  shall  have  the  power  of  approving  or  disapproving  calls, 
ordaining,  suspending  and  deposing  Ministers,  or  dismissing  them 
when  called  elsewhere." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  the  reference  of  the  case  of  Mr.  Glover,  from 
e  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  beg  leave  to  Report : 

That  while  the  letters  of  recommendation  from  private  individu- 
als which  Mr.  Glover  has  produced,  are  ample  and  satisfactory  as 
:far  as  they  go,  he  has  hot  exhibited  any  regular  certificate  of  his 
license,  nor  any  certificate  of  dismission  or  recommendation  from  a 
competent  Church  Judicature.  The  Committee  consider  these  as 
indispensable  to  the  regular  admission  into  the  Dutch  Church  of 
every  foreign  licentiate,  and  therefore  recommend  to  General  Synod 
to  adopt  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

That  the  South  Classis  of  New  York  be  directed  to  proceed  to 
examine  Mr.  Glover  as  they  would  any  other  applicant  for  licensure, 
and  if  on  examination  he  be  found  qualified,  they  license  him  ;  but  if 
deficient  in  the  qualifications  and  attainments  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  our  Church  in  those  who  receive  licensure,  that   they 
recommend  him  to  study  at  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, until  he  shall  have  made  up  his  deficiences.

School*  and  Chriilian  Education. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Edneatioa 
of  the  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  present  to  General  Synod  the  report  of 
their  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  as  follows : — 

It  is  still  a  subject  of  regret  to  the  Board,  that  the  came  of  Edu- 
cating candidates  for  the  ministry  has  not  called  forth  the  attention 
and  efforts,  which  its  importance  in  itself,  and  its  bearing  on  the 
general  interests  of  the  Church  requires.  They  have  endeavoured  to 
discbarge  their  duties  faithfully,  according  to  the  limited  means  placed 
at  their  disposal,  but  in  view  of  the  result  they  have  to  confess  that  it 
is  still  a  day  of  small  things. 

The  Board  hope  that  Synod  will  take  this  subject  under  more  de- 
liberate consideration,  than  has  heretofore  been  given  to  it,  and 
adopt  such  a  system  as  that  the  whole  business  of  Education  may  be 
so  conducted,  as  to  expend  the  funds  provided  to  the  best  advan- 
tages, and  that  the  result  may  be  fully  laid  before  the  Churches  in 
the  Minutes  of  their  Annual  Sessions.  The  resolutions  of  Synod 
which  have  been  hastily  passed,  the  Board  have  (bund  it  difficult  to 
reduce  to  practice,  and,  consequently,  the  concern  has  not  been 
brought  under  such  a  system  as  it  is  desirable  to  effect 

The  last  report  stated,  that  there  were  then  thirteen  beneficiences 
under  the  care  of  the  Board.  During  the  past  year  five  have  been 
received.  One  who  had  been  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  Theologi- 
cal College,  it  is  understood,  has  withdrawn  from  our  denomination. 
Another  who  had  entered  the  Literary  Institution  has  gone  to  an. 
other  College,  and  ceases  to  draw  from  our  fund.  Another  who  bad 
just  commenced  his  education,  has  discontinued  his  studies  on  ac- 
count of  his  health.  There  have  been  three  transferred  to  the  Van 
Benschoten  fund  ;  and  one  having  finished  his  course  has 
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hsneed  to  preneh  the  gospel ?  leaving  eleven  now  mite  the  earn 
of  the  Board. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  exhibit  the  amount  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures. 

It  would  be  gratifying  to  the  Board,  if  they  could  also  state  the 
number  supported  or  aided,  from  the  permanent  funds  for  Education, 
m  the  bends  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutger's  College  ;  as  also  by  Churches 
and  congregational  Societies,  not  auxiliary  to  the  Board ;  but  they 
bare  not  the  necessary  information  to  enable  them  to  do  so.  They 
would,  however,  respectfully  suggest  to  Synod,  the  propriety  of  adopt- 
ing measures  to  receive  such  a  full  report  in  future,  in  such  a  way  as 
their  judgment  may  direct 

The  Board  having  raised  the  appropriation  to  a  beneficiary  from 
ninety  to  one  hundred  dollars,  and,  consequently,  the  principal  fund- 
ed far  permanent  scholarships,  by  the  liberality  of  Col.  Rutgers  and 
Gen.  Van  Rensselaer,  not  being  sufficient  to  produce  an  interest  ade- 
1 1  qnate  to  the  support  of  a  beneficiary,  it  was  resolved  to  add  the  an- 
■  I  nual  interest  accruing  on  those  funds  respectively,  to  the  principal* 
until  they  should  amount  to  the  sum  required.  No  incumbent  has 
therefore  been  placed  on  those  funds  for  the  past  year.  The  Rutgers 
scholarship  has  already  accumulated  to  the  requisite  ahiount,  viz. 
$1677.  The  Van  Rensselaer  scholarship  will  be  adequate  in  Novem- 
ber next.  And  the  William  Paterson  Van  Rensselaer  scholarship  in 
May,  1834. 

As  the  Board  has  been  continued,  since  taken  under  the  care  of 

General  Synod,  merely  by  resolution,  and  no  regular  election  has 

**\en  place  ;  and  as  several  changes  have  occurred  in  its  members, 

^ince  their  original  appointment,  by  the  filling  of  vacancies;  it  is 

*£*oaght  proper  to  inform  the  Synod  of  the  state  of  the  Board  as  it 

exists,  by  transmitting  a  list  of  its  present  members,  as  follows :

The  Committee  on  Education  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  o        * 
the  Secretary  of  the  Education  Board,  together  with  so  much  of  tl 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate,  adopted  June,  1832, 
relates  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
the  present  Board  of  Education  was  appointed  by  a  resolution  of  Sy- 
nod in  June,  1831,  at  which  time  a  Commiltee  was  appointed  froi 
the  Synod,  who,  in  connexion  with  the  officers  of  the  Board,  were 
quired  to  remodel  the  same,  and  report  at  the  next  Session  of  the 
General  Synod.

Rutgers  College. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  Rutgers  College,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  tp. 
pointed  upon  the  Reports  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  to  inquire 
relative  to  the  connexion  existing  between  the  Theological  Seminary 
and  Rutgers  College. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers  College,  are  happy  in 
being  able  to  report  to  Synod,  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Ibsti. 
tution. 
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Prom  the  Report  of  the  Faculty,  and  as  the  result  of  their  own  ob. 
titration,  they  inform  Synod  that  the  College  has  been  signally  favoured 
during  the  past  year,  in  the  good  order  and  proficiency  of  its  students. 
The  number  of  Students  at  present  is  70.  Of  the  Senior  Class  22 ; 
of  the  Junior  22  ;  of  the  Sophomore  17  ;  and  of  the  Freshmen  9. 
The  existing  organization  of  the  Institution,  has  in  the  opinion  of  the 
undersigned,  operated  well.  The  presence  and  example  of  the  Theo- 
logical Students,  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  morals  of  the 
College ;  whilst  the  Theological  Seminary,  has  derived  advantage 
from,  the  annual  reception  of  a  respectable  supply  of  Students  from 
the  Literary  Institution. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  Synod,  the  Trustees 
have  recently  appointed  two  additional  Professors,  viz :  Of  Oriental 
Literature,  and  of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  and  Rhetoric,  and 
Belles  Lettres.  This  measure  bids  fair  to  be  attended  with  the  hap- 
piest results. 

The  Boarding  accommodations  for  the  students  have  been  placed 
under  more  favorable  circumstances,  than  at  any  former  time. 

The  Grammar  School  of  the  College,  now  under  the  Rectorship  of 
the  Re?.  Dr.  Westbrook,  is  in  a  state  of  increasing  prosperity.  It 
Dow  contains  nearly  50  pupils. 

The  only  special  matter  of  regret,  which  the  undersigned  have  to 
record,  is  the  want  of  provision,  for  an  adequate,  and  a  permanent 
remuneration  of  the  Pro  feasor  of  Chemistry  ur.d  Mineralogy.  The 
hope*  however,  is  entertained,  that  the  increase  of  the  College,  may  at 
no  distant  period,  enable  the  Trustees  to  place  this  Professorship  upon 
a  more  permanent  basis. 

The  undersigned,  are  entirely  persuaded,  that  the  young  gentle- 
men connected  with  tho  College,  enjoy  the  best  opportunities  of 
Literary  instruction';  and  are  happy  to  learn,  that  an  efficient  Bible 
Society  is  in  operation — that  Biblical  recitation,  and  Chapel  wor- 
ship on  the  Sabbath,  are  punctually  attended  to — that  an  association 
of  Students  for  prayer  exists  ;  and  that  a  general  seriousness  pervades 
the  institution.  The  Synod  will  hear  with  gratification,  that  8  young 
gentlemen,  alumni  of  the  College,  are  now  about  to  enter  the  'Ibeo- 
logical  School. 

The  undersigned  congratulate  the  Synod,  upon  the  success,  which 
lips  thus  far  attended  the  experiment  of  the  revival  of  the  College  > 
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and  tie  fully  persuaded,  that  it  only  requires  the  uniform,  muted, 
consistent  support  of  the  Synod  and  Trustees,  to  raise  the  TnsJilulitssv 
to  the  highest,  and  most  commanding  station.

«9ct  of  their  appointment,  but  could  not  agree  on  a  joint  report.  It  ap- 
pears, two  papers  are  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Synod  referred  to  this 
Committee ;  the  one  signed  by  the  Rev.  t)r.  Ludlow,  and  Re*.  J.  Ro- 
aeyn;  the  other  by  Rev.  Dr.  Knox,  and  the  Elder  Abraham  Van  Neat, 
Aating  the  views  of  the  Members  on  the  subject  of  their  appointment 
Pour  Committee  having  carefully  examined  these  papers,  and  also 
import  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers  College,  are  of 
opinion,  that  theae  papers  are  not  the  Report  of  the  Committee  aa 
meb,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  in  the  October  meeting  in  133?, 
wt  mere  expressions  of  the  opinions  of  the  individuals  of  the  Com- 
nitteo ;  and,  that  therefore  the  signers  have  leave  to  withdraw  them;

The  Rev.  Dr.  Janeway  has  been  appointed  Professor  of  the  Rvi- 
jences  of  Christianity,  of  Rhetoric,  and  Belles  Lett  res,  and  also  aa 
Vice-President  of  the  College.  This  appointment  your  Committee 
esteem  of  great  importance  to  the  Theological  department,  inasmuch 
as  it  relieves  the  Professor  of  Didactic  Theology,  in  a  great  degree 
from  the  duties  which  he  performs  in  the  Literary  department,  and 
also  of  the  perplexing  duties  of  the  government  and  police  of  the 
College  :  thus  enabling  him  to  devote  nearly  all  his  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  duties  of  his  important  office. 

Your  Committee  feci  gratified  to  hear  from  the  Board,  the 
important  fact,  that  eight  pious  young  men  alumni  of  the  College, 
are  about  to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary  at  the  opening  of  the 
next  Session. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  also  report  that  there  is  an  association 
for  prayer  among  the  Students  of  College,  a  regular  attendance  on 
Chapel  service,  and  Biblical  instruction,  which  facts  promise,  by  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord,  a  speedy  increase  of  numbers  of  pious  youth  as 
members  of  the  Seminary.

dined*  it  promises  fair  for  increasing  usefulness*  and  your 
believe  that  all  that  is  now  wanting  to  give  full  effect  to  these  important 
institutions*  is*  a  united  effort  of  all  our  people*  and  especially 
the  Clergy*  to  aid  them  by  their  influence*  friendly  counsels  and  far-' 
vent  prayers  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  blessing  npea

The  second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Gene- 
ral Synod,  was  received  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
submitted  a  report  of  their  proceedings  since  their  appointment, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  submitted  his 
Report,  which  was  read,  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions. 

Certain  papers  relative  to  the  subject  of  Missions,  were  presented 
from  the  Classis  of  Schenectady  through  their  Delegate,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Missions  be  instructed  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  recommending  to  the  Churches  under  the 
care  of  Synod,  the  propriety  of  making  collections  every  Sabbatb,  or 
once  a  month,  for  all  such  benevolent  objects  as  the  Consistories  of 
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the  several  Churches  are  disposed  to  patronise,  leaving  it  to  the  said 
Consistories  to  make  a  distribution  of  the  whole  amount  among  the 
several  objects  as  they  may  deem  proper* 

Resolved,  That  the  collection  to  be  taken  up  on  Sabbath  evening 
after  the  preaching  of  the  Missionary  Sermon,  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church. 

The  Rev.  A.  Henry  Duraont,  the  General  Agent  of  the  Synod, 
presented  a  report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  which  wis 
accepted  and  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  Sluyter,  Isaac  P.  Labagh,  and  John  L.  Zabriakie,  and  the 
Elders  Garrit  Sip  and  J.  Mould. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  Report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows : — 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Agent 
of  the  General  Synod,  having  given  to  the  subject  committed  to  them 
their  most  careful  attention,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
Report : — 

Your  Committee,  feeling  the  great  importance  as  well  as  the  deli- 
cacy of  the  subject  entrusted  to  them,  have  experienced  no  little 
embarrassment  in  attempting  to  present  its  interests  to  the  conside- 
ration of  this  Synod.  There  is  perhaps  no  subject  which  claims  the 
attention  of  this  Body,  more  closely  connected  with  the  prosperity  of 
the  Church,  than  that  of  devising  the  means  to  sustain  its 'institutions 
and  supply  its  wants.  It  is  a  matter  which  involves  the  opinions  of 
ten  thousand  minds,  and  all  who  claim  to  be  citizens  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Israel  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Synod,  feel  at  perfect 
liberty  to  judge  and  pronounce  upon  the  prudence  of  the  measures, 
which  are  adopted  to  forward  her  benevolent  enterprises.  Remem- 
bering also  the  excitements  and  animated  discussions  to  which  the 
whole  subject  of  our  missionary  operations  in  all  its  various  details 
baa  in  former  years  given  rise ;  your  Committee  anxiously  desire  to 
furnish,  if  possible,  no  occasion  for  the  revival  of  these  excitements ; 
tfedt'Stumoally  to  avoid  all  expressions  which  may  in  the  least  degree 
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be  calculated  to  produce  unpleasant  debase.  How  ftr  a  faithful  and 
Mitseieatious  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  an  honest  and  freak  expreav 
lion  of  their  views  is  consistent  with  tbese  their  avowed  ioieations, 
lie  result  must  determine. 

Your  Committee  having  some  doubt  concerning  the  various  topics 
troperiy  claiming  their,  attention,  and  within  their  lawful  province  to 
treaent,  bad  reference  to  a  Report  of  a  similar  Committee  appointed 
ty  General  Synod  last  year,  to  report  upon  a  subject  identical  with 
he  present.  Taking  the  outline  of  subjects  therein  presented  as  a 
pride  to  our  own  course  of  remarks,  your  Committee  hope  they  will 
id  be  charged  with  introducing  matters  irrelavent  to  the  particular 
object  of  their  appointment. 

From  the  report  of  the  General  Agent,  it  appears  that  during  the 
est  year,  he  has  visited  twelve  of  the  Classes,  and  that  there  has  been 
eceived  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  sum  of 
(5301  in  aid  of  the  domestic  missionary  operations  of  our  Church, 
for  education  purposes  there  has  been  received  the  sum  of  $1475  87, 
nd  an  additional  sum  of  $398  since  the  close  of  the  Treasurer's 
ccounts,  making  in  all  $7074  87.  This  is  the  sum  total  of  all  the 
ontributions  received  for  the  furtherance  of  the  two  objects  embra- 
ed  in  your  agent's  commission,  viz.  missionary  and  education.  This 
'hole  amount  your  agent  states  to  be  about  $400  less  than  the  receipts 
f  the  former  year,  which  we  find  on  examination  to  ho  correct. 
The  diminished  receipts  of  the  present  year  the  agent  accounts  for 
j  the  afflictive  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence  with  which  our 
ountry  was  visited  during  the  past  year,  and  which  laid  its  paralyz- 
ag  hand  for  a  season  as  well  upon  the  charities  of  the  Church  as  the 
arious  employments  of  life*  Your  Committee  think  that  the  most  solemn 
espect  is  due  to  this  reason,  and  feel  that  Synod  has  cause  for  thank- 
uliiess  that  the  deficiency  is  so  small,  and  that  the  missionary  and 
ducation  interests  have  been  so  little  retarded. 

From  the  report  of  your  Agent,  the  Committee  also  learn  that  he 
las  during  the  year  past  visited  twelve  of  the  Classes  within  the  bounds 
>f  our  denomination  ;  has  in  most  cases  been  kindly  received,  and 
rranted  the  facilities  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  his  work.  In 
everal  instances,  however,  he  has  been  positively  refused  such  privile- 
;es  as  are  indispensable  to  the  attainment  of  the  objects  of  his 
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minion.    The  reasons  of  this  your  Committee  are  unable  to  ■tot*' 
inasmuch  as  they  are  not  given  by  the  Agent,  nor  is  it  necesaaryt»     Y 
seek  them  out,  or  make  them  the  subject  of  any  remark.  1 1 

With  regard  to  the  education  interests,  your  Agent  states  that  the 
sum  of  {1475  87  has  been  received  into  the  treasury  for  its  support 
How  much  of  this  is  the  result  of  his  own  efforts,  we  have  no  inforov 
ation  from  the  Agent,  and   therefore  cannot  ourselves  inform   tb* 
Synod.    There  is  one  particular,  however,  touching  the  subject  o& 
education,  which  is  brought  prominently  to  view  in  the  Agent's  reposf^ 
which  your  Committee  thinks  deserving  the  attention  of  Synod, 
is  the  statement  that  many  pious  youth  looking  forward  to  the  minu 
try,  have  refused  to  avail  themselves  of  the  beneficence  of  the  ChnrcL^*1 
on  account  of  the  publicity  which  is  always  given  in  our  denomim 
tion  to  our  appropriations.     Your  Committee  would  recommem 
Synod  to  take  this  matter  into  their  serious  consideration,  and  ai 
such  order  thereon  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

With  regard  to  the  expediency  of  the  continuance  of  an  agency 
promote  the  missionary  and  education  interests  of  the  Church,  tin 
Committee  having  given  their  most  serious  consideration  to  this 
ject,  would  present  the  following  as  their  view  of  it : — 

That  an  agency,  as  it  has  been  conducted  heretofore  within  ihfm 
bounds  of  our  Church,  has  been  of  service  to  our  denomination, 
there  can  be  no  doubt     Many  of  our  congregations  have,  through, 
the  instrumentality  of  these  public  servants,  been  stirred  up  to  deeds 
of  greater  liberality  than  perhaps  they   ever  would  have  shewn  if 
appealed  to  simply  by  letters  from  Secretaries,  and  recommendations 
from  Synod,  the  mode  previously  adopted  to  draw  forth  the  resources 
of  the  Church.      The  wants  of  our  Church,  and  the  necessity  of 
sustaining  our  own  institutions,  have  undoubtedly  been  made  more 
apparent  to  our  Churches,  and  been  more  powerfully  impressed  on 
the  minds  of  the  people,  (especially  in  the  Northern  and  Western 
parts  of  the  Church,)  by  the  personal  visitation  and  labors  of  those 
Agents  sent  forth  by  Synod,  than  they  were  before.     Tn  fact,  Synod 
discovered  that  what  was  particularly  required  in  the  Church  to  give 
efficiency  to  all  her  departments  of  benevolence,  was  to  arouse  the 
Church  from  her  lethargy  to  the  active  exercise  of  the  virtue  of  alas* 
giving.   And  how  could  this  object  best  be  obtained  ?  They  found  the 
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pmiees  mode  not  so  effectual  to  the  accomplishment  of  it  as  could 
bo  desired,  and  therefore  adopted  the  plan  of  an  agency  for  a  season, 
at  better  calculated  in  their  judgment  to  effect  it. 

Now  the  question  which  the  Committee  would  present  to  Synod, 
fl»  whether  this  object  has  not  been  effected  to  a  degree  sufficient  to 
jtatify  the  future  discontinuance  of  the  agency.  Your  Committee 
tUnk  it  has.  They  believe  that  the  Church  is  now  sufficiently  awake 
to  her  duty  to  enable  her  to  answer  the  calls  of  charity  without  an 
agency,  and  that  if  properly  appealed  to  she  will  do  it. 

They  believe  also  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  Church  earnestly 
desire  the  discontinuance  of  the  agency,  and  if  disappointed  in  this 
particular,  will  close  their  hands  of  charity  against  your  calls  for  aid 
entirely.  So  far  as  your  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  ascertain 
the  principal  objections  against  the  continuance  of  an  agency,  they 
sure  the  following : 

1  •     Inequality  and  irregularity  of  the  present  mode  of  conducting 
our  operations.     It  appears  that  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  Church  are  annually  called  forth.     Depending  under 
the  present  arrangement  upon  the  personal  visitation  of  the  Agent 
himself,  many  congregations  feel  that  the  time   for  contiibution  has 
not  come  until  he  makes  his  appearance.     Consequently  nothing  is 
doue  until  that  time.     Now  as  no  Agent  can  visit  more  than  half  of 
our  congregations  in  the  course  of  the  year,  the  other  half  not  being 
called  upon,  may  rest  inactive  during  the  while ;  here  is  at  once  an 
-irregularity.     This  is  not  desirable.     The  contributions  of  all  our 
congregations  should  flow  as  regularly  and  as  annually  into  our  trea- 
sury* as  the  streams  and  rivers  of  the  land  roll  on  their  waters  to 
theses. 

The  inequality  of  the  present  mode  appears  from  the  fact,  that 

certain  congregations  in  our  large  cities,  and  even  out  of  them,  being 

^wealthy,  and  large,  and  liberal  withall,  never  fail  to  enjoy  the  labours 

of  the  Agent.     They  are  sure  of  being  visited  every  year,  whilst 

those  which  are  more  remote,  and  for  whose  especial  benefit  the 

agency  was  first  established,  must  run  the  risk  of  a  visit.     This  seems 

to  savour  of  partiality,  is  regarded  by  many  as  unequal,  and  by  some 

«s  invidious.

2.  The  next  objection  which  seems  to  exist  against  tfgettey,  if 
the  expense  attending  it ;  and  this  objection  your  Committee  regret 
to  find  is  operating  very  seriously  and  with  increasing  power  in  many 
places,  against  all  our  benevolent  institutions.  The  idea  of  abstracting 
eo  large  a  portion  of  the  contributions  made  for  charitable  purposes, 
to  pay  a  salaried  officer  in  the  employ  of  General  Synod,  is  exceed- 
ingly offensive  to  hundreds.  They  desire  that  their  charities  shoull 
be  applied  wholly  to  the  objects  and  purposes  specified,  when  they 
are  taken  up. 

3.  Another  objection  to  tho  continuance  of  an  agency,  is  the 
belief  by  many,  that  some  plan  may  be  devised  for  the  collecting  of 
moneys  throughout  our  Church  quite  as  successful  as  tho  present 
expensive  mode  which  now  obtains.  What  plan  may  be  adopted  if 
the  agency  should  be  discontined,  Synod,  in  their  wisdom,  must  finally 
determine.  The  Committee  would  suggest  one  of  two  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Synod,  and  would  barely  suggest  them,  taking  the 
opportunity  of  expressing  their  views  more  fully  when  they  are  brought 
under  discussion.     The  first — 

1.  They  would  denominate  Classical  visitation,  or  the  appointment 
by  the  various  Classes  of  one  or  two  or  more  of  the  Ministers,  or 
even  Elders,  within  their  bounds,  to  visit  the  several  congregations, 
and  solicit  aid  for  the  support  of  our  various  charities.  This  may 
be  done  in  two  ways  ;  either  on  the  principle  of  exchange  of  pulpits 
between  brethren,  so  that  any  one  may  be  spared  the  delicacy  or 
unpleasantness  of  presenting  this  subject  before  his  own  people  ;  or 
by  the  appointment  of  a  single  person  as  agent  to  visit  the  whole 
Classis,  the  other  brethren  supplying  his  pulpit  during  his  necessary 
absence.  Your  Committee  think  that  this  mode  of  agency,  if  agency 
must  be  continued  at  all,  might  be  conducted  witli  very  little  expense, 
and  that  expense  too  defrayed  without  touching  the  moneys  contri- 
buted and  sacred  to  other  purposes. 

2.  The  second  plan  which  your  Committee  would  suggest  as 
worthy  the  consideration  of  Synod,  is  that  proposed  in  a  resolution 
offered  before  Synod,  to  recommend  to  all  our  Consistories  to  devote  to 
charitable  purposes  generally,  the  collections  made  by  them  on  the 
Lord's  days.  Without  entering  into  the  merits  of  this  plan  at  present, 
your  Committee  would  observe  that  they  believe  this  to  be  the  most 
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scriptural  mode  of  sustaining  the  charities  of  the  Church,  and  could  it 
he  adopted  generally,  they  have  no  doubt  would  abundantly  supply  all 
pur  wants,  and  answer  every  call  of  charity  which  Synod  feel  bound 
to  make  provision  for.  They  would  also  observe,  that  they  believe 
there  is  a  beautiful  consistency  in  devoting  to  sacred  purposes  exclu- 
sively the  collections  of  God's  house  made  in  solemn  assembly,  and 
that  these  ought  not  to  be  secularized  in  any  manner  whatever.  To 
▼jew  of  all  these  things,  your  Committee  would  recommend  to  Synod 
tbo  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  agency  be  for  the  present  discontinued,  and 
4  hat  Synod  devise  and  recommend  to  the  Churches  another  mode  for 
the  obtaining  of  her  charities. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Reechti,  unanimously,  That  the  Synod,  approving  of  the  character 
and  exertions  of  the  late  General  Agent,  hereby  pass  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  said  Agent,  for  his  services  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong,  preached  the  annual  Missionary 
8enKRMi  before  Synod  (from  Matthew  ax.  7,)  in  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Cbuvek  in  this  city,  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  meet- 
tag  of  (fee  Synod. 

Kesohcd,  That  the  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  General 
Synod  for  the  transaction  of  business,  be  reduced  fiom  the  number 
of  fiine  to  that  of  seven. 

The  Committee  on  Nomination  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  persons  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Boa  rd  of 
Missions  of  the  General  Synod,  whose  terms  of  service  have  expired, 
Ob  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  folio wipg  persons  were 
elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  three 
years,  viz  : — Rev.  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  Cor- 
melius  C.  Cuyler,  D.  D.,  John  Ludlow,  D.  D.,  Nicholas  I.  Marselus, 
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and  Meant.  Walter  Bicker,  William  B.  Crosby,  William  R.  Thomp* 
Boo,  John  I.  Labagh,  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  and  Abraham  Variek. 
The  Committee  of  Nomination  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  of  the  first  class  in  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  whoso  terms  of 
service  have  expired*  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the 
following  persons  were  elected  members  of  said  Board,  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years,  viz : — Rev.  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  William  McMurray, 
D.  D.,  Benjamin  C.  Taylor,  and  Messrs.  Peter  D.  Vroom  and  Isaac 
Young. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  having  reported  doable  the  number 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  an  individual  to  preach  the  annual 
Missionary  Sermon,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the 
Rev.  James  B.  Ten  Eyck,  was  chosen  primarius,  and  the  Rev.  George 
Dubois,  secundum* 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  Report  was 
amended  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows . — 

The  Committee  on  Missions  respectfully  submit  the  following 
Report : — 

That  they  have  examined  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
Synod  for  Domestic  Missions,  and  find  that  amidst  difficulties  and  dis- 
couragements, tho  cause  of  missions  is  advancing.  The  Board  have 
continued  their  labors,  and  have  received  from  many  of  the  Churches 
animating  reports  or  the  blessed  effects  of  the  Gospel  in  the  conversion 
of  sinners  and  building  up  believers  in  their  most  holy  faith. 

The  Board  appropriated  during  the  year  $5000,  subject  to  various 
deductions.  This  sum  was  distiibuted  among  30  Churches.  The 
representations  from  these  Churches  exhibit  cheering  evidence  that 
the  bounty  of  the  Church  has  been  well  directed — that  our  interests  ai 
a  denomination  have  been  fostered.  The  Churches  have  increased 
in  numbers  and  in  resources,  and  the  kind  sympathy  manifested  in 
their  desolate  state  has  bound  them  more  closely  to  the  Church. 
Some  Churches  afford  evidences  of  such  substantial  growth  and  prospe- 
rity, as  to  justify  the  expectation,  that  the  bounty  of  the  Church  will  not 
be  required  to  maintain  the  Gospel :  but  the  greater  number,  from  their 
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octl  circumstances  and  difficulties  will  require  for  a  considerable 
hue  farther  appropriations.  The  present  is  distinguished  by  the  ef- 
brts  of  all  denominations  to  extend  their  distinctive  interests,  and 
frhile  it  is  our  duty  nnd  privilege,  to  rejoice  when  Christ  is  preached 
the  zeal  and  enterprize  of  other  churches  may  properly  «€  provoke  to 
love  and  good  works."  Believing  that  as  a  Church  she  is  built  on 
the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  be- 
ing the  chief  corner  stone,  that  to  her  as  to  other  Churches  is  given 
the  command  "  go  preach  the  gospel,"  she  owes  it  to  the  Head  of 
tbe  Church  ;  as  his  glory  is  connected  with  the  extension  of  the 
Church — and  as  the  expression  of  her  gratitude  to  God  for  distinguish- 
ing  privileges — as  well  as  to  our  fellow  men  who  are  yet  excluded 
from  the  consoling  hopes  of  the  Gospel,  to  devise  measures  for  a  more 
^tensive  prosecution  of  the  cause  of  M  issions.  The  Board  have  been 
>hced  in  circumstances  of  embarrassment  through  a  want  of  funds  to 
oeet  appropriations  and  applications  for  aid.v  They  have  been  com- 
piled to  refuse  aid,  and  as  unwilling  to  excite  hopes  which  they  bad 
10  rational  expectation  could  be  realized. 

Appeals  were  made  to  the  churches,  hut  the  answers  to  these  calls 
rere  too  tardy  and  limited  to  accomplish  the  designs  of  the  Board  ; 
3d  while  theso  circumstances  prevented  the  entering  on  new  fields, 
ley  have  been  under  the  painful  necessity  of  delaying  payment — re- 
sing  applications  of  a  pressing  nature  and  in  some  instances  to  re- 
ice  the  rams  formerly  allowed. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  plans  for  a  new  organization  of 
e  Missionary  concerns  referred  by  the  particular  Synod  of  Albany 
>  tbe  General  Synod.  These  would  interfere  with  plans  already  in 
cistence,  and  which  have  not  been  sufficiently  tested  to  determine 
bother  they  should  be  relinquished,  and  would  multiply  Boards  of 
[issions  without  increased  efficiency. 

Tour  Committee  have  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them,  in  ra- 
tion to  difficulties  existing  between  the  Church  of  Princetown  and 
ie  Board  of  Missions — and  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  docu- 
ents  and  minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Schenectady,  find  that  it  involves 
jestions  as  to  the  Consistory,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  which  they 
ive  not  sufficient  means  of  determining  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
here  are  circumstances  which  may  awaken  our  sympathy, — and 
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much  personal  inconvenience  and  embarrassment  may  arise  from  tfc* 
misunderstanding  which  exists,  yet  your  committee  cannot  interfere 
with  the  mode  of  distributing  the  bounty  of  the  Board  of  Synod,  whet 
there  is  not  any  evidence  before  us  of  any  infraction  of  the  rules  adopt* 
ed  by  the  Board,  and  which  regulate  all  their  appropriations.  ' 

The  report  of  the  agent  contains  the  detail  of  his  labors,  during  tbf 
year.  The  Board  declare  "  that  that  they  have  no  cause  of  eomphiat 
against  your  agent,  but  on  the  contrary  believe  that  he  has  dons  as 
duty  to  the  best  of  his  ability." 

The  Board  of  Missions  have  presented  to  the  Synod  the  foUowisf 
plan  for  concentrated  action,  in  the  conducting  our  Missionary  cos* 
corns.  "  The  Board  submit  to  Synod  to  determine  on  the  expedies* 
cy  of  considering  all  persons  who  have  contributed  or  shall  contribute 
to  its  funds  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  at  one  time,  as  life  members  of 
the  Board,  with  the  privilege  of  attending  its  meetings,  and  takisf 
part  in  its  deliberations,  but  not  entitled  to  vote  ;  and  that  when  thb 
Board  shall  have  the  control  of  all  the  Domestic  Missions  of  ear 
Church,  and  funds  contributed  to  our  Domestic  Missions,  the  members 
for  life  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Choxckbe 
entitled  to  the  like  privilege." 

Your  Committee  believe  that  this  plan  will  add  to  the  funds,  and 
tend  to  promote  that  peace  and  harmony  in  our  operations  which  may 
extend  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and  impart  to  our 
Missionary  efforts  the  force  of  combined  resources  and  leaL 

Foreign  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  has  been  en- 
mined,  and  as  the  commencement  of  the  labours  of  our  Church  in  tint 
interesting  field,  affords  matter  of  encouragement,  and  incentives  to 
vigorous  efforts  not  merely  to  sustain  the  present  stations  but  to  occs* 
py  other  stations  in  this  vast  field.  We  have  not  as  a  Church  gives 
to  this  department  of  Christian  benevolence,  the  attention  it  ought  to 
have  possessed.  The  Board  was  organized  in  November  last,  and  the 
Churches  informed  of  the  organization,  and  a  circular  issued  soliciting 
funds. 

There  has  been  received  since  December  last,  by  the  Treasurer  for 
Foreign  Missions,  $2106  12f     The  Board  express  themselves  as 
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atified  with  the  indications  gi?en  of  the  liberality  of  the  Churches, 
id  hope  from  that  interest  in  Foreign  Missions  which  appears  to  in- 
eaee,  that  means  will  be  furnished  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel, 
rottgh  those  regions  which  aro  yet  covered  with  darkness — and  that 

•  Reformed  Dutch  Church  will  contribute  in  a  more  efficient  man- 
»  than  in  former  years,  to  the  accomplishment  of  that  purpose  and 
roniae  of  God,  to  give  the  heathen  to  the  Son  for  his  inheritance  and 
m  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  a  possession. 

The  arrangement  entered  into  by  the  General  Synod  and  the  Ame- 
ean  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  provides  for  the 
ppHcation  of  the  funds  collected  in  our  Churches,  first  to  Missionaries 
four  own  Church ;  and  also  that  in  any  stations  which  may  be  opened 
ntour  ecclesiastical  order,  if  preferred,  shall  be  established.  This 
rrangement  secures  to  the  Church,  all  that  is  required  as  to  the  di- 
scoon  of  her  liberality — and  it  will  be  a  happy  result  of  this  relation, 
bat  should  it  awaken  a  noble  ambition  in  our  churches  to  devise  liber- 
I  things,  that  in  this  extensive  enterprise  we  may  occupy  the  position 
rhich  might  be  expected  from  a  Church  possessing  the  resources 
f  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  for  Foreign  Missions  states  in  refer- 
nce  to  the  relation  existing  between  the  Synod  and  the  American 
toard  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  "  The  extended  opera- 
ions  of  the  American  Board  and  the  knowledge  and  experience  which 
bey  have  gained,  furnish  to  them  means  and  facilities  for  the  econom- 
cal  appropriation  of  moneys,  and  the  efficient  conducting  ofMissiona- 
y  efforts,  which  could  not  in  any  degree  be  possessed  by  us  in  endeav- 
ouring separately  to  institute  Missions  in  a  foreign  field.'9  A  statement 
rhich  is  subjoined  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  American  Board  of  Mis- 
ions,  to  our  Treasurer  for  Foreign  Missions,  will  confirm  the  views 
[iven  by  our  Secretary.

The  expenses  of  Mr.  Abeel  have  never  yet  been  specifically  stated 
by  him — but  are  supposed  to  be  from  800  to  1000  dollars  per  annum.* 

The  Missionary  spirit  appears  to  be  excited  among  some  of  the 
young  men  in  our  Theological  Seminary.  This  token  for  good,  your 
Committee  hail  with  joy,  and  trust  that  it  will  pervade  the  Church. 
There  is  a  moral  elevation  in  the  Christian  Missionary,  which  is  not 
properly  appreciated  by  many  in  the  Christian  Church.  The  qualifi- 
cations required  as  to  intellectual  training  have  not  been  estimated 
aright,  and  those  nobler  qualities  of  heart  which  are  above  all  price, 
find  in  Missions  the  circumstances  which  develope  and  require  their 
exercise.  The  Board  have  taken  under  their  care,  the  Missionary 
stations  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abeel  and  Dr.  Scudder.  These 
brethren  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  work  with  zeal  and  energy, 
and  are  considered  by  the  Prudential  Committee,  as  labourers  fitted  to 
bear  "  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day."  Mr.  Abeel  is  expected  to 
visit  our  country  in  the  fall,  and  it  is  viewed  as  a  measure  which  may 
awaken  an  increased  interest  in  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  review  of  the  operations  of  our  Missions  ought  to  lead  as  to 
adopt  some  plan  for  increasing  funds.  The  aggregate  amount  deriv- 
ed from  our  Churches  is  comparatively  small.  Congregations  lan- 
guish and  are  obliged  to  seek  aid  from  other  institutions,  who  prefer 
our  ecclesiastical  system,  because  applications  are  so  numerous  as  to 
absorb  the  funds  provided  for  Missions  by  our  Churches. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  essential  that  in  our  Missionary  efforts  there 
should  be  a  cordial  harmonious  co-operation  of  the  whole  Church.  Do. 
mestic  and  Foreign  Missions  are  entitled  to  our  united  support.  There 
is  no  interference  with  their  respective  claims.  The  Church  has  an 
obligation  resting  on  her,  by  the  command  of  her  Head,  and  the  re. 
sponsibility  is  increased  from  the  present  state  of  the  world.     If  the 
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quit  of  Missions  was  diffused  through  our  Churches,  were  habits  of 
baoevolence  formed  and  aU  enlisted  in  the  cause — the  Church  would 
fnd  Missionaries  ready  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  building 
oar  own  waste  places,  and  carrying  the  message  of  salvation  to  those 
who  are  yet  sitting  in  darkness,  and  in  the  region  of  the  shadow  of 
tath. 

Toor  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  permanent  reli- 
ance for  the  funds  required  to  sustain  our  present  Missions  and  to  ex- 
tend them,  in  a  manner,  becoming  our  obligations  and  resources  as  a 
Church,  is  by  adopting  some  systematic  plan  of  benevolence  in  which 
ill  oar  Churches  may  unite  their  contributions.  In  other  denomina- 
ions,*  this  has  been  found  the  best  mode  of  providing  for  the  wants 
if  the  Church  and  the  world.  It  brings  into  exercise  the  sympathies, 
rhich  ought  to  pervade  the  whole  body,  and  a  spirit,  in  unity  of  sc- 
ion, which  would  furnish  means  for  extended  efforts.  The  Commit- 
ee  find,  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  that  it  is  referred  to 
he  General  Synod  to  inquire,  and  if  possible  devise  some  plan  for 
he  providing  funds  in  a  loss  expensive  mode  than  that  hitherto  adopt- 
ed of  employing  an  agent  The  Committee  feel  an  embarrassment 
n  this  subject.  It  is  a  crisis  in  our  Missionary  operations,  and  funds 
ire  required  immediately. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  subject  referred  to  them  as  to 
he  expediency  of  recommending  to  the  Churches  under  the  care  of 
he  Synod,  the  propriety  of  making  collections  every  Sabbath,  or  once 
i  month  for  all  such  benevolent  objects  as  the  Consistories  of  the  se- 
reral  Churches  are  disposed  to  patronize,  leaving  it  to  said  Consisto- 
ries to  make  a  distribution  of  the  amount  among  these  several  objects 
is  they  may  deem  proper — and  deeming  a  collection  every  Sabbath, 
is  not  consistent  with  tho  condition  and  arrangements  of  many  of  our 
Churches,  and  impracticable,  they  consider  a  monthly  collection  as 
tetter  adapted  to  existing  circumstances  ;  and  if  adopted  by  all  our 
Churches  the  most  easy,  direct  and  least  expensive  mode  of  raising 
the  funds  necessary  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  Church. — Whether  it 
would  be  safe  to  change  the  system  of  agency,  and  rest  our  hopes  for 
necessary  funds  on  monthly  collections,  is  a  question  which  the  Com- 
mittee submit  to  the  judgment  of  the  General  Synod.  There  is  a  di- 
rersity  of  opinion  as  to  the  course  which  promises  the  best  results. 
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New  fields  are  opening,  vigorous  efforts  are  required.  Feeling  rebuk- 
ed for  past  apathy,  let  us  combine  counsels  and  exertions,  depend- 
ing on  the  influence  of  the  spirit,  for  the  successful  attainment  of  tht 
great  object,  the  spreading  of  that  "  kingdom  which  is  righteousness 
and  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost." 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  for  the  adoption 
of  Synod : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  his  report  to  be  inserted  in  the  Mis- 
sionary Herald,  and  that  the  contributions  of  our  Churches,  for  For- 
eign Missions  be  acknowledged  through  that  publication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Boards  of  Missions,  Domestic  and  Foreign,  be 
directed  to  have  their  reports,  and  the  accounts  of  their  respective 
Treasurers,  published  in  some  religious  periodical  newspaper. 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  who  have  contributed  or  shall  contri- 
bute to  its  funds  the  sum  of  30  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  consider- 
ed as  honorary  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  General  Synod, 
but  without  any  privilege  of  deliberating  or  voting,  and  that  when  this 
Board  shall  have  the  controul  of  all  the  Domestic  Missions  of  our 
Church,  and  of  the  funds  contributed  lor  Domestic  Missions,  the 
members  for  life  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  be  entitled  to  the  like  privilege. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Schenectady  be  directed  to  lay  the 
case  of  the  congregation  of  Princctown  before  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  Synod  with  the  accompanying  documents. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  amount  advanced  on  mortgage  to  Abeel  and  Williamson 
$1000,  and  the  Treasurer  subsequently  paid  $1292  64,  to  pay  a 
vious  mortgage  on  said  property ;  also  $179  68  for  repairs, 
property  was  sold  under  foreclosure,  for  $2000,  and  the  fund 
by  sustained  a  loss  of  $472  34,  being  nearly  one  half  of  the  inv

A  loss  of  $150  was  sustained  on  Van  Liew's  mortgage,  and 
farther  loss  of  between  12  and  1300  dollars,  on  property  mo 
by  D.  Nevius,  jun.  in  1816. 

The  losses  abovo  stated,  amounting  to  (he  sum  of  $1838  70  are 
the  Permanent  Fund,  and  independent  of  a  large  amount  of  interest  du 
on  Abeel  and  Williamson's,  and  D.  Nevius,  jun.'s,  bonds,  Nerins'sP  ~9 
loan,  $4600,  was  made  in  1816,  and  only  8541  interest  was  receiv 
to  May,  1824. 

The  loss  of  interest  on  the  two  mortgages  referred  to  cannot 
less  than  from  $1900  to  $2000,  interest  calculated  at  7  per  cent 
which  was  the  legal  interest  in  N.  Jersey  when  these  loins  we 
made. 

From  what  has  been  stated,  it  will  appear  that  there  has 
gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  whoever  had  charge  of  the  fun 
during  the  period  referred  to,  in  not  enforcing  the  punctual  paymeo 
of  the  interest,  and  a  heavy  loss  in  the  productiveness  of  the  fund.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  in  Novemb 
1831,  to  procure  subscriptions  to  the  Professoral  Fund,  submit  t 
following  Report.  The  Committee  first  called  on  General  Stepfa 
Van  Rensselaer,  who  with  his  accustomed  liberality  cheerfully  si 
scribed  $5000,  on  condition  that  $30,000  should  be  subscribed,  whi 
$30,000,  together  with  the  Permanent  Fund,  should  constitute  a  fur 
the  interest  of  which  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  t 
Theological  Professors. 

The  Consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  t 
City  of  New-York,  also  subscribed  $5000  on  the  same  conditions. 

Col.  W.  B  Crosby  of  {New- York,  in  May,  1833,  subscribed  $10C 
payable  with  interest  in  May,  1834,  the  principal  for  the  Perraane 
Fund,  and  the  interest  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Profes 
ors  in  our  Theological  School  at  New-Brunswiok,  as  long  as  tl 
doctrines  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  shall  continue  to  be  tang 
by  the  said  Theological  Professors  in  accordance  with  the  Bible  at 
the  present  Standards  of  the  said  church.  Peter  Remsen  also  sol 
scribed  $500,  James  Suydam  8600,  David  L.  Haight  $500,  Riehai 
K.  Haight  $500,  with  interest,  if  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  subscribed 
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Col.  Crosby  has  paid  his  subscription  of  $1000,  together  with  the 

interest,  960,  on  the  same  for  one  year.    Peter  Remsen  has  also  paid 

hb  subscription  of  $500,  and  930  interest  has  been  received  for  the 

ttiae  for  the  year.

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ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation, 

Tbe  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corpontioi 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the  Annul 
Digest,  and  a  list  of  the  Securities  belonging  to  General  Synod,  flat 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer ;  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  tbe  Professorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church: 
The  Board  of  Direction  submit  their  Annual  Report : — 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  the  Board  have  met  as  frequent 
as  has  been  necessary  for  tbe  transaction  of  the  business  committed  t° 
their  charge. 

Upon  examining  the  Minutes  of  Synod  at  their  meeting  in  Jinf  & 
1833,  tbe  Board  find  nothing  relating  to  them,  except  what  is  cot>" 
tained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate,  under  tb^ 
head  of  "  The  Board  of  Corporation,"  and  to  which  they  refer.     1  ? 
will  thereby  appear,'  that  this  Board  recommended,  that  until  the  pre 
posed  subscription  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  should  be  realised,  they 
be  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  permanent  Professors!  Fund  suffi- 
cient money  to  pay  the  debts  mentioned  in  their  Report,  and  supply 
the  deficiencies  which  might  occur  in  the  salaries  of  the  Professors, 
and  such  other  debts  as  it  should  become  necessary  to  discharge, 
allowing  to  the  Permanent  Fund  interest  for  the  money  thus  bor- 
rowed at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.     To  this  recommenda- 
tion the  Synod  refused  to  accede,  but  directed  that  a  circular  letter 
should  be  addressed  to  all  the  churches  by  this  Board,  stating  their 
pecuniary  embarrassments,  and  calling  upon  them  for  relief;  and  the 
Synod  also  appointed  a  committee  to  apply  to  the  Consistory  of  the 
Collegiate  Churches  in  New-York  to  aid  in  discharging  those  debts, 
and  also  to  grant  them  an  annuity  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  until  the 
resources  of  Synod  should  render  such  aid  unnecessary. 

Although  convinced  from  experience  that  but  little  assistance  was 
to  be  expected  from  the  first  of  these  sources,  the  Board  addressed 
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circulars  to  til  the  churches,  as  directed  by  the  Synod ;  but,  with  the 
exception  of  some  of  the  churches  in  the  city  of  New-York,  which 
>  have  contributed  liberally,  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  them  ;  and 
from  the  other  source  nothing  whatever  has  been  received  ;  and  the 
Board  are  not  aware  that  the  contemplated  application  to  the  Con- 
ftttory  of  the  Collegiate  Churches  has  been  made.     Thus  left  without 
^sources,  except  the  interest  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  some  small 
collections,  the  Board  have  been  compelled  to  take  from  the  Wash- 
ington Insurance  Company  four  hundred  dollars,  the  balance  of  four 
thousand  dollars  borrowed  by  Synod  of  them,  and  also  to  expend 
three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  of  the  moneys  received  for 
Subscriptions  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  when  those  were  exhausted, 
to  pay  the  debts  of  General  Synod  from  any  moneys  which  came  to 
^heir  hands. 

The  Board  feel  great  solicitude  for  the  protection  and  increase  of 
the  property  of  General  Synod  committed  to  their  charge,  but  they 
cannot  consent  to  be  continued  in  the  unpleasant  situation  in  which 
they  are  placed  at  present,  being  obliged  either  to  permit  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Synod  to  be  injured,  or  to  violate  their  instructions  by  pay- 
ing their  just  debts ;  and  they  respectfully  state,  that  they  would  feel 
relieved  if  General  Synod  would  discharge  them  and  appoint  other 
persons  to  fill  their  places.  But  if  the  present  Board  should  be  re- 
elected, and  consent  to  serve,  they  wish  it  to  be  understood,  that 
Synod  must  provide  the  means  of  discharging  their  debts,  or  the  Board 
wiU  hereafter  pay  only  so  much  of  the  Professors'  salaries,  and  the 
other  responsibilities  of  Synod  as  the  funds  in  their  hands  for  those 
special  purposes  will  enable  them  to  discharge. 

The  Board  have  also  addressed  circular  letters  to  the  ministers  and 
consistories  of  congregations  in  which  subscriptions  to  the  Per- 
manent Fund  remain  unpaid,  requesting  them  to  collect  those  sub- 
scriptions, and  transmit  the  money  to  the  Treasurer,  agreeably  to  the 
order  of  Synod.  This  circular,  they  regret  to  state,  has  received  very 
little  attention,  and  the  Board  recommend  to  Synod  to  enjoin  it  on 
those  congregations  in  which  subscriptions  are  still  due,  immediately 
to  attend  to  the  collection  of  them.  Together  they  amount  to  a  large 
sum,  which  otherwise  will  probably  be  lost  to  Synod,  ad  they  have 
now  no  agent  to  collect  it.  Copies  of  both  the  above-mentioned  cir- 
culars, and  the  report  of  William  Schuneman,  formerly  agent  to  col- 
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lect  outstanding  subscriptions,  &c.,  showing  the  amount  doe  in  tot 
several  congregations,  are  herewith  delivered. 

The  Board  have  made  an  additional  contract  with  William  A.  Mer- 
cein  for  stereotyping  and  publishing  the  Psalms  and  Hymns,  Cate- 
chism, Confession  of  Faith,  Liturgy,  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
together  with  the  additional  Hymns,  in  one  volume  of  32mo.  sin,  at 
his  own  expense ;  that  he  will  sell  the  books  at  seventy-five  centsper 
copy,  and  will  pay  to  the  General  Synod  eight  cents  for  every  copy 
printed  and  published  by  him.  This  contract  is  to  continue  for  ten 
years  from  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1832 ;  and  in  that  and  ill 
other  particulars  is  similar  to  the  first  contract  made  with  him. 

The  Board  call  the  attention  of  General  Synod  to  the  four  thouauil 
dollars  borrowed  by  them  of  the  Washington  Insurance  Company, 
which  bears  interest  at  seven  per  cent,  and  suggest  the  propriety  tf 
taking  immediate  measures  to  discharge  it. 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  and  the  Annual  Digest,  which  compose 
a  part  of  this  Report,  will  exhibit  to  General  Synod  the  state  of  their 
funds,  and  the  sources  from  which  moneys  have  been  received,  an* 
in  what  manner  they  have  been  expended. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE   VI. 

Synodical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches. 

In  conformity  with  a  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part  of 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  Committee  of 
Arrangements. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  Report 
was  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Report  on  the  state  of  Reli- 
gion, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : — 

To  the  Christian,  whose  language  is,  "  If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusa- 
lem, let  my  right  hand  forget  her  cunning,"  it  is  both  interesting  and 
delightful  to  trace  the  church's  varying  history,  and  observe  the  gra- 
cious doings  of  her  Head,  and  the  fulfilment  of  his  promise  from  year 
to  year, — "  I  will  abundantly  bless  her  provision  ;  I  will  satisfy  her 
poor  with  bread ;  I  will  clothe  her  priests  with  salvation,  and  her 
saints  shall  shout  aloud  for  joy." 

It  is  true,  that  during  the  past  year,  not  so  much  has  occurred  to 
'  afford  the  high  satisfaction  felt  during  the  remarkable  and  extensive 
outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  within  a  few  years  past,  yet  there  has 
been  much  to  cheer  and  animate.  From  the  limited  Reports  of  the 
Particular  Synods,  it  is  a  happiness  to  learn,  that  while  a  number  have 
enjoyed  seasons  of  special  refreshing,  and  have  received  large  acces- 
sions to  their  communions,  most  of  our  churches  record  continued 
prosperity  and  pleasant  additions.  Among  these  are  the  church  of 
North  and  South  Hampton,  in  the  Glassis  of  Philadelphia ;  the  church 
of  Walpeck,  in  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick ;  the  church  of  Cortlandt 
Town,  in  the  South  Glassis  of  New-York  ;  .and  the  church  of  Coey- 
mans,  in  the  Classis  of  Albany. 

In  looking  over  the  statistical  tables,  we  learn  that  one  hundred 
and  forty-four  of  our  churches  have  reported  the  reception  of  upward 
of  fifteen  hundred  members  on  confession,  and  above  seven  hundred 
on  certificate. 

While  great  harvests  have  not  been  gathered,  brethren  seem  to 
have  been  faithfully  occupied  in  other  departments  of  labour.  The 
churches  have  enjoyed  a  great  amount  of  pulpit  and  pastoral  services ; 
much  attention  has  been  given  to  instruction  in  the  elements  of  reli- 
gion, in  catechetical  and  Bible  classes,  and  in  Sunday  schools,  and  an 
increasing  attention  to  public  exercises  for  the  better  indoctrinating 
of  the  whole  church. 

The  ordinances  of  religion  have  been  generally  well  attended ; 
meetings  for  social  prayer  are  found  on  all  sides  sustaining  the  inter- 
ests of  piety,  and  cheering  the  Christian  in  his  duties.  A  proper  at- 
tention to  the  order  of  the  bouse  of  God ;  unity  of  feeling,  and  uni» 
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fonnity  of  sentiment  have  every  where  prevailed,  and  ministerit— 3 
fellowship  has  been  most  pleasantly  maintained,  with  a  kind  co-ope  — 
ration  in  each  other's  movements  to  advance  the  welfare  of  Zion. 

An  unusual  number  of  ministerial  changes  have  taken  place,  whicbv 
it  is  feared  may  have  an  unhappy  influence  on  the  interests  of  religion* 
New  churches  have  been  formed  in  large  regions  formerly  occupied 
by  a  single  church,  and  by  the  occupation  of  missionary  ground.  Our 
school  of  the  prophets,  though  not  receiving  the  attention  it  demands, 
is  happily  pursuing  its  way.  The  great  benevolent  undertakings  of 
our  day,  are  receiving  an  increasing  patronage :  our  Sabbath 
schools  are  occupying  a  higher  place  in  the  affections  of  Christians : 
the  great  Temperance  reform  is  advancing  with  accelerated  force, 
and  is  crowned  with  most  abundant  success. 

To  this  rapid  review  of  our  internal  state  as  a  church,  we  are  per- 
mitted to  add  the  most  cheering  facts  concerning  those  distinguishing 
charities,  which  the  piety  and  benevolence  of  evangelical  Christiana 
are  nursing,  in  whose  support  our  churches  are  engaged,  and  which 
are  destined  to  bless  the  world  with  light  and  salvation. 

At  the  head  of  these  stands  the  American  Bible  Society,  which  haa 
just  completed  the  eighteenth  year  of  its  operations.  During  said 
year  it  has  issued  110,832  copies  of  the  entire  Scriptures- and  of 
parts  of  the  Scriptures,  in  the  English,  Spanish,  French,  German, 
Welsh,  Irish,  Gaelic,  and  the  modern  Greek  languages,  making  an 
aggregate  of  1 ,644,500  copies  since  its  formation.  While  this  society 
has  been  blessing  with  the  word  of  life  every  section  of  our  own  country, 
it  is  efficiently  directing  its  charities  to  other  lands,  and  is  preparing 
the  way,  in  concert  with  similar  foreign  societies,  to  give  the  Bible 
to  the  world  in  a  definite  period.  Already  have  its  successful  labours 
commended  it  to  and  secured  for  it  a  high  place  in  the  confidence  of 
Christians ;  and  it  should  continue  to  receive  increasing  benefactions 
from  every  member  of  our  churches. 

The  American  Tract  Society  is  advancing  in  its  career  of  usefulness* 
and  is  scattering  its  little  messengers  of  mercy,  by  various  agencies, 
through  our  own  country,  and  through  large  portions  of  the  heathen 
world.  The  circulation  of  its  ninth  year  has  exceeded  that  of  any 
former  year  by  9,832,463  pages,  and  its  whole  issues  have  amounted 
to  490,871,397  pages,  or  32,849,709  publications.    A  blessed  tnflu- 
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Ins  accompanied  its  efforts  ;  and  while  numerous  conversions 
**%>ve  occurred,  it  has  most  happily  prepared  the  way  for  the  word  of 
^Sod  and  the  ministry  of  reconciliation. 

Regarding  the  foreign  field  which  God  has  most  remarkably  pre- 
s>**red  for  its  labours  as  the  theatre  of  enlarged  efforts,  and  especially 
**f  its  efforts  the  present  year,  it  is  confidently  trusted  it  will  receive 
the  unanimous  support  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  the  Lord. 

The  American  Seamen's  Friend  Society  has  gone  on,  successfully 
giving  its  attention  to  the  vast  number  employed  in  our  inland  navi- 
gation, and  the  great  multitude  that  try  the  dangers  of  the  mighty 
deep.   In  the  principal  ports  on  our  coast  it  has  its  seamen's  chaplains, 
and  various  means  of  raising  the  neglected  and  generous  mariner, 
and  saving  him  from  the  influence  of  evils,  which  have  made  his  pur- 
suite  the  grave  of  every  pious  emotion  and  holy  purpose,  and  rendered 
bim  the  confirmed  slave  of  debasing  habits.    Abroad  it  has  esta- 
blished chaplaincies  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  Canton,  Havre,  and  is 
preparing  to  occupy  several  other  important  places. 

Our  indebtedness  in  all  the  enjoyments  of  social  life  to  the  adven- 
turous sailor,  his  low  moral  condition,  his  exposure  to  sudden  death, 
and  the  fact  that  he  goes,  in  many  a  case,  from  our  own  churches, 
should  give  this  charity  a  place  near  every  Christian's  heart,  and  a 
large  share  of  his  bounty. 

The  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions^ 
through  which,  as  a  church,  we  are  now  acting  in  our  labours  for  the 
heathen  world,  has  at  present  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  labourers 
in  its  service,  and  twenty-four  missions  under  its  care,  embracing 
sixty  stations,  and  twelve  hundred  schools,  containing  fifty-six  thou- 
sand scholars,  among  the  Indians  of  our  own  country,  in  the  Isl- 
ands of  the  Mediterranean,  in  continental  and  insular  Asia,  and  the 
Polynesia*  Reinforcements  of  missionaries  are  from  time  to  time  sent 
out,  and  still  larger  reinforcements  contemplated*  In  giving  support 
to  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  our  churches  have  shown  a  grati- 
fying liberality ;  though  it  must  be  confessed  little  has  been  done,  com- 
pared with  the  necessities  of  thd  world.  If  the  world  is  to  be  evan- 
gelized, it  becomes  every  member  of  the  church  to  distinguish  him- 
self by  his  co-operation  in  the  missionary  work.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  wants  of  more  than  six  hundred  millions  demand  the  active  bene- 
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volence  of  the  Christian  church.    There  are  now  bat  about 
hundred  missionaries  for  this  vast  multitude  of  immortal  souls, 
of  whom  are  sunken  under  the  most  debasing  idolatries.  The 
cry  is  heard,  "  Come  over  and  help  us  ;"  and  who  will  heed  it?   W 
are  happy  to  learn  that  several  of  our  young  men  are  ready  to  aa; 
"  Here  are  we,  send  us ;"  and  will  not  our  churches  welcome 
consecration,  and  sustain  them  by  their  prayers  and  charities  ? 

The  American  Colonization  Society  is  meeting  the  expectations 
its  friends,  in  providing  an  asylum  for  the  emancipated  coloured  mam 
of  our  own  country — is  spreading  through  the  slave-holding  portioa* 
of  these  states  a  healthful  feeling  on  the  subject  of  slavery,  which,  it 
is  hoped,  will  lead  finally  to  the  entire  removal  of  that  curse  from  our 
country,  and  has  secured  to  the  Christian  church  on  the  coast  oT 
Africa,  in  the  colony  of  Liberia,  a  most  important  centre  of  missionary 
effort,  from  which,  diverging  in  different  directions,  our  missionaries 
may  scatter  the  good  seed  of  the  word  through  the  whole  of  south- 
western Africa,  and  from  ocean  to  ocean.  It  is  delightful  to  observe 
how  generally  Christian  denominations  are  regarding  it  in  this  light ; 
and  that  several  have  accordingly,  through  it,  either  sent  already,  or 
are  making  arrangements  to  send  their  missionaries,  to  degraded, 
neglected,  and  oppressed  Africa.  While  we  remember  how  great  the 
blessings  of  civil  and  religious  freedom,  and  all  the  privileges  we  pos- 
sess, and  commemorate  their  enjoyment  in  the  house  of  God,  the 
claims  of  Africa  in  her  wretchedness,  and  that  a  wretchedness  which 
nominal  Christendom  has  aided  in  deepening,  should  be  particularly 
remembered. 

The  American  Sunday  School  Union  has  recently  celebrated  its 
tenth  anniversary,  and  reports  upward  of  ten  thousand  schools  under 
its  care,  and  that  there  are  probably  nearly  one  million  of  scholars  is 
the  various  Sunday  School  Unions  in  our  country.  The  blessing  of 
God  has  abundantly  rested  on  the  efforts  made  in  this  department  of 
Christian  benevolence ;  large  numbers  of  teachers  and  pupils  have 
been  hopefully  converted ;  many  parents  and  families  have  been 
blessed ;  numerous  young  men  have  been  induced  and  prepared  to 
consecrate  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  ThexUimi 
of  Sunday  Schools  should  be  felt  by  every  minister — by  every  church— 
by  every  Christian ;  as,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  they  are  destined 
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to  4o  more  for  Christianity  and  the  best  interests  of  men,  than  almost 
Hi  j  other  instrumentality  employed  by  the  church. 

The  American  Temperance  Society,  with  its  numerous  and  increas- 
ing auxiliaries;  is  most  happily  successful  in  rolling  back  the  burning 
tide  of  evils  which  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  was  pouring  over  our 
country,  and  in  which  not  a  few  of  the  brightest  hopes  of  this  land 
were  overwhelmed.  It  has  proved  the  temperance  reformation  to  be 
one  of  the  greatest  blessings  to  our  country,  and  a  most  important 
auxiliary  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  most  successful  preaching  of  the 
Gospel. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  churches  with  which  we  are  in 
correspondence,  are  honoured  with  recording  numerous  cases  of  pre- 
cious revival ;  the  increase  of  churches  and  of  ministerial  labourers, 
and  an  active  co-operation  in  the  various  benevolent  undertakings  of 
the  day,  and  are  anxiously  looking  with  us  to  the  time  when  the  king- 
dom of  God  shall  come,  and  his  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in 
heaven. 

Like  them,  we  are  warned  by  the  providence  of  God  to  do  what 
°tlr  hands  find  to  do  for  the  attainment  of  this  end,  and  abound  in  all 
tile  work  of  the  Lord.     Death  is  constantly  at  work ;  and  though  our 
°!*urches  have  been  saved  during  the  year  from  the  fearful  plague, 
°Ver  whose  desolations  we  recently  mourned,  numbers,  by  other  in- 
struments, have  been  removed  from  the  field  of  labour,  and  the  mi- 
nistry has  been  painfully  invaded.     During  the  year  past,  our  churches 
**^ve  consigned  to  the  grave  three  of  their  ministers,  viz.  Dr.  Gerardus 
^Cuypers,  Hermanus  Van  Huysen,  and  Dr.  Gilbert  R.  Livingston,  the 
t\vo  former  indeed,  after  a  long  ministry ;  the  last  in  the  vigour  of  life. 
Such  monitory  cases,  occurring  from  time  to  time,  should  induce 
%iti  to  keep  before  the  mind  our  Master's  word — "  I  must  work  the 
"Works  of  Him  that  sent  me  while  it  is  day  ;  the  night  cometh  in 
^rhich  no  man  can  work."

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ARTICLE    VII. 

Spnodical  References. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report 
accepted  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on   Synodical    Minutes  beg  leave  to  report. 
On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York. 

1.  They  find  on  these  Minutes,  page  17,  a  reference  of  the  follow- 
ing question  for  the  decision  of  Synod. 

"  Shall  Roman  Priests  be  admitted  unto  the  Ministry  without  ordi- 
nation ;  and  shall  converted  Papists  be  admitted  into  the  Church 
-Without  Baptism  ?" 

2.  From  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  is  referred  to  the  Synod* 
to  take  under  consideration  a  sermon  published  by  Professor  M'Clel* 
land,  on  the  subject  of  spiritual  regeneration. 

3.  From  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  a  request  for  General 
Synod  to  answer  the  following  questions,  viz. — 

When  an  ordained  minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  who, 
while  he  was  pursuing  his  studies  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  received 
aid  from  the  Van  Benschotcn  Fund,  but  who  has  not  given  the  usual 
legal  security  to  repay  the  amount  which  he  has  received,  and  wishes 
to  leave  our  Church,  and  to  unite  himself  with  another  Church,  and 
applies  to  Classis  to  furnish  him  with  such  dismission,  till  he  has  given 
the  usual  legal  security  and  obligation  to  refund  the  money  thus 
received. 

Whether  it  be  proper  for  Classis  to  give  an  ordained  minister,  in 
oar  Church,  a  dismission  to  join  another  Church  or  ecclesiastical 
body,  with  which  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  has  no  ecclesiastical 
intercourse  or  connexion. 

4.  A  resolution  of  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  in  relation  to 
the  reception  of  ministers  from  other  denominations. 

6.  From  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  presenting  the  name  of  John 
Quick,  as  an  applicant  to  be  assisted  from  the  legacy'  left  by  Mr. 
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Wyckoffof  New-Shannock,  in  the  prosecution  of  his  stndiee  proprie- 
tory to  preaching  the  Gospel. 

6.  In  relation  to  the  rules  of  Church  Government,  they  find  that  all 
the  Classes  have  approved  of  the  amendments  sent  down  to  them  by 
the  General  Synod,  with  the  exception  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia 
who  have  approved  of  the  whole,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  raU- 
ting  to  the  separation  of  a  minister  from  his  charge. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  they  find  tb 
following  items  requiring  the  attention  of  Synod : — 

1.  A  recommendation  of  Peter  Richtmeyer,  Alexander  C.  MB- 
•paugh,  and  George  E.  Hand,  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Benacbo* 
ten  Fund. 

2.  A  resolution  that  the  "  question  as  to  Baptism  in  a  Roman  Cft~ 
tholic  Church,  be  referred  to  General  Svnod." 

3.  That  all  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  hav^ 
been  adopted  by  the  Classes  of  Orange,  Rensselaer,  Ulster,  an^ 
Montgomery  ;  and  that  the  Classes  of  Albany,  Washington,  Scbo*-" 
harie,  Schenectady,  and  Cayuga,  have  adopted  all  excepting  the^ 
fourth. 

4.  A  reference  of  a  case  relating  to  the  organization  of  a  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Breakabin,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  ofc 
Bchoharie. 


The  Committee  find  nothing  on  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Sp 
requiring  the  attention  of  this  Synod,  except  the  following  resolution— 

That  the  reprinting  and  republication  of  the  Constitution  be  de- 
ferred until  after  the  next  ordinary  Session  of  General  Synod.

The  following  appeal  taken  by  the  Consistory  of  the  Church  of 
Montgomery  from  a  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  sus- 
taining the  appeal  of  Abraham  Crist,  originally  taken  from  said  Coo* 
ostory,  was  presented  to  Synod,  viz. —

To  the  Rev.  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

An  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Consistory  of  tin 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Montgomery,  held  May  26,  1834. 

The  President  having  informed  Consistory  that  the  Particular  Sy- 
nod of  Albany  hiul  sustained  the  appeal  of  Abraham  Crist,  originally 
taken  from  this  Consistory,  on  the  ground  that  his  wife  was  a  member""^* 
of  the  church  in  full  communion  ;  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Consistory  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the- 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany  in  the  above  case,  to  the  General  Synod, 
to  convene  in  the  city  of  New-York,  on  the  4th  day  of  June  next,  foi 
the  following  reasons : 

1.  Because  in  their  view  said  decision  is  directly  at  variance  with, 
the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod  of  1816,  on  the  sabject  of" 
baptism. 

2.  Because  said  decision  of  Particular  Synod  is  based  upon  a  sen- 
timent hitherto  unheard  of  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  vix.— 
that  the  faith  of  the  wife  qualifies  the  husband  to  perform  an  act,  for 
the  performance  of  which  he  is  otherwise  not  qualified. — It  was 
-  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Consistory  be  appointed  oar  com- 
missioner to  prosecute  the  above  appeal  before  the  next  General 
Synod. 

ROBERT  P.  LEE,  Juw.  President* 
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The  Rev.  Robert  P.  Lee  was  accredited  as  a  Commisaiooerfrom 
the  Consistory  of  Montgomery,  to  prosecute  the  appeal : — 

Resolved,  That  tho  Rev.  Messrs.  G.  W.  Bethune  and  A.  H.  My- 
en,  be  heard  as  respondents,  on  behalf  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Albany. 

Mr.  Abraham  Crist  appeared  before  Synod,  and  requested  to  be 
heard  in  his  case,  whereupon  it  was 
Resolved,  That  his  request  bo  granted. 

Synod  proceeded  in  the  consideration  oi  the  said  appeal,  in  the  fol- 
lowing order. 

1.  The  Appeal  and  the  reasons  of  the  appeal  were  read. 
S.  The  Documents  in  relation  to  the  case  were  read. 

3.  The  Appellants  were  heard  by  their  Commissioner. 

4.  Mr.  Crist,  the  original  Appellant,  was  heard. 

5.  The  Rev.  A.  H.  Myers  was  heard  in  behalf  of  the  Particular 
^Synod  of  Albany,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Bethune  declining  to  apeak. 

6*  The  Appellants  were  heard  in  reply. 

~  Synod  then  proceeded  to  deliberate  and  decide,  excluding  from  a 
"^rote  such  members  aa  had  voted  in  the  case,  either  in  Claasia  or  Pkr- 
*%icular  Synod. 

The  following  motion  was  made  and  seconded : 

Resched,  That  the  appeal  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany 
l>e  sustained. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  motion  was  submitted : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Sy- 
nod of  1816,  in  relation  to  the  qualifications  of  parents  for  the  baptism 
of  their  children,  the  Consistory  of  the  church  of  Montgomery  were 
justified  in  refusing  the  application  of  Mr.  Crist,  for  the  baptism  of  his 
children,  and  therefore  the  appeal  of  the  Consistory  of  the  church  of 
Montgomery  be  and  hereby  is  sustained. 

Resolved,  That  said  recommendation  of  1816,  be  and  hereby  is  re- 
scinded, and  that  the  resolutions  of  1804  be  re-affirmed  by  this  Synod. 
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question  being  taken  on  this  amendment,  it  was  adopts*)  m 

e  question  recurring  upon  the  resolution  as  amended,  a  divisios 
called  for,  and  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  first  resolution,  ezehd- 
those  who  had  voted  in  the  Classis  or  in  Particular  Synod,  and  ft 
carried  in  the  affirmative. 
It  was  then  moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  second  ft 
tlution  be  indefinitely  postponed,  and  the  question  being  taken,  itfM 
t.     The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  second  resolution,  allowing 
to  vote  who  had  been  excluded  upon  the  first  resolution ;  audit 
carried  in  the  affirmative.

The  Committee  to  whom  the  decisions  of  the  Classes  upon  the  pro* 
turned  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  referred,  (Art.  vii.)  re- 
*wted,  and  their  report  was  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows ;— 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report  of 
"fce  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  as  related  to  the  amendments 
fef  the  Constitution,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report,  via* 

• 

In  relation  to  the  amendments  recommended  by  the  Synod  to  the 
Consideration  of  the  Classes  for  their  adoption  or  rejection,  the* 
remark,  that  they  find  that  all  the  Classes  have  in  due  form  adopted 
tbe  first  three  of  the  amendments  recommended,  while  eleven* 
being  a  majority  of  the  whole,  have  adopted  the  fourth.  They  there- 
five  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and  declaration. 

Whereas  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  did, 
at  its  meeting  in  Schenectady,  1833,  send  down  to  the  several 
Classes  certain  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  all  of  which  have 
been  approved  and  adopted  by  a  majority  of  said  Classes,  the  Synod 
do,  according  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  hereby  declare, 
that  the  following  sections,  embracing  said  amendments  constitu- 
tionally adopted  by  the  Classes  under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  have 
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become  by  such  adoption  integral  parts  of  the  Constitution  of 
Reformed  Dutch  Church, — to  wit 

In  Chap.  I.  Art.  3.  title  Of  the  offices  of  Elders  and  Demcml 
Sec.  3.  "  In  all  cases  the  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  faa! 
the  male  members  of  the  Church  in  full  communion,  and  in  fonsflf 
new  Churches,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  male  communicants,  4 1 
whose  election  a  neighbouring  minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch! 
Church  shall  preside  ;  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  ele> 
tion  shall  be  published  at  least  two  Sabbaths  in  the  Church,  or  vol 
place  of  worship,  previous  to  the  election*" 

Chap.  I.  Art.  3.  Sec.  4.  "The  manner  of  choosing  Elders  ani 
Deacons  in  Churches  already  organized,  shall  be  as  follows :  a 
.  double  number  may  be  nominated  by  the  Consistory,  out  of  which  the 
members  of  the  Church  in  full  communion  may  choose  those  who 
shall  serve  ; — or  all  the  said  members  may  unite  in  nominating  and 
choosing  the  whole  number  without  the  interference  of  Consistory ; 
or  the  Consistory,  for  the  time  being,  as  representing  all  the  mam* 
bers,  may  choose  the  whole,  and  refer  the  persons  thus  chosen  by 
publishing  them  to  the  Church,  for  the  approbation  of  the  people. 
This  last  method  has  been  found  most  convenient,  especially  in  large 
Churches,  and  has  long  been  generally  adopted.  But  where  that  or 
either  of  the  other  modes  has  for  many  years  been  followed  in  any 
CHurch,  there  shall  be  no  variation  or  change,  but  by  previous  applica- 
tion to  the  Classis  and  express  leave  obtained  for  altering  such 
custom." 

Chap*  II.  Art.  2.  Sec*  6,  under  title  Of  Consistories.  "  None  can 
be  received  as  members  in  full  communion,  unless  they  first  shall 
have  made  a  confession  of  their  faith  before  the  minister,  if  any,  and 
the  Elders ;  or  have  produced  a  certificate  of  their  being  members  in 
full  communion  of  some  Reformed  Church  ;  all  such  shall  be  pub- 
lished to  the  congregation,  and  be  registered  as  regular  members  of 
the  Church." 

Chap.  II.  Art.  3.  Sec.  2,  title  Of  the  Classis.  "Classis  shall 
have  the  power  of  approving  or  disapproving  calls,  ordaining,  sw- 
pending,  and  deposing  ministers,  or  dismissing  them  when  caDed 
elsewhere*" 

It  is  believed  to  be  highly  desirable  and  important  that  the  Con- 
stitution, as  revised,  amended,  and  adopted,  be  given  at  once  to  the 
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that  its  principle!  may  be  My  known,  if  possible,  in  every 
Hy,  in  all  our  congregations,  and  faithfully  tested.    The  Commit 
would  accordingly  recommend  that  the  Synod  take  measures  to 
▼e  it  printed  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  a  small,  neat,  and  cheap  form, 
circulatiop  among  the  Churches. 

On  the  subject  of  publication,  the  Committee  submit  the  following 
^  resolutions : — 

'       Removed,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  take  out  a  copy-right  of  the 
i|V  Revised  Constitution.

Resolved,  That  an  edition  of  2000  copies  of  the  Revised  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Dutch  Church  be  printed  on  fine  paper,  done  up  in  leather 
binding,  with  the  rules  of  order  for  the  government  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  the  various  forms  adopted  by  this  Synod,  appended. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Knox,  Rev.  T.  M.  Strong,  and  the 
Elder,  John  D.  Keese,  be  a  Committee  to  obtain  and  accept  propo- 
sals for  printing  and  binding  the  same,  and  superintend  the  printing 
and  publication.

Resolved,  That  this  Classis,  considering  the  great  distraction  in  a 
sister  Church,  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  by  the  preva- 
lence of  errors,  do  respectfully,  but  earnestly  pray  the  General  Synod9 
in  order  to  the  more  effectual  preservation  of  the  truth,  purity,  and 
peace  of  our  Reformed  Zion,  enjoin  it  upon  all  the  Classes  under  its 
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caNi  to  receive  no  minster  from  any  denomination,  whether  iawar* 
retpondenoe  or  not,  into  their  communion,  without  an  examination 
first  be  had,  and  his  doctrinal  views  be  found  in  full  and  perfect  ac- 
cordance with  the  standards  of  the  Church. 

The  other  resolution  is  this : — 

Resolved,  That  the  articles  of  correspondence  between  the  Presby- 
terian and  Reformed  Dutch  Churches,  be  referred  to  a  special  Com- 
mittee, and  that  said  Committee  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  pre- 
sent Synod,  as  to  the  expediency  of  altering  or  rescinding  said 
articles.     (See  Art.  iv.) 

The  Committee,  in  reporting  on  the  first  resolution,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  statement  offsets : — 

The  Constitution  of  our  Church  was  formed  for  the  maintenance 
of  truth,  and  of  due  ecclesiastical  order. 

For  securing  these  important  objects,  suitable  provisions  are  made 
in  the  Constitution. 

The  formula  which  every  minister  subscribes  contains  the  follow- 
ing  promise  :  "  And  farther,  if  at  any  time  the  Consistory,  the  Classis, 
or  Synod,  upon  sufficient  grounds  of  suspicion,  and  to  preserve  the 
uniformity  and  purity  of  doctrine,  may  deem  it  proper  to  require  of  us 
a  farther  explanation  of  our  sentiments  respecting  any  particular 
article  of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  the  Catechism,  or  the  explanation  of 
die  National  Synod,  we  do  hereby  promise  to  be  always  willing  and 
ready  to  comply  with  such  requisition." 

In  the  20th  Sec.  Art.  1,  Chap.  1,  of  the  Constitution,  we  find  this 
provision  ;  "  Consistories  of  vacant  congregations  shall  not  invite  or 
admit  ministers  of  other  denominations  in  this  country,  whose 
character  and  standing  are  not  known,  to  preach  within  their  bounds, 
unless  they  exhibit  satisfactory  evidence  in  writing,  of  recent  date,  of 
their  regular  authority  for  that  purpose,  and  of  their  good  standing; 
and  in  all  doubtful  cases,  such  Consistories  shall  consult  a  Standing 
Committee  of  Classis  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose."  In  the 
next  Section  it  is  said,  "  If  an  application  be  made  for  admission  of 
a  minister  from  a  Church  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  it  shall 
be  competent  for  the  Classis,  in  case  there  be  grounds  qfpresuwftim 
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^prfott  %b  AtttriM  a»4  morals,  to  propose  awli  inquiries  as  shall 
enable  them  to  proceed  with  freedom  in  his  case." 

The  third  article  of  correspondence  between  our  Church  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church  is  as  follows:  "It  shall  be  permitted  to  the  com- 
petent Church  officers  in  the  congregation,  settled  or  vacant,  of  either 
Churchy  to  invite  to  their  pulpit,  any  minister  or  probationer,  who 
is  in  good  standing  in  either  of  said  Churches,  and  who  preaches  in 
ttttr  purity  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  as  tbey  are  stated  in 
their  respective  confessions  of  faith*  and  have  generally  been  received 
and  taught  in  the  Reformed  Churches ;  but  it  shall  be  entirely  op- 
tjomal  to  give  or  to  withhold  such  invitations ;  nor  shall  it  be  esteem' 
ad  qfauwe  or  unkind,  if  the  invitation  is  withheld." 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  conformity  to  the  design  of  Sec.  20.  Art.  1. 
Chap.  1,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Classis  to  appoint  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  that  section. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  vacant  Churches,  in  conformity  to 
the  third  article  of  the  plan  of  correspondence,  ought  not  to  invite  to 
preach  in  their  pulpits,  any  ministers,  unless  they  know  they  preach  in 
their  purity  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  as  stated  in  our  Con- 
fessions of  Faith  ;  and  that,  in  doubtful  cases,  they  should  consult  the 
Standing  Committee  of  Classis  agreeably  to  the  article  in  the  Con- 
stitution. 

3.  Resolved,  That  agreeably  to  the  21st  Sec  Art  1.  Chap.  1*  in 
the.  Constitution,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Classis  to  examine  every  ap- 
plicant for  admission  as  a  ministor  in  our  Churchy  coming  from  a 
Onuoh  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  "  in  case  there  be 
grounds  of  presumption  against  his  doctrine ;"  and  that  if  a  Classis 
should,  in  such  circumstances,  refuse  to  do  their  duty,  the  minority f 
or  even  one  of  the  minority,  may  complain  to  Synod.  [See  Sec.  1 1. 
Art.  1.  Chap.  2.] 

In  regard  to  the  resolution  offered  by  a  member  of  the  Synod,  the 
Committee  report,  that  if  the  above  resolutions  be  adopted,  and  the 
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provisions  of  the  Constitution  be  itrietly  complied  with,  thera  «i 
be  bo  necessity  for  any  action  on  the  aboTe  resolution.

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  Sabbath  Schools,  together  with 
said  resolutions,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
Rev.  Douw  Van  Olinda,  Isaac  M.  Fisher,  and  John  H.  Van  Wageneflf 
and  the  Elders,  Casper  Ham  and  Conrad  Weist. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  it  was,  on  motion, 
Resolved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  be  post- 
poned to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  respect* 
fully  report  to  General  Synod. 
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During  the  year  past,  the  endowment  of  another  Scholarship  ban 
ten  received,  being  a  legacy  left  by  the  late  Peter  Stryker,  of  Flat* 
nth,  L.  I.    It  consists  of  forty-seven  shares  of  the  Farmers9  Fire  In- 
duce and  Loan  Company,  transferred  by  the  Executor  of  the  es- 
Be  of  Mr.  Stryker ;  and  is  to  be  named,  according  to  the  request  of 
B  Testator,  the  Cornell  Scholarship.     Since  the  organization  of 
s  Board  of  Education  of  our  Church,  there  have  been  four  Scbolar- 
ipsj  Endowed,  viz. — The  Rutgers,  the  Van  Rensselaer,  the  Wil- 
aji  Patterson  Van  Rensselaer,  and  the  Cornell.     It  was  stat- 
in our  last  report  that  the  three  former  Scholarships,  the  original 
dowment  of  which  was  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  were  allowed  to 
cumulate  until  the  amount  of  {1675  was  reached,  the  interest  of 
iich  at  six  per  cent  is  100  dollars,  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
W  allowed.     They  are  all  now  filled  up,  end  the  interest  is  ap- 
cable  to  the  support  of  beneficiaries.  No  special  appropriations  have 
•ri  made  under  them  during  the  past  year,  but  the  income  has  been 
casioiially  employed  to  cover  the  advances  of  the  Treasurer.    From 
3  present  state  and  prospects  of  the  Treasury,  it  is  believed  that  the 
Ntrd  will  be  able  to  make  appropriations  under  each  of  the  Scho- 
tihipe  the  ensuing  year. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  now  under  our  care  is  fifteen.  Four 
'  these  are  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  one  is  about  to  enter  the 
Nninary,  five  are  in  Rutgers  College,  and  the  rest  are  pursuing  the 
rlier  course  of  Classical  studies. 

There  is  an  Auxiliary  connected  with  the  Collegiate  Reformed 
atch  Church,  from  which  no  report  has  been  received.  We  un- 
sitand  that  the  Classes  of  New-Brunswick  and  Bergen  have  each 
beneficiary  under  their  care.  In  consequence,  (he  attention  of 
air  churches  has  been  directed  to  these  single  beneficiaries,  instead  of 
9  education  cause  of  the  whole  church.  It  is  to  be  expected  that 
the  views  thus  become  restricted,  the  amount  of  contributions  will 
comparatively  limited. 

roar  Board  deem  it  desirable  and  proper  that  the  measures  employed 
roof  bout  the  church  for  the  education  of  pious  youth  for  the  mhw- 
f  should  be  through  the  medium  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Education. 
bos  a  general  system  of  measures  to  enlist  the  churches  in  this  cause 
ty  be  devised  and  prosecuted,  and  annually  a  view  may  be  given  of 
that  has  been  done  in  its  behalf.

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  Report  was  adopt- 
ed, and  is  as  follows  :— 

The  Committee  on  Education  report, — That  from  the  information 
received,  it  appears  that  the  Education  cause  is  prosperous,  and  com- 
mends itself  to  every  friend  of  the  church,  as  identified  with  her  pros- 
perity. 

Your  Board  of  Education  is  diligently  prosecuting  the  business 
committed  to  it,  with  pleasure  and  harmony,  and  the  General  Synod 
has  good  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  God  of  salvation,  for  the  popu- 
larity of  this  object  in  all  our  churches. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  is  fifteen, 
four  of  whom  are  now  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  In  addition  to 
these  are  two  others,  one  in  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  the  other 
in  the  Classis  of  Bergen. 

There  are  now  six  Scholarships  endowed,  viz. — The  Heyer,  the 
Rutgers,  the  Van  Rensselaer,  the  William  Patterson  Van  Rensselaer, 
the  Cornell,  and  the  Wyckoff.  There  is  one  Auxiliary  connected 
with  the  Board  in  the  Collegiate  Church  in  this  city,  which  it  is  be- 
lieved will  be  of  essential  service  to  the  cause. 

The  Treasurer  reports  the  receipt  of  $1270  during  the  year,  with 
a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $189  30. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  calls  the  attention  of  the 
Synod  to  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  directing  that  all  the  measures 
employed  throughout  the  church,  for  the  education  of  pious  youth  for 
the  ministry,  should  be  through  the  medium  of  the  Synod's  Board.

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In  this  way  a  genera)  system  of  measures,  to  enlist  the  churches  in 
tins  cause,  may  be  devised  and  prosecuted,  and  annually  a  view  may  be 
given  of  all  that  has  been  done  in  its  behalf.

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
o(  Rutgers  College,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
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The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers  College  feel  much  plee- 
sore  in  being  able  to  report  to  General  Synod  the  continued  prospe- 
rity  of  the  institution,  and  a  very  gratifying  increase  to  the  number  of 
Students  since  their  last  Report. 

From  the  report  of  the  Faculty  they  learn,  "that  the  whole  number 
of  Student;  now  in  the  literary  institution  is  eighty-five  ;  viz.  In  the 
Senior  Class,  nineteen,  in  the  Junior,  twenty-seven,  in  the  Sophomore, 
twenty-four,  and  in  the  Freshman,  fifteen  ;  that  the  College  has  been 
favoured  during  the  past  year  with  general  and  distinguished  health  ; 
that  regularity  in  attendance  on  College  duties,  respectable  prepara- 
tion for  lectures,  and  propriety  and  neatness  in  dress,  together  with 
external  good  morals,"  have  generally  marked  the  deportment  of  the 
Students*  The  Auxiliary  Bible  Association  of  the  College,  and  a 
Temperance  Society,  formed  on  the  principle  of  total  abstinence  from 
spirituous  liquor,  excepting  as  a  medicine,  are  continued,  aa  well  aa 
associations  for  prayer ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  these, 
together  with  the  Chapel  exercises,  including  a  weekly  Biblical  Re- 
citation, have  been  attended  with  a  very  salutary  moral  influence  on 
the  minds  of  the  Students. 

The  Trustees  having  been  able  to  increase  the  salary  of  Dr.  Beck, 
Professor  of  Chymistry  and  Natural  History,  his  services  have  been 
secured  for  a  greater  length  of  time  during  each  year  than  heretofore, 
and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  last  fall  session  he  was  occupied  in  lec- 
turing to  the  two  upper  classes  in  the  College.  Considerable  im- 
provements have  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  accommoda- 
tions of  the  Chymical  lecture  room,  and  also  valuable  additions  to  the 
Chymical  apparatus. 

"  The  Philosophical  Society  of  Natural  History  of  Ratgers  College" 
has  recently  been  organized.  This  Society  is  composed  of  the  Pro- 
fessors of  the  College,  together  with  several  distinguished  literary 
gentlemen  residing  in  this  city  and  elsewhere,  and  promises  much  use- 
fulness to  the  institution* 

The  Grammar  School  connected  with  (he  College,  under  the  rec- 
torship of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wcstbrotk,  is  prosperous.  It  contains  about 
fifty  scholars,  and  additions  to  their  number  are  expected. 

In  concluding  their  Report,  tho  Board  of  Superintendents  congra- 
gratulate  Synod  on  the  prosperous  condition  and  brightening  prospects 
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of  the  College.  The  attempt  to  resuscitate  it  can  no  longer  be  consi- 
dered as  an  experiment,  but  as  having  completely  succeeded ;  and 
should  no  unforeseen  and  unanticipated  disasters  occur  to  mar  its 
prospects,  we  may  anticipate  with  confidence,  that,  with  the  diviifo 
blessing  on  the  endeavours  of  the  Synod  and  Trustees  to  sustain  it,  it 
will  permanently  maintain  a  high  standing  among  the  literary  institu- 
tions of  our  country,  and  rise  to  still  higher  reputation,  and  to  more 
extensive  usefulness.  The  correct  moral  deportment,  and  regular  and 
industrious  habits  of  the  Students,  afford  strong  inducements  to  parents 
to  place  in  it  their  sons,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  course  of  a 
liberal  education  ;  while  the  number,  the  talents,  the  literary  attain- 
ments, -  and  the  reputation  and  weight  of  character  of  the  Professors, 
entitle  it  to  rank  by  the  side  of  the  very  first  Colleges  in  our  country. 
We  commend  it  to  the  confidence  and  prayers  of  the  Synod,  to  the 
patronage  of  the  friends  of  literature  and  science,  and  above  all  to 
the  blessing  of  God.

Resolved,  That  the  Copy  of  the  Sermon  of  Professor  McClelland  be 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  be  instructed  to 
make  inquiry  into,  and  report  to  Synod  upon  the  present  state  of  all 
the  Scholarships. 

Whereas  the  present  mode  of  electing  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  our  Theological  Seminary  is  objectionable,  on  the  ground  that 
it  does  not  secure  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  church  the  equal  privilege 
of  participating  in  its  interesting  duties, — 

Thereforo  Resolved,  That  instead  of  a  Committee  of  Nomination, 
usually  appointed  by  Synod  previous  to  the  election  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  to  designate  a  double  number  from  each  Classis,  out 
of  which  the  election  shall  be  made ;  the  respective  Classes  themselves 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  to  General  Synod  the  representatives 
to  which  they  are  entitled  in  the  Board  for  the  confirmation  and  ap- 
pointment by  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Isaac  P.  Labagb,  John  H.  Van  Wagenen, 
and  James  Demarest,  and  the  Elders  John  D.  Keese  and  Charles 
Devoe,  be  a  committee  to  report  to  Synod  a  nomination  of  twice  the 
number  of  persons  who  are  to  fill  the  existing  vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Superintendents. 

The  Committee  reported,  when  the  following  persons  were  chosen ; 
viz. 

Rev.  Samtiel  A.  Bumstead,  for  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
place  of  the  Rev.  Gilbert  R.  Livingston,  D.  D.  deceased. 

Rev.  John  P.  Spinner,  for  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  in  the  plica 
of  the  Rev.  R.  Wells,  removed  to  the  Classis  of  Bergen. 
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Rev.  John  H.'Van  Wagenen,  for  the  Classis  of  Schenectady,  in  the 
place  of  the  Rev.  James  Murphy,  removed  to  the  Cleans  of  Montgo- 
mery.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Sermon  of  the  Rev. 
Professor  M'Clelland  on  Spiritual  Renovation,  (Art.  vii,  p.  287.) 
reported,  and  their  Report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Sermon  of  the  Rev. 
Professor  M'Clelland,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  have  compared  the  said  Sermon  with  the  Standards  of 
the  Church,  and  present  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  investiga- 
tion. They  have  arranged  the  several  extracts  under  the  following 
beads  :  Of  Depravity,  Of  Good  Works,  and  Of  Grace. 

Of  Depravity. 

From  the  Standards. 

Confession,  Sec.  1 4, p.  21. — We  believe  that  God  created  man,  &c* 
but  being  in  honour,  he  understood  it  not,  neither  knew  his  excel* 
lency,  but  wilfully  subjected  himself  to  sin,  and  consequently  to  death 
and  the  curse,  giving  ear  to  the  words  of  the  devil.  For  the  com- 
mandment of  life  which  he  had  received,  he  transgressed,  and  by  sin 
separated  himself  from  God,  who  was  his  true  life,  having  corrupted 
his  whole  nature  ;  whereby  he  made  himself  liable  to  corporal  and 
spiritual  death.  And  being  thus  become  wicked,  perverse,  and  cor- 
rupt in  all  his  ways,  he  hath  lost  all  his  excellent  gifts  which  he  had 
received  from  God,  and  only  retained  a  few  remains  thereof,  which 
however  are  sufficient  to  leave  man  without  excuse  ;  for  all  the  light 
which  was  in  us  is  changed  into  darkness,  as  the  Scriptures  teach  us, 
saying, "  The  light  shineth  in  darkness,  and  the  darkness  compre- 
hended it  not ;"  where  John  calleth  men  darkness.  Therefore  we 
reject  all  that  is  taught  repugnant  to  this  concerning  the  free  will  of 
man,  since  man  is  but  a  slave  to  sin ;  and  has  nothing  of  himself  un- 
lets it  is  given  him  from  heaven. 
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Canons,  3d  and  4th  heads  of  doctrine,  p.  158,  Art.  1. — Man  wtf 

originally  formed  after  the  image  of  God,  his  understanding  wav 
adorned  with  a  true  and  saving  knowledge  of  his  Creator,  and  of 
spiritual  things :  his  heart  and  will  were  upright ;  all  his  affection 
were  pure,  and  the  whole  man  was  holy :  hut  revolting  from  God  by 
the  instigation  of  the  devil,  and  abusing  the  freedom  of  his  own  will, 
he  forfeited  these  excellent  gifts,  and  on  the  contrary  entailed  oa 
himself  blindness  of  mind,  horrible  darkness,  vanity  and  perverseneai 
of  judgment,  became  wicked,  rebellious,  and  obdurate  in  heart  and 
will,  and  impure  in  his  affections. 

Page  159,  Art.  4. — There  remain,  however,  in  man  since  the  fall, 
the  glimmerings  of  natural  light,  whereby  he  retains  some  knowledge 
of  God,  of  natural  things,  and  of  the  difference  between  good  and 
evil,  and  discovers  some  regard  for  virtue,  good  order  in  society,  aad 
for  maintaining  an  orderly  external  deportment.  But  so  far  is  this 
light  of  nature  from  being  sufficient  to  bring  him  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  God,  and  to  true  conversion,  that  he  is  incapable  of  using  it  aright, 
even  in  things  natural  and  civil.  Nay  farther,  this  light,  such  as  it  is, 
man  in  various  ways  renders  wholly  polluted,  and  holds  it  in  unright- 
eousness, by  doing  which  he  becomes  inexcusable  before  God. 

Heid,  Cat.  2d  Lord's  day,  p.  44,  Qu.  5. — Canst  thou  keep  aU 
these  things  [all  things  contained  in  the  law]  perfectly  T 

In  no  wise.  For  I  am  prone  by  nature  to  hate  God  and  my  neigh- 
bour.

Sermon,  p.  7. — Assuming  now  that  human  nature  is  compound*! 
in  the  manner  described  of  various  susceptibilities  and  propenaitief, 
each  demanding  its  own  appropriate  gratification — I  proceed  to  ob- 
serve, that  the  due  exercise  of  them  all  in  their  proper  proportion 
and  order,  constitutes  the  perfection  of  our  moral  being.  When  lbs 
private  affections  are  in  their  place,  the  social  in  theirs,  the  religisi 
also  in  theirs,  then  man  is  that  noble  creature  at  whose  formation 
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norning  stars  sang  together,  and  all  the  eons  of  Ood  started 
•"  In  consequence,  however,  of  the  apostacy,  a  mournful 
ion  took  place ;  for  in  departing  from  the  Author  of  his  being, 

the  higher  and  nobler  sensibilities  ofhis  bosom.  That  holy 
f  affections  which  could  only  be  gratified  by  holding  commu- 
th  the  Father  of  spirits,  became  extinct,  and  in  consequence  he 
lis  meat  and  drink  in  satisfying  more  ignoble  cravings.

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Page  13. — After  all,  however,  it  is  to  be  strenuously  conteoded, 
that  even  the  beat  actions  of  the  unregenerate  are  accompanied  with 
sin.  But  if  the  view  which  we  have  taken  be  correct,  the  ain  ia 
such  cases  is  of  a  peculiar  kind,  and  exceedingly  different  from  whit 
is  generally  meant  by  the  phrase  positive  wickedness :  it  is,  in  a  word, 
sin  of  defect.  By  refusing  to  exercise  the  religious  affection — loving 
God  with  all  his  heart,  and  soul,  and  strength,  and  mind,  he  forfeits  every 
claim  to  the  divine  favour  and  the,  rewards  of  holiness.  He  is  a  sin* 
ner  in  all  that  he  does,  because  in  all  that  he  does  he  comes  abort  of 
the  glory  of  God.  But  must  we  therefore  conclude  that  no  legitimacy 
can  be  attached  to  the  exercise  of  those  innocent  principles  that  have 
survived  the  wreck  of  the  apostacy  ? 

Page  15. — We  may  be  told  that  we  deny  the  total  corruption  of 
human  nature.  In  reply,  it  need  only  bo  observed,  that  if  by  the 
phrase  "  total  corruption"  is  meant  that  there  is  nothing  in  humu 
nature  but  what  is  vile  and  loathsome — that  utter  perversion  has 
seized  on  all  its  powers  and  affections,  no  such  doctrine  is  "TntiiiH 
in  the  sacred  Scriptures.

From  (ho  Standards. 

Conf.  of  Faith,  Art.  24,  p.  28.— We  believe  that  this  true  faith  being 
wrought  in  man  by  the  hearing  of  the  word  of  God,  and  the  opera- 
tion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  doth  regenerate  and  make  him  a  new  man, 
causing  him  to  live  a  new  life,  and  freeing  him  from  the  bondage  o( 

•in Therefore  it  if 

impossible  that  this  holy  faith  can  be  unfruitful  in  man,  for  we  do  not 
speak  of  a  vain  faith,  but  of  such  a  faith  as  is  called  in  Scriptures 
faith  that  worketh  by  love,  which  excites  man  to  the  practice  of 
those  works  which  God  has  commanded  in  his  word ;  which  work* 
as  they  proceed  from  the  good  root  of  faith,  are  good  and  acceptable 
in  the  sight  of  God,  forasmuch  as  they  are  all  sanctified  by  his  grace.

not  found  our  salvation  upon  them  ;  for  we  can  do  no  work  but  whit 
is  polluted  by  our  flesh,  and  also  punishable.

From  the  Sermon* 

Page  8.  Examining  its  page,  (the  Bible,)  we  always  find  it  repre- 
senting the  corruption  introduced  by  sin  to  respect  God  as  the  object. 
Thus  clearly  intimating  that  the  other  instincts  and  propensions  of  his 
nature  are  able  to  perform  their  office  with  propriety.    Hence  the 
many  encomiums  on  men  confessedly  unregenernte.-    Hence  the 
certain  kind  of  approbation  with  which  their  best  actions  are  reward- 
ed.    Ahab  humbled  himself  in  dust  and  ashes ;   and  God  said  to 
Elijah,  Seest  thou  how  Ahab  humbleth  himself?    I  will  not  bring  my 
•rrath  upon  his  house  in  his  days*    Now  certainly  none  will  allege 
that  Ahab's  repentance  proceeded  from  renewed  principles  ;  yet  it 
iras  so  esteemed  by  God  as  to  bring  down  the  most  desirable  of  tem- 
poral blessings.    In  like  manner,  the  idolatrous  Jehoaliaz  prayed  unto 
the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  sent  a  deliverer ;  though  Jehoaliaz  turned  not 
ill  his  days  from  the  sins  of  Jeroboam.     Let  it  not  be  said,  that  these 
testimonies  of  approbation  relate  only  to  the  outward  conduct.    This 
wily  increases  the  difficulty.    Will  the  Great  Being  approve  mere 
Bxternal  conformity  to  the  precepts  of  his  law  ?    Then  the  Searcher 
of  hearts  must  be  the  friend  and  rewarder  of  hypocrisy;   and  what 
becomes  of  those  tremendous  threatenings  denounced  on  his  ancient 
people  because  they  approached  him  with  their  lips,  while  their  hearts 
were  far  from  him  ?    Plainly,  therefore,  these  historical  facts  bear 
testimony  to  certain  internal  virtues  and  good  dispositions  in  the  per- 
sona spoken  of.    Nor  is  it  difficult  to  point  them  out.    Both  Ahab 
rod  Jehoahaz  entertained  a  becoming  sense  of  the  divine  power  and 
justice — they  trembled  at  the  thought  of  suffering  the  consequences  of 
their  crimes ;  above  all,  they  seem  to  have  been  actuated  by  an  ar- 
dent patriotism  and  love  of  country,  which  induced  them  to  humble 
themselves  before  God  for  its  preservation.    Now  these  sensibilities 
were  his  own  planting  in  their  bosoms ;  and  as  the  God  of  nature  he 
5onld  not  but  look  with  a  degree  of  complacency  on  the  work  of  his 
two.  bands. 
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Page  12.— Let  the  unsophisticated  feelings  of  our  hearts  decidetk 
question,— whether  in  exercising  gratitude  to  a  benefactor ;  in  stretch- 
ing out  the  warm  hand  of  charity  to  a  fellow-creature  whom  affiictxa 
has  laid  low ;  in  stepping  forward  to  the  defence  of  injured  innocence; 
in  sacrificing  brilliant  prospects  of  safe  acquisition  to  an  honest  respect 
for  the  rights  of  others,  we  do  not  experience  the  delightful  emotioa 
of  conscious  rectitude-  It  differs,  indeed,  from  the  heavenly  satisfac- 
tion of  a  conscience  at  peace  with  God  in  degree ;  and  the  difference 
is  so  great,  that  I  do  not  wonder  at  the  unwillingness  of  those  who 
have  tasted  the  latter,  to  acknowledge  any  resemblance.  The  resem- 
blance, however,  exists,  and  the  moral  sentiment  connected  with  every 
exercise  of  virtuous  sensibility,  may  claim  affinity  with  the  pure  joyi 
'of  the  upper  temple. 

Page  16. — Man  is. corrupt — because,  though  possessing  many  no* 
ble  features  of  character,  he  comes  into  the  world  destitute  of  the 
most  noble  and  excellent  of  all — love  to  the  Being  who  made  him. 
"  God  is  not  in  all  his  thoughts."  He  is  totally  corrupt ;  as  this  es- 
sential defect  accompanies  all  his  actions,  rendering  his  best  services 
light  and  empty  in  the  eye  of  infinite  purity.  Whatever  he  does  is 
sinful — because  when  weighed  in  the  balance,  it  is  found  wanting. 

Page  18. — We  conclude,  at  present,  with  addressing  a  class  of 
hearers,  whom  wc  have  always  considered  as  on  some  accounts  the 
most  interesting  in  our  religious  assemblies — those  who  distinguish 
themselves  for  their  high  and  elevated  morality,  and  yet  give  us  no 
reason  to  believe  that  they  have  experienced  the  great  change  which 
is  essential  to  a  well-founded  Gospel  hope.  My  dear  friends,  the  sen- 
timents  which  I  have  been  expressing  throughout  my  discourse,  and 
which  are  the  sentiments  of  my  heart,  give  a  sufficient  pledge  that  I 

am  not  going  to  employ  the  language  of  abuse Presi 

on,  my  brother,  in  your  virtuous  career ;  continue  to  adorn  your  sta- 
tion, by  firm,  unbending  integrity ;  clothe  the  naked,  feed  the  hungry, 
wipe  the  tear  from  the  check  of  the  mourner,  and  enjoy  the  delightful 
luxury  of  contemplating  the  happiness  your  benevolence  has  caused. 
In  all  this  you  do  well,  and  prove  that  you  are  a  man; — that  exalted 
being  whom  God  fashioned  in  hi3  own  likeness,  and  who,  though  fallefc 
retains  a  portion  of  his  image  still.  But  suffer  a  word  of  admonition 
from  one  perfectly  disposed  to  render  justice  to  your  excellencies*  I* 
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there  not  one  thing  which  you  lack,  and  that  more  important  than  aR 
the  rest  f  Have  you  given  to  God  your  heart  ?  Do  you  love  him 
supremely  ? 

Here  is  yotir  sin.  You  do  the  less,  hut  neglect  the  greater.  You 
mre  honest,  you  are  generous,  you  are  grateful,  you  are  all  that  can  be 
wished  in  the  social  relations ;  but  of  the  Rock  that  begat  you,  you 
unmindful. 


Of  Grace. 

From  the  Standards. 

Canons*  let  head.  Art.  8,  p.  151. — There  are  not  various  decrees 
of  election,  but  one  and  the  same  decree  respecting  all  those  who  shall 
be  saved,  both  under  the  Old  and  New  Testament :  since  the  Scrip- 
tore  declares  the  good  pleasure,  purpose,  and  counsel  of  the  divine 
will  to  be  one,  according  to  which  he  hath  chosen  us  from  eternity 
both  to  grace  and  to  glory— to  salvation  and  the  way  of  salvation, 
which  he  hath  ordained  that  we  should  walk  therein. 

ArU  9. — This  election  (namely  to  grace)  was  not  founded  upon 
foreseen  faith  and  the  obedience  of  faith,  holiness,  or  any  other  good 
quality  or  disposition  in  man  as  the  pre-requisite,  cause,  or  condition 
on  which  it  depended ;  but  men  are  chosen  to  faith  and  the  obedience 
of  faith,  holiness,  &c. ;  therefore  election  is  the  fountain  of  every 
saving  good. 

3d  and  4th  heads ,  Art.  3,  p.  159. — Therefore  all  men  are  conceived 
in  sin,  and  by  nature  children  of  wrath,  incapable  of  any  saving  good, 
prone  to  evil,  dead  in  sin,  and  in  bondage  thereto ;  and  without  the 
regenerating  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  are  neither  able  nor  will- 
ing  to  return  to  God — to  reform  the  depravity  of  their  nature,  nor  to 
dispose  themselves  to  reformation. 

Of  Grace. 

From  the  Sermon. 

Page  32. — I  think  it  must  be  acknowledged,  that  the  doctrine  which 
we  have  been  advocating  is  absolutely  necessary  to  a  complete  state- 
ment of  the  sin,  and  inexcusableness  of  unbelief  We  are  authorized 
by  it  to  assert,  that  though  the  moral  agent  cannot  regenerate  himself, 
be  may  procure  the  grace  of  regeneration. 

Page  33. — Such  also,  is  the  very  language  that  shall  be  addressed 
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to  tbe  roipenitent  Gospel  hearer.  Hevffflbodiatmcdytold,thettko«gb 
tbe  Spirit  alone  could  work  in  him,  to  will  and  to  do,  jet  this  Spirit 
was  as  freely  offered  him  as  atonement,  pardon,  and  every  other  emt- 
omnt  blesaing,  that  by  acting  out  his  natural  powers  on  the  system  of 
divinely  appointed  means,  he  would  have  as  firmly  secured  his  salva- 
tion, as  if  it  had  depended  on  his  own  unassisted  energies. 

Page  28. — To  tbe  same  class  we  refer  such  exhortations  as  these— 
«'  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate,"  "  Labour  not  for  the  meat  tint 
perisheth,  but  for  the  meat  that  endureth  to  everlasting  life,'9  "  Seek 
ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found,  call  upon  him  while  he  is  near." 
I  am  aware  that  they  are  generally  expounded  otherwise.  Thus  ws 
are  often  told,  that  to  seek  God,  we  must  exercise  faith,  and  repent* 
snce,  and  love,  dec. ;  but  I  cannot  help  thinking,  that  such  a  mods  of 
interpretation  destroys  all  their  force  and  beauty.  Nothing  seem 
plainer,  than  that  they  prescribe  to  wretched  and  lost  sinners,  tS  del 
character,  something  which  is  perfectly  practicable;  and  the  word 
"practicable"  I  use  in  its  obvious  and  popular  sense,  applying  it  to 
actions  which  there  is  no  serious  difficulty  in  performing,  without 
supernatural  assistance. 

The  Committee  conceive  that  these  extracts  from  the  Sermon  of 
Professor  M'Clelland  do  not  seem  to  harmonize  with  the  extracts  from 
the  Standards  of  the  Church,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  Synod 
afford  to  Professor  M'Clelland  the  opportunity  of  appearing  before 
them,  to  make  such  explanations  as  he  may  deem  proper.

Whereupon  certain  resolutions  and  amendments  thereto  having  been

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  Report  was  amended,  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  subject  matter  in 
relation  to  the  Sermon  of  Professor  M*  CI  el  land,  unanimously  recom- 
mend for  adoption  the  following  resolutions.

The  following  is  the  explanatory  statement  referred  to  in  the  above 
Import 
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I  before  that  man  is  totally  depraved  ;  by  which  I 
comes  into  the  world  entirely  destitute  of  holy  affection  :  ho  is  iRtw 
ated  from  the  life  of  God,  averse  from  his  service,  and  rebellions  is 
all  his  feelings,  thoughts,  and  purposes ;  so  that  under  no  circnn- 
stances  has  he,  while  unregenerate,  performed  an  act  of  spiritual  ser. 
vice.  His  best  deeds  are  sinful  in  the  sight  of  God,  as  they  not  only 
come  short  of  perfect  conformity  to  the  law,  but  are  utterly  destitute 
of  the  very  principle  of  obedience.  His  most  shining  virtues  an 
"  dead  works/'  and  expose  to  eternal  condemnation.  Besides  this,  I 
hold  that  there  is  in  him  a  proneness  and  bias  to  all  the  forms  of  po* 
sitive  wickedness,  and  that  nothing  but  the  hedge  placed  around  hint 
by  Providence,  and  the  restraints  of  common  grace,,  preserve  any 
individual  from  exhibiting  in  his  character  and  habitual  deportment 
the  darkest  tints  of  the  description  given  by  Paul  in  Rom.  i.  19. 

To  guard,  however,  against  the  horrible  imputation  that  we  nuke 
God  the  author  of  moral  evil,  I  join  with  all  the  orthodox  in  asserting, 
that  Natural  Corruption,  as  to  its  origin  and  formal  essence,  doss 
not  consist  in  the  infusion  of  any  positive  sinful  principle  ;  but  hold, 
that  the  being  deprived  of  original  rectitude,  viewed  in  connexion 
with  man's  natural  activity,  is  amply  sufficient  to  account  for  it* 
Averse  from  the  true  end  of  his  being,  he  cannot  but  choose  a  false 
one.  The  inferior  principles,  left  to  themselves,  become  absolute 
masters  of  the  heart ;  the  consequence  of  which  is  a  state  of  awful 
disorder  and  confusion. 

With  respect  to  the  question  on  which  I  am  alleged  to  speak  by  far 
too  doubtfully — whether  inherent  corruption  is  in  itself,  and  detached 
from  its  connexion  with  the  imputation  of  Adam's  first  sin,  properly 
blameworthy  and  deserving  of  eternal  death,  I  think  that  it  is  one 
which  never  should  be  put,  as  the  Bible  never  views  our  moral  disease 
in  this  state  of  insulation.  When  pressed  to  consider  it,  I  am  always 
deterred  from  answering  in  the  affirmative  by  this  consideration,  that 
corruption  being  a  tremendous  calamity  inflicted  on  the  human  race, 
it  really  appears  very  difficult  to  reconcile  its  existence  with  the  divine 
justice,  unless  the  subject  was  previously  under  a  curse  on  account  of 
actual  transgression.  Were  there  not  an  imputation  of  Adam's  guilt 
resting  on  the  infant,  how  can  we  vindicate  the  ways  of  God  in 
sending  it  into  the  world  destitute  of  those  holy  and  heavenly  iafln- 
ences  with  which  our  nature  was  originally  favoured,  and  the  wait  of 
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Inch  infallibly  mark  it  out  as  the  child  of  sin  and  sorrow  through  the 
hole  course  of  its  future  life  ?  Would  it  not  be  wrong  in  God  to 
eafe  such  a  being  ?  and  supposing  it  created,  would  he  not  do  equally 
rang  in  punishing  it  ?  These  are  serious  difficulties  to  those  who 
»y  imputation ;  but  they  do  not  seriously  disturb  me;  for  I  believe 
at  inherent  corruption  is  not  the  primary  or  proper  ground  of  the 
me,  but  a  part  of  the  curse  itself,  inflicted  on  the  children  of  Adam, 
u  sinning  in  him,  and  falling  with  him  in  his  first  transgression." 

0  the  15th  article  of  our  Confession  I  therefore  fully  subscribe,  un- 
mtanding  the  term  Original  Sin  to  include  imputed  guilt,  as  well  as 
B  corruption  which  proceeds  from  it :  "  It  is  so  vile  and  abominable 
the  sight  of  God,  that  it  is  sufficient  to  condemn  all  mankind." 

1  believe  that  while  man  has  lost  the  image  of  God,  there  still  remain, 
thin  him  sparks  of  a  lower  kind  of  excellence.  He  is  gifted  with 
rioua  sensibilities,  the  actions  performed  under  whose  influence  are 
tfmiaUy  good  and  amiable ;  at  the  same  time  they  can  make  no 
um  on  the  divine  acceptance  on  account  of  the  essential  defect 
lich  accompanies  them.  Their  value  in  a  religious  view  only  con- 
Is  in  this,  that  being,  as  I  have  said,  (in  conformity  with  the  lan- 
tage  of  all  the  old  divines)  materially  good,  they  are  to  be  performed 
ther  than  omitted ;  and  thus  they  furnish  a  standpoint  to  the  servant 

the  Gospel,  when  he  urges  unrenewed  sinners  to  engage  in  that 
itiatory  process  of  seeking  and  striving,  which  in  the  great  majority 
cases  precedes  regeneration.  Were  they  positively  and  intrinsic- 
ly  evil,  their  performance  would  be  as  unlawful  as  the  perpetration 
the  grossest  crimes ;  and  this  is  the  very  ground  that  is  taken  by 
dm  who  contend  that  the  sinner  should  never  be  told  to  do  any  thing 
ort  of  renewing  his  own  heart.  I  firmly  believe  that  one  great  reason 
jy  these  timbers  have  been  spared  from  the  dreadful  shipwreck  of 
man  nature  is,  that  such  objections  should  not  bo  made — that  the 
mister  of  Christ,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  in  his  common  operations, 
ght  find  some  chords  in  the  human  soul  that  would  faintly  vibrate 
their  touch — some  matter,  on  which  they  might  legitimately  ope- 
te*  Let  others  untie  the  knot  in  a  different  way ;  but  for  my  part, 
ihould  never  dare  to  tell  the  sinner  that  it  is  his  privilege  and  duty 
pray  for  regenerating  grace,  if  there  were  not  that  within  him  so  far 
eproachable,  that  the  prayer  which  proceeds  from  it  is  of  a  very  dif- 
rent  nature  from  the  belching*  of  the  foul-mouthed  blasphemer.  Un-

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regenerate  virtues,  in  short,  fail  as  to  their  principle  and  end,  but  being 
materially  and  in  their  own  nature  possessed  of  a  certain  kind  of 
goodness,  they  are  not  to  be  confounded  with  positive  and  abandoned 
wickedness.  4, 

I  believe  that  God  has  made  such  a  gracious  provision  for  sinful 
men,  that  a  solid  foundation  is  laid  for  a  free  offer  of  salvation  to  all 
indiscriminately,  and  for  asserting  that  every  sinner  is  the  cause  of  hii 
own  destruction.     I  believe  that,  though  unable  to  restore  the  image 
of  God  in  his  soul,  he  cannot  plead  his  inability  as  an  excuse  for  con- 
tinuing in  impenitence.     There  are  external  and  internal  aids  pot 
within  his  reach,  viz.  the  word  of  truth,  the  common  operations  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  the  mercy-seat ;  in  the  diligent,  honest,  and  unwea- 
ried use  of  which,  he  may  expect  to  receive  higher  assistance ;  or  u 
our  Confession  expresses  it,  "  richer  grace"  with  the  same  certainty 
that  the  labours  of  the  diligent  in  common  life  are  crowned  with  bless- 
ing.    The  consequence  supposed  by  some  to  follow  from  this  state- 
ment is  rejected  with  abhorrence — that  a  certain  degree  of  merit  is 
attributed  to  the  sinner's  exertions,  or  at  least  a  congruity,  which  would 
give  him  some  sort  of  right  to  claim  the  blessing  independent  of  the 
divine  arrangement.   .Innumerable  instances  might  be  given  of  con- 
nexions between  events,  where  not  the  least  efficiency  is  involved, 
and  yet  which  are  as  certain  as  if  they  had  not  been  entirely  arbitrary. 
The  Bible  is  full  of  them.     Witness  the  destruction  of  the  walls  of 
Jericho  by  means  so  trifling,  that  with  the  infidel  they  are  a  standing 
topic  of  ridicule;  the  cure  of  Naaman's  leprosy  by  bathing. seven 
times  in  the  Jordan,  and  the  restoration  of  sight  to  the  blind  man  by 
anointing  his  eyes  with  spittle.     So  far  are  unregenerate  efforts 
from  possessing  intrinsic  merit  or  efficiency,  that  they  do  not  even 
prepare  the  sinner,  in  any  proper  sense  of  the  word,  for  his  renovation, 
in  which  he  is  entirely  passive.     They  are  antecedents  to  conversion 
for  no  other  reason  than  because  God  has  made  them  such;  though  it 
is  not  denied  that  the  arrangement  bears  manifest  traces  of  the  wis- 
dom which  governs  all  his  counsels.     It  illustrates  the  benevolence 
of  his  character,  and  beautifully  harmonizes  with  the  great  laws  of 
Providence,  which  never  treats  men  as  blocks  and  stones,  even  when 
dispensing  blessings  most  gratuitously.     It  is  calculated  to  shut  toe 
sinner's  mouth  at  the  final  day,  if  he  dares  to  allege  that  he  is  Jural  J 
dealt  with,  and  is  rich  in  encouragement  to  present  duty. 
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loe8  the  seeming  inconsistence  of  the  doctrine  asserted  with 
particular  election,  and  the  absolute  dependence  of  the  crea- 
irm  me,  or  induce  a  hesitation  as  to  the  propriety  of  making 
isis  of  my  ministerial  addresses  to  the  unregenerate.  There 
inction  to  be  made  on  this  subject,  the  neglect  of  which  has 
exceedingly  injurious,  if  not  to  truth,  at  least  to  the  effective 
sement  of  it.  The  government  of  God  is  of  two  kinds,  moral 
trail.  The  former  is  that  which,  as  the  great  Lawgiver  and 
Magistrate  of  his  empire,  he  exercises  over  free  agents,  capable 
sing  and  refusing,  and  of  being  influenced  by  motives  of  re- 
d  punishment.  It  is  conversant,  therefore,  with  law,  promUes9 
m;  proclaiming  to  the  subject  what  he  ought  to  do,  and  why 
U  and  what  will  be  the  consequence  of  obedience.  Viewed 
ight,  the  Gospel  is  that  gracious  remedial  constitution  which  I 
icribed  it  to  be.  It  reveals  an  almighty  Mediator,  who  stands 
a  relation  to  mankind  that  he  is  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost 
come  unto  God  by  him  ;  a  quickening  Spirit,  who  can  raise 
n  the  degradation  of  sin,  and  adorn  his  soul  with  those  divine 
ffhich  sin  had  robbed  it ;  and  a  rich  provision  of  means  subsi- 
the  attainment  of  these  precious  blessings,  which,  if  improved 
!  earnestness  becoming  the  high  destiny  at  stake,  will  leave  no 
r  the  waitings  of  disappointed  hope.  These  are  the  great  facts 
h  we  build  the  sinner's  obligation  to  repent  and  believe  the 
and  it  was  in  reference  to  them  that  our  Redeemer  uttered 
ider  expostulation — "  O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  how  would  I 
thered  thee  us  a  lieu  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings, 
wuldnot!" 

e  natural  government  of  God,  I  mean  that  almighty  and  all- 
ig  energy,  by  which  be  executes  the  decrees  and  purposes  of 
aal  mind  in  relation  to  every  thing  that  comes  to  pass.  In 
racter  he  acts  with  perfect  independence  of  the  will  of  his  crea- 
riribiting  himself  as  the  great  lam,  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  the 
ng  and  the  End.  All  things  that  live  and  move,  live  and  move 
as  the  continued  source  of  their  existence,  and  the  vital  prin- 
*  their  activity.  Nothing  falls  out  contrary  to,  or  beside  his 
;n  pleasure.  In  his  counsels  there  is  no  uncertainty  nor  con- 
) ;  there  are  no  hypothetical  arrangements.    This  government 
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stands  in  bold  and  strong  relief  to  his  moral  administration.  Iks 
latter  is  often  frustrated  in  its  purposes  through  the  free  wiH  of  ths 
creature,  which  it  has  bound  itself  to  respect — the  former  never;  fcr 
it  puts  in  requisition  all  the  resources  of  Omnipotence.  The  late 
only  declares  what  should  be ;  the  former  pronounces  in  every  can 
the  inexorable  shall.  The  latter  places  God  at  the  mercy  (if  I  may 
so  speak)  of  his  creature :  the  former  wipes  away  the  stain,  and  pilots 
the  creature  where  he  ought  to  be — under  the  footstool  of  God*  How 
sadly,  for  example,  was  Moral  Government  at  fault,  when  Adam  vio- 
lated the  great  federal  constitution,  which  so  much  care  had  bees 
taken  to  protect  from  violation !  But  the  other  saw  in  it  the  exact 
fulfilment  of  its  own  high  and  mysterious  purposes.  The  Israelites, 
in  the  time  of  Moses,  were  promised  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  no 
condition  was  required  of  them  beyond  their  power  to  perform :  yak 
they  rebelled,  and  vexed  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  their  carcases  fell  in  the 
wilderness.  Who  will  dare  to  insinuate,  that  the  Great  Being  was 
disappointed  by  the  issue  ?  The  Jews  were  under  every  obligation 
to  refrain  from  doing  violence  to  our  blessed  Lord,  and  refraining  was 
assuredly  not  beyond  the  range  of  physical  or  even  moral  ability.  Yet 
"they  crucified  him  ;"  and  Peter,  as  if  to  vindicate  the  Divine  admi- 
nistration against  the  charge  of  weakness  or  ignorance,-  expressly  tells 
us,  that  he  was  delivered  up  by  the  "  determinate  counsel  and  fore- 
knowledge of  God." 

Without  pretending  to  reveal  the  "hidden  links  of  harmony"  be- 
tween these  two  classes  of  facts,  I  am  fully  satisfied  with  believing 
them,  and  making  use  of  the  distinction  tor  every  purpose  to  which  it 
may  be  fairly  applied.  It  is  of  great  moment  in  the  present  connexion. 
As  the  moral  Governor,  God  has  made  sufficient  provision  for  sinful 
creatures.  The  blood  of  Christ  is  sufficient ;  the  renovating  power 
of  the  Spirit  is  sufficient;  the  outward  and  internal  means  of  grace 
are  sufficient.  But  the  fact,  the  undeniable  and  universal  fact  is,  that 
the  sinner  does  not  improve  his  advantages  so  as  to  secure  the  end. 
As  Pharaoh  refused  to  let  Israel  go,  as  Israel  refused  to  go  up  and  pos- 
sess the  land,  as  the  Jews  refused  to  honour  the  Messiah,  but  per- 
secuted him  to  the  death,  so  men,  under  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel, 
<'  having  eyes  to  see,  see  not,  having  ears  to  hear,  hear  not,  neither 
do  they  understand."    If  asked  to  give  a  reason  lying  farther  back

than  their  ovnrpenrene  wills,  I  can  onlj  reply  by  exclaiming,  M  Eves 
so,  Father*  lor  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight  I"  Toe  holy  and  mighty 
Sovereign  of  the  universe,  in  execution  of  designs  concerning  which 
be  will  not  suffer  himself  to  be  questioned,  withholds  those  effusions 
of  energy  and  vital  .influence,  which  would  have  drawn  forth  their 
powers  into  appropriate  action,  and  secured  a  full  improvement  on 
their  part  of  offered  mercies.  He  leaves  them  to  themselves,  to  that 
natural  defectibility  which  enters  into  our  very  idea  of  a  creature,  and 
cannot  be  separated  from  it  by  the  most  refined  abstraction.  To  this 
statement  we  allow  no  exception,  not  even  in  the  case  of  the  elect. 
All  misimprove  the  gifts  bestowed  upon  them  ;  all  are  unprofitable 
servants,  who  bury  their  talents  in  the  earth.  But  here  the  infinite 
loving-kindness  of  God  their  Saviour  appears,  that  the  guilt  of  do* 
spising  the  offers  of  mercy,  contracted  by  them  equally  with  others,  is 
net  had  to  their  account.  God  does  not  withdraw  his  assistance  when 
it  has  been  forfeited  by  their  repeated  rebellions,  but  continues  to 
urge  and  importune  them  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  allowing  them  bo 
rest  of  conscience,  embittering  their  worldly  comforts,  rousing  them 
from  their  frequent  torpors  by  new  impulses  from  day  to  day,  until 
they  are  led  by  his  strong  though  gentle  hand  to  the  point,  at  which 
the  "  new  creature"  is  formed  within  them  to  the  praise  of  the  glory 
of  his  grace.  All  the  dispensations  of  his  providence  are  arranged  in 
subserviency  to  this  premeditated  result.  Every  step  is  ordered ;  and 
the  most  trifling  incident  in  common  lifo  is  a  link  in  that  golden  chain 
by  which  he  draws  the  objects  of  his  everlasting  love  to  his  parental 
bosom.  So  that  the  simple  and  precise  reason  why  the  salvation  of 
the  Gospel  meets  with  such  a  different  reception  from  men,  is  the 
solution  given  by  the  apostle — "  The  election  hath  obtained  it,  the  rest 
are  blinded." 

Viewed  in  this  light,  and  in  connexion  with  natural  government,  the 
means  of  spiritual  renovation  are  not  so  properly  helps  placed  within 
reach  of  the  unregenerate,  about  to  be  efficacious  in  proportion  to  their 
activity  in  improving  them,  as  the  instruments  by  which  God  executes  his 
sovereign  purposes,  in  spite  of  their  inertness  and  opposition.*  They 
are  his  means,  rather  than  the  sinner's,  and  the  issue  will  redound 
exclusively  to  the  praise  of  his  great  name. 

Now,  when  I  ask  which  of  these  views  lie  at  the  foundation  of  moral 
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obligation ;  which  of  them  I  must  press  on  my  unrenewed 
when  I  tell  him  to  repent  and  believe  the  Gospel ;  1  answer  without 
hesitation,  that  it  is  the  consideration  of  God  in  his  reeiorai  or  nmd 
capacity,  and  that  consideration  only.    With  the  secret  purposes  of  tbt 
Holy  One,  with  the  mysterious  agencies  which  he  employs  in  accom- 
plishing them,  1  have  no  concern.     Whether  a  sinner  within  reach  of 
the  preacher's  voice  be  elect  or  non-elect,  is  a  question  which  should 
never  come  across  his  imagination.  So  sure  as  he  parleys  with  it  a  asngb 
moment,  it  will  cast  its  dark  shadow  over  him  in  his  ministerial  work. 
"Secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord,  but  the  things  which  are  revealed 
belong  to  us  and  our  children,  that  we  may  do  them."     The  "  things 
that  are  revealed  "  are  the  great  principles  of  the  Gospel  as  a  gra- 
cious provison  for  sinful  men.     They  are  the.  doctrines  of  an  all-suf- 
ficient  Saviour,  a  sanctifying  Spirit,  and  a  glorious  immortality. 
Means  and  helps  of  every  kind  suited  to  a  rational  nature  are  sop- 
plied,  and  an  unqualified  intimation  is  given,  that "  if  we  seek  we  shall 
find,  if  wo  knock  it  shall  be  opened."     Why  the  minister  of  Christ 
should  not  exhibit  these  truths  as  fearlessly  and  frankly  as  if  there  were 
no  other  in  the  world,  I  am  quite  unable  to  understand.     So  the  apos- 
tles preached,  and  the  more  closely  they  arc  followed,  the  greater  will 
be  the  success  attending  our  ministrations.     Indeed,  to  suffer  oar 
minds,  or  those  of  our  hearers,  to  be  disturbed  in  the  discussion  of 
obligation  by  any  side  glances  into  the  deep  and  fathomless  abyss  of 
natural  government,  appears  to  me  little  less  than  a  gross  absurdity. 
I  find  no  sermons  constructed  on  such  a  principle  in  the  word  of  God. 
Moses  announced  the  divine  will  to  the  Egyptian  monarch,  that  be 
should  let  the  people  go,  without  feeling  the  necessity  of  guarding  hit 
proposition  by  assuring  him  that  his  disobedience  was  already  provided 
for  in  the  divine  purpose.     With  the  same  freedom  he  asserted  the 
duty  and  right  of  his  nation  to  go  up  and  possess  the  promised  land, 
though  they  were  destined,. with  a  few  solitary  exceptions,  to  fall  in  the 
wilderness.     So  Jesus  preached  to  his  murderers,  though  he  knew  that 
for  this  very  end  he  came  into  the  world,  that  he  might  perish  by  their 
hands.     Election  I  believe  to  be  not  only  a  true,  but  a  godly  and  edi- 
fying doctrine.   It  must  be  exhibited,  however,  in  its  proper  connexions 
— resembling  those  potent  medicines  which,  injudiciously  administered 
kill  instead  of  cure.     The  omission  of  it,  and  of  the  other  truths  be- 
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longing  to  the  tame  class,  which  is  charged  upon  my  sermon  at  a 
serious  fault,  was  not  an  oversight,  but  the  result  of  calm  deliberation. 
The  discourse  was  intended  to  press  upon  the  sinner  a  sense  of  his 
privileges  and  responsibility ;  and  I  studiously  avoided  a  subject  which, 
beside  its  entire  irrelevancy,  would,  if  noticed,  have  awakened  new 
objections  in  his  mind.  Such  prudence  and  circumspection  I  find  pro- 
scribed to  me  in  the  admirable  canon  of  our  church  on  Divine  PredeeU- 
nation — "  As  the  doctrine  of  election  is  clearly  revealed  in  the  Scrip- 
tores  of  both  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  so  it  is  still  to  be  published, 
m  due  time  and  place,  in  the  church  of  God,  for  which  it  was  peculiarly 
designed  ;  provided  it  be  done  with  reverence,  in  the  spirit  of  discre- 
tion and  piety,  for  the  glory  of  God's  most  holy  name,  and  for  en- 
livening and  comforting  his  people,  without  vainly  attempting  to 
investigate  the  secret  ways  of  the  Most  High."

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  Report  was 
emended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  submit  to  the  General  Synod 
the  following  Report  in  relation  to  the  various  subjects  committed  to 
them  : 

1.  Of  Rutgers  College. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  College  claiming  the  particular  attention  of  the  Synod  ;  the  whole 
number  of  students  at  present  is  85,  a  greater  number  than  has  been 
reported  in  any  previous  year  since  its  revival.  For  a  particular 
account  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  the  Committee  refer  to  the 
Report  of  the  Board  itself,  while  at  the  same  time  they  recommend  it 
to  the  continued  patronage  of  the  community  at  large,  and  especially 
to  the  members  of  our  own  denomination. 

2.  Scholarship*. 

There  are  now  five  Scholarships  belonging  to  the  Synod,  the 
Heyer,  the  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  William  Paterson  Van  Rensse- 
laer, Rutgers,  and  Cornell. 
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The  Ainds  constituting  these  scholarships,  excepting  the  Heyer 
scholarship,  are  now  instrusted  to  the  care  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Education ;  these  funds  your  Committee  conceive  would  bt 
most  appropriately  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Cor 
poration,  and  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resola- 
tion : 

Resolved*  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  authorized  to  receive 
from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  the  funds  constitution 
said  scholarships,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  same,  together  witk 
those  of  the  Heyer  scholarship,  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 


The  Committee  are  happy  to  inform  the  Synod,  that  a 
has  been  bequeathed  to  the  Church  by  the  late  John  WyckoJT,  jun.,  of 
New-Shannock9  and  his  executors  having  requested  to  know  to 
whom  it  shall  be  paid,  the  Committee  recommend  the  following 
resolutions : 

*  1.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  empowered  to 
receive  the  said  $2500  from  the  executors  of  the  late  John  Wyckoff, 
jun.  and  that  its  proceeds  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

2.  Resolved,  That  from  all  the  information  which  your  Committee 
have  obtained  in  relation  to  this  bequest,  they  deem  it  no  more  than 
just  that  the  executors  should  pay,  together  with  the  principal,  interest 
on  the  sum,  commencing  a  year  after  the  death  of  said  John 
Wyckoff,  jun. 

3.  Beneficiaries.  * 

The  following  persons  are  recommended  to  receive  aid  from  the 
Van  Benschoten  and  Miss  Knox  Funds :  Peter  Richtroeyer,  from  the 
Classis  of  Ulster ;  Alexander  C.  Millspaugh,  from  the  Classis  of 
Orange,  and  George  E.  Hand,  from  the  Classis  of  Cayuga.  In  rela- 
tion to  these  applications  the  Committee  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  individuals  be  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  to  receive  aid  from  said  funds. 
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'  John  Quick  ii  recommended  by  the  dassis  of  Philadelphia*  to  bo 
placed  upon  the  Wyckoff  scholarship. 

Resolved,  That  this  recommendation  be  adopted,  and  that  he  be 
assisted  from  said  scholarship. 

The  Committee  deem  it  due  to  Robert  O.  Currie,  a  former  benefi- 
ciary of  Synod,  to  state  that  he  has  refunded  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Rutgers  College,  510  dollars,  the  whole  amount  received  from  said 
Treasurer  to  aid  him  in  the  prosecution  of  his  studies  for  the  Gos- 
pel Ministry.     The  Committee  are  induced  to  take  this  notice  of 
the  fact,  that  others  may  be  influenced  to  imitate  his  example. 

4.  Theological  Student*. 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Students  of  the  The- 
ological College,  containing  a  request  concurred  in  by  the  Theologi- 
cal Professors,  to  fix  the  time  of  the  annual  examination  before  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  on  the  week  preceding  the  annual  com- 
mencement of  the  Literary  Institution. 

Resolved*  That  hereafter  the  annual  examination  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Students  be  held  on  the  Thursday  of  the  week  preceding  the 
commencement  of  Rutgers  College. 

Another  communication  from  Jacob  Ennis,  a  Theological  Stu- 
dent, has  been  referred  to  your  Committee,  in  which  he  requests 
that  the  Board  of  Superintendents  may  be  permitted  to  recommend 
bim  for  licensure,  providing  he  shall  then  be  found  well  acquainted 
with  the  first  two  years  of  the  Theological  course,  and  so  much  of  the 
third,  as  they  shall  deem  the  more  indispensable*  The  Committee 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  reasons  of  this  request,  and  therefore  cannot 
recommend  a  departure  in  his  case  from  the  usual  course  prescribed 
lor  Theological  Students  in  our  Seminary.  They  conceive  that  a 
compliance  with  this  request  would  have  a  tendency  to  multiply  ap- 
plications of  this  kind  at  every  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

5.  Library  of  the  late  Professor  De  Witt. 

It  appears  by  a  reference  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Meeting,  that 
there  then  remained  due  thereon  $797  49.  During  the  past  year  very 
little  has  been  received  by  the  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
There  are,  however,  many  Churches  which  have  not  complied  with

the  resolution  of  Synod  recommending  a  general  collection  for  tbt 
purchase  of  this  Library,  and  your  Committee  recommend  the  fallow 
ing  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  Committee  be  continued,  and  that  thy 
direct  circular  letters  to  the  several  congregations  who  have  Ml 
attended  to  the  order  of  Synod,  and  continue  their  application  fcf 
private  donations. 

6.  References  from  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick* 

The  following  references  have  been  made  to  your  Committal 
from  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick. 

1 .  When  an  ordained  minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
who,  while  he  was  pursuing  his  studies  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  re- 
ceived aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund,  but  who  has  not  given  tba 
usual  legal  security  to  repay  the  amount  which  he  has  received,  and 
wishes  to  leave  our  Church,  and  to  unite  himself  with  another 
Church,  and  applies  to  Classis  to  furnish  him  with  such  dismission, 
till  he  has  given  the  usual  legal  security  and  obligation  to  refund  the 
money  thus  received. 

2.  Whether  it  be  proper  for  Classis  to  give  an  ordained  minister, 
in  our  Church,  a  dismission,  to  join  another  Church  or  ecclesiastical 
body,  with  which  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  has  no  ecclesiastical 
intercourse  or  connexion. 

In  relation  to  these  references  your  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to 
answer  the  last  in  the  affirmative,  and  in  relation  to  the  former,  they 
recommend  that  the  Classis  be  directed  to  the  printed  Minnies  ef 
June,  1827,  (Art.  15.)  and  that  while  they  grant  such  dismission,  they 
give  notice  at  the  same  time  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the  fact  that 
such  individual  has  become  connected  with  another  denomination. 

7.  Committee  to  examine  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Miss  Knox  Fvait. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Miss  Knox  Funds,  from  the 
year  1814  to  1823,  have  discharged  their  duty  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner.  It  appears  from  their  report  that  the  Van  Benschoten 
Fund  has  sustained  some  losses.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state  tba 
amount,  inasmuch  as  your  Committee  believe  that  they  were  owing

to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees* 
They  occurred  principally  at  the  close  of  the  late  war,  on  account  of 
unexampled  depreciation  of  real  estate,  upon  which  the  moneys  had 
been  loaned.  They  cannot,  however,  entirely  exculpate  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  in  not  annually  auditing  this  account,  as  appears  to 
have  been  the  case  from  1814  to  1819,  and  again  in  April,  1822. 
This  neglect,  it  is  hoped,  will  not  again  occur,  and  therefore  your 
Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  more  on  the  subject,  than  to 
remind  the  Board  of  their  responsibility  as  Trustees  for  the  faithful 
guardianship  of  this  fund  in  behalf  of  the  General  Synod.  The  whole 
amount  of  principal  of  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund  is  $19,880,  of  the 
Miss  Knox  Fund  $2000,  and  therefore  an  annual  interest  from  these 
two  sources  of  $1320  may  be  expected  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
poses of  educating  indigent  pious  youth,  who  are  preparing  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry. 

8.  Board  of  Corporation. 

It  appears  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  that  there 
continues  to  be  no  little  embarrassment,  arising  from  the  want  of  funds 
to  sustain  our  Theological  Professors.  The  sum  of  $30,000,  to  con- 
stitute a  third  professorship,  your  committee  hoped  would  ere  this 
hare  been  realized,  and  entirely  relieved  the  pressure  under  which 
the  Synod  have  so  long  laboured  :  but  this  has  not  been  done.  The 
measures  recommended  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  debt  of  $4000  which  the  Synod  had  contracted,  as 
well  ts  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  have  been  with- 
out success.  Though  the  Board  directed  Circulars  to  all  the  churches, 
soliciting  collections,  they  say  that  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the 
churches  in  the  city  of  New- York,  little  attention  has  been  paid  to 
them.  Though  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  aid  from  the 
Consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Churches  in  New-York,  to  assist  General 
Synod  in  discharging  the  above-mentioned  debt  of  $4000,  and  also  to 
grant  them  an  annuity  of  $1500,  until  the  resources  of  Synod  should 
render  such  aid  unnecessary,  that  Consistory,  so  distinguished  in  time 
past  for  their  readiness  to  appropriate  a  portion  of  their  ample  funds 
to  relieve  the  Synod  from  their  embarrassments,  have  not  responded 
as  was  anticipated  to  their  request*  Under  these  circumstances  your 
Committee  have  been  greatly  perplexed  to  know  what  course  should 
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be  recommended  for  the  action  of  Synod.  They  feel,  however,  that 
something  must  be  done,  and  that  immediately,  to  save  the  Perma- 
nent Fund  already  collected,  and  to  increase  it  to  an  amount  that  wBB 
be  fully  adequate  by  its  proceeds  to  sustain  our  Theological  College, 
and  put  this  whole  matter,  in  relation  to  funds,  for  ever  at  rest  The 
Committee  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  allow  the  Board  of  Corporation 
to  borrow  from  the  Permanent  Fund  of  Synod,  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  annual  expenses  which  cannot  be  met  by  the  interest 
of  said  fund,  inasmuch  as  the  faith  of  the  church  is  pledged  against 
such  a  course,  and  because  the  General  Synod  have  again  and  again 
decided  that  the  principal  shall  not  be  touched.  This  refusal,  on  the 
part  of  the  Synod,  has  led  to  another  cause  of  difficulty  with  the 
Board  itself;  they  say  they  cannot  consent  to  continue  in  the  unplea- 
sant situation  in  which  they  are  placed  at  present ;  being  obliged 
either  to  permit  the  character  of  the  Synod  to  be  injured,  or  to  violate 
their  instructions  by  paying  their  just  debts ;  and  they  respectfully 
state,  that  they  would  feel  relieved  if  General  Svnod  would  discharge 
them  and  appoint  other  persons  to  fill  their  places.  But  if  the  pre- 
sent Board  should  be  re-elected,  and  consent  to  serve,  they  wish  it  to 
be  understood,  that  Synod  must  provide  the  means  of  discharging  their 
debts,  or  the  Board  will  hereafter  pay  only  so  much  of  the  Professors1 
salaries,  and  other  responsibilities  of  Synod,  as  the  funds  in  their  hands 
for  these  special  purposes  will  enable  them  to  discharge.  The  Board, 
in  using  this  language,  have  probably  forgotten  that  in  1831  tbey  re- 
quested that  the  sole  power  of  collecting  funds  to  supply  all  deficien- 
cies should  be  committed  to  them,  accompanied  with  the  assurance 
that  such  deficiencies  should  be  obtained  and  permanently  provided 
for.  In  view  of  this  pledge,  your  Committee  were  not  prepared  for 
the  language  which  they  now  hold  ;  and  as  they  seem  to  express  in 
unwillingness  to  continue  any  longer  in  their  present  offices,  it  is  a 
matter  of  serious  inquiry,  notwithstanding  the  gratitude  felt  for  their 
past  services,  and  the  high  respect  which  General  Synod  entertain  for 
them  personally,  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  make  an  entire  change 
in  the  Board. 

It  appears  from  a  Report  of  one  of  the  Committee  to  obtain  an  in- 
crease of  830,000  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  Abraham  Van  Nest,  Esq. 
that  they  have  obtained  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $13,000,  and 
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%  1160  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  year  past.  There  can  be  little 
doubt,  from  the  information  which  your  Committee  have,  that  with 
proper  exertions,  the  {13,000  can  be  increased  to  {30,000  before  the 
next  meeting  of  General  Synod ;  and  as  the  subscribers  to  the  {13,000 
already  obtained,  although  not  bound  by  their  subscriptions  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  same,  having  done  so  the  past  year,  will  no  doubt  be 
willing  to  do  so  for  the  present  year,  there  is  a  prospect  that  the  Sy- 
nod will  not  be  seriously  embarrassed  for  the  current  year,  and  soon 
be  placed  in  a  situation  to  meet  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  support 
of  their  Theological  College  from  the  interest  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 
This  fund  may  also  be  increased  by  the  collection  of  old  subscriptions 
which  are  still  due. 

In  view  of  the  whole  subject  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
your  Committee  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  Richard  Duryee,  Rev.  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
Jacob  Schoonmaker,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  George  W.  Bethune  be  added 
to  the  Committee  already  appointed  to  obtain  {30,000. 

2.  Resolved,  That  any  one  of  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  as- 
sociate with  him  any  person  or  persons  he  may  deem  proper  to  aid 
in  effecting  the  foregoing  object 

8.  Resolved,  That  Rev.  Jacob  Brodhead,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Jacob 
Schoonmaker,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Jacob  J.  Jane  way,  D.  D.,  Rev.  S.  A.  Van 
Vranken,  and  Rev.  James  B.  Hardenbergh,  be  a  committee  to  apply 
to  the  Consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Churches  for  such  deficiencies  as 
may  occur  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Theological  College  for 
the  current  year. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  pay  the  interest 
upon  the  sum  of  {4000  for  the  present  year. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Ministers  and  Consistories,  to  whom  the 
Circulars  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  been  addressed,  are  earn- 
estly requested  by  General  Synod  to  attend  to  the  collection  of  the 
unpaid  Subscriptions  to  the  Permanent  Fund  as  early  as  practicable. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  employ  a  temporary 
agent,  or  adopt  such  other  measures  as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  ob- 
tain the  residue  of  the  old  Subscriptions.

Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  express  in  their  Report  the  hope 
that  u  this  united  and  harmonious  action,  now  publicly  announced, 
will  conciliate  the  favour  of  the  whole  Church,  and  call  forth  her 
most  efficient  energies  upon  the  exceedingly  important  subject  of  her 

domestic  Missions.*9 

Tour  Committee  are  inclined  to  believe,  that  an  Agent  or  Agents 
will  be  found  necessary  to  carry  on  Missionary  operations  with  effi- 
ciency and  success.  Were  all  our  Ministers  and  Consistories  dili- 
gently and  perseveringly  to  attend  to  the  business  of  raising  funds,  no 
Agent  would  be  needed.  But  experience  proves,  that  many  require 
to  be  reminded  of  their  duty,  by  occasional  visits  from  Agents,  who 
spend  all  their  time,  or  a  portion  of  it,  in  raising  funds  for  Missionary 
purposes.  But  they  think  this  subject  should  be  referred  ibr  consi- 
deration to  your  Board,  and  that  they  should  be  authorized  to  employ 
mil  Agent  or  Agents,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  proper. 

Tour  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  have  heard  with  pleasure,  that  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  have  become 
auxiliary,  and  that  they  will  hereafter  act  in  harmonious  concert  in 
the  important  business  of  Domestic  Missions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  deeply  regret  any  inattention  to  the 
duty  of  collecting  and  forwarding  moneys  to  their  Board  for  Mission- 
ary purposes,  and  to  assist  them  in  imparting  aid  to  feeble  congrega- 
tions, and  sending  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  ;  and  they  exhort  and 
entreat  the  churches  to  awake  to  increased  efforts  in  the  great  cause 
of  Domestic  Missions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  employing  an  Agent  or  Agents,  in  raising 
funds,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  employ  for  this  purpose,  from 
time  to  time,  an  Agent  or  Agents. 

An  interesting  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  German  population 
beyond  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  who  originally  belonged  to  the 
Reformed  German  Church,  was  presented  to  Synod  by  the  Ber. 
B.  C.  Wolff,  delegate  from  that  church.     In  taking  leave  of  Synod, 
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he  gave  an  affecting  representation  of  the  destitution  in  regard  to  the 
Gospel  and  its  ordinances,  of  that  increasing  population,  of  their  ex- 
posure to  the  proselyting  designs  of  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  of  the 
inability  of  the  Church  he  represented  to  afford  them  adequate  assist- 
ance. He  stated  that  the  first  churches  in  their  connexion  had  heen 
Jbonded  by  the  church  in  Holland ;  he  said  that  our  church  was  re- 
garded as  their  elder  sister ;  and  ho  appealed  to  our  sympathies,  and 
asked  whether  our  church  could  not,  in  some  consistent  way,  afford 
Missionary  aid  to  that  destitute  population. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Committee  recommend  for  adoption 
the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  has  heard  with  deep  interest  the  state- 
ment of  the  delegate  from  the  German  Reformed  Church,  respecting 
the  destitute  condition  of  many  of  the  Congregations  of  that  denomi- 
nation, and  especially  of  the  situation  of  the  numerous  German  emi- 
grants continually  landing  on  our  shores,  and  settling  in  distant  parts 
of  our  country*  unprovided  with  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  ministry. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  this  Synod,  to  the  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church,  be  instructed  to  confer  with  that  body  as 
to  the  measures  proper  to  be  employed,  to  enable  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  to  co-operate  with  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the 
cases  above  mentioned. 

Resolved,  That  the  destitute  condition  of  the  German  emigrants, 
and  persons  speaking  the  German  language,  be  recommended  to  the 
immediate  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  they  be  au- 
thorized to  employ  such  Missionaries  among  them  as  they  may  deem 
expedient 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  it  appears,  that 
although  they  have  made  no  special  efforts  for  raising  funds,  they  have 
received  the  last  year  $3905  69.  In  consequence  of  a  letter  from  the 
Rev.  David  Abeel  on  the  subject,  the  Board  immediately  forwarded  a 
letter  expressing  approbation  of  his  suggestion,  and  instructing  him 
to  visit  Holland,  and  confer  with  the  Netherlands  Missionary  Society, 
end  the  Ecclesiastical  authorities,  in  reference  to  the  Missionary  field 
within  the  colonial  possessions  of  the  Dutch  government  in  the  East 
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Indies;  and  also  to  confer,  if  he  should  deem  it  expedient,  with  the 
civil  authorities,  to  ascertain  what  approbation  and  facilities  might  be 
expected. 

The  propriety  of  opening  a  correspondence  with  the  churches  in 
Holland,  in  relation  to  the  field  for  Missionary  operations  within  the 
East  India  possessions  of  the  Dutch  Government,  and  an  attempt  to 
obtain  a  concert  of  measures  in  occupying  it,  is  deemed  by  the  Board 
a  subject  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions  :— 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions  in  the  churches  under  their  jurisdiction. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  approve  the  conduct  of  the  Board  in 
giving  instructions  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abeel  to  visit  Holland,  for  the 
purposes  above  stated. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  open  a  correspond- 
ence with  the  churches  in  Holland,  in  relation  to  Missionary  opera- 
tions in  the  East  India  possessions  of  the  Dutch  government* 

4.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  not  only  to  our  churches, 
but  to  all  individuals  belonging  to  our  churches,  to  transmit  their  con- 
tributions and  donations  designed  for  Foreign  Missions  to  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  Synod's  Board. 

The  Committee  find  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  American- 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  credited  to  our  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  $662  79,  while  the  Treasurer  reports  $2106  12}, 
This  difference  is  explained  in  a  letter  to  the  Treasurer,  which  he 
read  to  Synod,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee.

ARTICLE   V. 

Correspondence. 

The  Rev.  George  Wack,  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  ap- 
peared in  Synod,  and  having  presented  testimonials  of  his  appoint. 
ment,  took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding  member. 

The  Delegate  from  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  laid  upon  the 
tablet  fourteen  copies  of  the  <(  Proceedings  of  the  Synod  of  the  Ger- 
man Reformed  Church"  at  their  last  meeting,  which  were  distributed 
among  the  members. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : —

That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Ger-

ARTICLE   VI. 

Synodical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  a  Prayer  meeting  be  held  in  this  place  at  6  o'clock 
every  morning  during  the  session  of  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plicating the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod 
and  upon  the  Churches* 
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In  conformity  with  a  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part  of 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  Committee  of 
Arrangements. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  Report 
was  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Report  on  the  state  of  Re- 
ligion, beg  leave  te  present  the  following  s — 

It  does  not  appeal4  that  any  extensive  revival  has"  been  experienced 
in  any  of  our  churches  except  Ithica  ;  still,  refreshing  seasons  have 
been  enjoyed  by  several.  Among  these  are  Coeyxnans,  Claverack, 
2d  Albany,  Greenbush,  Nassau,  Union  Village,  Easlon,  Schoharie, 
Curry  town,  Utica,  Caroline,  Farmersville,  and  Prattsville.  The 
\vhole  number  received  into  communion  on  confession  of  their  faith* 
in  all  our  churches,  is  1078.  Deduct  from  this  number  the  deaths 
Viz— 325,  and  we  have  an  increase  of  753.  The  total  number  now 
in  communion,  according  to  the  statistical  tables  is  21,286.  The 
number  of  souls  in  all  our  congregations,  as  far  as  reported  in  the 
same  tables,  is  83,003. 

The  increase  of  numbers,  however,  is  not  always  an  increase  of 
strength.  The  Committee,  therefore,  feel  happy,  to  be  enabled  by  the 
minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  to  add,  that  the  gospel  is  faithfully 
preached;  that  harmony  in  essential  doctrines  prevails;  that  an  uncom- 
mon spirit  of  union  is  diffused  ;  that  the  monthly  concerts  of  prayer 
Tare  generally  observed ;  that  Sabbath  school,  Bible  class,  and  Catec- 
hetical exercises  are  sustained  ;  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  the 
benevolent  operations  of  the  day;  and  that  the  missionary  spirit  be* 
gins  to  be  deeply  felt  in  our  Theological  Seminaries.  It  deserves  to 
be  distinctly  noticed,  that  the  temperance  reformation  is  still  on  the 
advance.  It  is,  moreover,  Worthy  of  special  record,  that  such  a  spirit 
t)f  liberality  has  manifested  itself  among  the  wealthier  part  of  our 
brethren  and  friends,  as  to  pay  off  the  whole  debt  of  the  Synod,  and 
'to  complete  the  endowment  of  the  3d  professorship ;  so  that  the  Se* 
roinary  now  stands  on  an  independent  footing.  These  things  afford 
abundant  cause  for  gratitude  and  praise. 
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This,  however,  is  not  the  whole  truth  respecting  the  state  of  reli- 
gion within  our  hounds.    There  is,  also,  a  darker  side  to  the  picture. 
We  have  the  testimony  of  both  the  Particular  Synods*  that  there  it 
cause  of  humiliation  as  well  as  of  joy.     In  the  midst  of  a  great  deal 
of  outward  prosperity,  there  is  not  in  every  case,  a  high  degree  of  vi- 
tal religion  ;    amidst  a  regular  attendance  upon  public  ordinances 
there  is  not  always  a  corresponding  degree  of  spirituality.     It  may 
be  that  the  evidence  on  which  members  are  admitted,  is  not  always 
as  discriminative  and  decisive  as  it  should  be.     At  any  rate,  our  mem- 
bers do  not  always  prove  themselves  to  be  a  peculiar  people  by  being 
fcealous  of  good  works.    There  is  often  among  them  too  much  confor- 
mity to  the  world.    We  profess  to  be  the  self  denying  and  devoted  fol- 
lowers of  One,  who  sacrificed  himself  for  the  salvation  of  men,  to  be 
brethren  of  those  who  loved  not  their  lives  unto  death,  and  to  be  en- 
listed under  banners,  which  shall  neither  be  furled  nor  deserted*  till 
all  mankind  shall  submit  to  the  sceptre  of  Emmanuel ;  till  the  riches 
of  the  Gentiles  shall  be  laid  as  mighty  trophies  at  the  feet  of  our 
great  Captain.     Now,  if  we  look  over  any  of  the  congregations  in 
this  prosperous  country,  how  little  do  we  appear  like  good  soldiers, 
armed  and  equipped  for  the  conquest  of  the  world !      Truth  and 
meekness,  hnmility,  faith  and  love,  arc  not,  to  the  extent  they  should 
be,  either  our  ornaments  or  our  armour.     The  maxims,  habits,  and 
tempers,  which  prevail  around  us,  have,  in  no  small  degree,  been  ad- 
mitted within  the  sacred  enclosure  of  the  church.     Of  late,  lor  in- 
stance, there  has  sprung  up  a  most  extraordinary  spirit  of  commer- 
cial speculation,  and  of  a  haste  to  be  rich,  which  has  not  confined  itself 
to  the  secular  portion  of  the  community.     It  is  to  be  apprehended, 
that  in  the  progress  of  this  spirit,  there  are  brethren  who  will  pierce 
themselves  through  with  many  sorrows.      We  are  informed  too,  that 
the  general  prevalence  of  Sabbath  breaking  has  had  a  sensible  influ- 
ence upon  the  church,  in  the  way  of  desecrating  holy  time.      Even 
the  cause  of  temperance  in  some  cases  is  yet  compelled  to  stand  with- 
out knocking  for  admittance.     In  a  few  churches,  moreover,  the  great 
cause  of  benevolence  is  not  sustained  or  befriended.     In  some  in- 
stances the  monthly  concerts  for  prayer  are  wholly  neglected,  and  in 
many  others  but  thinly  attended.     From  these  things  it  is  evident  that 
we  are  not  possessed  of  that  strong  and  olevated  tone  of  practical 
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piety  which  is  essential  to  the  efficiency  of  the  church,  and  the  free 
course  of  the  gospel.    Thefe  is  not  enough  of  that  spirit  of  self-deni- 
al, and  self-consecration,  which  the  times  demand.      While  there 
is  a  good  degree  of  pecuniary  liberality,  there  is  not  a  proportional  de- 
gree of  self-devotement.    To  the  question  "  whom  shall  we  send,  and 
who  will  go  for  us  ?"  there  is  not  always  the  ready  response  of  the 
prophet, "  Here  am  I ;  send  me."     It  is  comparatively  an  easy  thing 
for  one  rich  city  to  say  to  another,  "  we  will  raise  such  an  amount  of 
money,  do  yon  the  same."      But  it  is  more  trying  to  say,  "we 
have  here  so  many  young  men  who  are  ready  to  go  to  the  heathen; 
how  many  have  you  ?"    The  truth  is,  that  the  very  prosperity  of  our 
benevolent  enterprize  at  present,  indicates  its  deficiency*     We  hear 
it  from  every  side,  that  there  is  not  so  much  a  want  of  money  as  of 
men.    If  the  tidings  of  so  much  money  raised  had  been  accompanied 
by  the  tidings  of  so  many  of  our  sons,  who  had  during  the  year  enter* 
ed  the  foreign  field,  it  would  have  given  more  decisive  evidence  of  the 
extent  to  which  the  King  of  Zion  truly  reigns  in  the  hearts  of  our 
members.     It  is  true,  that  our  church  is  not  alone  in  this  lamentation; 
it  is  true,  likewise,  that  the  missionary  spirit  is  operating  in  our  so* 
miliary,  and  that  it  is  spreading  among  our  people  ;  but  it  cannot  yet 
be  said  that  throughout  our  bounds  we  practically  feel  all  our  inter* 
eats  and  desires,  so  identified  with  Christ's,  as  to  have  none  distinct 
from  His.     Neither  as  individuals  nor  a  community,  do  we  sufficiently 
feel  that  His  interests  and  ours  are  one  ;  that  as  a  practical  matter  we 
have  embarked  in  the  same  great  cause  with  him  ;  that  we  are  willing 
personally,  to  forsake  houses  and  lands,  and  brethren,  for  his  sake* 
and  the  gospel's ;  that  in  a  word  our  fellowship — our  oneness  of  in- 
terest and  of  feeling,  is  with  the  Father  and  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ 
A  further  proof  of  the  same  thing,  is  the  small  number  of  our  own 
eons  who  enter  the  Seminary.    In  a  denomination  where  there  is  an 
unusually  great  proportion  of  professors,  how  happens  it  that  so  few 
are  willing  to  devout  themselves  to  the  ministry  ?  Why  are  not  all  our 
churches  supplied ;  and  why  are  not  the  new  openings,  which  invite 
us,  occupied  ?  Is  it  not  because  there  is  not  enough  of  that  self-conse- 
crating spirit,  under  the  impulse  of  which  men  will  cheerfully  under- 
go toils  and  trials  for  the  sake  of  doing  good  ?  Is  there  not  reason 
therefore,  to  entreat  the  youth  of  our  church,  by  the  mercies  of  God, 
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that  they  present  themselves  a  living  sacrifice,  holy  and  acceptable  to 
God,  which  is  their  reasonable  service. 

Such  are  evils,  or  at  least  deficiencies  to  be  deplored  among  us. 
Now  what  is  the  remedy  ?  It  has  been  suggested  by  one  of  the  Parti* 
cular  Synods  that  the  primary  cause  of  such  things  lies  in  the  want  of 
co-operation,  on  the  part  of  lay  members  of  the  church.  Without 
subscribing  to  this  opinion,  or  admitting  that  laymen  are  less  efficient 
in  their  places  than  ministers  ;  we  are  reminded  by  this  suggestion  of 
the  very  important  services  which  our  lay  brethren  may  render  to  tht 
gospel.  To  say  nothing  of  those  effectual  fervent  prayers  which  they 
as  much  as  ministers,  may  day  and  night  present  before  the  mercy 
seat  of  God,  we  cannot  suffer  this  opportunity  to  pass,  without  com- 
mending to  them  that  mode  of  operation  which  has  recently -been 
productive  of  so  much  good.  We  allude  to  direct  personal  efforts  for 
the  conversion  of  individuals,  in  connection  with  tract  distribution. 
It  is  easy  to  see  how,  that  by  this  means,  many  persons  may  be 
brought  to  hear  the  gospel,  who  now  never  hear  it ;  how  many  chil- 
dren may  be  gathered  and  taught  in  Sabbath  Schools,  who  now  re- 
ceive no  religious  instruction.  Beyond  this  it  is  easy  to  see  how 
that  by  judicious  and  feeling  personal  address,  individuals  may  bo 
induced  to  attend  to  the  salvation  of  their  sonls.  There  are  many 
facts  which  demonstrate  the  practicability  of  this  mode  of  doing 
good.  We  have  the  biography  of  an  individual,  lately  published, 
who  in  this  way,  had  been  the  means  of  hopefully  converting  one 
hundred  persons.  The  Directors  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  re- 
port not  less  than  thirty  or  forty  conversions  monthly,  by  this  mode  of 
operation.  We  do  not  advocate  any  interference  with  the  regular 
ministry  by  laymen,  or  any  usurpation  of  official  functions  with  which 
they  have  not  been  invested  ;  but  only  such  private  appeals  to  the 
conscience's  any  man  may  with  propriety  address  to  a  neighbour,  for 
whose  salvation  he  feels.  It  is  at  least,  very  certain,  that  our  lay 
brethren  might  do  a  great  deal  more  than  has  heretofore  been  com- 
mon, in  the  way  of  direct  effort  for  the  immediate  conversion  of  their 
children.  We  have  all  too  much  contented  ourselves  with  a  vague 
hope  of  a  blessing  upon  our  instructions  at  an  uncertain  future,  and 
not  sufficiently  looked,  with  the  faith  and  earnestness  of  the  Syro  Pbe- 
nician  woman,  for  an  immediate  blessing.    In  the  Sabbath  School 
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k>,  there  is  a  most  appropriate  sphere  for  the  exertion*  of  laymen. 

Then  the  members  of  a  church  suffer  their  Sabbath  School  to  lan- 

lifih,  for  the  want  of  teachers,  verily  they  are  not  guiltless.    They 

Kglect  that  command  of  Christ  by  which  they  are  required,  out  of 

<ve  to  Him,  to  feed  His  Iambs.     They  do  not  manifest  a  common 

eling  with  Him  who  gathers  the  lambs  in  His  arms,  and  carries 

am  in  his  bosom  ;  and  who,  when  he  saw  a  multitude  without  in- 

ruction,  had  compassion  on  them,  and  taught  them  many  things. 

But  it  belongs  to  ministers  as  well  as  to  laymen,  to  wake  up  to  the 

irnense  and  glorious  work  which  their  ascended  Lord  has  given 

em  in  charge.     We  have  all  too  long  been  slumbering  over  a  world 

ing  in  ruin,  and  not  felt  as  we  ought,  the  extent  of  our  responsibility 

r  its  salvation.     Our  Lord's  command  to  His  church  for  the  univer- 

1  promulgation  of  the  gospel  has  not  sufficiently  been  felt  as  a  con- 

rn  of  our  own.     The  time  has  now  come  for  us  to  feel  that  the  very

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  report- 
That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  respective  Synods, 
and  find  the  following  particulars  which  claim  the  attention  of  the 
General  Synod. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod.    They  find, 

1.  The  following  question — "  Shall  Roman  Priests  be  admitted 
into  the  Ministry  without  ordination ;  and  shall  converted  Papists 
be  admitted  into  the  Church  without  baptism.19

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Pellicular  Synod  of  New-York. 

That  the  Synod  recommend  the  American  Colonization  Society  to 
aH  the  Churches  under  their  jurisdiction,  as  an  institution  eminently 
calculated  to  promote  the  cause  of  humanity  and  to  spread  the  gos- 
pel through  Africa,  and  that,  according  to  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  it  be  recommended  to  their  churches  to  take  up  collec- 
tions on  the  4th  of  July,  or  any  Sabbath  near  that  day,  for  the  benefit 
of  that  institution. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  suggest,  that  this  recommendation 
be  extended  to  all  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  General  Synod. 
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A  resolution  of  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  requesting  thft 
General  Synod  "to  consider  the  expediency  of  preparing  a  letter  ad- 
dressed  to  the  Churches  and  to  be  read  by  all  their  ministers  to  their 
respective  congregations,  designed  to  call  up  the  attention  of  our 
youth  to  the  office  of  the  ministry  and  setting  forth  the  obligations  of 
our  Churches  to  contribute  liberally  to  the  education  fund. 

Mr.  Aaron  Win  field  is  recommended  for  aid  from  the  Education 

fund. 

That  Rev.  Messrs.  Schultz  and  Sears  have  been  nominated  and  di- 
rected to  be  presented  to  General  Synod  as  candidates  to  supply  the 
place  of  Rev.  S.  A.  Van  Vranken,  removed  to  the  Classis  of  Pough- 
keepsie. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie. 

Frederick  H.  B.  Thompson  and  Herman  Vedder  were  nominated 
to  supply  the  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Superintendents  occasioned 
by  the  removal  of  Messrs.  Holmes  and  Kittle. 

From  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia. 

Ralph  Willis,  a  member  of  the  1st  Church  of  Philadelphia,  is  re- 
commended for  aid  from  the  Van  Bcnschoten  fund,  or  any  other 
fund,  to  enable  him  to  prosecute  his  studies  for  the  ministry. 

A  request  was  made  through  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick  to  the 
Particular  Synod  of  New- York,  to  have  the  congregations  of  Minis- 
sink,  Mahakkamak,  and  Walpack  seperated  from  the  Classis  of  New- 
Brunswick  and  joined  to  the  Classis  of  Orange.     Synod, 

Resolved,  That,  since  the  Classis  of  Orange  belongs  to  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  Albany,  the  case  of  these  congregations  bo  referred 
to  the  next  General  Synod. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

A  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  establishing 
a  Manual  Labor  Institution  within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany.     Synod  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 
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Resolved,  1.  That  the  Synod  deem  it  important  that  an  effort  he 
made  to  aid  the  Education  cause  by  the  establishment  of  an  institu- 
tion in  which  young  men  may  contribute  to  their  own  support. 

t.  That  the  Churches  aid  in  the  execution  of  such  plan. 

3.  That  a  Convention  be  held  in  Kingston,  on  the  2d  Wednesday 
of  September,  to  devise  a  plan  and  make  arrangements  for  carrying 
the  same  into  effect. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Schoharie. 

Jacob  I.  Warner  is  recommended  for  aid  from  the  Education 
funds.  Also,  that  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  rescind  the 
articles  of  correspondence  between  the  Reformed  Dutch  and  Presby- 
terian Churches. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery. 

A  plan  suggested  and  recommended  to  their  Churches  to  raise  a 
fund  for  disabled  ministers,  widows  and  orphans  of  ministers,  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  on  which  the  particular  Synod  adopted 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  be  referred  to  the  next  General 
Synod. 

The  Classis  of  Cayuga  recommend  Frederick  Palmer  as  a  suitable 
person  to  receive  aid  from  the  Education  funds  of  the  Church. 

The  Classis  of  Washington  recommend  John  Van  Antwerp  for  aid 
in  the  prosecution  of  his  studies  for  the  ministry* 

The  Particular  Synod  received  a  statement  from  the  Classis  of 
Montgomery  that  there  is  pressing  necessity  for  vigorous  measures  to 
provide  missionaries  to  labor  within  their  bounds  —  that  several 
Churches  are  vacant — some  in  a  languishing  state,  and  others  almost 
extinct*  The  subject  is  deemed  of  much  importance  and  requiring 
the  interference  of  the  Synod.

School*  and  Christian  Education. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education* 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  respect* 
fully  report  to  the  General  Synod  : 

The  following  Scholarships  have  been  endowed  and  are  now  produc- 
tive :  1.  Van  Rensselaer — 2.  Rutgers — 3.  William  Patterson  Van 
Rensselaer — 4.  Cornell — 5.  Wyckof—G.  Heijer.  At  the  last  Session 
of  the  General  Synod  it  was  resolved,  "  that  the  Board  of  Corporation 
be  authorized  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion the  funds  constituting  the  Scholarships,  and  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  same,  together  with  those  of  the  Ilcycr  Scholarship,  be  applied 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education."  In  consequence  of 
this,  the  Van  Rensselaer,  Rutgers,  William  Patterson  Van  Rensselaer, 
and  Cornell,  Scholarships,  (seventeen  hundred  dollars  each,)  have 
been  paid  over  to  the  Board  of  Corporation.  The  Cornell  Scholar- 
ship was  endowed  by  the  late  Peter  Stryker,  of  Flatbush,  (L.  I.)  who 
bequeathed  forty-seven  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  Farmers'  Fire  In- 
surance and  Loan  Company  for  this  purpose.  The  sale  of  these 
shares  at  the  rate  of  premium,  leaves  a  large  balance  after  paying  the 
sum  for  the  Cornell  Scholarship.  This  balance,  with  some  interest 
which  has  accrued,  amounts  to  a  little  over  fourteen  hundred  dollars. 
The  Board  resolved  that,  after  payingjto'thc  Treasurer  of  General  Sy- 
nod the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars  to  constitute  the  Cornell 
scholarship,  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds  be  invested  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  Board,  and  remain  to  accumulate  until  they  shall  amount 
to  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  then  be  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  to  constitute  a  scholarship, 
to  be  named  after  the  donor  of  said  shares — the  Stryker  Scholarship. 
We  trust  this  arrangement  will  receive  the  sanction  of  General  Synod. 
In  a  little  more  than  three  years  the  amount  of  the  Scholarship  will 
be  attained. 

The  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  bequeathed  by  Mr.  John 
Wyckcff,  Jun.y  of  New-Shannack,  N.  J.,  has  recently  been  paid  by 
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the  Executor  of  his  estate  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod.  In 
his  Will  he  directs  that  the  beneficiary  be  selected  by  the  Consistory 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  New-Shannack,  but  in  case  of  their 
neglect,  or  refusal,  to  muhc  the  selection  for  thirty  days  after  said 
Scholarship  shall  become  vacant,  then  the  same  be  made  in  the  ordi- 
nary way.  Wo  understand  that  the  Consistory  of  New-Shannack 
have  nominated  a  beneficiary  for  this  Scholarship  ;  bat  the  certificate 
of  such  nomination  has  not,  as  yet,  been  forwarded  to  us. 

The  late  Mrs.  Margaret  Burges,  of  this  city,  a  member  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  in  Broom-street,  recently  deceased,  has  by  her 
Will  endowed  a  Scholarship,  which,  we  understand,  will  soon  be  paid 
by  her  Executors. 

The  General  Synod,  at  their  last  session,  recommended  to  existing 
auxiliaries,  supporting  their  own  beneficiaries,  to  tiansfcr  them  to  the 
care  of  the  Board  of  Education,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  education 
interests  might  be  placed  under  their  general  supervision  and  know- 
ledge. In  consequence  of  this,  the  auxiliary  of  the  Classis  of  Ber- 
gen has  transferred  their  beneficiary,  and  paid  over  the  balance  of 
their  funds  to  our  Board.  The  auxiliary  of  the  Collegiate  Church  has 
likewise  transferred  two  beneficiaries,  and  paid  over  the  balance  of 
their  funds. 

Twenty  fi^e  beneficiaries  have  been  found  on  our  list  during  the 
past  year.  Of  these,  two  left  last  Fall  on  account  of  ill  health,  and 
one  has  relinquished  his  preparation  for  the  ministry  ;  so  that  there 
are  at  present  under  our  care  twenty- two 'beneficiaries.  One  of  our 
former  beneficiaries  has  refunded  seventy-five  dollars  to  redeem  his 
note  for  that  sum.  Another  of  our  former  beneficiaries,  now  settled 
in  ono  of  our  churches,  proposed  to  receive  a  pious  young  man  in  his 
Church,  desirous  to  prepare  for  the  ministry,  into  his  family,  (when 
approved  by  Classis,)  and  instruct  him  in  his  chsQical  studies,  provi- 
ded this  Board  would  allow,  on  account  of  board  and  tuition,  ninety 
dollars  to  cancel  his  note  for  that  sum,  given  by  him  as  a  beneficiary. 
This  offer  was  gladly  acccepted  by  the  Board,  and  they  wish  to  ex- 
hibit it  as  an  example  worthy  of  imitation. 

The  amount  of  receipts  as  shown  by  the  the  Treasurer's  report,  is 
$i,667  56,  and  of  expenditures  $  1,74*,  leaving  a  balance  of  $924  66. 

The  balance,  now  in  the  treasury,  is  considerable ;  but  it  should  be 
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remembered  that  the  time  just  elapsed  has  been,  more  especially,  the 
season  of  contributions ;  and  that  before  another  season  shall  arrive, 
the  funds  will  be  moro  than  exhausted.  In  a  few  of  the  Classes  the 
agents  appointed  by  the  Hoard  of  Missions  have  also  acted  in  our  bo- 
half.  With  a  general  arnl  well  denized  system  of  effort  in  behalf  of 
the  benevolent  institutions  of  our  Church,  much  more  would  be  reali- 
zed. Our  great  need  respects  the  increase  of  the  number  of  piom 
young  men  devoting  themselves  to  the  ministry.  While  we  need  eve- 
ry year  numbers  to  fill  up  our  vacacies,  and  supply  new  Churches  at 
home,  there  is  a  loud  and  urgent  call  from  the  heathen  world  for  Mis- 
sionary labors.  "  The  fields  are,  indeed,  white  for  the  harvest." — 
*■  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  arc  few.  Pray  yet 
therfore,  the  Lord  of  tho  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
"the  harvest."  Will  not  our  pious  young  men,  who  are  possessed  of 
means  of  support,  esLeem  it  a  joy  to  employ  them  in  training  them  for 
the  glorious  work  of  the  ministry.  And  let  them  who  arc  in  poverty 
come  forward  well  approved,  and  the  Church  will  gladly  ci  help  them 
on  their  way."  The  ministers  and  consistories  of  our  Church  should 
keep  this  object  in  view,  and  by  seeking  out  and  leading  to  this  worlc 
young  men  of  approved  piety  ami  talents,  subserve  the  best  interests 
of  the  Church. 

A  suggestion  has  been  miiuo  to  t!jj.<  ",  >.ird  as  to  tin*  i«ji.-*ostanc*i  of 
establishing  in  the  Western  part  o\  \h:  oir-to  oi  Acw-Yr.*;!;,  an  insti- 
tution under  the  auspice?  of  our  chujfii.  in  v.V.-'i  j-.iuuents  mieht  re- 
ceive their  education  preparatory  io  t!::  i-  c-iicMiatc  and  theological 
course.     It  is  believed  ihut  tucii  an  institution  would  secure  nianv  to 
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our  church,  who  would  otherwise  be  diverted  from  it,  and  would  ope- 
rate favorably  upon  the  interests  of  our  literary  and  theological  institu- 
tions at  New-Brunswick.  This  Board  would  respeclf-dly  submit  the 
suggestion  made  to  them  to  the  wisdom  of  General  Synod,

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools,- 
the  consideration  of  which  was  postponed  to  this  General  Synod,  be 
referred  to  the  special  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools.  (Art  vii.,  p. 
397.) 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath  Schools  (Art  vii.,  p. 
597)  reported  and  their  Report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole 
subject  of  Sabbath-school  instruction)  together  with  the  resolutions 
which  have  been  proposed  for  improvement  in  it,  respectfully  re- 
port:— 

That  they  have  given  ihc  trust  committed  to  them  due  attention.—* 
The  Sabbath-school  institution — as  it  aims  at  the  welfare  of  rising* 
generations  in  constant  succession,  those  streams  which  supply  and 
jrife  character  to  the  whole  mass  of  human  society,  as  it  operates 
most  powerfully  in  the  formation  of  the  intellectual  and  religious  cha- 
racter of  men,  and  as  it  is  connected  With  the  glory  of  God  in  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom — is,  in  importance,  next  to  the 
ninistry  of  the  word.     The  good  which  is  reasonably  expected,  and 
lias  been  realized,  from  the  faithful,  well  directed  and  sedulous  labors 
)f  godliness,  in  the  religious  education  of  children  and  youth,  bears 
comparison  to  high  advantange  with  that  of  preaching  the  unsearch- 
ible  riches  of  Christ  to  the  adult  in  all  circumstances  and  ranks  of 
tiunan  society-      Although  no  instruction  addressed  to  children  can 
jqual  that  of  the  godly  parent,  whose  deep  solicitude  for  the  spritual 
relfare  of  his  beloved  offspring  gives  expression  and  earnestness 
o  bis  countenance,  tone  to  his  voice,  and  unwearied  patience  to  his 
abors  ;  and  though  no  other  instruction  whatever  can  be  fuUjsub- 
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stituted  for  it,  nor  ought  it  ever  to  be  superceded  or  crouded  out  bj 
any  other ;  yet  that  of  the  Sabbath-school — by  reason  of  its  greater 
extent,  reaching  to  multitudes  neglected,  misgoverned  and  abandoa- 
•d  by  their  parents — when  properly  conducted,  is  productive  of  a 
vastly  greater  amount  of  good  ;  and  it  is  more  urgently  demanded  in 
His  cause  who  took  little  children  in  his  arms  and  blessed  them,  than 
any  other  means  for  their  benefit  that  have  hitherto  been  devised. — 
The  world  has  not  realized,  notwithstanding  the  laborious  efforts  of 
missionaries  in  this  cause,  Christendom  has  not  realized,  nor  has  the 
Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  herself  in  the  dear  lambs  of  the 
flock  realized,  comparatively,  any  great  amount  of  the  good  herein 
promise.     When  we  consider  the  rich  revenue  of  reward  to  the  in- 
dustrious in  this  field,  or  the  fruits,  which  in  some  few  instances  have 
been  gathered  by  God's  blessing  on  the  devotions,  affectionate  ad- 
dresses, and  labors  of  those  who  were  filled  with  the  same  mind  that 
brought  down  the  Son  of  God  from  Heaven  to  Earth,  all  must  ex- 
claim, in  view  of  what  we  have  done,  how  little  have  we  gathered ! — 
All  who  have  attended  to  this  subject,  in  any  measure,  are  sensible  of 
our  short  coming.      When  the  nature  of  the  institution  is  consider- 
ed, its  promise  of  good,  its  history  in  general  and  in  detail,  together 
with  the  effect  it  has  produced,  and  compare  the  whole  with  what  is 
now  derived  from  it ;  the  impression  is  irresistible  that  something 
ought  to  be  done  to  husband  the  field  to  advantage.       Wc  hear  the 
complaint  and  the  call  from  every  quarter,  demanding  more  concern 
for  our  Sabbath-schools  and  more  attention  to  them.     While  the  insti- 
tution has  superceded  to  an  alarming  extent,  the  practice  of  parent- 
al instruction,  and  that  even  with  professors  of  religion,  whose  godli- 
ness we  cannot  for  a  moment  question,  has  superceded  also  in  very 
many  cases,  all  efficient  pastoral  labours  with  the  young,  it  has  effected 
but  little  for  their  intellectual  and  religious  improvement.      While  it 
collects  in  some  places  multitudes  of  beloved  youth  into  the  school,  it 
does  not  form  habits  of  intellectual  and  devout  attention  to  the  word 
of  God  and  the  concerns  of  the  soul,  nor  arc  the  children  led  to  form 
even  physical  habits  of  attendance  on  the  means  of  Grace.     Many 
positive  evils  attending  the  present  state  of  this  inestimable  institution 
might  be  enumerated  were  it  profitable  now  to  do  so.     Wc  must  say 
of  this,  as  of  many  other  things  pre-eminently  good  when  dulv  iro-

proved, 'that,  when  neglected  and  abused,  the  evils  which  molt  are 
pre-eminently  great.  How  insidious  are  the  arts  of  the  great  de- 
ceiver and  the  influence  of  sin  !  How  rapid  is  the  decline  in  spiritual 
things,  and  how  fearful,  in  him,  who  in  the  performance  of  devotion* 
which  elevates  others  to  ccstacy  and  melts  their  souls  to  softest  ten- 
derness, remains  himself  inflated  with  vanity  and  is  filled  with  world- 
liness  !  How  alarming  is  their  course  too,  both  teachers  and  taught, 
who  hurry  over  their  tasks  fast  as  memory  from  its  stores  can  sup- 
ply the  organ  of  utterance,  while  the  intellect  is  not  fed  with  know- 
ledge, nor  the  heart  and  conscience  moved !  We  have  ourselves  in 
numerous  instances  been  and  still  are  teachers  and  laborers  in  the 
Sabbath-schools  and  share  in  the  guilt  of  this  lamented  neglect.  We 
unite  with  our  brethren,  both  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  in  their  acknow- 
lege merits,  and  trust  that  all  solicitously  desire  to  know  the  remedy. 

The  Committee  would  suggest,  that  in  their  opinion,  viewing  the 
present  state  of  our  Church  in  relation  to  this  matter,  the  remedy 
adapted  to  existing  obstructions  docs  not  consist  so  much  in  the  de- 
vice and  formation  of  new  plans  and  projects,  as  in  the  excitement  of 
our  churches  to  diligence  in  this  business  and  fervor  of  spirit  serv- 
ing the  Lord.  It  would  not  be  difhV-ult  to  devise  measures  and  pro- 
pose operations  which  promise  reasonably  the  happiest  results  when 
carried  into  effect ;  but  they  could  be  of  no  manner  of  use,  while  the 
prevailing  apathy  is  so  lamentably  great,  that  in  most  Churches  the 
requisite  number  of  competent  teachers  who  arc  willing  to  come  for- 
ward is  not  to  be  found  ;  their  interest  too,  who  enlist  in  this  cause, 
is  frequently  so  small,  that  many,  as  if  they  deemed  their  calling  ft 
burthensomc  task,  often  absent  themselves  from  the  different  privileges 
and  posts  of  duty  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  Sabbath-school. 
Instead  of  recommending  any  course  of  instruction  or  labor  which  is 
new,  we  would  urge  the  necessity  of  wakefulness  and  diligence  in 
ministers  and  other  officers  in  our  Church,  of  a  sense  of  the  high  im. 
portancc  of  the  Sabbath-school  to  our  prosperity,  and  of  their  devo- 
ted attention  to  its  concerns  under  whatever  form  it  may  be  conducted 
in  any  of  our  Chruches.  As  far  as  the  spirit  of  this  institution  is  con- 
cerned, it  is  not  a  novelty  in  our  Church.  The  Constitution  makes 
express  provision  that  a  school  for  the  religious  education  of  the  chil- 
dren in  her  bosom,  for  their  nurture  and  admonition  in  the  Lord,  be 
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maintained  and  furnished  with  suitable  i  nit  ruction  by  teachers  who 
are  known  to  be  duly  qualified.  The  whole  accords  with  the  genias 
of  our  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  and  presents  the  happiest  opportunities 
for  her  officers  to  fulfil  with  fidelity  and  effect  their  solemn  ordination

Would  our  brethren  in  the  ministry,  more  generally  than  is  now 
done,  form  Bible-classes  of  those  who  are  of  sufficient  maturity  in 
years  to  promise  respect  and  influence  in  the  office  of  teacher,  and 
were  they  faithful  to  train  them  up  for  the  business  by  furnishing  those 
classes  with  instruction  prospective  to  their  future  station,  and  render- 
ed interesting  according  to  the  utmost  ability  of  the  pastor — would 
our  elders  and  deacons  feci  their  deep  responsibility  in  this  matter  as 
auxiliaries  to  those  who  labor  in  word  and  doctrine  and  give  them- 
selves diligently  to  prayer,  seeking  light  and  life  for  themselves  and 
for  others  from  Him  who  hath  never  said  to  the  seed  of  Jacob,  seek 
ye  me  in  vain,  who  givcth  liberally  and  upbraideth  not— would  the 
members  of  our  Churches,  the  members  ol  Churches  constituting  the 
body  of  Christ,  cherish   universally  a  solicitude  for  her  growth  in 
knowledge  and  in  grace,  for  her  spiritual  advancement,  for  the  wel- 
fare of  her  children  solemnly  dedicated  to  God  in  faith,  for  her  health- 
ful and  extended  influence  over  those  who  are  without,  for  the  salva- 
tion of  those  who  are  ready  to  perish,  for  the  glory  of  God — in  short, 
would  we  all  as  christians,  disciples  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  exer- 
cise all  our  vigilance  and  put  forth  our  diligence,  that  we  may  answer 
the  purpose  for  which  we  arc  called  nut  of  the  world,  chosen,  appoint- 
ed, and  solemnly  seperated  by  the  grace  of  (Jod,  to  be,  in  all  the  re- 
lations we  sustain,  the  lights  of  the  world  and  the  salt  of  the  earth; 
there  would  bo  no  cause  for  this  lamentation  anil  complaint  of  our  bar- 
renness under  the  best  opportunities  to  be  fruitful  and  abound.      But 
we  would  be  prepared  to  meet  the  enemy  and  the  avenger  in  every 
form  or  habiliment  in  the  spirit  of  our  Master,  efficiently  and  without 
noise  or  tumult,  without  dismay,  without  the  necessity  of  sounding  the 
alarm.    Firmly  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  truth,  having  our  loins 
girded  with  it  as  children  of  light,  covered  with  the  breast-plate  of 
righteousness,  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace,  hold- 
ing the  shield  of  faith,  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the 
spirit  which  is  the  word  of  God,  praying  always  with  all  praver  and 
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••application  ia  the  spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseve- 
rance and  supplication  for  all  saints ;  we  should  sec  the  fiery  darts 
blunted  and  extinguished  by  the  divine  panoply  of  our  Master,  fall 
harmless  to  the  ground.  To  the  children  of  light,  to  those  who  are 
born  of  the  spirit,  nurture  and  strength  arc  derived  only  from  the  great 
source  of  wisdom  and  spiritual  life.  By  the  diffusion  of  light  add  the 
life-gif  ing  influence  of  the  spirit  alone  can  the  Church  be  buildcd  up 
and  prosper.  These  will  prepare  her  for  all  her  conflicts,  her  victo- 
ries, her  triumphs,  and  her  destined  glory. 

That  we  may  use  our  endeavors  in  this  cause  your  Committee 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  passing  of  the  following  resolutions, 
▼iz : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Churches  in  our  communion  be  and  hereby 
they  are  earnestly  solicited  to  bestow  increased  diligence  on  the  reli- 
gious education  of  the  young  ;  that  the  Consistories  in  their  meetings 
make  the  matter  of  our  beloved  Lord's  injunction,  Feed  my  lambs,  the 
subject  of  special  attention,  in  consultation,  in  devising  measures,  and 
in  seeking  wisdom  and  grace  from  God  by  prayer  for  the  discharge  of 
their  vows  of  office  in  this  important  business ;  that,  according  to  the 
plans  devised  or  selected  for  themselves,  they  labor  to  render  the  Sab- 
bath-school institution  as  profitable  as  may  be,  by  correcting  defects 
which  may  appear,  making  improvements  and  ever  aiming  at  the  in- 
tellectual and  spiritual  benefit  of  the  pupils ;  that  the  pastors  devote 
themselves  to  the  edification  of  that  class  of  adults  whose  age  and  ma- 
turity of  understanding  would  qualify  them  to  take  part  in  the  labors 
of  the  Sabbath-school ;  that,  for  the  sake  of  diffusing  information  on 
this  interesting  subject  and  of  receiving  the  happy  results  of  observa- 
tion and  experience,  a  report  be  made  annually  to  the  several  classes, 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  schools  are  conducted,  the  number  of 
scholars  belonging  to  them,  the  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  and 
the  state  of  the  schools  as  it  regards  improvement  in  knowledge  and 
piety,  and  that  the  substance  of  such  report  be  embodied  with  the  sta- 
tistical reports  of  the  Churches  on  the  minutes  of  the  several  Classes. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

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Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  pastors  of  the  several 
Churches  to  read  the  above  report  from  their  pulpits  at  as  early  a  day 
as  practicable. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceed- 
ed to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whose  term  of 
service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  votes  it  appeared  that  the  fol- 
lowing were  elected — Rev.  Jacob  Brodhead,  D.D. ;  Rev.  William 
M'Murray,  D.D. ;  and  Abraham  Van  Nest. 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  and  their  Report  was  adopt- 
ed and  is  as  follows 


The  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  Report : 

Your  Committee  are  highly  gratified  in  being  able  to  state  that  this 
important  department  of  benevolent  operation,  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  prosperity  and  future  welfare  of  Zion,  is  in  a  highly  prosper- 
ous condition.  Such  is  the  increasing  attention  of  our  Churches  to 
this  subject,  that  they  cannot  but  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  not  only  the  waste  places  within  our  own  borders  shall  be  sup- 
plied with  a  well  educated  and  efficient  ministry,  but  that  many  pious 
young  men  will  be  raised  up,  who  will  rejoice  to  go  forth  bearing 
with  them  the  light  of  salvation  to  those  who  are  covered  with  the 
darkness  of  heathenism. 

The  Board  have  at  the  present  time  under  their  care  in  different 
stages  of  preparation  for  the  gospel  ministry  twenty-two  beneficiaries. 
In  addition  to  the  six  scholarships  that  were  endowed  previous  to  the 
meeting  of  General  Synod,  June,  1134,  your  Committee  would  not 
omit  to  mention  as  a  becoming  tribute  of  respect,  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Margaret  B urges,  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Broome-strcet,  New- York  city,  that,  by  her  last  will  and 
testament,  she  has  endowed  a  permanent  scholarship,  and  that  the 
amount  will  soon  be  received  by  your  Board.  May  the  good  which 
Her  benevolent  heart  anticipated  from  it  be  realized,  and  as  it  shall  be 
♦be  means  of  introducing  one  indigent  and  pious  youth  after  another 
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into  the  gospel  ministry,  may  it  be  said  for  many  generations  to  come 
"  she  being  dead  yet  speak eth." 

While  your  Committee  rejoice  in  the  zeal  and  success  which  has 
characterized  the  early  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  in  the 
favorable ,  prospect  that  a  supply  of  ministers  will  be  afforded  to  fill 
our  own  vacancies,  and  gradually  extend  our  borders,  they  would  ne- 
vertheless remember  that  "  the  field  is  the  world,"  and  that  while  so 
great  a  portion  of  it  is  a  spiritual  waste,  we  must  not  content  our- 
selves with  any  present  degree  of  effort  or  measure  of  success,  but  be 
able  at  the  close  of  each  successive  year,  to  tell  of  greater  zeal  and 
exertions,  until  the  wilderness  become  as  Eden  and  the  desert  as  the 
garden  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  a  suggestion  is  introduced 
as  to  the  importance  of  establishing  in  the  western  part  of  the  state 
of  New-York  an  institution,  under  the  auspices  of  our  church,  in 
which  students  might  receive  an  education  preparatory  to  their  colle* 
giate  and  theological  course ;  and  the  board  believe  that  such  an 
institution  would  secure  many  to  our  church,  who  would  otherwise  be 
diverted  from  it,  and  also  operate  favorably  upon  our  literary  and 
theological  institution  at  New-Brunswick.  There  has  also  been  re- 
ferred to  your  Committee  some  resolutions  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany,  recommending  a  convention  to  meet  at  Kingston,  New- 
York,  the  ninth  day  of  September,  1835,  in  order  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  propriety  of  establishing  a  manual  labor  school  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  While  your  Committee  re- 
joice in  all  these  things  as  furnishing  evidence  that  the  friends  of  Zion 
are  awaking  to  more  vigorous  exertions  to  bring  forward  young  men 
for  the  service  of  the  church,  yet  they  nevertheless  apprehend  that  it 
would  be  premature  for  Synod  at  the  present  time,  to  take  any  deci- 
sive steps  upon  the  subject. 

Your  Committee  agreeable  to  the  instruction  given  them  would  sub- 
mit the  following  letter : 

The  general  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  to  the  churches 
under  their  care — grace,  mercy,  and  peace. 
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Beloved  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ! ! 

The  great  kini?  of  Zion  has  declared  in  bis  word,  that  the  whofe 
earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  and  so  abundant  and 
explicit  arc  the  predictions,  relative  to  the  final  and  universal  triumph 
of  the  Christian  faith,  that  the  whole  church  looks  forward  with  joy  to 
the  happy  day  when  in  the  seed  of  Abraham  all  the  families  of  the  earth 
shall  be  blessed.  You  need  not  be  reminded  that  this  is  an  event 
for  which  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  souls  of  men, 
ardently  long  and  devoutly  pray.  And  we  trust  you  aro  equally  im- 
pressed with  the  truth,  that  it  is  an  event  which  must  be  preceeded  by 
the  zealous  and  untiring  exertions  of  the  children  of  God. 

It  has  pleased  the  sovereign  King  of  heaven  and  earth,  to  employ 
human  instrumentality  in  the  gracious  work  of  enlightening,  convert- 
ing and  sanctifying  the  souls  of  men ;  nor  will  it  be  denied,  that  of 
this  instrumentality,  the  Christian  ministry  forms  the  most  important 
part.  In  view  of  these  truths,  it  becomes  the  imperative  duty  of  the 
church  of  Christ,  not  only  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
forth  laborers,  but  also  to  accompany  those  prayers  with  active  and 
untiring  exertions,  to  augment  the  numbers,  and  enrich  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  gospel  ministry.  The  cull  is  loud,  increasingly  loud,  not 
only  from  our  own  country,  b'lt  from  every  part  of  the  heathen  world, 
for  intelligent,  pious  ami  devoted  pastors  and  missionaries,  to  teach  to 
perishing  but  immortal  souls  llie  way  of  salvation.  The  hundreds  of 
millions  of  China,  Hindustan  and  other  parts  of  the  Empire  of  moral 
darkness  are  uttering  the  earnest  and  almost  despairing  cry,  "come 
over  and  help  us/'  They  are  extending  their  arms  to  embrace  the  mis- 
sionary of  the  cross ;  and  sometimes  literally  tear  from  him  with  wha. 
might  almost  be  denominated  holy  riolenct,  the  scriptures  and  tracts 
that  point  them  to  the  Lamb  of  God.  Shall  we  then,  beloved  breth- 
ren, turn  a  deaf  car  to  their  reiterated  calls  ?  Shall  millions  riie  up  at 
the  day  of  judgement,  and  say,  "  we  cried  for  help,  but  no  man  cared 
for  our  souls  ?M  Shall  we  neglect  or  refuse  to  send  them  those  who 
may  tell  them  of  the  u  only  name  under  heaven  given  among  men 
whereby  they  can  be  saved." 

All  should  remember  the  inspired  interrogatories  of  the  first  mis- 
sionary of  the  cross  to  the  Gentile  world.  Paul,  when  contemplating 
the  sin  and  condemnation  of  the  heathen  in  connection  with  the  means 
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of  their  salvation,  enquires,  "  How  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom 
they  hive  not  heard ;  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  prtecber, 
and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent."  And  we  would  add, 
who  are  to  send  them. 

To  these  questions  the  churches  of  Christ  can  make  but  one  reply, 
"  iRiey  must  have  the  gospel,  and  we  will  send  it."  That  our  Dutch 
Reformed  Zion  is  eminently  qualified  by  intelligence,  piety  and  wealth, 
to  take  a  large  share  in  the  blessed  and  blessing  work  of  supplying 
the  world  with  faithful  ministers  and  missionaries,  none  of  you  we 
trust  are  disposed  to  doubt. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  have  our  own  literary  and  theological  insti- 
tutions, in  which  young  men  may  be  thoroughly  qualified,  as  far  as 
human  agency  can  do  it,  for  the  service  of  the  sanctuary  both  in 
shriatian  and  heathen  countries.  Our  Theological  Seminary  is  now, 
t>y  the  noble  liberality  of  the  friends  of  Christ  in  our  church,  placed 
hi  a  permanent  foundation  ;  and  nothing  now  is  wanting  to  fill  up  to 
overflowing  the  cup  of  our  sacred  joy,  but  to  see  that  seminary  filled 
irith  pious,  talented  and  devoted  youth,  looking  forward  with  humble 
>rayer  and  ardent  zeal  to  the  labors,  sufferings  and  triumphs  of  the 
ninistry  of  reconciliation,  in  this  and  foreign  lands.  Brethren  in  Christ, 
will  you  not  from  the  abundance  God  has  given  you  contribute  liber- 
illy  to  the  education  funds  of  your  own  church,  so  that  no  young  man, 
>f  suitable  character  need  be  kept  back  from  the  gospel  ministry, 
githqr  by  poverty  at  home  or  the  want  of  funds  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Lord  ?  You  know  not  how  many  of  our  pious  youth  are  daily  weep- 
ing over  the  sins  and  misery  of  dying  men,  and  longing  to  be  the  hap- 
py instruments  of  their  salvation.  You  know  not  how  many  of  them 
lave  already  in  secret  consecrated  themselves,  soul  and  body,  talenti, 
ife,  and  aU,  to  the  service  of  Christ ;  or  with  what  ardent  prayers  they 
ire  besieging  the  throne  of  grace  to  set  before  them  an  open  door, 
ind  make  straight  paths  for  their  feet.  Will  you  not  then  contribtftsl 
iberally  to  the  education!  as  well  as  other  funds  of  our  church,  in 
>rder  that  such  young  men  may  be  encouraged  to  come  forward  and 
>ffer  themselves  to  Christ  and  his  church  as  future  laborers  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard. 

But,  brethren,  we  trust  you  do  not  need  much  persuasion— -yon 
ilready  have  heard  the  command  of  the  Captain  of  your  salvation.

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"Go  ye  into  til  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."— 
You  have  already  felt  the  preciousneas  of  the  immortal  soul.  You 
have  been  made  acquainted  with  the  perishing  condition  of  iix  hun- 
dred millions  of  the  human  family — yon  have  already  tasted  the  god* 
like  luxury  of  doing  good.  And  what  more  need  we, — what  more  can 
we  say  to  stir  up  your  pure  minds,  to  further  and  more  enlarged  exer- 
tion. This  we  would  say,  and  leave  the  matter  to  your  prayerful  con- 
sideration. "  Ye  are  not  your  own,  but  ye  arc  bought  with  a  price 
(oh  what  a  price!)  Therefore  glorify  God  in  your  bodies  and  spirits, 
which  are  his."  "  Whether  yc  eat  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do 
all  to  the  glory  of  God.1' 

Look  not  at  the  small  sums  to  bo  contributed,  but  look  at  the  infi- 
nite benevolence  of  Jesus  Christ  displayed  for  you — look  at  the  pre- 
ciousness  of  unnumbered  millions  of  souls,  yet  to  be  born,  and  then 
destined  to  a  never-ending  eternity.  Look  at  the  crowns  of  glory  laid 
up  in  heaven  for  the  devoted  servants  of  Jesus — and  then  go  forward 
abounding  and  super  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  ;  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labor  shall  nut  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

To  the  dear  pious  youth  of  our  church  tlio  Synod  would  address  it- 
self with  great  alfection  and  deep  solicitude.  Ycu  arc  the  hope  of  the 
church.  To  you  she  looks  as,  under  God,  her  future  teachers,  guides 
and  defenders  ;  and  upon  you  will  devolve  our  duties,  our  offices  and 
labors,  when  our  heads  arc  low  in  the  dust  of  death.  It  becomes, 
therefore,  each  one  of  you  prayerfully  to  enquire,  "  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do  ?''  "  In  what  way  can  I  best  serve  my  Lord  aad 
Master,  and  do  good  to  tho  souls  of  men  ?" 

Does  patriotism,  tho  characteristic  feature  of  the  young  men  of  our 
day, — does  patriotism  animate  your  bosoms  ?  In  what  way  can  you 
moro  show  your  love  fur  your  country,  than  by  seeking,  as  prea chert 
of  the  gospel,  to  destroy  ignorance  and  vice,  and  thus  elevate  the  so- 
cial and  moral  condition  of  your  fellow-citizens  ?  Are  you  Philanthro- 
pists ?  Do  your  enlarged  hea:  Is  embrace  the  whole  caith  as  the  sphere 
of  your  benevolence  ?  In  what  way  can  you  be  such  a  blessing  to 
the  world,  as  by  treading  in  the  fool-steps  of  Carry  and  Phillips,  and 
Morrison,  and  Milne,  and  Martyn,  and  GutzlatT,  and  many  others  of 
like  character,  whose  labors  are  blessing  the  heathen,  and  whose  ma- 
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rooriea  in  turn  will  be  blessed  by  them,  when  sun  and  moon  shall  bo 
no  more  ? 

Do  your  minds  thirst  after  knowledge  ?  come  to  our  theological  se- 
minary, and  we  will  lead  you  to  those  fountains  from  which  Angels 
would  delight  to  drink,  and  which  can  never  be  exhausted.  Do  you 
desire  wealth  ?  O,  look  not  then,  at  the  mammon  of  unrighteousness, 
turn  away  your  eyes  from  "  such  corruptible  things  as  gold  and  sil- 
ver,'*  and  direct  your  view  to  riches  imperishable  as  the  throne  of 
God  and  lasting  as  eternity.  Strive  to  win  souls  for  Christ ;  and  rich- 
ly bestud  your  crowns  of  glory  with  jewels*  more  precious  than  dia- 
monds, mere  splendid  than  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  more  enduring 
than  the  everlasting  hills.  Do  you  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ?  How 
can  you  so  fully  manifest  that  love  as  by  devoting  yourselves  to  his 
cause,  who  laid  down  his  life  for  you,  and  now  calls  upon  you,  by 
his  providence,  to  spend  your  lives  for  him  ?  In  a  word  dear  youth, 
can  any  noble  principle  be  formed  in  your  nature,  which  will  not  be 
ennobled  by  the  work  we  recommend  ?  Can  any  generous  feelings 
animate  your  bosoms  which  will  not  be  gratified  by  the  good  you  may 
do  ?  Can  any  aspirations,  however  sublime,  possess  your  souls  which 
will  not  find  ample  scope  in  the  objects  we  place  before  you,  and  am- 
ple reward  in  the  triumphs  and  honors  which  God  has  promised  to 
bestow  on  those  who  turn  many  to  righteousness  ? 

The  present  time,  we  humbly  trust,  will  form  a  delightful  era  in  the 
history  of  our  church.  We  rejoice  to  believe  that  she  is  speedily  to 
awake  from  the  f1  timber  ol  age?,  a:  id,  clnd  in  the  panoply  of  salvation, 
soon  to  take  a  bold  and  prominent  stand  in  the  fore  front  of  the  army 
of  Kinrr  Jcsih.  Our  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abecl,  has  come  back 
to  us  from  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  arouse  our  energies  on  behalf  of  the 
perishing  heathen;  and  say,  dear  fi iends  in  Christ,  shall  he  return 
weeping  and  heart-broken  to  the  dying  millions  of  the  East,  and  tell 
(hem  the  sad  story  of  our  criminal  indifference  and  neglect  ?  or  shall 
he  not  rather  be  gladdened  and  encouraged  in  his  work,  and  frequent- 
ly cheered  when  fir  away,  by  receiving  many  pledges  of  your  in- 
creased faith  and  love — such  pledges  as  we  know  he  will  prize  the 
most — in  the  persons  of  fellow-laborers  in  the  missionary  field. 

With  the  foregoing  considerations,  we  would  seek,  dear  brethren  in 
Christ  to  urge  forward  you,  and  ourselves  also,  to  the  performance 
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of  tfria  inost  imperative  duty  of  supplying  our  country  and  tho  whole 
world  with  faithful  heraldi  of  the  cross.

The  following  Report  was  recti  red  from  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  Rutgers  College,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Pro- 
fessorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers  College  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  Annual  Report : — 

From  the  Report  recently  made  by  the  faculty  of  the  College  to 
*be  Board  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  Students  in  the  Institu- 
tion for  the  year  1835  is  89,  viz: — of  the  senior  class,  24  ;  of  the  ju- 
nior, 27  ;  of  the  sophomore,  23  ;  and  of  the  freshman,  15 :  and  that 
the  whole  number  of  instructors  is  8,  viz: — 7  professors  and  1  tutor. 

That,  through  the  exceeding  goodness  of  God,  no  removal  by  death 
has  taken  place  amongst  us  during  the  past  year,  and  that  general 
good  health  has  pervaded  our  city  and  its  institutions.  That  the  dif- 
ferent associations  of  the  College,  both  of  a  religious  and  literary  cha- 
racter, are  continued  and  progressing.  That,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  instances  of  insubordination  which  appeared  during  the  last  ses- 
moth  and  which  were  promptly  corrected  by  discipline,  the  good  order 
of  the  Institution  has  been  maintained.  It  is  important  some  perma- 
nent provision  should  be  made  for  the  support  of  the  Professorship 
of  Chemistry  and  Natural  History,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of 
again  calling  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  this  subject  The  import- 
ance of  this  branch  of  liberal  science  and  the  precarious  mode  in 
which  it  has  hitherto  subsisted  call  for  immediate  and  efficient  action 
in  the  case.    The  Grammar-school  under  the  Rectorship  of  the,Rev. 
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Dr.  Weitbrook,  numbers  for  the  year  1835,  36  Classical  and  6  Eng- 
lish scholars. 

In  the  review  of  past  mercies,  and  in  humble  anticipation  of  their 
continuance  and  increase,  we  are  encouraged  to  go  forward.

Professorate. 

Resolved,  That  the  nominations  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents by  the  several  classes,  be  transmitted  to  the  General  Sy- 
nod by  letter,from  tho  stated  clerks  of  the  respective  classes,  to  the 
stated  clerk  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  committee  of  (he  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  wis 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
port to  the  General  Synod  on  the  different  subjects  referred  to  them. 

1.  The  report  of  the  committee  to  raise  funds,  ire. 

We  would  congratulate  the  General  Synod  and  the  churches  on 
the  success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  this  committee.  By 
unwearied  industry  they  have  succeeded  in  raising  thirty-four  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  endowment  of  the  professorships.  They  hare 
obtained  besides  this  $7033  50,  out  of  which  they  have  paid  $4000 
for  extinguishing  the  debt  due  from  General  Synod  to  the  Washing* 
ton  Insurance  Company  ;  $054  65  1o  extinguish  the  balance  due  for 
Professor  De  Witt's  library,  and  gl  185  13  for  balance  on  the  Gram- 
mar school,  leaving  a  balance  of  $993  70, 
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The  ftdl  endowment  of  the  third  professorship,  and  the  liquidation 
of  the  debta  of  General  Synod,  will  relieve  them  from  the  continued 
appeals  which  they  have  been  constrained  to  make  to  the  churches 
m  behalf  of  our  theological  school,  and  the  embarrassments  which 
they  have  at  times  experienced  in  meeting  its  expenses.  The  way 
is  now  open  for  increased  appeals  to  our  churches  in  behalf  of  our 
Education  and  Missionary  interests,  which  are  both  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  prosperity  of  our  Theological  school  and  of  our 
church  at  large ;  wo  confidently  hope  that  a  spirit  of  enlightened 
zeal  and  liberality  is  growing  and  extending  in  our  churches,  and  that 
another  year  will  furnish  the  proof  that  the  contributions  to  the  trea- 
suries of  the  different  Boards  will  be  more  than  doubled.  The  Synod 
and  the  churches  owe  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  committee 
for  their  active  and  persevering  exertions  in  accomplishing  the  re- 
sults which  have  been  stated*.  They  recommend  the  adoptipn  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  presented 
to  the  committee  appointed  to  procure  such  additions  to  the  per- 
manent fund  of  Synod,  as  shall  enable  the  entire  fund,  from  its  pro- 
ceeds, to  sustain  the  whole  expense  of  our  Theological  College, 
for  their  unwearied  and  successful  exertions  in  raising  the  sum  of 
forty-one  thousand  dollars,  enabling  the  Synod  permanently  to  en- 
dow their  professorships  and  liquidate  existing  debts — and 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  given  to  the  liberal 
donors  who  have  subscribed  to  this  object,  and  that  an  addition  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  minutes  of  General  Synod,  con- 
taining the  report  of  the  committee  be  printed,  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee,  and  to  be  by  them  furnished  to  these  sub- 
scribers. 

The  great  mass  of  the  subscriptions  for  the  endowment  of  the  pro- 
fessorate, are  retained  by  the  subscribers  during  their  pleasure,  while 
paying  interest  at  six  per  cent,  on  the  first  day  of  May  annually* 
The  character  of  the  subscribers  furnishes  full  confidence  and  security, 
and  it  is  believed  the  Treasurer  will  realize  little  trouble  in  his  duty 
of  collecting  interest  on  these  subscriptions. 
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Report  of  ike  Board  of  Corporation*. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  and  the  list  of  securnisi 
referred  to  this  committee,  the  committee  find  nothing  claiming  par* 
ticular  notice.  They  furnish  evidence  of  the  care  and  fidelity  whk 
which  the  Board  of  corporation  discharge  the  trust  committed  to 
them  by  General  Synod.  The  following  resolutions  were  submitted 
to  Synod,  and  by  them  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Professorate. 
The  committee  recommend  their  adoption. 

1.  As  for  several  years  past  the  Board  of  direction  of  the  corpora- 
tion of  the  General  Synod,  have  reported  the  donation  of  James  Bo- 
gart,  jr.  of  $200,  as  given  for  the  commencement  of  a  permanent 
fund  for  indigent  students,  and  that  no  addition  has  been  mode  to  ths 
same  fund,  and  as  the  Board  have  not  informed  Synod  of  the  dispo- 
sition of  its  income. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  corporation  be  desired  to  report  to 
the*  next  General  Synod,  to  what  purpose  said  income  has  been 
appropriated. 

2.  Whereas,  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  not,  in  their  reports 
to  the  General  Synod  for  1833  and  11*34,  given  to  Synod  any  infor- 
mation respecting  the  Livingston  scholarship,  directed  by  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  1832,  to  he  founded  with  monies  said  to  have  been  in 
their  hands  at  that  time  unexpended,  for  the  educating  poor  young 
men  for  the  ministry, 

Resolved,  That  said  board  be,  and  hereby  are  requested  to  furnish 
the  next  General  Synod  with  a  full  statement  respecting  such  funds. 

Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  formation  of  our  Theological  pro* 
feasors  into  a  faculty  holding  regular  meetings,  and  exercising  a 
general  supervision  of  its  interests  would  prove  beneficial,  and  there- 
fore recommend  to  the  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  re- 
solution : 

Resolved,  That  the  professors  of  our  Theological  Seminary  bt 
organized  into  a  faculty,  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in 
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m,  in  the  plan  for  the  government  of  the  Theological  school,  anA 
t  they  be  directed  to  hold  monthly  meetings,  and  more  frequently 
hey  deem  it  necessary ;  and  that  the  professors  preside  quarterly 
rotation  beginning  with  the  senior  professor. 

Increase  of  the  Library  of  the  Theological  Seminart/. 

The  increase  of  the  library  of  our  seminary  is  deemed  highly  im* 
lint,  and  it  is  desirable  that  measures  should  continually  be 
jcted  to  this  object.  By  voting  a  small  annual  appropriation 
Synod  will  enable  the  Professors  from  time  to  time  to  obtain 
h  books  as  thcyjnay  deem  necessary  for  use.  At  the  same  time  a 
pmittee  should  be  appointed  in  order  to  solicit  contributions  in 
ney  and  in  books.  The  following  resolutions  are  recommended 
Synod  for  their  adoption. 

l.  Resolved,  That  two  hundred  dollars  be  annually  appropriated 
the  increase  of  the  Library  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  out  o/ 
r  surplus  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and  that  it  be  ez- 
ided  under  the  direction  of  the  Professors  of  said  seminary. 

1.  Resolved,  That  Tlcv.  John  Knox,  D.D.  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hut- 
i,  Rev.  Samuel  B.  How,  D.D.  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Vermilye,  Re?. 
orge  W.  Bethune,  and  Rev.  Henry  Mandeville,  be  a  committee 
solicit,  either  collectively  or  individually,  contributions  in  books, 
i  in  money  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  library  of  our  seminary. 

Publication  of  the  Revised  Constitution. 

Prom  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  superintend  the 
blication,  it  appears  that  two  thousand  copies,  printed  on  fine  pa- 
r,  and  bound  in  leather,  have  been  published.  While  they  bare 
en,  to  some  extent  circulated,  the  Committee  feel  the  importance 
their  wider  diffusion,  and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fbl- 
vinu  resolution : 

Resolred,  That  it  bo  recommended  to  our  consistories  and  churches, 
promote  the  circulation  of  the  revised  constitution. 

Your  Committee   would    remark,  that  the  term   "The  Const*- 
Vol.  IV.  55 
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tution,"  ai  prefixed  to  our  revised  system  of  church  government,  air 
though  it  properly  includes  the  rules  of  church  government,  is  man 
comprehensive  in  its  import  In  the  words  of  the  preface  to  our  for- 
mer book,  "To  the  constitution  of  a  church'appertain  its  doctrine*, 
mode  of  worship  and  government."  The  constitution  of  the  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Church  then  includes, — 1st.  The  Revised  Rules  of  Church 
Government ;  2d.  Her  Doctrinal  standards,  consisting  of  the  Confes- 
sion of  Faith,  the  Heidelburg  Catechism  and  Compendium,  and  the 
canons  of  the  Synod  of  Dort ;  3d.  The  Liturgy. 


Application*  for  Dispensations  in  the  Theological  coarse. 

Mr.  John  Lillie,  A.  M.,  studied  theology  during  two  regular  years 
in  the  Theological  Hall  of  the  United  Secession  Church,  Scotland,  and 
was  prevented  from  completing  his  third  year  by  a  peculiar  arrange* 
ment  during  three  sessional  weeks  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Dick.  Mr. 
LHliehas  pursued  his  studies  since  last  fall  in  our  theological  semina« 
*ry  with  the  senior  class,  and  now  asks  from  Synod  a  dispensation 
from  farther  study  in  order  that  he  may  receive  licensure  in  our 
church.  His  request  is  recommended  to  Synod  by  the  three  theolo- 
gical Professors.  Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Lillio  has  pursued  the  full  term  of 
theological  study  in  Scotland,  and  our  seminary,  your  Committee  re- 
commend that  the  request  of  Mr.  Lillie  be  granted. 

Mr.  Ebenezer  Wiggins,  a  member  of  the  junior  class  in  our  theo- 
logical seminary,  requests  to  be  admitted  into  the  senior  class,  past- 
ing by  the  middle  class,  and  urges  as  a  reason  his  age  and  previoui 
acquirements.  The  Professors  testify  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  would 
be  safe  to  grant  Mr-  Wiggins'  request.  The  Committee  do  not 
doubt  that  Mr.  Wiggins'  case  may  be  a  peculiar  one,  but  they  believe 
it  would  be  dangerous  to  break  in  upon  their  general  rule — that  it 
might  prove  invidious  to  advance  any  on  account  of  their  attainment! 
beyond  others  in  the  same  class  ;  and  that  it  would,  probably,  lead  to 
repeated  applications  of  a  similar  nature.  The  Committee  recom- 
mend the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  request  of  Mr.  Wig- 
gins, snd  that  he  be  advised  to  prosecute  the  regular  course. 
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Mr.  E.  Doty,  a  member  of  the  middle  clue  in  our  feminity,  hie 
deyoted  himself  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  service,  and  porpoeei  to 
accompany  Mr.  Abeel  on  his  return.  A  knowledge  of  medicine  ia 
deemed  a  valuable  attainment  in  a  foreign  missionary.  Mr.  Dpty 
asks  from  Synod  the  privilege  of  devoting  next  winter  to,  a^coursp  of 
medical  studies.  The  Committee  recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  as  Mr.  Doty  has  devoted  himself  to  the  foreign 
missionary  work,  and  expects  to  be  associated  with  Mr.  Abeel  on  his 
return,  that  he  be  permitted  (in  case  the  theological  Professors  shall 
concur  in  the  propriety  of  the  measure)  to  devote  next  winter  to.  the 
etudy  of  medicine ;  and  if  an  opportunity  should  offer  a  month  or  tsro 
previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  in  July,  1036, 
for  proceeding  to  the  missionary  field,  that  then  discretionary  power 
be  given  to  the  Classis  for  examining  and  licencing  Mr.  Doty  on  the 
corticate  of  the  Professors* 

Mr.  William  S.  Moore,  a  member  of  the  freshman  class  of  the  New 
York  University,  makes  application  to  Synod  for  admission  to  the  the- 
ological seminary,  on  account  of  his  age  and  peculiar  circumstances. 
As  cases  of  this  nature  are  generally  considered  and  acted  on  by  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  ease 
of  Mr.  Moore  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents.

Annual  Missionary  Sermon  was  preached  before  the  Synod 
rening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synod, 
eformed  Dutch  Church  in  Crown  street,  by  the  Rev.  David 
om  Isaiah,  liv.

Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  Report  was  adopt- 
is  as  follows ; — 
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Your  Committee  hare  experienced  peculiar  gratification  in  wit- 
nessing the  spirit  which  pervades  and  animates  the  reports  of  the  pre- 
sent year.  Both  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Boards  have,  evidently, 
become  renewed  in  strength,  and  now  "  run  without  weariness  and 
walk  without  fainting."  The  apathy  of  the  church,  in  the  cause  of 
Missions,  which  has  in  past  years  been  a  subject  of  frequent  com- 
plaint, seems  to  be  rapidly  giving  place  to  better  feelings.  Aware  lo- 
wborn we  are  indebted  for  the  favorable  change,  we  would  mingle 
thankfulness  with  our  congratulations,  and  while  we  rejoice,  rejoice  in 
the  Lord. 

The  receipts  of  the  Synod's  Board  during  the  past  year  are  $4273.84 
to  which  if  we  add  $1766.96,  the  amount  received  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  Auxiliary  Society,  we  have  $6040.80  as  the  whole  sum.  This 
i  mount  furnishes  gratifying  evidence  of  the  increasing  liberality  of 
.  or  churches.  For  this  favorable  result  to  their  efforts  in  raising 
funds,  the  Board  consider  themselves  indebted  under  God,  to  the  ac- 
tivity and  faithfulness  of  their  classical  agents;  The  present  is  the 
first  year  which  has  tested  the  efficacy  of  this  method  of  developing 
the  resources  of  the  church.  Its  success  has  equalled  the  most  san- 
guine expectations,  and  induces  your  Committee  to  recommend  its 
continuance;  All  experience  demonstrates  some  form  of  agency  to 
be  indispensible  towards  carrying  on  the  benevolent  operations  of  the 
church*  While  this  bears  a  character  of  economy,  superior  to  the 
most  of  those  which  have  heretofore  been  proposed,  it  is  the  least  ex- 
ceptionable on  other  grounds; 

The  monies  received  into  the  Treasury  have  been,  principally,  ex- 
pended in  sustaining  and  strengthening  feeble  churches.  T weary- 
seven  are  enumerated  as  having  experienced  the  fostering  care  and 
kindness  of  your  Board:  While  thus  employed  in  "  lifting  up  the 
hands  that  hang  down  and  strengthening  the  feeble  knees,"  for  which 
the  blessing  of  many  comes  upon  them,  they  have  not  overlooked  fa- 
vorable opportunities  for  bringing  new  churches  into  existence.— 
Under  their  patronage,  one  has  been  organized  with  flattering  pros- 
pects, by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crookshank,  in  the  flourishing  town  of  New- 
burgh.  Another,  with  prospects  scarcely  less  encouraging,  is  in  pn> 
gress  at  Hudson.  May  the  Lord  build  these  temples  that  the  work- 
men labor  not  in  vain. 

Your  Committee  sympatluse  with  the  feelings  of  the  Board,  and  (to 
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adopt  their  language)  "  record  with  pleasure  that  two  of  the  infant 
churches  which  they  hare  nourished,  have  erected  beautiful  houses 
fof  worship,  and  are  now  occupying  them,  under  the  blessing  of  the 
Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,  viz :  the  church  worshiping  in 
Ninth  street,  New- York,  and  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  church  of 
Newark,  New- Jersey." 

Though  no  special  efforts  have  been  made  through  the  past  year 
to  extend  the  limits  of  our  church,  vour  Board  have  not  been  without 
solicitations  and  appeals  to  this  effect.  Several  individuals  have  ex- 
pressed a  wish  to  engage  in  the  work  under  their  commission,  and 
have  pointed  to  the  state  of  Ohio  and  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  as 
inviting  fields. 

It  appears  desirable  to  your  Committee  that  our  connection  should 
be  enlarged)  and  that  its  advantages  should  be  more  widely  extended. 
Many  causes  contribute  to  give  your  church  at  the  present  day  a  com- 
manding place  in  tho  eye  of  the  world.  She  holds  fast  the  form  of 
sound  words,  maintains  the  faith  delivered  to  the  saints,  preserves  un- 
changed the  order  of  God's  house,  and  is  cemented  together  in  every 
part  by  mutual  affection.  While  the  Goods  lift  up  their  voices,  and 
the  waves  toss  themselves  around  her,  she,  like  Mount  Zion,  remains 
firm  and  unmoved.  "  Peace  is  within  her  walls,  and  prosperity  with- 
in her  palaces.  Many  "go  around  about  her,  tell  the  towers  thereof, 
mark  her  bulwarks,  and  consider  her  palaces,"  and  have  awakened 
in  their  bosoms  a  strong  desire  to  participate  in  her  privileges:  Let 
her  then,  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  her  Lord,  "go  forth  and 
preach  the  gospel/*  Authorise  your  Board  to  "lengthen  her  cords' r 
to  the  extent  that  means  and  instruments  can  be  commanded  for  the 
work. 

Your  Committee,  however,  would  not  recommend  tho  planting  of 
churches  at  any  considerable  distance  from  the  fields  already  occupi- 
ed. In  their  early  existence  they  need  sympathy  and  support  which 
cannot  be  readily  extended  to  them  in  such  situations.  Importunate 
entreaties  have  reached  us  from  the  western  part  of  the  state  of  New- 
York,  where  there  is  ample  room  and  a  destitute  population.  Several 
churches  belonging  to  our  connection,  but  which  arc  now  in  a  decay- 
ed state,  have  made  a  strong  appeal  to  us  for  assistance.  In  raising 
them  and  occupying  favorable  situations  which  there  present  them- 
selves, the  Board  may  find  sufficient  employment  for  at  least  a  few 
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years  to  come.  Churches  planted  here  will  give  strength  to  those  al- 
ready in  existence,  and  reap  in  return  important  benefits  from  them. 
Engaged  in  this  important  work,  we  trust  they  will  be  fully  sustained 
by  the  liberality  of  the  church  at  large,  as  well  as  by  individual  con- 
tributions. Characterized  as  a  body  by  our  devotion  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  own  church,  regarding  her  prosperity  as  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  our  country,  who 
among  us  would  refuse  to  aid  in  this  work  ? 

By  the  Report  of  your  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  it  appears  that 
"The  receipts  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  the  year  ending 
June  1,  1835,  were  $3,937  GO ;  the  payments  during  the  same  time 
of  $3,796  V>3 ;  leaving  a  balance  now  in  the  Treasury  of  $140  77." 
"Our  churches  during  the  past  year  have  continued  to  manifest  their 
interest  in  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  by  their  contributions." 

It  was  thought  advisable  to  defer  all  special  efforts  on  behalf  of 
this  cause  until  the  arrival  of  the  Rev:  Mr.  Abeel.  This  highly  re- 
spected and  devoted  missionary  has,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  it 
length  arrived,  and  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  sufficient  meusure  of  health 
and  strength  to  enable  him  to  visit  the  churches  and  urge  the  claim 
of  your  Board  to  their  countenance  and  support.  His  qualifications 
for  this  work  far  transcend  those  of  ;my  other  individual  whose  services 
are  at  our  command.  He  lias  passed  through  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  land  which  we  arc  called  to  go  up  and  possess,  has  witnessed 
the  degraded  and  suffering  condition  of  its  inhabitants,  is  acquainted 
with  their  real  wants  and  wishes,  and  knows  how  to  administer  most 
effectually  to  their  relief,  I  Jo,  therefore,  can  speak  with  the  confi- 
dence of  an  eye  witness,  he  will  appeal  with  the  ardor  of  one  who  ha* 
participated,  through  sympathy,  in  the  wretchedness  he  describes,  and 
can  demonstrate  by  details,  ofpcrson.il  experience,  the  practicability 
of  the  missionary  scheme  Thus  qualified,  wc  trust  his  progren 
through  our  churches  will  kindle  a  spirit  which  will  bring  them  up 
with  all  their  power,  "to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help  of  the 
Lord  against  the  mighty/'  lie  will  enter  upon  this  work  immediate* 
ly  on  the  close  of  the  present  session  of  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  anticipate  important  advantages  in  our  foreign 
operations,  from  the  intercourse  which  has  been  opened  through  tie 
agency  of  IWr.  Abeel  with  the  Secretary  of  (he  Netherlands  Mission*- 
ry  Society.     Whilejin  Europe  he  visited  Holland  on  the  suggestion^ 
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yottr  Board  and  had  an  interview  with  this  officer  to  ascertain  how 
far  and  on  what  grounds  the  co-operation  of  their  Society  might  be 
secured.  The  result  was  an  avowal  of  readiness  on  their  part  to  hold 
friendly  relations  with  your  Board,  and  to  render  whatever  aid  lay  in 
their  power.  A  correspondence  has  been  opened  with  them  from 
which  we  hope  much  important  information  may  be  gathered,  and 
many  valuable  suggestions  received  to  assist  our  future  counsels. 

There  is  now  in  the  Foreign  field  but  two  Missionaries  under  the 
direction  of  your  Board.  They,  we  are  happy  to  observe,  are  prose- 
cuting their  work  with  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  of  those  who  realize 
that  "  the  soul  is  precious,'*  and  that  "  its  redemption"  soon  "  ceaseth 
forever."  Nor  are  their  labors  in  vain  in  the  Lord*  While  our 
prayers  ascend  on  their  behalf  shall  we  not  multiply  our  efforts  a 
thousand  fold  to  give  them  associates  in  the  work  ?  This  is  a  cause 
which  must  commend  itself  to  every  heart  in  which  the  Spirit  of  God 
and  of  the  gospel  lives,  and  moves,  and  has  a  being.  The  prompting 
of  this  Spirit  is  "  to  loose  the  bands  of  wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy 
burden,  and  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that  ye  break  every  yoke. 
It  is  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  that  thou  bring  the  poor 
that  is  cast  out  to  thy  house,  when  thou  seest  the  naked,  that  thou 
cover  him  ;  and  that  thou  hide  not  thyself  from  thine  own  flesh." — 
The  facilities  which  offer  at  the  present  day  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  missionary  work,  clearly  indicate  the  will  of  God  in  reference  to 
this  matter.  A  voice  from  heaven  seems  to  have  cried  in  the  ears  of 
-  the  nations,  "  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  and  make  straight  a 
highway  for  our  God."  It  is  met  with  compliance ;  the  crooked 
places  are  made  straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain  ;  obstructions  are 

•wept  from  the  path  of  the  missionary,  and  a  way  is  opened  up  for 
him  into  the  very  heart  of  kingdom:*,  where  in  former  years  he 

dard  not  even  hope  to  tread.  The  word  of  God  is  received  with 
avidity,  and  read  with  gladness ;  and  the  language  of  the  heathen 
is  "How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  aretbe  feet  of  him  that 
bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publisheth  peace  ;  that  bringeth  good  ti- 
dings of  good,  that  publisheth  salvatiou,  that  saith  unto  Zion,  thy 
God  reigneth."  Shall  we  then  be  satisfied  with  rearing  temples  and 
•waking  songs  of  praise  within  the  narrow  limits  of  our  own  land, 
and  refuse  to  make  Hindoostan  and  China  tributary  to  our  God  ? — 
It  is  a  mistaken  idea  which  many  entertain  that  sending  the  pro* 
Vol.  IV.  56 
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visions  of  the  gos pel  abroad,  is  breeding  a  famine  within  our  owe 
doors.  The  heart  that  is  open  to  the  wants  of  the  stranger  is  usually 
the  one  that  provides  most  liberally  for  its  own  household.  Reason 
assures  us  of  such  a  result,  and  we  are  warranted  in  the  expectation 
of  it  by  the  promise  of  God.  "  If  thou  draw  out  thy  soul  to  the  hun- 
gry, and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul,  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden, 
and  like  a  spring  of  water  whose  waters  fail  not,  and  they  that  shall  be 
of  thee  shall  build  the  old  waste  places.  Thou  shalt  raise  up  the 
foundations  of  many  generations  ;  and  thou  shall  be  called  the  re- 
pairer of  the  breach,  the  restorer  of  paths  to  dwell  in."  Let  eur 
church  in  every  quarter  respond  to  the  cry  which  comes  up  from  the 
bosom  of  suffering  humanity.  Let  the  young  men  of  our  church  con- 
secrate this  day  their  service  to  the  Lord,  to  carry  forth  "  salvation  ai 
a  lamp  that  burneth  to  tho  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."  Let  fer- 
vent, importunate,  unceasing  prayer  be  offerered.  Let  generous  con- 
tributions fill  the  treasury  ;  let  untiring  effort  of  every  kind  be  made ; 
and  while  brands  are  plucked  out  of  the  fire  abroad,  new  sympathies 
will  be  awakened  and  felt  at  home,  prompting  to  increased  exertion 
on  behalf  of  those  who  are  ready  to  perish  at  our  own  doors. 

Brethren,  this  work  is  expected  at  our  hands!  See  the  attitude  in 
which  the  nations  present  themselves !  Like  the  inhabitants  around 
the  poles  who,  when  expecting  their  long  and  dreary  night  to  be 
swallowed  up  of  coming  day,  climb  the  summit  of  the  loftiest  hills  to 
catch  the  first  tints  that  brighten  the  distant  mountains,  these  suffer, 
ing  immortals  are  on  their  watch  towers  looking  with  eager  eyes  for 
the  dawning  of  that  day  which  is  to  scatter  the  darkness  of  that  moral 
night  which  has  so  long  enshrouded  thcr.i.  While  holding  their  sta- 
tions, they  issue  the  challenge  to  tho  world  around.  "  Watchmen, 
what  of  the  night  ? — Watchmen,  what  of  the  night  ?"  Say  ye  to 
them,  the  morning  cometh,  and  go  scatter  the  light  of  heavenly  truth 
among  them,  and  then  eternal  day  shall  dawn. 

"  Shall  we,  whose  souls  arc  lighted 

With  wisdom  fiora  on  high — 
Shall  we,  to  men  benighted, 

The  Lamp  of  Life  deny  ? 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  present  mode  of  collecting  funds  through 
Classical  Agents  be  continued. 
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S.  Resolved,  That  every  favorable  opportunity  for  planting  new 
churches  within  reach  of  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  of  our  churches 
be  embraced  by  the  Board. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abeel,  in  his  visitation  to  our 
churches,  be  recommended  to  the  hearty  welcome  of  our  church,  and 
receive  from  them  every  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  his  work* 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

That  this  General  Synod  consider  the  Act  of  the  Legislature 
as  opposed  to  the  practice,  injurious  to  the  interests,  and  subversive 
of  the  constitution  and  rules  of  government  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church.  ^~ 

2.  That  all  our  churches  be  and  they  arc  hereby  enjoined  against 
adopting  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  that  the  churches  who  haye 
already  adopted  them  be  directed  to  dispense  with  them  and  adhere 
to  the  constitution  and  orders  of  the  church. 

3.  That  the  Elders  P.  D.  Vroom,  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  John 
D.  Keese  and  Abraham  Van  Nest,  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Yates,  D.  D., 
be  appointed  a  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Church  at  whose  re-

Resolved,  That  that  part  of  the  xxxvi  article  of  the  Confession  of 
Faith,  as  now  printed,  which  declares  that  it  belongs  to  the  office  of 
the  civil  magistrate  "  to  protect,  ihe  holy  church  service  ;  and  to  pre- 
vent and  extirpate  all  idolatry  aiid  false  worship  ;  to  destroy  the  king- 
dom of  Anti-Christ ;  to  promote  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
to  take  care  that  the  word  of  the  gospel  be  preached  every  wherei 
that  God  rr.ay  be  honored  and  worshiped  by  every  one  as  he  commands 
in  his  worf!,,%  is  sufficiently  explained  in  the  preface  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  35th  explanatory  article. 

Resolved,  That  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  deprecates  any  union 
between  church  and  state  as  alike  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  vital 
piety  and  dangerous  to  that  liberty  of  conscience  which  is  now  enjoy- 
ed by  the  citizens  of  our  happy  Republic. 
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Resolved,  That  the  results  of  experience  in  this  country  abundant- 
\y  prove  that  the  church  needs  no  other  support  than  the  piety  of  its 
members  and  the  grace  of  Christ.  s

Anitual  Report  of  thb  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 

College  at  New-Brunswick,  N.  J. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  for  the 
year  ending  July,  1835  : 

The  Board  convened  on  the  Oth  of  July,  1835,  in  accordance 
a  resolution  of  the  General  Synod,  directing  their  meetings. 
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It  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  the  Board,  and  they  take  great  sa- 
tisfaction io.  reporting,  that  our  Theological  Semioary  continues  to 
move  on  in  its  usual  prosperity. 

The  smiles  of  a  gracious  Providence  have  rested  upon  its  opera- 
tions through  another  year,  and  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction 
has  been  regularly,  diligently  and  successfully  pursued.  Through 
divine  goodness,  in  a  recent  calamity,  which  has  visited  the  city 
of  New.  Brunswick,  and  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  much  proper- 
ty and  some  lives,  the  property  of  the  church  has  been  kindly  pre. 
served,  and  our  professors  and  students  have  all  escaped  unhurt** 
although  8omeofthem  were  in  imminent  danger.  This  signal  man. 
ifestation  of  the  divine  mercy  demands  a  peculiar  expression  of  gra- 
titude. 

Th^ Board  are  satisfied  from  the  manner  in  which  the  young 
men  acquitted  themselves  at  the  examination,  that  the  professors  in 
their  several  departments,  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  entrusted  to  them,  and  from  the  reports  of  the  professors,  the 
students  have  conducted  in  a  manner  becoming  their  Christian  pro- 
fession, and  the  high  prospects  which  are  before  them. 

The  whole  number  of  students  who  have  attended  during  the  year 
post,  is  twenty-five.  Of  these,  five  have  belonged  to  the  senior 
class,  eight  to  the  middle,  and  twelve  to  the  junior.  The  following 
is  a  list  of  their  names  :

The  Board  are  pleased  to  learn  that  an  ardent  missionary  spirit  has 
begun  to  operate  with  the  young  men  of  our  seminary.  The  visits 
6f  our  worthy  brother,  David  Abeel,  and  others,  have  been  peculiarly 
useful  in  awakening  a  Christian  feeling  with  our  young  brethren  in 
behalf  of  the  benighted  and  perishing  heathen.  Three  young  men 
expect  to  accompany  Mr.  Abeel  on  his  return  to  China  next  spring, 
and  others  it  is  probable  will  enter  upon  the  same  labours,  provided 
Providence  shall  open  the  way  for  them.  This  fact,  as  a  harbinger 
of  better  things  to  the  inhabitants  who  have  long  been  in  darkness, 
and  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death,  must  be  a  rich  source  of  gra- 
tification to  the  Synod  and  to  all  the  pious  of  the  church.  We  have 
reason  to  bless  God,  that  our  Zion,  and  especially  our  Theological 
Institution  is  waking  up  to  duty,  in  this  grand  era  of  the  church  and 
the  world,  when  benevolent  hearts  are  beginning  to  swell,  and 
seeming  to  aim  at  a  degree  of  cxpansiveness  commensurate  with 
their  Christian  obligations.  We  doubt  not  if  this  spirit  is  fostered  in 
this  seat  of  science,  it  will  prove,  not  only  an  immeasurable  blessing 
abroad,  but  also  at  home.  The  church  will  feel  the  benefit  in  call- 
ing forth  an  enlarged  benevolence. 

None  have  such  power  to  control  and  advance  the  vital  interest 
of  the  church  at  homo,  as  the  devoted  missionary,  even  when  thou- 
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sands  of  miles  distant.  Men  of  towering  genius  and  splendid  at- 
tainments in  the  church  may  indeed  do  much  to  regulate  her  affairs 
both  temporal  and  spiritual,  and  guide  with  discretion  all  her  con- 
cerns,  and  give  a  character  to  her  movements  at  home  ;  but  none 
of  those  who  step  beyond  the  bounds  of  Christendom,  have  the  pow- 
er like  the  self-denying  missionary,  to  awaken,  among  the  best  of 
Christians  even,  that  enlarged  benevolence  which  includes  within 
its  kindly  embrace,  the  dying  and  the  lost  of  the  whole  world.  Be- 
lieving, as  we  do,  this  to  be  an  incontrovertible  truth,  we  would 
rejoice  to  see  our  Theological  Seminary  evince  more  of  a  missionary 
spirit,  so  that  while  the  blessing  of  the  heathen,  who  were  ready  to 
perish,  shall  come  upon  you,  the  guardians  of  the  interest  of  the 
church,  and  upon  the  missionaries,  the  instruments  in  the  hands  of 
God,  in  the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  our  Zion  shall  rise  in  moral 
beauty,  such  as  angels  shall  delight  to  contemplate. 

The  Board  would  lespectfully  suggest  to  the  General  Synod,  the 
propriety  of  taking  into  their  consideration,  the  fact,  that  so  few  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  usually  attend  its  meetings  ;  inquire  into 
the  cause  of  this  delinquency,  and  do  what  in  their  wisdom  will  be 
most  likely  to  remedy  the  same  ;  inasmuch  as  it  appears  to  the 
Board  to  be  exceedingly  desirable  to  have  a  more  general  attend- 
ance of  its  members. 

Three  young  gentlemen  of  the  senior  class,  viz.,  A.  Polhemus, 
Jacob  Ennis,  and  John  Lillie,  were  examined  on  didactic  and  polemic 
theology,  ecclesiastical  history,  pastoral  theology,  church  govern- 
ment, and  Biblical  criticism,  together  with  practical  piety,  and  their 
views  for  entering  the  ministry,  and  were  recommended  for  profes- 
soral  certificates.  Mr.  Youngblood,  of  the  same  class,  being  un- 
able to  attend  the  examination,  in  consequence  of  indisposition,  was 
not  examined,  but  froni  his  well  known  standing,  as  a  member  of 
this  institution,  and  the  report  of  all  the  professors,  bearing  testi- 
mony to.  his  faithfulness  and  attainments,  and  uniform  Christian 
deportment,  recommended  him  also  for  a  professoral  certificate. 
The  junior  and  middle  classes  were  also  both  sustained.    # 

The  professors  communicated  with  the  Board  in  relation  to  the 
case  of  Mr.  Ebenezer  Wiggins,  a  member  of  the  junior  class, 
whose  case  was  presented  to  the  Synod.  The  diligence  and  attain- 
ments of  Mr.  W.  were  well  spoke n  of  by  thj  professors,  and  the 
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Board  alto  learned,  in  addition  to  the  facta  presented  to  the  Synod, 
that  Mr.  W.  had  directed  his  attention  to  the  subject  of  theology 
for  more  than  six  months  previous  to  his  entering  our  seminary,  iff 
the  seminary  at  Belfast,  Ireland.  The  Board  unanimously  consider- 
ed the  case  of  Mr.  W.  as  presenting  a  strong  claim  for  the  indulgence 
he  asked  of  Synod,  and  would  again  respectfully  present  it  to  Synod 
for  consideration,  and  such  action  as  their  wisdom  may  direct. 

In  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  we  are  happy  to  state  to  the 
General  Synod,  that  our  confidence  and  hopes,  connected  with  this 
institution,  continue  undiminished,  and  commend  it  to  your  affection, 
jQur  wisdom,  and  prayers.

ARTICCE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  the  An- 
nual  Digest,  and  a  list  of  the  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasu- 
rer, which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  thtf  Professorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church : 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  have  met  as  often  as  has  been  necessary,  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  entrusted  to  their  care. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  General  Synod,  in  1835, 
they  find  the  following  items : 

1.  "As  for  several  years  past,  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Cor. 
poration  of  General  Synod  have  reported  the  donation  of  James 
Bogert,  Junr.,  of  two  hundred  dollars,  as  given  for  the  commence- 
ment of  a  permanent  fund  for  indigent  students,  and  that  no  addition 
has  beenjmade  to  the  fund  ;  and  as  the  Board  have  not  informed 
Synod  of  the  disposition  of  its  income, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corpora* ion  he  desired  to  report  to 
the  next  General  Synod  to  what  purpose  the  said  income  has  been 
appropriated." 
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2.  "  Whereas  the  Board' of  Corporation  have  not,  in  their  reports 
to  the  General  Synod  for  1833  and  1834,  given  any  information  re- 
8pecting  the  Livingston  scholarship,  directed  by  the  General  Synod 
of  1832,  to  be  founded  with  moneys  said  to  have  been  in  their 
hands  at  that  time,  unexpended,  for  the  educating  poor  young  men  ' 
for  the  ministry, 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Board  be  and  hereby  are  requested  to 
furnish  the  next  General  Synod  with  a  full  statement  respecting 
such  funds." 

8.  "  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  requested  tq 
effect  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  cur  Psalm  Book  as  soon  as 
practicable." 

4.  The  subject  of  establishing  a  widows'  fund  was  referred  to 
this  Board,  in  connexion  with  a  Committee,  of  whom  Rev.  James 
Murphy  was  appointed  chairman. 

With  respect  to  the  donation  of  Mr.  Bogert,  the  amount  (two 
hundred  dollars)  when  received,  in  1828,  passed  into  the  general 
fund  of  Synod,  and  has  there  remained.  No  addition  having  been 
made  to  this  fund,  the  Board  have  consulted  with  Mr.  Bogert  re- 
specting its  disposal.  Mr.  Bogert  expresses  his  wish  that  it  should 
remain  in  the  permanent  fund,  and  be  used  for  its  benefit.  But 
should  he  hereafter  choose  to  endow  a  scholarship,  in  such  case  he 
be  permitted  to  draw  from  the  permanent  fund  the  two  hundred  dol- 
lars as  part  of  such  endowment.  Your  Board  recommend  that  Mr. 
Bogert's  proposition  be  acceded  to  by  Synod. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Livingston  Scholarship,  directed  by- 
Synod  in  1832,  to  be  created,  nothing  has  been  done.  The  Synod's 
Committee  on  the  Professorate,  in  1832,  it  is  believed,  were  in 
error,  in  reporting  at  that  time  '.'  a  considerable  sum  unexpended,  in 
the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  General  Synod,  for  educating  poor, 
young  men  for  the  ministry."  No  such  sum  existed.  The  mistake 
probably  arose  froman  inspection  of  the  state  of  the  Van  Benscho- 
ten  fund,  over  which  your  Board  have  no  control. 

After  repeated  and  earnest  attempts  on  the  subject,  your  Board 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  accomplish  the  wishes  of  Synod  respect- 
ing  a  reduction  in  the  prices  of  our  Psalm  Book. 

The  chairman  appointed  by  Synod,  not  having  called  together 
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the  committee  on  establishing  a  widows'  fund,  nothing  has  been 

done. 

Immediately  after  our  last  communication  to  3ynod,  the  amount 
of  six  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  reported  to  have  been  re. 
ceived  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  forming 
the  Van  Rensselaer,  the  William  Patterson  Van  Rensselaer,  the 
Rutgers,  and  the  Cornell  scholarships,  was  invested,  on  bond  and 
mortgage,  in  one  bond,  for  six  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars.  A 
bond  and  mortgage  for  four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  embrac- 
ing the  Heyer  and  the  Wyckoff  scholarships,  has  been  transferred 
to  the  education  fund.  For  the  endowment  of  the  Wyckoff  scholar, 
ship,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  lias  been  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury. All  the  other  scholarships  have  been  equalized,  the  principal 
of  each  being  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars.  The  proceeds 
of  this  fund,  are  paid  as  they  accrue,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Education  ;  and  it  forms  on  our  books  a  distinct  account  from 
that  of  the  general  fund  of  Synod. 

The  business  of  the  Board  has  been  transacted  with  entire  har- 
mony throughout  the  year.  The  responsibilities  of  the  Synod  have 
been  promptly,  and  with  very  little  embarrassment,  met  by  your 
treasurer.  The  proceeds  of  the  permanent  vested  funds  of  Synod, 
together  with  the  interest  on  outstanding  subscriptions,  (provided  this 
interest  is  punctually  paid)  it  is  believed  will  be  adequate  to  the 
support  of  the  theological  professors,  and  the  ordinary  economical 
incidental  expenses  of  Synod,  a  result  on  which  we  cordially  con- 
gratulate the  assembled  representatives  of  the  church.  The  Synod 
will  not  fail  to  bear  in  mind,  that  these  funds  constitute  their  entire 
resources  for  supporting  the  Theological  College,  and  meeting  all 
the  incidental  expenses  of  Synod.  If  the  outstanding  subscriptions 
.  however  were  actually  paid  in,  and  invested,  a  considerable  amount 
of  trouble,  both  to  the  treasurer  and  to  subscribers  themselves, 
would  be  spared ;  and  we  would  respectfully  suggest  to  subscribers 
the  expediency  of  paying  into  the  treasury  the  amount  of  their 
subscriptions,  as  soon  as  they  may  find  it  convenient. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  classes  should  be  more  universally  con- 
siderate in  making  payments  punctually  for  copies  of  minutss 
ordered  by  them. 

The  Board  would,  in  conclusion,  call  the  attention  of  Synod 
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to  the  importance  of  a  general  circulation  of  the  revised  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  prompt  payment  for  copies  sold,  the  expense  of  the 
edition  having  been  paid  out  of  their  treasury.  . 

The  Annual  Digest  is  herewith  submitted,  and  the  Treasurer's

ARTICLE  V. 

Correspondence. 

The  Rev.  Mark  Tucker,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  Peter  Boyd,  a  ruling 
elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having 
produced  testimonials  of  their  appointment,  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  took  their  seats  as  correspond- 
ing Delegates. 

Several  copies  of  the  "  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Churches"  at  their  last  meeting,  were  re- 
ceived and  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  United  Associate  Synod  of 
Scotland,  in  answer  to  one  addressed  to  them  by  the  Committee  for 
that  purpose,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  {he  Committee  on 
Correspondence.     [See  Appendix.] 
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The  Revi  Daniel  Zacharias,  of  the  German  Reformed  Churchy 
having  appeared  in  Synod,  and  presented  testimonials  of  his  ap- 
pointment, took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding  member. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report — That  an  interesting 
letter  has  been  received  from  the  United  Associate  Church  of 
Scotland,  in  answer  to  a  letter  directed  to  that  Church  by  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  1834. 

It  appears  the  letter  was  kindly  and  respectfully  received  ;  direct- 
ed to  be  printed  with  their  minutes,  and  published  to  their  churches. 
Courtesy  would  therefore  appear  to  require,  that  the  letter  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  should  in  the  same  manner  be  printed  in  our 
Minutes.

Synodical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches. 

In  conformity  with  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  in  religious  exer- 
cises, conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee of  arrangements,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Brodhead,  Dr.  Ferris, 
Rev.  Mr.  Sluyter,  and  Elders  J.  Schenck  and  G.  W.  Mentz. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  committee  be  appointed  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  holding  a  Synodical  Concert  in  the  Second  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Church  of  this  city. 
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The  committee  reported,  and  a  concert  prayer-meeting  was  held 
in  conform^;,    thereto,  in  ilic  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  «er 


sion.  • 

Resolved,  Tn:»t  a  JJ;  judical  Prayer-meeting  be  held  every 
morning  at  six  o'clock. 

The  Committee  on  the  Slate  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  re- 
port wasaccepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion,  within  the+bounds  of 
this  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  they  have  examined  the  reports  on  the  state  of  religion, 
presented  by  tho  Paiticular  Synods,  and  find  in  addition  to  the 
information  contained  in  the  accompanying  statistical  tables,  the 
record  of  an  increase  in  the  ministry  of  our  church  of  five  young 
men,  who  have  been  ordained  and  installed  pastors,  and  are  now 
engaged  in  their  appropriate  labor  within  our  bounds. 

They  are  also  gratified  in  being  able  to  notice  the  organization 
during  the  past  year,  of  seven  new  churches.  One  in  the  city  of 
New- York,  known  as  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Twenty-first 
street.  One  at  Roxburgh,  by  the  classis  of  Philadelphia,  One  at 
Hudson,  by  classis  of  Rensselaer.  The  churches  of  Jamesville, 
Cicero  and  Arcadia,  by  the  classis  of  Cayuga.  One  at  Conesville, 
by  the  classis  of  Schoharie.  And  one  at  Mooreville,  in  the  classis 
of  Greene. 

In  answering  the  inquiry,  Watchman  what  of  the  night,  so 
anxiously  made  by  all  who  love  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  your  com- 
mittee would  reply — 

That  in  looking  over  the  events  of  the  past  year,  we  can  trace, 
as  in  each  former  year,  the  commingled  proofs  of  God's  goodness 
and  faithfulness,  and  of  man's  sinfulness  and  neglect. 

We  find  the  azure  of  a  clear  sky  resting  for  the  most  part  over 
our  Zion.  A  union  of  heart  and  of  spirit  exists  among  our  churches 
and  ministers,  of  a  most  delightful  ami  cheerful  character — a  union 
such  as  was  never  before  exceeded,  perhaps  never  before  enjoyed 
by  u*.  Heart  meets  heart,  and  eye  meets  eye,  as  eye  and  heart  of 
brethren  should  ever  meet.    And  in  looking  for  the  causes  which 
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under  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  have  produced  these  effects, 
our  minds  are  immediately  directed  to  the  encouraging  fact  stated  in 
the  Classical  and  Synodical  Reports,  of  the  constant  and  regular 
attention  paid  to  the  duty  of  instructing  our  people  in  the  doctrines 
taught  in  the  standards  and  catechisms  of  our  church ;  for  whatever 
other  causes  may  have  aided,  your  committee  feel  that  it  is  to  this 
fact  that  those  other  causes  are  mainly  indebted  for  their  power. 

There  is  also  reason  for  gratitude  and  joy  in  the  regular  attend- 
ance of  our  people  on  the  administration  of  gospefordinances. 

Some  of  the  classes  have  been  enabled  to  supply  with  the  minis- 
try  of  reconciliation,  every  church  under  their  care ;  nor  have 
these  ordinances  been  enjoyed  in  vain.  From  the  midst  of  a 
perishing  world  a  portion  of  Christ's  strayed  flock  have  been  gath- 
ered into  his  external  fold,  and  though  the  addition  to  our  churches 
may  not  havo  been  as  large  as  in  some  former  year*,  yet  has  it 
been  such  as  to  prove  that  God  is  waiting  to  be  gracious.  Only  ten 
of  our  churches  can  rejoice  in  what  may  bo  denominated  special 
blessings,  yet  have  many  of  them  been  able  to  report  the  presence 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  conversion  of  souls; 

These  things  call  for  our  thanksgiving,  and  demand  our  songs  of 
praise ;  the  more  especially  when  we  find  that  on  this  subject  the 
same  delightful  unity  of  feeling  exists  that  has  already  been  alluded 
to. 

The  desires  of  the  whole  church  seem  to  be  enlarged  and  united, 
as  those  of  one  man  for  the  Spirit's  influences  ;  and  the  eyes  of  many 
to  be  directed  to  him  who  alone  can  bless  with  a  blessing  that 
maketh  rich  and  addeth  no  sorrow  therewith  ;  for  while  our  several 
synods  and  classes  join  in  expressing  their  gratitude  for  what  God 
has  done,  the  lamentation  comes  up  to  us  with  an  equal  unity  over 
the  low  state  of  religon  within  their  bounds. 

And  while  Synod  should  join  in  this  lamentation,  they  should  also 
mingle  with  it  their  expression  of  pleased  emotions  in  finding  our 
Zion,  thus  longing  for  the  especial  presence  of  her  God  ;  for  well 
do  we  know,  that  when  as  a  church  we  lio  low  at  the  feet  of  Jesus, 
and  sensible  of  neglect  and  our  sin,  shall  cry  from  the  midst  of  our 
deep  humiliation  ;  "  it  is  not  by  mi^ht,  nor  by  power,  but  by  thy 
Spirit,0  Lord,"  that  then  will  the  windows  of  heaven  be  opened, 
and  the  blessings  of  Jehovah,  come  down  m  richest  effusion. 
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The  blessing  of  God  is  already  on  our  church.    Never  since 
our  existence  as  a  church,  has  there  been  displayed  so  much  of  the 
spirit  of  Christianity  in  its  practical  effects  on  a  guilty  world.     All 
our  benevolent  operations  have  been  well  sustained  by  the  charities 
and  prayers  of  our  people ;  and  though  still  far  from  what  we  de- 
sire our  church  to  be,  it  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  we  notice  a 
gradual  but  constant  advance  in  this  desirable  spirit.     A  few  years 
since  we  comparatively  did  nothing,  and  felt  nothing  ;  a  few  voices, 
ever  and  anon,  were  heard,  calling  on  the  church  to  awaken  from 
her  long  and  guilty  slumbers.     Then  followed  calls  at  lengthened 
intervals  for  our  contributions.     They  were  reluctantly  responded 
to.     Soon,  however,  these  calls  increased  in  number  and  frequency, 
and  now  it  is  most  cheering  to  hear  on  every  side,  floated  to  us  on 
almost  every  breeze,  from  our  college  and  seminary,  by  our  news- 
paper, from  our  synods  and  our  churches,  the  cry  not  only  for 
money,  but  for  men  ;  and  blessed  be  God,  the  cry  has  been  heard 
in  heaven,  and  even  now  the  prayers  and  wishes,  and  hopes,  of  oar 
church  are  ascending,  that  God  would  waft  to  their  destined  fields 
of  labor,  a  lovely  band  of  youthful  and  devoted  Missionaries,  sent 
out  from  her  own  bosom,  and  sustained  by  her  as  the  first  fruits  of 
her  return  to  her  duty,  to  a  world  lying  in  wickedness  ;  sent  out 
as  the  advance  guard  of  the  Dutch  church,  on  the  dark  shores  of 
heathenism. 

But  notwithstanding  these  encouraging  things,  of  which  we  make 
mention  with  gratitude  and  praise,  we  have  also,  as  watchmen  on 
Zioh's  walls,  to  warn  the  churches  under  our  care  of  the  dangers 
that  surround  them. 

Watchman,  what  of  the  night,  is  it  asked  ?  The  conflict  is  not 
over ;  there  are  enemies  abroad,  enemies,  insidious  in  their  charac- 
ter ;   whose  touch  is  paralysing  ;   whose  influence  is  death. 

Nor  allude  we  now  to  thoso  external  enemies  to  whose  attacks 
the  church  has  been  in  every  age  exposed.  But  we  would  again 
raise  our  warning  voice  against  that  worldly  spirit  so  prone  to 
creep  into  the  church's  bosom,  and  to  which  the  spirit  of  specula- 
tion, so  rife  in  the  community,  holds  out  at  the  present  day  so  many 
fascinating  allurements. 

Watchman,  what  of  the  night  ?  Sadness  and  sorrows  are  around 
some  of  the  towers  of  our  Zion,  and  the  voice  of  moarning  floats 
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above  them.  Hearts  that  were  once  warm  with  the  love  of  Zion, 
are  now  cold  in  the  silent  tomb ;  tongues  that  once  proclaimed'  sal- 
vation, are  silent  in  death.  The  places  of  five  of  our  ministers 
have  been,  during  the  past  year,  vacated  by  them,  for  ever. 
Oh,  let  the  remnant  of  Zion's  watchmen,  who  will  soon  follow  their 
departed  companions,  be  faithful  and  diligent 

And  let  our  churches,  too,  listen  to  the  warning  we  give,  and  with 
a  holier  zeal,  fixing  our  eyes  on  the  cross  of  Christ,  let  us  all  live 
more  for  eternity ;  lay  our  plans  for  eternity,  and  let  there  be  a 
going  forth  of  our  united  and  holiest  energies,  to  rouse  up  this 
drowsy  world  of  ours  to  a  consideration  of  the  duties  owed  to  God, 
to  their  own  souls,  and  to  their  fellow  men*

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Sy nodical  Appeals. 

Synod  took  up  the  appeal  of  Stephen  Z.  Goetchius  from  the  de- 
cision of  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  affirming  the  decision  of 
the  classis  of  Paramus,  suspending  him  from  preaching  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  Rev.  B.  C.  Taylor  and  Abraham  Messier  were  accredited  as 
commissioners  to  defend  the  proceedings  of  the  Particular  Synod. 

Synod  proceeded  in  the  consideration  of  the  appeal  in  the  fol- 
lowing order :  » 

1.  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  were  read. 

2.  The  documents  in  the  case  were  read. 

3.  The  appellant  was  heard  in  support  of  his  appeal,  by  Rev.  P. 
Labagh  and  J.  Brodhead,  D.  D.,  who,  by  his  request,  were  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  his  behalf. 

4.  The  Particular  Synod  were  heard  by  their  commissioners. 

5.  The  appellant  was  heard  in  reply. 

Synod  proceeded  to  deliberate  and  decide,  excluding  from  a  vote 
such  as  had  voted  in  the  case,  either  in  Classis  or  Particular  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  made  and  seconded  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Stephen  Z.  Goetchius  be  sustain- 
ed, and  that  the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York, 
affirming  the  suspension  of  said  Goetchius  by  the  Classis  of  Para- 
mus, be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  reversed. 

The  question  being  taken  on  this  resolution,  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Church  Government. 

'  The  Committee  on  Overtures,  to  whom  was  referred  tEe  subject 
of  the  non-attendance  of  the  Deputati  Synodi,  reported,  and  their 
report  was  accepted,  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of 
the  Report  on  Sy  nodical  Minutes,  respecting  the  delinquency  of  the 
Deputati  Synodi,  respectfully  report — 

That  the  subject  committed  to  them  involves  difficulties  which 
are  not  easily  removed.  The  constitutional  provision  requiring  the 
presence  of  a  Deputatus  Synodi,  from  a  neighboring  classis,  t<5 
superintend  examinations  of  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry,  wae 
wisely  designed,  and  embraces  the  hope  of  preserving  purity  of 
doctrine,  and  harmony  of  sentiment,  in  the  church  under  your  care  ; 
and  your  committee  deeply  regret  that  any  circumstances  should 
have  occurred  to  render  this  order  of  the  church  a  subject  of  com* 
plaint. 

Yet  such  occurrences  have  taken  place,  and  the  lower  judicatures,, 
whose  prerogative  it  is  to  examine  and  license  candidates  for  the 
ministry,  have  experienced  much  inconvenience  in  consequence  of 
the  non-attendance  of  the  deputati  ;  and  at  present  you  are  moved 
by  both  the  Synods  under  your  jurisdiction,  to  do  something  to* 
remedy  the  evil. 

The  question  is  with  your  committee,  what  can  be  done  to  re- 
lieve the  difficulty  complained  of?  You  have  an  express  rule  laid 
down  in  the  Constitution,  to  appoint  these  officers,  and  to  require 
their  attendance  at  examinations,  and  that  in  no  ease  shall  an~ 
examination  proceed  without  the  presence  of  one  deputatu* 
from  another  classis. 

Your  committee  cannot  conceive  that  there  is  any  thing  grievous 
in  this  article,  and  if  difficulties  have  occurred,  they  .cannot  justly 
bo  charged  to  the  existing  law  on  this  subject.  We  must  then* 
search  elsewhere  for  the  source  of  this  complaint.  Your  commit- 
tee believe  that  if  the  proper  officers  of  the  classis,  before  whom 
the  examination  is  to  tnko  place,  be  prompt  and  faithful  in  giving 
due  notice  to  the  deputatus,  and  if  the  deputatus  were  sensible  of'* 
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the  responsibility  of  his  appointment,  and  the  disorder  and  perplexity 
which  his  delinquency  occasions,  all  complaint  on  this  subject  would 
be  silenced.  In  view  of  the  whole  subject,  as  far  as  your  commit- 
mittee  have  been  able  to  consider  it,  they  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  deem  it  inexpedient  to  legislate 
upon  the  subject  of  amending  or  altering  the  Constitution,  relative 
to  the  appointment  and  duties  of  the  Deputati  Synodi. 

2,  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  on  the  church  at  whose  call 
the  classis  shall  convene,  to  attend  to  an  examination,  to  pay  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  deputatus,  that  this  consideration  may 
x\ot  operate  to  embarrass  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.

ARTICLE    XII. 

Schools  and  Christian  Education. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education : 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  re- 
spectfully report  to  Synod,  that  the  following  scholarships  are  paid 
in  and  invested — 

1.  Van  Rensselaer.  2.  Rutgers.  3.  William  Patterson  Van 
Rensselaer.      4.  Cornell.     5.  Wyckoff.     6.  Heyer.     The  Mar- 
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garet  Barges  scholarship  has  not  yet  been  realized*    The  Stryke? 
scholarship  fa  in  a  course  of  accumulation. 

There  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  board  during  the  past  year, 
thirty-eight  beneficiaries ;  one  of  these  did  not  return  at  the  last 
fall  term  to  the  literary  institution  at  New.Brunswick*  One,  who 
was  received  by  the  board  last  fall,  and  entered  Rutgers  College 
during  the  winter,  led,  probably  with  a  view  of  connecting  himself 
with  another  denomination.  One  who  was  received  last  fall,  as)4 
pursued  elementary  studies  for  three  months,  from  peculiar  circum- 
stances, and  with  the  approbation  of  the  consistory  of  the  enures) 
with  which  he  is  connected,  relinquished  his  course  of  preparation* 
One  of  the  beneficiaries  who  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  last 
fall,  left  this  spring ;  so  that  there  are  at  present  under  the  care  of 
the  board  thirty-four  beneficiaries.  The  classis  of  Bergen  have 
one  beneficiary  under  their  immediate  direction* 

The  receipts  during  the  past  year,  as  will  appear  by  the  treat 
surer's  report  accompany ipg  this,  have  amounted  to  92714  96, 
and  the  expenditures  to  $2,254  13,  leaving  a  balance  of  9490  4)5. 

The  system  of  agencies  in  the  different  classes,  upon  which  this, 
and  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  have  mainly  depended  for  the 
supply  of  their  treasuries,  might,  if  properly  prosecuted,  be  rendered 
very  efficient ;  but  while  some  of  the  classes  have  manifested  a  be- 
coming zeal  and  activity  in  drawing  forth  the  resources  of  the 
church,  in  others,  the  work  has  either  been  wholly  neglected,  ot 
they  have  improperly  delayed  transmitting  the  result  of  their  doing* 
to  our  treasury.  The  board  would  again  respectfully  urge  upon 
the  attention  of  Synod  the  importance  of  more  general  action  ot) 
this  subject.  There  is  evidently  ah  increasing  spirit  of  liberality 
waking  up  in  the  churches,  towards  all  our  benevolent  institution*, 
which,  with  a  general,  well  organized,  and  well  prosecuted  system 
of  effort,  would  readily  yield  far  more  ample  means  for  their  sup* 
port. 

Especially  would  the  board  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
importance  of  making  more  efficient  effort  to  incline  the  hearts  of 
pious  young  men  to  the  gospel  ministry.  Although  the  list  of  our 
beneficiaries,  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year,  exhibits  an  en- 
couraging increase,  still,  in  view  of  the  wants  of  our  own  church, 
and  "  the  fields  that  are  white  for  the  harvest"  in  heathen  lands ;  ip; 
Vol.  IV.  63 
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view  of  the  ample  provision  which  is  made  for  acquiring  the  neees- 
tafy  education  ;  and  in  view  of  the  number  of  our  hopefully  pious 
youth  ;  the  number  of  those  who  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of 
.the  gospel  ministry,  ought  surely  to  be  much  greater  than  it  is ;  and 
it  is  High  time  for  the  church  to  direct  her  efforts  to  the  furnishing 
ef  men,  as  well  as  of  means. 

The  small  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  is  doubtless 
owing  to  the  want  of  suitable  action  on  the  part  of  the  church,  in 
reference  to  this  subject.  Almost  all  her  efforts  have  been  directed 
to  the  one  point  of  furnishing  funds,  while  comparatively  nothing  has 
been  done  to  induce  the  pious  youth  within  her  bosom,  to  conse- 
crate themselves  to  this  work.  While  these  objects  ought  to  have 
been  carried  forward  together,  and  in  due  proportion,  the  one  has 
been  prosecuted  to  the  almost  entire  neglect  of  the  other ;  and  the 
conrequence  of  that  neglect  is  to  be  seen  in  the  fact,  as  appears  from 
the  state  of  our  seminary,  that  the  sons  of  the  church  offer  them- 
selves to  this  work,  only  in  the  proportion  of  one  every  three  years 
to  every  one  thousand  of  her  members  ;  and  in  the  fact,  that  your 
domestic  board  of  missions  is 'straightened  for  laborers,  and  must 
leave  many  inviting  fields  unoccupied.  Surely,  if  a  long  course  of 
preparation  must  be  gone  through,  by  men  who  are  actually  needed 
in  the  field,  at  this  very  hour,  there  should  not,  at  this  late  period, 
be  any  more  delay  in  entering  upon  a  system  of  effort,  with  a  view 
to  find  them,  and  bring  them  forward.  Individual  branches  of  the 
church  must  be  made  to  feel  their  responsibility  in  this  matter  ;  nay,  * 
it  must  in  some  way  be  carried  home  to  the  consciences  of  indi- 
vidual young  men,  and  they  must  be  made  to  feel  that  it  is  a  question 
for  them  personally,  and  in  the  fear  of  God  to  decide,  whether  they 
are  not  called  to  preach  the  gospel; 

The  board,  in  receiving  beneficiaries,  require  a  certificate  from 
the  church  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  expressing  their  convic- 
tion of  his  promising  talents  and  piety,  and  also  certifying  his  indi- 
gence. In  this  case  he  must  personally  appear  before  the  Board  of 
Education.  But  if  the  applicant  appears  before  the  classis  within 
whose  bounds  he  resides,  and  after  a  personal  examination  by  them, 
receives  their  recommendation  to  the  board,  such  recommendation 
will  be  deemed  sufficient  without  the  personal  appearance  of  the 
applicant  before  the  board.     Semi-annual  certificates,  from  tho  in* 
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structors,  as  to  the  literary  proficiency,  and  moral  and  religion* 
standing  of  the  beneficiaries,  are  required .  The  board  'are  desirous 
that  the  classis  within  whoso  bounds  the  beneficiaries  may  be  com- 
mencing their  elementary  studies,  should  take  special  direction  and 
supervision. 

The  board  would  respectfully  suggest  to  Synod  the  expediency  of 
reviewing  their  order,  by  which  beneficiaries  are  required  to  give 
bonds  for  the  repayment  of  money  advanced  to  them,  to  aid  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  studies.  The  operation  of  this  rule,  it  is 
apprehended,  is,  in  many  cases,  discouraging  and  oppressive* 
Young  men  enter  the  ministry  poor,  generally  upon  small  salaries, 
without  libraries  ;  and  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  bonds  which 
they  have  given,  press  painfully  upon  them.  The  board  submit 
whether  it  is  not  best  entirely  to  dispense  with  these  bonds,  except* 
ing  where  young  men  leave  the  denomination  within  ten  years  after 
they  enter  the  ministry,  and  leave  it  to  the  honor  and  conscience  of 
the  beneficiaries,  to  make  such  return  as  Providence  shall  enable 
them.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceed- 
ed to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education,  whose  term 
of  service  had  expired.  On  counting  the  votes,  it  appeared  that  the 
following  were  elected : 

Rev;  Thomas  Dewitt,  D.  D.,  Rev.  George  Dubois,  and  the  Elder 
Peter  D.  Vroom. 

The  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton  was  elected  for  two  year*,  in  the 
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flmcs  of  the  Rev.  William  M'Murray,  D.  D.,  who  has  been  removed 
by  death* 

The  Committee  oh  Education  reported,  and  their  report  waft  ac- 
cepted, amended)  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report — 

That  on  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education* 
they  find  there  are  now  thirty. four  beneficiaries  under  their  care. 
The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  college  and  seminary,  looking 
forward  to  the  ministry,  is  about  forty-two,  six  of  whom  are  ex* 
pected  to  enter  upon  the  sacred  office  the  present  year*  Your 
committee  learn,  at  the  same  time,  that  there  are  not  leas 
than  forty-six  vacancies  among  our  established  congregations, 
while  new  and  large  fields  of  usefulness  opened  to  us,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God  remain  unoccupied  ;  and  the  increasing  zeal  of  the 
church  for  foreign  missions,  renders  the  call  for  those  whom  she  may 
send  forth  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  still  more  urgent.  Under  these 
circumstances*  your  committee  think  that  there  is  no  subject  more 
deserving  of  the  careful  and  anxious  consideration  of  .this  Synod 
than  the  education  of  her  future  ministry. 

The  church  has  always  insisted  upon  the  thorough  training  of 
those  whom  she  educates  for  the  sacred  office,  and  it  is  one  of  those 
peculiar  excellencies  to  which  she  owes  much  of  her  respectability 
and  influence.  It  is  however  evident,  that  unless  the  number  of 
the  candidates  for  the  ministry  be  greatly  increased,  our  vacant  pul- 
pits must  remain  vacant,  and  our  benevolent  enterprises  be  aban. 
doned ;  or  we  must  look  to  other  sources  to  make  up  our  defi- 
ciency. 

The  liberality  6f  the  church,  in  providing  funds  for  the  support  of 
beneficiaries,  has  been  more  than  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon 
It.  There  is  now  a  surplus  in  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  we  cannot  doubt  either  the  ability  or  readiness  of  the  church, 
to  Support  as  many  of  her  approved  sons  as  are  willing  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  her  service.  There  are  however,' lamentably,  few 
who  desire  the  blessed  work,  or  are  willing  to  undertake  the  difficul- 
ties of  preparation  for  it.  Our  great  want  is  of  men,  (not  money,) 
your  committee  unite  with  the  Board  of  Education,  in  "  calling 
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the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  importance  of  making  more  efficient 
efforts  to  incline  the  hearts  of  pious  young  men  to  the  gospel  min- 
istry." It  can  scarcely  be  doubted  that  there  might  be  found  at 
least  an  average  of  one  young  man  to  a  church  whose  thoughts 
'might  properly  be  led  to  this  question,  Am  not  I  called  of  God  to 
preach  his  gospel  to  my  fellow  sinners  ?  While  upon  this  subject, 
the  committee  would  recommend  for  the  adoption  of  Synod,  the 
following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  in  special  reference  to  the  small  number  of  can- 
didates for  the  ministry,  in  our  denomination,  the  several  churches 
under  our  care,  be  requested  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  of  Feb- 
ruary as  a  day  of  humiliation  and  prayer,  for  God's  blessing  upon 
colleges  and  theological  seminaries,  and  present  their  fervent  sup- 
plications unto  God,  that  he  would  turn  the -hearts  of  young  men 
among  us,  to  the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel. 

Resolved,  That  on  the  Sabbath  before  that  day,  every  minister 
be  requested  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  a  call  to  the  ministry,  and! 
lay  before  the  people  the  wants  of  the  church,  and  the  duty  of 
Christians  in  this  respect: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  estimation  of  this  Synod,  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  young  man  to  whom  God  has  given  a  mind  to  perceive,  and 
a  heart  to  feel  the  riches  of  divine  grace,  anxiously  to  weigh  the 
question,  whether  he  is  not  called  of  God  to  preach  that  grace  to 
others. 

There  are  however  some  difficulties  in  the  way  of  young  men 
pursuing  their  studies  as  beneficiaries.  The  spirit  of  our  young 
men  is  peculiarly  independent,  and  there  is  a  strong  aversion  in  the 
minds  of  many  to  being  indebted  to  charity  for  their  education, 
while  the  habit  of  requiring  bonds  for  the  future  repayment  of  their/ 
expenses,  instead  of  relieving  the  difficulty,  rather  increases  it,  by 
continuing  the  sense  of  pecuniary  indebtedness.  The  sum  allowed 
them  is  besides  a  mere  pittance,  utterly  insufficient  to  support 
fhera  at  New- Brunswick,  the  price  of  board  alone  being  enough  to 
swallow  up  the  whole  allowance.  Your  committee  would  therefore 
respectfully  suggest,  whether  instead  of  paying  the  present  sum  to 
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each  student,  it  would  not  be  a  more  economical  expenditure  of 
the  money  cf  the  church  to  provide  at  New-Brunswick  a  general 
home  for  ali  those  who  look  forward  to  her  ministry,  where  every 
one  might  be  supplied  with  lodging  and  board,  and  other  necessa- 
ries, free  of  expense.  Such  an  arrangement  would  have  all  the 
benefit  of  wholesale  prices.  It  would  also  destroy  the  distinction 
between  the  beneficiaries  and  others,  while  it  is  believed  the  grati- 
tude of  those  thus  benefitted  would  sufficiently  secure  the  treasury 
of  the  church  from  any  diminution  on  account  of  those  able  to  pay. 
Such  an  institution  has  for  many  years  been  flourishing  in  England, 
under  tho  care  of  an  association  of  independent  churches,  first  it 
Hoxton,  and  afterward  at  Highbury  :  there  are  several  other  institu- 
tions of  the  same  kind  in  different  parts  of  Great  Britain.  The  success 
of  the  plan  then  leaves  us  very  little  reason  to  doubt  its  feasibility 
in  a  church  like  ours.  Your  committee  would  then  suggest  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  upon  the  subject : 

Resolved,  That  the  practice  hitherto  pursued  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  of  requiring  bonds  for  the  repayment  of  funds  afforded 
beneficiaries,  be  discontinued. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  George  W.  BethuneK Isaac  Ferris,  D.  D., 
and  Thomas  Dewitt,  D.D.,  and  the  Elders  Peter  D.  Vroom,  and  John 
D.  Kcese,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  erecting  a  building  for  the  gratuitous  accommodation  of  students 
for  the  ministry,  with  board  and  lodging,  and  other  necessaries,  and 
report  the  probable  expense,  &c.  at  the  next  meeting  of  General 
Synod. 

Anotfier  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining  supplies  of  young  men, 
arises  from  the  distance  of  our  literary  and  theological  institutions 
from  many  of  our  churches,  which  compels  our  youth  to  enter  other 
schools,  and  from  them  to  devote  themselves  to  other  denomina- 
tions. Your  committee  are  therefore  glad  to  receive  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  classis  of  Cayuga,  that  a  literary  institution  be  establish- 
ed within  their  bounds,  preparatory  to  the  college  at  New-Bruns- 
wick, and  recommend  the  adoption  of  two  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  lfighly  approve  of  the  plan  of  erect- 
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ing,  within  the  bound*  of  the  rlassis  of  Cayuga,  a  literary  institu- 
tion, preparatory  to  Rutgers  college,  and  earnestly  request  the 
classic  to  prosecute  the  enterprise  with  all  the  zeal  in  their  power, 
and  our  churches  in  general'to'aid  in  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  village  of  Geneva,  or  its  neighborhood,  is, 
in  the  estimation  of  Synod,  the  best  scite  which  can  be  at  present 
selected  for  tho  purpose. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  at  their  stated  meeting  in  1885, 
took  some  steps  for  the  establishment  of  a  manual  labor  school, 
which  it  is  now  proposed  to  place  at  New  Paltz,  in  Ulster  county. 
It  is  certainly  desirable  that  there  should  bo  a  good  preparatory  in- 
stitution in  that  section  of  the  church  ;  but  whether  Synod  should 
approve  of  all  the  features  of  that  plan,  your  committee  are  not 
prepared  to  say.     They  submit,  however,  the  following  resolution  : 

'  Resolved,  That  Synod  approve  of  the  effort  to  establish  a  manual 
labor  school  at  New-Paltz,  Ulster  county,  preparatory  to  the  college 
at  New-Brunswick. 

Tour  committee  would  also  suggest  to  Synod  the  propriety  of 
inquiring  whether  no  means  can  be  adopted  to  render  the  institu- 
tions at  New- Brunswick  yet  more  attractive  to  the  students  than 
they  now  are,  as  the  small  number  of  ministers  we  receive  from 
them  is  very  disproportionate  to  the  expense  of  their  foundation  and 
maintenance  ;  but  as  this  subject  comes  more  legitimately  within 
the  sphere  of  other  committees,  we  would  not  suggest  any  action 
on  the  subject. 

Some  considerations  and  resolutions  of  the  classis  of  Schoharie, 

< 

in  favor  of  establishing  literary' and  theological  institutions  in  the 
valley  of  the  Mississippi,  have  been  put  into  our  hands,  and  we 
have  only  to  say  that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  determine  any  thing 
upon  the  subject,  without  further  information.  Your  committee, 
however,  do  believe,  that  it  has  been  for  some  time  the  duty  of  the 
church  to  pay  attention  to  the  wants  of  many  of  her  children,  now 
removed  to  distant  states;  they  would  therefore  lay  before  the  Synod 
a  resolution — 
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Resolved,  That  a  commission  of  two  persona  be  -appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Synod,  to  visit  the  Western 
etaies,  and  the  territory  of  Michigan,  and  report  on  the  expediency 
of  establishing  missionary  stations  for  the  benefit  of  those  formerly 
connected  with  our  church,  and  their  children. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  desire  to  press  upon  every 
member  of  the  Synod,  the  duty  of  seeking  out  and  encouraging 
pious  young  men  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  blessed  work  of  the 
ministry  of  salvation,  believing  that  the  prosperity  of  all  our  enter* 

r 

prises  for  good,  depends  upon  such  a  supply  of  laborers* 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

O  Linda,  and  the  Elder  Jacob  Esseltine.* 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  Rutgers  College : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Rutgers  College  submit  to  the 
General  Synod  the  following  report : 

From  the  Faculty  of  the  College  an  encouraging  report  has  been 
feet? iyed.  They  state  that  the  whole  number  of  students  enrolled 
in  the  institution  during  the  present  year,  is  80 :  Of  the  Senior 
class,  21  ;  of  the  Junior,  27 ;  of  the  Sophomore,  23  ;  and  of  the 
Freshmen,  9.— 80* 

The  general  state  of  the  College  is,  the  Faculty  inform  us, 
"  good  ;"  and  they  remark,  "  We  should  be  ungrateful  in  the  ex- 
treme, did  we  not  record  tho  watch  of  the  Almighty  over  it,  and  his 

*  Hit  Rev*  J.  Btodhead,  D.  D.  *m*  tubwqaotibi  %&ta&A«  \fei*  oomaiittst. 
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gracious  interposition*  in  it*  behalf.  'General  health  during  the 
year  past,  has  pervaded  oar  city,  and  our  literary  community  in 
particular.  No  college  officer  baa,  for  that  period,  been  removed 
by  death. 

The  Faculty  farther  state,  that  general  good  order  has  prevailed, 
and  never  has  it  been  better  than  at  the  present  time.  Some  of  the 
sons  of  this  institution  are  going,  or  have  already  gone  forth  to  the 
the-  heathen  as  the  heralds  of  Christ  and  of  life.  % 

The  moral  and  religious  influence  heretofore  bearing  on  the  insti* 
tution,  is  still  exercised ;  and  the  religious,  moral,  and  literary  as* 
sociations,  formerly  existing  in  it,  are  continued.'9 

The  Board  unite  with  the  Faculty  in  the  hope  that  God  will  make 
the  College  a  distinguished  blessing  to  his  church,  and  to  our  coun* 

try. 


The  College  has  felt  the  effects  springing  from  the  enhanced 
price  of  the  necessaries  of  life  that  have  been  felt  every  where  in 
our  country,  and  which  must,  more  or  less,  be  felt  by  all  literary 
institutions.  "  This  circumstance,"  say  the  Faculty,  "  has  render* 
ed  it  almost  impossibta  to  obtain  board  at«the  rate  named  in,  our 
statutes.  Two  or  three  of  our  most  important  boarding-houses, 
which  are  full  to  over-flowing*  continue  to  furnish  board  at  their 
former  prices,  but  others  have  either  declined  taking  boarders  si 
all,  or  have  raised  their  prices." 

As  it  is  very  important  to  diminish  the  expenditure  necessary  to 
a  collegiate  education,  the  board  hope  that  the  Synod  will  cheer- 
fully meet  the  application  which  they  understand  is  to  be  made  by 
the  trustees,  for  a  lease  of  a  portion  of  the  College  grounds,  that 
they  may  erect  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  students* 
This  plan  promises  fair  to  reduce  the  price  of  boarding. 

The  board  would  further  request  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
necessity  of  raising  a  fund  sufficient  to  enable  the  trustees  to  estab- 
lish permanently  the  Professorship  ofNatural  History  and  Cnemis* 
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try.    It  is  a  popular  branch  of  education,  and  is  necessary  to  fci?e 
to  the  College  that  high  standing  contemplated  by  the  Synod.

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  of  Conference  with  a  Committee  of  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College,  appointed  to  apply  to  General  Synod  for  the 
lease  of  a  portion  of  their  ground  in  New-Brunswick,  on  which  to 
erect  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  students  of  the  literary 
institution,  not  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  commons,  to  which 
the  trustees  are  opposed,  but  in  order  that  the  students'  boarding 
expenses  may  be  diminished,  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  the  object,  in  the  view  of  the  trustees,  being  highly  desira. 
ble,  the  ground  applied  for  being  at  present  entirely  unproductive, 
and  the  completion  of  their  design  insuring  the  great  improvement 
of  appearance  in  their  College  grounds,  your  committee  would  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Re$olvedy  That  the  request  of  the  trustees  be  granted,  and  that 
one  hundred  feet  square,  on  each  side,  in  the  rear  of  the  college 
premises,  be  leased  to  them  for  one  cent  per  annum,  for  thirty  years, 
provided  the  Board  of  Trustees  bind  themselves  that  said  lease 
shall  not  be  transferred  to  other  hands,  or  the  property  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose  than  that  specified  in  this  report ;  and  that,  in 
case  the  plan  of  the  board  do  not  succeed,  the  lease  shall  revert  to 
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the  General  Synod,  who  shall  have  the  privilege  of  purchasing  any 
buildings  which  may  be  erected,  at  a  fair  valuation  :  the  location  to 
be  fixed  by  the  "  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Expe- 
diency of  erecting  buildings  for  the  gratuitous  accommodation  of 
the  students  of  theology ;"  and  that  said  committee  be  requested  to 
attend  to  the  duty  hereby  assigned  them,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorised  to  execute  a  lease  for  such  Ideation  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  committee.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Professorate. 

The  period  for  which  the  Board  of  Superintendents  were  elected 
haying  expired,  Synod  proceeded  to  a  new  election.  Nominations 
were  received  from  the  classes  of  Long  Island,  Orange,  Poughkeep* 
eie,  Washington,  Albany,  Montgomery,  Schoharie,  and  Schenec- 
tady, which  were  confirmed.  Members  were  then  appointed  tot 
those  classes  whose  nominations  were  not  before  the  Synod.  The 
names  of  the  persons  chosen  to  constitute  the  Board  of  Superintend* 
ents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  until  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  which  shall  be  in  June,  1839,  are  as  follows,  viz.

Deround,  and  Jacob  Van  Vechten,  and  the  Elders,  William  R. 
Thompson,  William  Van  Doren,  and  Peter  D.  Vrooin,  to  inquire 
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what  may  be  the  causes  of  the  small  number  of  our  candidates  for 
the  ministry,  and  whether  any  remedy  can  be  suggested. 

The  committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  accepted,  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

» 

The  committee,  whose  duty  it  was  made  to  inquire  into  the 
causes  of  the  small  number  of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and 
suggest  some  remedy,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report — 

The  subject  referred  to  your  committee  is  one  of  great  moment, 
and  claims  the  most  serious  attention  of  Synod  and  the  church,  and 
the  more  so  when  it  is  remembered  how  many  and  urgent  are  the 
calls  for  laborers,  at  home  and  abroad.  The  expense  to  the  church 
of  endowing  her  institution,  in  which  she  has  succeeded  so  happily, 
has  been  very  great.  It  was  to  be  hoped,  that  when  our  theological 
faculty  became  fully  organised,  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  and 
complete  course  of  study  would  be  so  obvious,  that  many  of  our 
young  men  would  resort  to  the  seminary  to  qualify  themselves  for 
the  gospel  ministry.  The  result,  however,  has  not  answered  just 
expectations ;  the  number  of  students,  annually,  has  borne  a  very 
small  proportion  to  the  numbers  received  into  our  commuqion  ;  and 
our  seminary  now  contains  not  more  than  it  did  fourteen  years 
since,  though  in  that  period  there  was  a  year  in  which  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  our  members  in  communion  were  received,  the  fruit  of  the  « 
revivals  of  that  year.  .  It  is  painful  to  think  that  our  candidates  for 
the  ministry  only  average  four  a  year.  It  is  probable  that  a  variety 
of  causes  for  this  deficiency  exist,  some  of  which  are  within  the 
reach  of  a  corrective  hand,  and  others  which  are  not.  The  com- 
mittee believe  that  these  causes  are  some  of  them  found  in  the 
church,  others  in  the  institution  itself. 

In  reference  to  those  existing  in  the  church,  the  committee  ob- 
serve, that  much  is  to  be  attributed  to  a  low  state  of  piety  in 
the  church.  It  is  believed  that  ardent  piety  is  ever  distinguished 
for  a  high  regard  for  every  instituted  means  for  promoting  the 
divine  glory,  and  especially  for  the  ministry  of  reconciliation,  as 
emphatically  the  great  instrumentality  for  the  purpose.  The  church 
has  taken  little  interest  in  the  matter ;  she  seems  not  to  have  realised 
that  she  was  bound  to  encourage  her  sons  to  seek  this  service,  and

with  God,  in  saving  souls  through  the  preaching  of  the  gospel ;  she 
has  rather  sought  lucrative  situations  for  them,  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  worldly  avocation,  and  coveted  the  honor  which  is 
not  of  God.     Her  Hannahs  have  been  few,  who  have  given  their 
sons  in  infancy  to  God,  and  have  carefully,  and  with  prayer,  sought 
to  give  such  a  direction  to  their  earliest  thoughts  and  feelings,  and 
their  views,  in  advancing  youth,  that 'they  have  earnestly  looked  to 
the  ministry  as  a  field  of  duty.    If  the  inquiry  be  pressed  further, 
why  this  has  been  the  case,  the  probability  is,  that  the  ministry  of 
the  church  have  a  large  space  of  responsibility  in  the  matter. 
Itave  they,  the  constituted  instructors  of  the  church,  themsehrei 
felt  a  deep  interest  in  the  subject  ?    Have  they  brought  their  influ- 
ence  to  bear  on  it  in  a  particular  manner  ?    Have  they  prayed  over 
it  in  the  public  exercises  of  the  sanctuary  so  frequently  and  solemn- 
ly as  to  induce  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  the  feeling  that  it  was  of 
indispensible  moment?   Have  they  regularly,  or  periodically, held 
it  up,  in  all  its  weight  and  magnitude  in  their  preaching  ?    Will 
not  all  acknowledge  remissness,  if  not  entire   neglect,    on  these 
points  ?  Here  then  is  a  cause  which  goes  far  towards  accounting  for 
the  want  of  interest  in  the  body  of  the  church,  for  it  is  well  known 
that  those  things  in  which  a  beloved  pastor  is  deeply  concerned) 
and  about  which  he  often  prays,  as  well  as  occasionally  preaches, 
are  the  things  about  which  his  people  become  equally  concerned. 
The  Committee  on  Education   having   provided  in  part  for  this 
cause,  of  the  small  number  of  our  candidates,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
this  committee  to  propose  any  special  measure,  except  it  be  to  re- 
commend, that  in  addition  to  the  services  already  agreed  on,  this 
subject  should  be  often  introduced  into  the  devotional  exercises  of 
the  pulpit. 

While  there  is  truth  in  what  has  been  said  of  the  low  state  of 
Christian  feeling  in  the  church,  it  is  due  to  her  to  observe,  that 
our  policy  as  a  body,  has  not  been  such  as  to  call  out  her  solicitude 
for  a  great  increase  of  laborers.  We  have  so  confined  ourselves 
within  our  own  bounds,  have  so  constantly  wanted  the  influence  of 
some  great  and  awakening  enterprise,  that  it  was  not  felt  necessa- 
ry to  make  great  efforts.  It  was  but  a  few  years  since,  that  our 
plan  of  liberally  endowing  the  seminary  was  met  by  the  opinion 
that  we  should  not  &aa^V*fc**fo*  wn^wx^\cA\s*^taic6  the  en- 
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dowment  was  deemed  unnecessary,  and  since  that  time  the  senti- 
ment has  prevailed  that  only  a  few  were  required  for  our  own  field, 
and  that  we  would  be  educating  men  for  other  denominations,  and 
not  having  some  great  object  to  hold  up  to  exert  a  counteracting 
influence,  and  make  the  people  feel  that  many  ministers  werd  want- 
ed, we  have  labored  under  the  unhappy  tendency  of  these  senti- 
ments. We  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  this  cause  of  the  small 
number  of  candidates  will  be  removed,  as  we  are  now  enabled  to 
point  our  people  to  plans  of  expansive  character,  and  to  a  field  of 
labors,  in  which,  for  years,  the  whole  Christian  church  may  most 
profitably  occupy  her  energy.  The  unanimous  sentiment  of  this 
Synod,  in  favor  of  the  occupation  of  new  posts  in  the  West,  and  es. 
pecially  the  quickened  feeling  in  behalf  of  foreign  missions,  will' 
operate  most  beneficially  in  calling  up  attention  and  exciting  sym- 
pathy, and  moving  the  church  to  action. 

Among  the  causes  connected  in  a  degree  with  the  institution  it- 
self, a  place  is  to  be  given  to  our  ordinary  policy  to  require 
young  men  who  may  receive  aid  from  us,  to  prosecute  prepa- 
ratory and  literary  studies,  as  far  as  possible  at  New -Bruits. 
wick,  thus  subjecting  them  to  inconveniences  which  are  felt  to  be 
onerous,  and  prove  discouraging.  That  it  is  desirable  to  employ 
the  influence  of  the  church  in  lavor  of  the  establishments  there,  is 
acknowledged,  but  when  rigidly  enforced,  the  doctrine  proves  inju- 
rious. There  are  academies  and  collegiate  institutions  of  high 
character,  in  various  parts  of  the  church,  and  so  accessible  that 
young  men,  with  little  additional  expense,  might  pursue  preparatory 
studies  in  them.  The  sum  allowed  by  our  funds  for  each  man, 
is  not  sufficient  to  sustain  him  at  New-Brunswick  without  other  aid ; 
accordingly  we  find  beneficiaries  necessarily  thrown  on  small  asso- 
ciations, in  the  churches  from  which  they  come,  for  additional 
means.  Whereas,  if  allowed  to  pursue  all  their  preparatory 
studies,  where  it  would  be  "most  convenient  under  a  proper  super- 
vision, the  sum  allowed,  and  even  a  less  sum,  would  often  be  fully 
sufficient.  There  should  be  latitude  given  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, in  this  matter,  while  care  is  taken  on  their  part,  to  know  that 
the  young  men  aided,  are  maintaining  a  proper  character,  and 
employing  themselves  to  the  best  advantage.

It  is  a  question  of  moment  whether  our  theological  faculty 
tannot  do  much  in  remedying  the  evil  complained  of.  It  is 
Undoubtedly  within  the  power  of  an  able  theological  faculty,  to 
throw  such  an  interest  around  an  institution,  and  invest  a  course  of 
instruction  with  so  much  of  charm,  that  students  will  be  devotedly 
attached  to  the  place  of  instruction ;  will  cling  to  it  with  tenacity ; 
and  in  the  progress  of  their  course,  by  correspondence  and  person- 
al conversation,  became  so  many  active  agents  in  its  behalf,  in  the 
literary  institutions  from  which  they  came  ;  the  circles  in  which 
they  move,  and  the  churches  with  which  they  are  connected. 
Young  men  very  much  influence  young  men,  and  by  securing  their 
attachment  and  confidence,  much  is  gained.  If  a  theological 
faculty  occupy  high  ground  in  the  walks  of  piety ;  if  they  act  with 
one  mind  ;  if  all  their  intercourse  with  each  other,  and  with  stu- 
dents, and  with  ministers,  be  maintained  in  the  exercise  of  all  the 
magnanimity  of  Christian  character ;  if  they  are  the  patrons  of 
every  good  object,  and  lead  the  way  in  exerting  their  influence  la 
favor  of  the  ennobling  charities  of  this  period  of  the  church,  the 
effects  will  be  most  happy ;  an  institution  will  enjoy  full  confi- 
dence, and  be  built  up.  It  is  desirable  that  our  theological  pro- 
fessors should  extensively  mingle  with  the  churches.  Professors  of 
Various  institutions  in  this  country,  find  it  very  much  to  their  advan- 
tage, to  occupy  their  vacations  often  in  preaching  tours.  By  this 
means  they  become  known,  and  have  the  opportunity  of  making 
very  favorable  impressions  wherever  they  preach.  Many  of  our 
churches  know  nothing  more  of  our  professors  than  what  the  Min- 
utes of  Synod,  or  some  ephemeral  publication  may  inform  them. 
*The  consequence  is,  there  is  likely  to  be  very  little  interest,  in  re- 
ference to  the  education  of  their  sons  by  them.  It  is  more  proba- 
ble they  will  send  a  son  even  to  a  greater  distance  to  be  instructed 
by  one  whom  they  had  seen,  and  heard  with  favorable  feelings. 

It  is  of  course  not  to  be  expected  of  our  professors  to  make  such 
a  service  a  drudgery  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  confidently  believed, 
such  an  arrangement  might  be  made  between  them  and  with  min- 
isters in  various  parts  of  the  church,  as  to  make  their  summer 
jaunts  exceedingly  pleasant,  and  with  trifling  expense,  while  they 
Would  be  extensively  beneficial  to  the  church. 
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It  ifl  fully  believed  by  many,  that  the  double  engagement*  of 
our  professors  in  two  institutions,  the  college  and  the  seminary, 
have  produced  a  very  unfavorable  impression  in  the  minds  of  young 
men,  inducing  a  belief,  that  while  each  class  of  duties  received  the 
entire  attention  of  separate  professors,  in  other  institutions,  the 
discharge  of  all,  by  the  same  men,  in  ours,  would  necessarily  cor* 
tail  the  advantages  of  the  student.  There  was,  in  the  revival  of 
Rutgers  College,  an  evident  propriety  in  the  connexion  formed  by 
this  Synod  with  the  trustees  of  that  institution,  by  which  the  theo- 
logical professors  discharged  duties  in  the  college,  and  it  is  well 
known,  that  that  arrangement  was  to  be  temporary.  This  Syv 
nod  owe  much  to  their  theological  professors  for  the  promptness 
and  cheerfulness  with  which  they  assumed  the  heavy  duties  assign* 
ed  them,  and  the  patience  with  which  they  have  continued  to  dis- 
charge them.  These  duties  were  not  implied  in  their  original 
appointment,  and  it  would  not  have  been  surprising,  if  pressed 
down  and  exhausted  by  them,  they  bad  asked  relief.  And  now,  as 
this  fact  of  a  discharge  of  double  duties,  has  already  created  a  pub* 
lie  opinion  to  the  disadvantage  of  our  arrangement,  it  is  both  just 
and  equitable,  that,  for  the  sake  of  our  professors,  and  the  institu* 
tions  themselves,  both  parties  should  seek  some  modification,  which, 
while  some  connexion  may  remain  for  great  moral  purposos,  may 
bring  into  service  a  new  class  of  laborers  in  the  literary  institution. 
The  idea  now  prevalent,  that  both  institutions  move  heavily,  can,  it 
is  thought,  be  remedied  in  no  other  way.  There  is  no  doubt  enter* 
tained  by  the  committee,  but  that,  on  a  careful  examination  and 
frank  conference,  such  a  modification  can  be  made  as  will  prove 
universally  acceptable,  and  operate  very  favorably  for  both  instiUu 
tionau 

Should  this  Synod  agree  with  this  committee,  a  committee  of 
conference  might  be  appointed,  who  could  lay  this  subject  before 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  at  their  annual  meeting, 
soon  to  take  place.  And  should  modifications  be  agreed  on,  which 
might  be  introduced  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  college  year, 
this  Synod  might,  by  their  vote,  allow  the  trustees  to  introduce 
them,  provided  no  interests  of  the  Synod  were  jeopardied.  If  the 
modifications  should  be  prospective,  and  were  to  be  introduced 
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gradually,  so  at  to  produce  no  embarrassment,  this  circumstance 
could  be  provided  for  by  the  next  Synod. 

Tour  committee  agree,  after  this  statement  of  their  views  on  the 
subject  referred  to  them,  to  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ministers  of  our 
church,  often  to  remember,  in  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  pulpit, 
the  want  of  luborors  in  the  ministry,  and  the  interests  of  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  pastors,  parents,  and 
Sabbath  school  teachers,  to  exert  a  more  direct  influence  on  their 
youthful  charge,  in  favor  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  seek  proper 
persons  whom  to  encourage  to  prepare  for  the  work.     * 

'  3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  requested  of  (he  theological  professors, 
to  visit,  and  preach,  as  extensively  among  our  churches,  during  their 
vacations,  as  their  circumstances  will  allow.

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  have  discretionary 

power  in  appropriating  moneys  in  aid  of  our  young  men  pursuing 
preparatory  literary  studies,  in  any  literary  institutions  which  such 
board  may  approve. 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Andrew 
Yates,  D.  D.  and  George  W.  Bethuno,*and  Elder  Samuel  Allen,  be 
appointed  by  this  Synod  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers 
College,  concerning  some  modification  of  the  connexion  subsisting 
between  that  board  and  this  Synod,  by  which  the  theological  pro- 
fessors may  be  relieved  from  the  services  now  performed  by  them 
in  Rutgers  College ;  or  some  means  may  be  set  in  progress,  which 
shall  in  proper  season  secure  such  relief.

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  >and  their  report 
was  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
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they  hare  carefully  attended  to  the  various  subjects  submitted  to 
their  consideration,  and  observe  respecting  them  severally  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Of  the  Report  of  the.  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary.  The  whole  number  of  students  amounts  to  five  and 
twenty.  In  the  examination  of  the  young  gentlemen,  they  acquitted 
themselves  in  a  manner  highly  acceptable  to  the  board ;  reflected 
great  credit  on  their  teachers,  and  were  commended  by  the  pro- 
fessors for  their  Christian  deportment. 

It  is  peculiarly  grateful  to  learn,  that  a  missionary  spirit  has  been 
awakened  in  our  theological  institution,  and  has  influenced  a  good 
proportion  to  come  forth  and  consecrate  themselves  to  the  Lord,  in 
his  service,  among  the  heathen.  Such  a  spirit  pervading  our  Zion, 
is  an  earnest  of  rich  blessings  in  reserve. 

The  renewed  application  of  Mr.  E.  Wiggins,  for  &  dispensation, 
recommended  by  the  boaYd  and  the  professors,  contains  no  addi- 
tional reasons  which  meet  the  serious  considerations  that  induced 
the  Synod  to  express  their  deliberate  and  decided  opinion  in  the  case 
at  the  last  session,  still  less  are  they  sufficient  to  justify  usiarevek* 
ing  the  resolution  passed  on  that  occasion. 

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation.  It  appears  from  this 
report,  that  the  donation  of  Mr.  James  Bogert,  jr.,  amounting  to 
two  hundred  dollars,  has  passed  into  the  general  fund,  and  that  the 
donor,  desirous  to  increase  the  sum  to  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
endowment  of  a  scholarship,  wishes  it  may  be  left  in  its  present 
state,  subject  to  his  order,  for  that  purpose.  Your  committee  would 
recommend  that  the  request  of  Mr.  Bogert  be  granted,  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution ; 

Resolved,  That,  he  donation  of  Mr.  Bogert,  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  remain  subject  to  his  order,  for  his  endowment  of  a  scholar- 
ship. 

The  establishment  of  a  Widows' Fund  continues  under  the  consid- 
eration of  the  committee  to  whom  that  was  entrusted,  and  who 
have  not  yet  made  any  report  on  the  subject. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Livingston  Scholarship,  it  seems  the

Synod's  committee  were  in  error,  supposing  thai  a  balance  of  mo- 
ney was  left,  which  might  be  devoted  to  such  endowment. 

The  board  reply  to  the  request  of  Synod  to  have  the  prices  of  our 
Psalm-books  reduced,  that  after  repeated  and  earnest  attempts  to 
effect  this,  they,  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  the  wishes  of 
Synod. 

The  fund  created  by  the  scholarships,  and  the  permanent  fund 
vested,  with  other  provisions  for  the  support  of  the  professorships, 
are  preserved  separate,  for  their  destined  purposes.  The  latter  con- 
stitute the  whole  of  the  resources  for  supporting  the  Theological 
College,  and  need  a  guardian  vigilance  to  that  end; 

The  attention  of  the  classes  to  a  punctual  payment  for  the  minutes 
ordered  by  them,  and  of  the  Synod  to  the  importance  of  a  general 
circulation  of  tjie  Revised  Constitution,  together  with  the  securing 
of  prompt  payment  for  copies  which  have  been  sold,  are  respectfully 
solicited. 

3.  The  Treasurer's  Report.  The  funds  which  have  been  pro- 
cured for  theTheological  Seminary,  and  for  other  purposes  connected 
with  it,  as  presented  in  this  report,  are  disposed  of  with  great  care 
and  economy.  The  settlement  of  the  accounts,  duly  audited,  is 
simple  and  satisfactory  ;  and  the  Annual  Digest  of  the  whole,. fur- 
nishes  a  desirable  compendious  exhibition  of  these  funds. 

4.  Persons  recommended  for  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund. 

Tour  committee  recommend  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Gilbert  P.  Myers,  and  Egbert  Whitaker,  of  the 
classis  of  Ulster,  and  Cyril  Spaulding»  of  the  classis  of  Albany,  be, 
and  hereby  they  are  nominated  to  the  trustees  of  Rutgers  College  as 
beneficiaries  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund. 

5.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College.— 
It  seems  from  this  report,  that  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in 
this  institution  during  the  past  year  is  eighty.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

^  Missions. 

The  5th  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General 
Synod  was  received  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions. 

The  4th  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  was  received,  accompanied  with  an  ex- 
pression of  their  viewfe  relative  to  the  expediency  of  "  conducting 
foreign  missions  independently  of  any  connexion  with  any  board 
not  under  the  direction  and  control  of  our  church,"  which  subject  had 
been  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Synod,  (p.  435) — which  was  read, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
/  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported  double  the  num- 
ber of  persons  from  whom  toeltict  an  individual  to  preach  the  annual 
missionary  sermon,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the 
Rev.  Jacob  Van  Vechten  was  chosen  primarius,  and  the  Rev. 
Brogun  Hoff  secundus. 
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The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  wms  ac- 
cepted,  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  the  documents  put  into  their  hands,  and  submit 
the  following  as  a  summary  account  of  our  domestic  and  foreign 
,  missionary  operations  during  the  year  past : 

The  Domestic  Board  have,  during  the  year,  made  appropriations, 
in  greater  or  less  sums,  to  twenty-three  churches,  viz.  Canajoharie, 
Chittenango, Caroline  ,Wurtsboro>  Roxbury,  Jersey City,  Oyster 
Bay,  Mount  Pleasant ,  Clove,  Ninth-street,  N.  F.,  Bergen  Neck, 
Williamsburgh,  Spring  Garden,  (Philadelphia,)  Jackson, 
(Washington  county,  N.  F.,)  Jamesville,  Waterford,  Third 
Church  of  Albany,  Cortlandtoum,  Ashokan,  Newburg,  Church 
in  Houstoun-street,  N.  F.,  and  Hyde  Park*  Of  these,  several 
are  in  an  infant  state,  and  will  require  the  fostering  care  of  the 
board  for  some  time  to  come  ;  while  others  are  advancing  so  pros- 
perously, that  they  will  soon  be  in  a  situation  not  only  to  sustain 
themselves,  but  also  to  pour  their  contributions  into  the  treasury  for 
the  benefit  of  others.  Several  of  them  being  city  locations,  require 
larger  appropriations  ;  while  others  arc  enabled  to  raise  so  much 
for  themselves,  as  to  need  only  a  small  annual  sum.  Some  have 
received  aid  for  several  years  ;  others  are  of  recent  date,  or  new 
enterprises.  Comparing  the  catalogue  of  churches  aided  the  past 
year  with  the  lists  of  former  years,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  number  have 
ceased  to  apply  to  your  board,  not  needing  its  patronage,  but  are 
now  added  to  the  sources  of  your  charities.  This  circumstance 
unquestionably  confirms  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  the  course 
your  board  have  pursued,  while  it  presents  all  desirable  encourage- 
ment for  its  prosecution. 

The  board  report,  also,  the  preliminary  steps  taken  to  occupy 
several  highly  important  locations— one  of  which,  in  the  extreme 
west  of  this  state,  must  become  the  centre  of  a  most  beneficial  influ- 
ence to  the  cause  of  truth.  The  board  should  be  encouraged  to 
carry  their  plans  in  reference  to  each  of  these  into  effect  as  early 
as  practicable-. 

The  churches  aided  have  cherished  a  grateful  sense  of  the  kind- 
ness of  their  sister  churches ;  and  several,  being  all  from  whom 
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reports  have  been  received,  have  particularly  acknowledged  it.  Of 
these  churches,  as  appears  from  the  letters  received,  most  are  en- 
joying  a  very  gratifying  degree  of  prosperity — while  others  have 
been  particularly  favored. 

The  Board  of  Missions  having  brought  up  the  subject  of  occupying 
locations  in  the  far  west,  with  a  view  to  the  opinion  of  Synod,  it  is 
deemed  important  to  recommend  strongly  to  that  board  to  go  for- 
ward in  the  enterprise  with  energy,  and  plant  churches  as  exten- 
sively as  can  be  done  where  desirable  fields  offer,  and  suitable  men 
can  be  obtained.     If  there  be  any  force  in  the  reasoning,  (and  that 
there  is  much,  we  must  all  confess,)  that  the  children  of  the  church 
have  claims  on  her  pastoral  care,  then  there  is  a  most  solemn  duty 
in  this  matter.     Multitudes  of  the  children  of  the  church  are  found 
in  the  west,  and  often  in  neighborhoods  so  contiguous,  that  a  union 
might  be  formed  with  considerable  ease  in  supporting  the  institutions 
of  the  gospel.     Besides,  there  is  a  claim  upon  our  Christian  patri- 
otism to  enter  this  wide  field.     This  church,  the  fathers  of  which 
entered  so  fully  into  the  struggle  for  the  establishment  of  our  civil 
institutions  and  religious  rights,  and  which  has  ever  shown  an  ar- 
dent attachment  to  them,  cannot  feel  indifferent  to  the  moral  and 
intellectual  character  of  a  growing  population,  swelling  into  millions 
with  unprecedented  rapidity,  and  destined  in  less  than  half  a  cen- 
tury to  hold  the  political  reins  of  our  country.     We  owe  it  to  our 
fathers,  to  ourselves,  to  our  children,  to  our  country,  to  cast  in  our 
influence  with  the  other  evangelical  denominations  who  have  prece- 
led  us  in  occupying  the  west,  and  are  building  an  imperishable  mon- 
ument to  their  charity.    Every  one  who  has  observed  the  succession 
>f  these  efforts,  cannot  but  have  noticed  how  decidedly  beneficial 
lie  thrilling  interest  felt  on  this  subject  has  been  to  the  churches  in 
;he  older  states.     They  have  waked  up  to  an  enlargement  and 
energy  of  effort,  and  an  expansion  of  benevolent  plans,  which 
twenty  years  since  would  not  have  been  considered  possible.     And 
inder  a  like   influence    we  might  confidently  hope  for  similar 
blessed  results. 

In  prosecuting  their  plan,  it  would  be  well  for  the  botfrd  to  call 
nto  their  service,  not  only  our  young  men,  but  well-accredited  la- 
>orers  from  corresponding  churches ;  and  in  sending  them  out,  it 
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should  be  considered  a  point  of  moment  to  locate  them  so  near  to 
each  other  that  they  may  enjoy  ministerial  communion,  and  thus  ha 
secured  from  the  very  disheartening  influence  of  an  insulated  out- 
post situation. 

The  total  receipts  during  the  year  into  the  Domestic  Missionary 
treasury,   hare  been  86063  38,   while  the   appropriations  have 
amounted  to  85235.     The  amount  of  these  receipts  clearly  shows, 
that  there  is  force  in  the  remarks  of  the  board,  urging  greater  effort 
to  call  out  the  liberality  of  the  church  in  favor  of  the  domestic  trea- 
sury.    In  this  day,  it  is  not  enough  for  any  church  to  be  able  to  say, 
the  receipts  of  this  equal  those  of  the  last  year,  when  either  are  merely 
a  nominal  sum,  bearing  no  comparison  with  its  means.     The  prin- 
ciple is  "  onward  " — and  our  advance  should  keep  pace  with  the 
spirit  of  our  day*     In  view  of  an  enlargement  of  our  field,  these  re- 
ceipts must  be  greatly  increased ;  and  on  proper  presentation  of  the 
subject,  k  is  confidently  believed  the  returns  of  the  present,  will  he 
nearly  double  those  of  the  past  year,  and  will  annually  increase  to 
meet  the  multiplying  calls.  The  appropriations,  it  is  true,  have  come 
within  the  receipts,  and  this  is  to  be  credited  to  the  prudence  of  our 
board  ;  who,  graduating  their  allowances  by  the  probable  amount  of 
annual  c6ntri  but  ions,  have  kept  their  treasury  free  of  debt ;  though 
they  do  not  tell  us  how-  many  pressing  applications  they  have  de- 
clined; nor  what  are  postponed  for  want  of  funds,  and  because  they 
would  not  assume  responsibilities  they  were  unable  to  meet,  nor  en. 
courage  hopes  they  could  not  gratify.     Whatever  the  plans  of  the 
board  are,  they  should  be  vigorously  carried  on,  that  not  a  single 
proper  application  should  be  declined,  but  many  new  commissions 
issued. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  furnishes  delight- 
ful evidence  of  the  steady  advance  of  a  regard  for  foreign  missions 
in  every  section  of  our  body.   The  agency  tour  of  Mr.  Abeel  through 
a  large  part  of  our  churches,  was  attended  with  the  most  happy  re- 
„  suits  ;  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  his  infirm  health  prevented  him 
from  completing  the  visitation  of  all.     Mr.  Ennis  was  also  success* 
fully  engaged  three  months  in  an  agency  after  leaving  the  seminary* 
Four  of  the  sons  of  the  church,  viz.-— -Elbert  Nevius,  Jacob  Ennif, 
William  Youngblood,  and  Elihu  Doty,  (the  last  three  members  of  ths 
last  class  from  our  Theological  Seminary,)  have  devoted  themselves 
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to  the  missionary  work,  and  have  been  ordained  accordingly  by  their 
respective  classes,  and  have,  through  the  recommendation  of  our 
board,  been  regularly  commissioned  by  the  American  Board;  and  with 
their  wives,  together  with  Miss  Azulah  Caroline  Condict,  sister  of 
Mrs.  Nevius,  were,  at  the  date  of  the  report,  on  the  eve  of  their  de- 
parture.   Their  destination  is  Java,  one  of  the  most  important  posts 
in  the  Indian  Archipelago,  and  affording  opportunity  of  Christian 
influence  not  only  on  the  millions  of  this  island,  but  on  a  great  tra- 
ding population  from  other  islands  and  the  southern  coasts  of  China. 
"  It  is  hoped/'  as  the  report  remarks,  "  that  our  missionaries,  com- 
ing  from  a  church,  tracing  its  origin  from,  and  having  the  same 
forms  of  wor>hip  and  standards  with  the  Church  of  Holland,  may 
find  some  facilities  in  that  field,  especially  in  cultivating  intercourse 
and  co-operation  with  the  missionaries  of  the  Neiherland  Mission- 
ary  Society.     They  are  authorised,  whenever  means  shall  be  fur- 
nished, to  organise  churches  and  form  church  judicatories  after  the 
model  of  our  own  and  according  to  our  standards."    The  farewell 
meeting  with  these  brethren  took  place  on  Monday  evening  the  SOth 
May,  in  the  Middle  Dutch  Church,  N-  T.,  when  their  instructions 
were  given  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  American  Board, 
and  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  our  Foreign  Board,  with  ap- 
propriate religious  exercises,  and  an  address  by  the  President  of 
the  Foreign  Board.     In  the  progress  of  this  session  of  Synod,  they 
have  embarked,  and  are  now  on  the  mighty  deep.     The  departure 
of  this  first  mission  family  from  our  bosom  cannot  but  l?e  regarded 
with  interest,  as   it  is  esteemed  the   harbinger  of  good  to  our 
churches.     It  forms  a  blessed  era  in  our  history.     Its  influence  is 
already  felt,  as  is  shown  by  the  liberal  movements  of  several 
churches,  and  will  be  felt  throughout  the  whole  with  vivifying 
power.     It  becomes  tho  churches  now,  more  solemnly  than  ever, 
to  pray  for  the  heathen — as  a  new  tie  will  exist,  in  having  more  of 
our  own  children  among  them.     Our  monthly  concerts  have,  in  but 
few  instances,  been  properly  sustained :  now  there  is  reason  to  hope 
that  new  interest  will  be  given  to  them ;  and  it  deserves  the  consi- 
deration of  every  pastor,  whether  he  has  not  now  the  precise  oppor- 
tunity needed  to  awaken  and  arouse  his  people.     The  request  of 
this  mission  family  cannot  but  come  home  to  us  with  great  and 
abiding  force—"  Brethren,  pray  for  us." 
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"The  American  mission  in  Ceylon,  which  has  been  heretofore 
peculiarly  favored  with  the  divine  influence,  has  again,  during  the 
year  past,  been  greatly  blessed  with  revivals  in  the  principal  semi- 
naries and  schools.  We  notice  that  the  station  at  which  Dr. 
Scudder  is  placed,  has  partaken  of  this  influence,  and  appears  to  be 

* 

a  field  which  the  Lord  has  blessed." 

From  the  report  of  the  treasurer  it  appears,  that  the  receipts  for 
the  year  past  have  amounted  to  97636  13,  being  93698  56  above 
those  of  the  former  year. 

We  have  the  pledge  of  the  continuance  of  this  liberality,  in  the 
solemn  engagements  to  individuals  of  the  mission  by  several 
churches — who  will  thus  have  a  minister  at  home",  and  one  among 
the  heathen.  The  example  deserves  to  be  copied  by  all  our  favored 
churches,  who  should  also  seek  to  bring  forward  their  respective 

n  laborers,  as  well  as  support  them.  It  is  hoped,  that  numbers,  am. 
bitiousof  a  representation  abroad,  will  be  induced  to  inquire  "  Who 
wirl  go  for  us  ?"  and  that  many  of  our  youth  will  be  reared  with 
this  work  in  view.  Blessed  day  for  us  will  it  be,  and  blessed  day 
for  the  heathen,  when  our  churches  shall  have,  according  to  their 
strength,  one,  two,  or  three,  or  more  representatives  in  heathen 
lands.  The  churches  which  have  already  given  pledges,  are  the 
fol!owing,viz. — the  church  in  Crown-street,  Philadelphia,  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Nevius;  the  church  in  Broome-street,  New. York,  to  Mr.  Ennis; 
the  church  in  Market. street,  New- York,  to  Mr.  Doty  ;  an  associa. 
tion  in  the  Collegiate  Church,  New-York,  to  Mr.  Youngblood.  The 
classis  of  Poughkeepsie,  with  whom  our  present  operations  began, 
have  also  resolved  to  support  a  missionary.  While  these  pledges 
cover  the  nominal  salary  of  the  missionaries  now  sent  out,  our  other 
churches  should  not  feel  that  they  have  no  object ;  for  it  must  be 
remembered,  that  great  expenses  are  incurred  for  the  necessary 
outfits  ;  and  that  if  the  Head  of  the  Church  permit  our  brethren  to 
reach  their  destination,  and  prosper  them,  their  expenses  will  in* 

.  crease  in  proportion.  If  they  are  enabled  to  establish  schools, 
gather  around  them  clusters  of  converted  heathen,  if  they  occupy 
different  posts,  the  liberality  of  all  our  churches  will  be  called  for. 
As  in  a  prosperous  commercial  undertaking,  the  enlargement  of  in- 
vested capital  will  bear  a  proportion  to  its  enlarged  prosperity,  so 
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with  missions :  the  more  prosperous,  the  more  expensive  they  will 
become. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  have  submitted  the  subject  of 
honorary  membership  of  that  board  for  the  consideration  of  Synod ; 
and  your  committee  recommend  to  Synod  to  adopt  the  principle, 
and  do  herewith  submit  a  resolution  accordingly* 

In  reference  to  the  question  brought  up,  by  the  resolution  laid 
over  by  the  last  Synod,  concerning  our  connexion  with  the  Ameri- 
can Board  of  Commissioners,  your  committee  are  unanimous  in  the 
opinion  that  it  should  not  be  disturbed,  and  recommend  to  Synod 
that  it  remain  as  it  is.  Importance,  in  this  matter,  is  to  be  undoubt- 
edly given  to  the  advice  .of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  which 
was  sought  by  the  last  Synod,  and  'which  has  been  submitted  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary.  This  board,  selected  from  various  parts 
of  the  church,  and  having  a  more  particular  acqaintance  with  the 
influence  aud  character  of  our  connexion  with  the  American 
Board,  deserve  our  confidence;  and  they,  at  an  unusually  large 
meeting,  have  unanimously  passed  a  resolution,  that,  under  present 
circumstances,  it  would  be  inexpedient  and  injurious  to  the  cause 
of  foreign  missions  to  dissolve  the  existing  connexion. 

The  considerations  on  which  the  board  have  grounded  this  senti- 
ment,  are  forcibly  presented  by  the   Corresponding  Secretary, 
who  was  appointed  by  the  board  to  report  the  same,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  are  satisfactory  and  conclusive.     First, 
it  is  urged  that  this  Synod,  of  its  own  motion,  sought  this  connex- 
ion, and  by  acceding  to  it  the  American  Board  has  given  us  privil- 
eges which  no  other  denomination,  in  its  denominational  character, 
enjoyed  •    This  arrangement  was  made  only  two  years  and  a  half 
before  it  was  proposed  to  disturb  it ;   a  period  so  short  that  we 
could  scarcely  have  judged  what  its  operation  could  be,  and  barely 
allowing  our  churches  opportunity  to  become  well  acquainted  with 
its  existence,  and  to  fall  into  some  system  of  contribution.    A  change 
in  this  arrangement,  under  these  circumstances,  would  little  accord 
with  our  ecclesiastical  distinction  for  steadfastness.     A  second 
consideration  deserving  our  attention,  is  the  degree  of  unanimity 
with   which  the  connexion  was  formed.     When  the  subject  was 
brought  up,  it  is  well  remembered,  that  it  met  with  a  hearty  assent 
on  every  side.     It  is  not  pretended  that  some  brethren  did  not 
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approve  it,  yet  they  were  so  few,  (and  being  silent)  they  were  a 
mere  exception  to  unanimity.  And,  as  far  as  can  be  learned,  that 
same  degree  of  united  interest  and  approbation,  has  not  only  con- 
tinued, but  increased.  Now,  while  the  wishes  of  some  would  be 
met  by  a  dissolute  n,  if  we  can  form  any  correct  judgment  from  the 
liberality  of  the  churches,  nineteen-twenticlhs  would  be  dissatisfied. 
And,  under  these  circumstances,  it  is  believed,  as  stated  by  the 
board,  that  a  dissolution  would  be  injurious,  and  tend  very  much  to 
distract  the  churches  and  paralyse  their  efforts.  While  considera- 
bly the  greater  proportion  are  satisfied,  and  are  doing  well,  it  would 
indeed  exhibit  a  fickleness,  from  whose  effects  we  should  not  soon 
recover,  to  adopt  measures  to  agitate  and  distract. 

The  arrangement  further  gives  us  what  we  want  as  a  church; 
while  having  the  American  Board  as  our  agents,  we  enjoy  all  the 
benefit  of  their  experience,  and  knowledge.  While  the  final  ap- 
pointment and  direction  of  missionaries  are  reserved  to  the  Pruden- 
tial Committee,  it  is  well  understood,  that  missionaries  from  our 
church  are  to  be  presented  to  them  for  appointment  through  our 
board.  "  We  have  the  right  of  appropriating  our  funds  to  the  sop- 
port  of  missionaries  from  our  own  church,  and  such  other  mission- 
aries and  stations,  as  we  may  select  and  approve  :  our  missionaries 
may  form  new  and  distinct  missionary  stations,  with  an  ecclesiasti- 
cal organization,  according  to  our  own  standards.  It  is  also  under- 
stood between  our  board  and  the  American  Board,  that  every  thing 
which  respects  measures  and  agencies  for  promoting  the  cause  of 
foreign  missions,  and  collecting  funds  in  our  churches,  is  under  the 
exclusive  direction  and  control  of  our  board."  Now,  in  connexion 
with  what  is  thus  secured  to  us,  it  should  be  remembered,  that  we 
have  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  the  American  Board.  The 
whole  church  in  the  United  States,  it  is  believed,  will  give  them  the 
praise  of  admirable  prudence  and  wisdom. 

It  can  be  shown  by  oareful  examination,  that  their  missionary 
arrangements  are  made  and  sustained  with  an  economy  not  exceed- 
ed by  any  other  body.  This  cannot  but  be  esteemed  a  matter  of 
great  moment,  and  especially  when  we  bear  in  mind  the  unhappy 
failure  of  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  aborigines  of  our  country,  in 
which  we  were  concerned  with  two  other  denominations. , 

The  history  of  our  connexion  is  another  consideration  of  great 
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weight.  It  is  well  asked  in  the  report,  "  has  any  thing  transpired 
to  warrant  a  dissolution  ?  Have  the  American  Board  failed  in  ful- 
filling their  stipulations,  or  in  faithfully  executing  the  trust  commit, 
ted  to  them  ?"  "  Our  board  tell  us,  they  have  seen  nothing  in  their 
intercourse  with  the  American  Board  which  could  lead  them  to 
doubt  their  disposition  to  consult  the  feelings  and  interests  of  our 
church  in  prosecuting  the  trust  we  have  committed  to  them*  We 
certainly  would  be  unwilling  to  jeopard  any  of  these  interests,  and  if 
we  viewed  them  to  be  in  danger,  we  would  be  ready  and  willing  to 
dissolve  the  existing  connexion."  But,  in  breaking  it,  "  there  should 
exist  either  reasons  which  were  not  within  the  view  of  the  Synod 
at  th$  time,  or  else  evidence  that  the  effect  of  the  arrangement  has 
not  been  salutary  and  favorable.  The  effects,  as  far  as  they  ap- 
pear, are  certainly  such  as  are  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the 
church,  and  the  cause  of  foreign  missions."  If  the  history  and 
effects  of  the  connexion  have  been,  as  thus  represented  by  ihe 
board,  there  would  be  a  cruelty  towards  the  American  Board,  in 
disturbing  it,  which  nothing  would  warrant.  The  separation  of  a 
respectable  denomination  from  them,  when  all  things  were  going 
well  that  related  to  it,  according  to  the  judgment  of  those  appointed 
to  judge  in  the  case,  would  (whatever  the  asseverations  made) 
reflect  injuriously  on  them :  for  an  intelligent  Christian  public  would 
not  believe  but  that  there  was  something  which  did  not  meet  the 
publio  eye,  influencing  the  matter ;  or  they  would  pass  a  verdict  on 
our  principles  and  judgment,  most  mortifying  and  withering  to  us. 

The  board  again  bring  up  strongly  our  present  inadequacy  for 
the  management  of  separate  missions.  "  It  is  a  question  worthy  of 
consideration,  whether  in  a  separate  denominational  organization, 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  we  could  operate  with  efficiency,  and  to 
advantage,  in  conducting  foreign  missions.  To  conduct  such  a 
cause  well,  it  is  admitted  that  there  are  required  much  knowledge 
of  the  missionary  field  throughout  the  world,  of  the  present  state  of 
missionary  operations,  and  of  the  facilities  and  means  furnished  for 
their  prosecution,  and  at  the  same  time  a  minute  acquaintance  with, 
and  experience  in  practical  details.'1  Our  board  give  it  as  their 
judgment,  that  we  are  not  in  a  situation  to  meet  all  this,  and  "  that 
a  separate  organization,  acting  independently,  would  not  be  effective 
unless  our  churches  should  be  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  missions, 
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and  unless  some  one  of  our  best  men  should  be  set  apart  with  ade- 
quate compensation,  to  devote  his  time  and  talents  to  the  cause. 

When  these  considerations  are  duly  weighed,  the  committee  trust 
the  Synod  will  agree,  that  the  question  of  dissolution  should  at  once 
be  dismissed,  and  the  harmonious,  and  almost  unanimous  operations 
of  the  church,  not  disturbed.  Instead  of  doing  any  thing  that  tends 
to  divide  and  quench,  we  should  cherish  with  all  tenderness  the 
rising  spirit  of  missions.  Its  direct  influence,  and  its  reaction,  will 
be  /nost  happy.  We  need  that  enlarged  view  of  things  which  the 
spirit  x>f  missions  induces,  to  give  new  life  and  energy  to  our 
church,  and  draw  out  her  activities.  The  history  of  the  foreign 
missionary  spirit  in  our  own  country,  shows  clearly  that  it  has  ex- 
erted a  most  beneficial  influence  on  all  the  benevolent  operations 
among  us.  It  has  led  to  all  the  enlarged  plans  for  domestic  mis- 
sions, and  to  all  the  efficient  systems  for  educating  and  bringing 
forward  a  pious  and  enlightened  ministry.  Let  us  go  forward,  and 
as  an  enlarged  benevolence  fills  the  church,  all  our  interests  will 
advance,  and  our  most  ardent  wishes,  and  the  prayers  of  our  fa- 
thers, who  have  gone  to  their  rest,  will  be  realised.  And  we  shall 
.occupy,  beside  other  portions  of  "  the  sacramental  host,"  an  inte- 
resting and  delightful  place,  in  the  advance  of  the  latter  day  of 
glory. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

R.  D.  C,  whose  terms  of  service  have  expired.    On  counting  the 
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votes,  it  appeared  that  the  following  persons  were  elected  members 
of  said  board  for  the  ensuing  three  years,  viz. — 

Rev.  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  Thomas  M.  Strong,  James  Romeyn,  and 
Messrs.  Peter  D.  Vroom,  Isaac  Schuyler,  and  Isaac  Young. 

The  following  persons  were  elected  members  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  General  Synod,  viz. — 

Rev.  Thomas  Dewitt,  D.  D.,  John  Knox,  D.  D.,  Samuel  A.  Van 
Vranken,  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  N.  I.  Marselus,  and  Messrs.  William 
R.  Thomson,  William  B.  Crosby,  John  I.  Labagh,  Stephen  Van 
Rensselaer,  James  Sfuydam,  and  William  C.  Miller. 

The  annual  missionary  sermon  was  preached  before  the  Synod, 
on  the  evening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synod, 
in  the  North  Dutch  Church,  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Howe,  D.D., 
from  Psalm  ii.  8.

Resolved,  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  James  Murphy  and  Cornelius  Bo- 
gardus,  and  the  Elder  P.  D.  Vroom. 

The  special  committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund,  reported,  and  their 
report  was  accepted,  whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  final  action  on  this  report  be  deferred  to  the 
next  meeting  of  General  Synod,  and  in  the  mean  time,  that  it  be 
published  in  the  Christian  Intelligencer. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  classes  be  requested  to  give  this 
report  particular  consideration,  and  send  up  the  result  of  their  de- 
liberations to  the  next  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Rev* 
Jacob  Brodhead,  D.  D.,  Peter  I.  Van  Pelt,  D.  D.,  and  the  Elder  Li 
V.  De  Foreest,  to  confer  with  the  -Board  of  Direction,  and  inquire 
whether  they  are  willing  to  take  the  management  of  thamfonAu

Particularia. 

The  communication  containing  the  bequest  of  the  Rer.  Eliai 
Van  Benschoten  was  read. 

The  Rev*  J.  B.  Steele,  W.  Cahoone,  and  J.  H.  Van  Wagenen, 
and  the  Elders  J.  Best  and  D.  Mulford,  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee, to  n6minate  to  Synod  double  the  number  of  persons  from  whom 
to  elect  individuals,  to  compose  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Cor- 
poration* and  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Education, 
*  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  the 
Psalm  and  Hymn  Book,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consist- 
ing of  Rev.  Jacob  Brodhead,  D.  D  ,  Hugh  M.  Boyd,  and  Elder 
G.  SV.  Meiuz. 

The  committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  accepted,  adopt- 
ed, and  is  as  follows : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  printing  the 
Psalm  and  Hymn  Book,  report — 

It  is  known  that  the  copy-right  of  this  book  is  vested  in  the 
General  Synod's  Board  of  Corporation.  This  board  have  entered 
into  an  engagement  with  Mr.  Mercein,  by  which  he  has  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  print  said  book  for  something  like  seven  years,  on 
condition  that  he  pay  to  the  Board  of  Corporation,  for  the  benefit 
of  General  Synod,  for  every  copy  printed  without  the  Additional 
Hymns,  six  cents ;  and  for  every  copy  containing  said  Hymns,  ten 
cents.  Mr.  Mercein  has  procured  two  sets  of  stereotype  plates, 
the  one  of  a  small,  the  other  of  a  large  size.  Complaints  exist,  it 
appears,  in  many  parts  of  the  church,  that  the  price  of  the  books  is 
too  high,  and  that  the  type  of  the  larger  book  is  too  small.  The 
question  arises,  can  any  thing  be  done  to  obviate  these  complaints, 
•o  that  the  churches  may  be  supplied  with  books  of  better  print,  and 
at  a  cheaper  rate.

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Your  committee  have  considered  the  subject,  and  are  of  opinion 
that  something  should  be  done  without  delay.  They  therefore  re- 
commend to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  D;D.,  Jacob  Brodbead, 
D-  D.>  M.  S.  Hutton,  and  the  Elders,  George  W.  Mentz  and  W.  R. 
Thomson,  be  appointed  a  committee,  with  power  to  purchase  of  Mr, 
Mercein,  at  a  reasonable  price,  his  right  to  print  the  Psalm  and 
Hymn  Book  of  our  church,  together  with  his  stereotype  plates  ; 
and  if  this  cannot  be  done,  that  said  committee,  in  the  name  of  the 
Synod,  offer  to  Mr.  Mercein  to  dispense  with  the  ten  cents  which 
he  is  bound  to  pay  Synod  on  every  copy,  provided  he  will  reduce 
the  price  of  every  book  to  the  same  amount 

If  this  arrangement  can  be  made,  it  will  reduce  the  price  of  each 
copy  twenty  cents. 

Resolved,  That  said  committee,  in  case  of  an  arrangement  with 
Mi.  Mercein,  be  authorised  to  have  the  books  published  as  soon  as 
practicable*

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod,  on  the  act  of  the  legia* 
lature  of  the  state  of  New- York,  relative  to  religious  incorporations, 
(p.  437,)  reported,  and  their  report  was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  General  Synod, 
on  the  subject  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New. 
York,  relative  to  Religious  Incorporations,  and  to  confer  with  the 
church  at  whose  request  it  was  passed,  and  those  churches  which 
may  have  adopted  its  provisions,  as  to  the  expediency  of  requesting 
'  its  repeal,  beg  leave  to  report- 
That  in  the  execution  of  their  trust,  they  appointed  a  meeting  in 
the  city  of  Albany,  and  were  received  with  cordiality  and  kindness, 
by  a  committee  from  the  Consistory  of  the  church  above  alluded  to, 
and  by  a  committee  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  had  a  full  and  free  conference  with  them  in  relation  to 
the  act,  and  the  expediency  of  procuring  its  repeal.    They  were 
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informed  by  said  committees,  that  all  their  measures  had  been  taken 
with  the  full  approbation  and  consent  of  the  Consistory  and  congre- 
gation, and  they  are  satisfied,  that  in  the  adoption  of  these  measures 
it  was  not  intended  to  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
of  to  contravene  her  ancient  and  fundamental  principles,  but  that  all 
was  done  with  (he  view  of  promoting  her  prosperity.  They  were 
also  informed,  that  the  law  was  made  general  and  not  special,  at  the 
mere  motion  6f  the  legislature,  and  not  at  the  request  of  the  con- 
gregation or  Consistory. 

Upon  the  subject  of  requesting  a  repeal  of  the  law,  your  commit- 
tee, and  the  committee  appointed  to  meet  them,  have  not  been  able 
to  come  to  any  specific  agreement  or  understanding.  Fully  satis- 
fied that  the  opinion  of  the  last  General  Synod  was  correct,  and 
that  the  act  of  the  legislature,  in  some  of  its  provisions,  seriously 
conflicts  with  the  Constitution  and  usages,  and  best  interests  of  our 
Zion,  your  committee  have  faithfully  and  kindly,  as  they  hope,  and 
with  great  solicitude,  exhibited  to  them  the  views  of  the  Synod,  and 
endeavored  to  point  out  some  of  the  dangers  to .  which  the  whole 
church  will  be  exposed  by  this  alteration  in  her  principles  ;  and  from 
the  brotherly  feeling  which  has  been  manifested,  they  are  not  with- 
out hope,  that  the  Consistory  and  congregation  will  yet  consent  to 
such  modification  of  the  act,  or  to  such  arrangement  under  it,  as 
to  secure  to  the  minister,  elders  and  deacons,  all  their  constitutional 
power,  and  more  especially  that  which  relates  to  the  spiritual  go* 
vernment,  and  concerns  of  the  church. 

Your  committee  are  also  informed,  that  one  of  our  congregations,^ 
in  the  classis  of  Greene,  has  become  incorporated  under  the  late 
act.  They  have  had  no  opportunity  of  conferring  with  that  church 
or  congregation,  but  they  regret  to  4earn  that  this  departure  from 
the  settled  policy  of  our  denomination  has  already  produced  diffi- 
culty and  dissention  among  brethren  there. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  do  still  entertain  the  opinion 
expressed  at  their  last  meeting,  as  to  the  effect  of  the  law  upon  the 
Constitution  of  our  Church,  and  its  permanent  welfare.     And  they 
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do  moat  earnestly  and  affectionately  advise,  and  recommend  to  the 
congregations  and,Consistories  that  haft  availed  themselves  of  its    \ 
provisions,  to  adopt  such  measures  in  relation  to  it,  as  will  best  tend     ! 
to  remove  existing  embarrassments,  promote  the  harmony  and  order  -  j 
of  our  Zion,  and  preserve  the  purity  of  its  principles  and  faith* 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

lic worship*

The  Synod  has  increased  confidence  in  the  success  of  its  plans, 
and  recommends  it  to  all  our  churches  and  people  as  worthy  of  their 
prayers  and  support. 

The  Synod  further  earnestly  recommend  to  the  churches,  to  take 
up.  collections  for  this  institution,  on  the  4th  of  July,  or  on  some 
Sabbath  near  that  day. 

.  Resolved^  That  this  Synod  recommend  to  the  several  churches 
under  our  care,  to  render  all  desirable  aid  to  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union,  in  carrying  into  effect  their  plans  for  the  establish* 
ment  of  Sabbath  schools  in  the  southern  and  western  parts  of  our 
country,  and  for  furnishing  American  foreign  missionary  stations 
with  a  suitable  supply  of  juvenile  religious  literature.

Reverend  and  beloved  Brethren: 

Your  esteemed  communication  of  the  2d  of  April  last  was  read  before  us  at  our 
meeting  in  September,  and  greatly  refreshed  our  spirits.  Wishing  others  to  share 
in  o-r  gratification,  we  caused  it  to  be  printed,  and  sent  down  to  our  sessions  along 
with  our  minutes,  that  in  this  way  it  might  give  joy  to  all  the  brethren.  This  mods 
of  intercourse  between  distant  churches,  we  regard  as  a  blessed  device.  It  is  an 
enlargement  of  Christian  communion,  and  a  means  of  mutual  excitement,  which 
is  attended  with  little  difficulty,  and  lies  open  to  no  objection.  The  common  Sa- 
viour has  gathered  into  one,  all  the  children  of  God  who  were  scattered  abroad. 
Being  united  to  him,  they  are  all  partakers  of  the  same  new  nature — all  of  the  same 
mind  about  the  essential  doctrines  of  Christianity — all  entitled  to  share  in  the  same 
heavenly  privileges — all  engaged  in  the  same  operations — all  aiming  at  the  same 
grand  result ; — and  this  being  the  case,  they  mutft  be  united  in  the  same  bond  of 
brotherly  affection,  however  far  error  or  prejudice  may  mar  the  operation  of  that 
affection  in  the  present  state  of  imperfection.  This  delightful  unity  of  heart  is 
secured,  and  will  in  due  time  be  made  perfect  by  the  great  Intercessor  to  whom  they 
are  united— whose  prayer  was,  and  whose  prayer  still  is,  "  that  they  all  may  be 
one  as  thou  Father  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us."  It 
Is  true,  and  the  truth  is  painful,  that  church  fellowship,  which  is  at  once  the  symbol 
of  visible  communion  among  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  means  of  promo- 
ting that  communion,  is  at  present  much  impaired.  Differences  of  opinion,  till  in 
mercy  they  are  removed,  must  continue  to  interfere  with  it ;  and  distance  of  place* 
renders  it  to  a  great  extent  impracticable.  But  epistolary  correspondence  is  a  hap. 
py  means  of,  in  part  at  least,  neutralising  these  evils,  and  of  binding  all  who  hold 
the  head  in  the  bond  of  heavenly  unity. 

When  you  tell  us  of  your  principles,  your  aims,  your  exertions,  and  your  hopes 
we  feel  that  we  are  one  with  you — pursuing  the  same  object,  fellow -workers  in  the 
same  cause,  and  travelling  with  you  to  that  place  of  which  the  Lord  hath  said,  u  I 
will  give  it  you."  A  trackless  ocean  may  roll  between  us,  but  correspondence  has 
made  it  manifest  that  you  and  we  are  in  closo  alliance — being  taught  by  the  same 
blessed  book,  and  guided  by  the  same  Divine  Spirit ;  that,  in  short!  to  an  extent 
which  is  most  gratifying,  we  think,  and  feel,  and  act  alike.  To  some  extent,  indeed, 
Vol  IV.  68 
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we  knew  this  before ;  but  we  never  felt  it  bo  forcibly  as  tince  we  bad  the  happiness 
of  receiving  your  epistles,  and  sending  you  our  own..  Your  epistles  have  brought 
you  to  our  minds  more  fully  and  frequently  than  heretofore.  We  see  you  more  dis- 
tinctly ;  we  are  conscious  of  a  new  interest  in  your  welfare ;  we  love  you  more  fer- 
vently ;  and  we  bavo  thus  made  a  larger  accession  to  our  sources  of  gratification. 
Brotherly  love  must  continue :  the  regular  expression  of  it  which  you  have  origina- 
ted, and  to  which  already  we  have  cordially  responded,  must  not  be  interrupted. 
Nor  indeed  do  we  fear  interruption ;  for  as  we  feel  that  enjoyment  as  well  as  duty 
will  constrain  us,  so  we  believe  will  they  constrain  you  to  maintain  an  intercourse 
which  has  thus  been  begun  in  circumstances  so  auspicious. 

When  in  your  first  you  reminded  us  of  the  days  of  tribulation,  during  which  oar 
persecuted  ancestors  found  a  home  in  the  land  of  your  fathers,  where  were  educated 
and  commissioned  to  preach,  some  of  the  most  distinguished  of  those  holy  messen- 
gers, who,  on  the  mountains  and  in  the  deserts  of  our  own  country,  ministered  the 
consolations  of  the  gospel  to  men  of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy,  we  felt  our 
hearts  peculiarly  touched.  We  are  bound  to  love  you,  and  we  do  love  you  for  your 
fathers'  sakes ;  but  our  interest  in  you  is  greatly  increased  by  the  considermtioc  that 
yon  bear  your  fathers'  testimony,  and  breathe  your  fathers'  spirit,  and  cherish  the 
kindness  which  your  fathers  cherished,  for  the  friends  of  the  Redeeme/  in  Scotland. 
We  grudge  you  not  the  honor  of  being  first  in  this  correspondence,  but  you  have 
taught  us  to  feel  that  we  have  neglected  a  duty ;  for  in  all  Christian  propriety  we 
should  have  sought  you  out,  and  known  your  state,  and  acknowledged  the  gratitude 
we  owe  to  you,  many  years  ago.  Our  error,  however,  was  oversight,  occasioned  by 
circumstances  at  home ;  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  shew  you,  as  our  intercourse 
advances,  that  indifference  to  the  duty  which  we  owe  you  as  brethren,  was  in  no 
degree  the  cause  of  this  oversight. 

Nothing  in  your  esteemed  letter  affords  me  so  much  satisfaction  as  the  reference 
to  your  Synod's  reports  at  its  last  two  meetings  on  the  state  of  religion  in  your  con. 
gregations.  Each  of  these  reports  records  triumphs  of  the  cross,  which  cannot  fail 
to  be  interesting  to  any  Christian  mind  •  and  although  the  second  be  less  brilliant 
than  the  first,  it  indicates  a  progress  which  is  highly  encouraging.  As  persons  who 
love  their  Saviour,  and  who  hope  they  arc  devoted  to  his  cause,  we  participate  along 
with  you  in  your  thanksgivings,  and  desire  to  rejoice  in  your  joy.  May  God  keep 
you  humble  and  watchful  as  well  as  thankful ;  and  may  you  feel  his  kindness  to  be  a 
delightful  excitement  to  persevering  diligence  in  the  work  of  the  gospel.  Evangeli- 
cal churches  in  America  are  in  most  interesting  circumstances.  While  we  look 
upon  you,  we  rejoice,  and  yet  we  tremble.  If  you  shall  continue  to  prosper  in  piety 
and  righteousness,  in  purity  of  faith  and  in  Christian  enterprise,  excellent  results 
will  follow  your  prosperity  all  over  the  Christian  world.  But  if  your  zeal  shall  be- 
come relaxed — if  through  apathy,  or  indolence,  or  the  springing  up  of  any  root  of 
bitterness  of  any  kind  whatever,  your  excitement  shall  be  followed  by  decline,  the 
desolating  effects  will  be  felt  afar.  Brethren !  we  speak  out,  because  we  feel  that  we 
are  your  brethren.  The  eyes  of  the  godly  in  Europe  are  upon  you,  and  some  eyes 
that  are  evil  are  not  the  least  alert.  God  is  making  you,  in  our  day,  what  the  Thee- 
eeloriians  were  to  primitive  churches,  when  Paul  had  the  happiness  of  saying  to 
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them,  "  Ye  are  an  ensample  to  all  that  believe  in  Macedonia  and  Aehaia,  for  from 
you  sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord,  not  only  in  Macedonia  and  Achaia,  but  also 
in  every  place  your  faith  to  God  ward  is  spread  abroad."  We  are  in  the  habit  of 
animating  our  people  by  pointing  them  to  America.  We  tell  them  of  what  God  is 
doing,  and  causing  his  people  to  do,  in  that  favored  region  of  liberty  and  enterprise. 
We  endeavour  to  encourage  the  hesitating,  and  to  stimulate  the  inactive,  by  the  ti- 
dings which  reach  us  from  your  shores ;  and  we  have  reason  to  hope,  that  we  do  so 
with  edifying  effect.  Regard  us,  then,  mixed  up  with  you,  although  on  a  distant 
field  of  labour ;  and  as  God  continues  to  bless  your  exertions,  do  not  fail  to  tell  us  of 
the  blessing,  that  we  may  magnify  the  I^rd  along  with  you,  that  we  may  exalt  his 
name  together ;  and  that  your  prosperity  may  contribute  to  ours,  by  rendering  our 
labors  more  abundant,  and  our  prayers  to  the  God  of  all  grace  more  frequent  and 
fervent. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  find  from  your  letter,  that  so  many  young  men  among 
you  are  under  training  for  the  Christian  ministry.    In  a  state  of  society  like  yours, 
where  the  pastoral  office  offers  little  encouragement  to  a  passion  for  wealth,  and 
where  the  young,  we  should  suppose,  have  many  inducements  to  give  themselves 
to  wordly  pursuits,  the  readiness  with  which  so  many  devote  themselves  to  the 
work  of  the  gospel,  must  be  a  favorable  sign  of  the  state  of  religion.     Their  educa- 
tion and  Christian  deportment  will  have  a  salutary  influence  on  the  circles  in  which 
they  move  during  the  progress  of  their  studies ;  and  it  is  cheering  to  aged  pastors  to 
see  the  young  standing  forward,  fresh  and  vigorous,  ardent  and  devoted,  to  inter- 
cept the  mantle  of  office  as  it  drops  from  their  shoulders — and  thus  to  transmit  the 
Christian  pastorate  uninterrupted  and  unimpaired  to  the  generation  following. 
But,  beloved  brethren,  there  is  one  thing  which  renders  your  circumstances  in  this 
respect  both  interesting  and  enviable.    If  we  mistake  not  the  signs  of  the  times,  the 
era  is  near — nay,  the  era  his  actually  commenced,  when  the  fields  all  around  are 
not  only  whitening,  but  white  unto  harvest ;  and  when  there  is  a  call,  loud  and  im- 
portunate, for  far  more  laborers  than  all  our  evangelical  churches  put  together  are 
able  to  furnish.    At  such  an  era,  it  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  see  the  young  in  such 
numbers  refusing  to  be  caught  away  by  the  lure  of  the  world,  and  holding  themselves 
in  readiness  to  be  the  messengers  of  the  Lord  to  the  people  who  are  ready  to  perish. 
You  have  no  doubt  heard,  and  hailed  with  delight,  the  result  of  our  protracted 
struggle  against  colonial  slavery.     We  have  peculiar  satisfaction  in  expressing  our 
conviction,  that  the  Christianity  of  our  country  was  mainly  instrumental  in  produ- 
cing this  result ;  and  it  is  with  equal  satisfaction  that  we  witness  the  eagerness  with 
which  Christians  among  us  of  all  denominations  arc  now  exerting  themselves  to 
furnish  the  apprenticed  negroes  with  the  tidings  of  salvation.     The  policy  of  the 
apprenticeship  may  be  questioned :  it  has,  at  least,  retarded  the  consummation  which 
millions  intensely  desire :  but  our  colonial  slavery  has  got  its  death-blow  :  and  the 
day  is  not  a  distant  one,  when  the  hated  relics  of  it  in  every  form  shall  be  found  to 
have  disappeared.    Most  earnestly  do  we  wish,  that  Christians  in  America  were 
equally  resolute  and  equally  successful  in  putting  down  an  evil  which  has  so  long 
been  the  corse  of  our  kindred,  and  the  scourge  of  every  country,  particularly  in  mo- 
dern times,  which  has  been  so  infatuated  as  to  give  it  a  footing.    To  you  we  need 
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not  speak  in  condemnation  of  slavery.  The  iniquity  of  its  principle,  and  the  atro- 
cities of  its  practice,  must  be  as  detestablo  in  your  eyes  as  they  are  in  ours.  Yoa 
will  permit  us,  however  to  say,  in  the  solicitude  of  our  friendship,  that  its  con  thru  • 
ance  in  America  contrasts  but  darkly  with  the  high-minded  liberalism  of  its  popula- 

s 

tion,  and  vet  more  darkly  does  it  contrast  with  the  active,  the  masculine,  the  chi- 
valrous Christianity  for  which  its  churches  'are  so  justly  famed.  We  have  no  right 
to  prescribe  to  you,  nor  will  we  presume  to  do  so,  as  we  know  but  little  of  your  cir- 
cumstances, and  nothing  of  your  intentions.  But  jealous  as  we  are  for  the  honor 
of  America,  and  mortified  as  we  are  when  its  tolerance  of  slavery  is  quoted  to  Ha 
discredit,  we  conjure  you  in  the  spirit  of  love,  to  do  all  that  duty  demands  in  the  cir- 
cumstances of  your  case,  to  restore  the  men  of  color  to  that  place  in  society  which 
common  equity  and  Christianity  uuite  in  proclaiming  to  be  their  due.  The  hope 
that  this  will  soon  be  done,  cheers  us  and  makes  us  patient;  but  if  it  shall  be  de- 
layed, if  slavery  shall  be  cherished  and  palliated,  if  eternal  justice  shall  continue  to 
be  sacificed  to  a  morbid  love  of  gain — espeeiali}  if  Christians  shall  connive  at  all 
this,  the  example  which  America  has  been  honored  to  exhibit,  of  free  and  simple 
institutions,  and  of  unrestrained  religious  liberty,  will  be  turned  into  mockery, 
and  the  good  which  Knrope  expected  from  her,  will  be  all  but  neutralised.  Forgive 
our  plainness  of  8|>cee.h ;  the  subject  is  un  exciting  one ;  and  as  ye  are  our  brethren 
of  whom  we  housf,  wc  ear. not  but  feel  keenly  for  your  honor  and  prosperity. 

We  have  not  the  happiness  of  sending  you  tidings  of  any  movements  among  our- 
selves, or  of  any  religious  revivals  which  can  be  described  as  remarkable.    At  the 
same  time  we  mu.^t  not  conceal  the  tokens  of  God's  presence,  which  seem  to  be 
vouchsafed  to  us.     We  have  reason  to  hope,  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  still  poured  out 
upon  us  from  on  high :  although  many  deficiencies  urge  us  to  pray,  that  the  effusion 
of  his  influences  may  become  more  plentiful.    In  all  our  congregations  the  gospel 
is  purely  and  faithfully  preached;  all  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  are  duly  dis- 
pensed, and  attended  with  commendable  regularity ;  ecclesiastical  order  is  main- 
tained among  us  ;  a  conversation  becoming  the  gospel  is,  in  general,  exemplified  by 
our  people;  a  spirit  of  prajer  and  ot  holy  activity  seems  to  be  somewhat  on  the 
increase  in  our  congregations  and  sessions,  as  well  as  in  our  Presbyteries  and  Sy- 
nod ;  and  although  the.  great  controversy  about  civil  establishments  of  religion  is 
keenly  prosecuted  throughout  the  lind,  along  with  other  minor  controversies,  a  plea- 
sing harmony  prevails  in  every  i\c\  art  mem  of  our  association.  For  these  things  we 
desire  to  be  thankful ;  but  we  desire  not  to  rest  in  them  ;  and  while  we  ask  you  to 
join  us  in  praising  God,  we  ask  you  with  equal  earnestness  to  help  us  by  your  pray- 
ers—that, forgetting  the  things  which   are  behind,  wc  may  reach  forth  to  those 
which  are  before- and  that  far  greater  things  may  be  done  for  us,  and  done  by  us, 
than  our  eyes  have  yet  beheld. 

We  look  upon  it  as  an  encouraging  circumstance,  that  we  are  improving  in  mis- 
sionary zeal.  Without  diminishing  our  labors  in  the  destitute  parts  of  our  own 
country,  where  we  maintain  between  fifty  and  sixty  preaching  stations  as  regularly 
as  the  season  and  other  things  will  permit,  we  have,  of  late  years,  entered  upon  the 
work  of  foreign  missions,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  prosecute  it  with  some  degree  of 
vigor.  In  Canada  we  have  already  seven  missionaries,  and  we  intend  sending  more 
to  join  them,  in  the  hope  that  in  a  little  time  they  will  all  be  supported  by  their  con- 
gregations, which  chiefly  consist  of  emigrants  from  Scotland.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  our  Synod,  we  resolved  on  a  mission  to  the  West  Indies ;  which,  in  consequence 
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of  the  recent  change  in  the  condition  of  the  negroes,  hai  become  a  field  for  mission- 
ary  labors,  as  promising  as  it  is  important  and  interesting.  Two  of  our  mission- 
aries have  sailed  for  Jamaica  :  one  of  whom  felt  the  call  so  pressing,  that  he  relin- 
quished a  pastoral  charge  at  home  in  order  to  comply  with  it;  and  we  hope  that 
three  or  four  more  will  follow  them  in  a  few  months.  To  the  credit  of  onr  people 
we  have  the  pleasure  of  saying,  that  they  have  supplied  us  abundantly  with  the  funds 
■which  are  necessary  for  supporting  these  operations ;  and  so  far  as  pecuniary  con- 
tribution can  be  taken  as  an  index,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  missionary 
spirit  is  increasing  among  us.  More  than  one  of  our  congregations,  whose  members 
and  wealth  will  justify  the  undertaking,  have  generously  come  forward  and  pledged 
themselves  each  to  meet  the  whole  expense  of  supporting  one  foreign  missionary; 
and  in  other  instances,  a  number  of  congregations  are  proposing  to  unite  for  the 
support  of  one  in  the  same  way.  This  expedient  has  originated  with  the  people 
themselves;  and  we  feel  disposed  to  encourage  fhem  in  it,  under  an  impression,  that 
a  connexion  formed  by  pecuniary  contributions  between  a  congregation,  or  a  few 
congregations  and  an  individual  missionary,  is  likely  to  produce  an  attachment  to  his 
person,  and  on  interest  in  his  work,  which  may  tend  to  stimulate  liberality,  and  to 
produce  a  very  salutary  etlect  upon  mission ory  feeling  ana*  missionary  prayer.  It  is 
distinctly  arranged,  however,  that  all  who  are  sent  out  in  this  way,  are  to  be  as  en- 
tirely under  the  superintendence  of  the  Synod's  Committee  for  Foreign  Missions,  as 
those  who  are  supported  from  its  general  missionary  fund.  These  measures  are 
contemplated  with  delight  by  many  godly  persons  among  us;  and  as  they  seem  to 
have  sprung  from  godliness,  we  trust  they  will  tend  to  the  increase  of  godliness- 
teach  ins?  us,  and  our  children  after  us,  to  know  in  sweet  experience  that  it  is  more 
blessed  to  give,  than  to  receive. 

Sabbath-schools  have  long  been  maintained  in  most  of  our  congregations ;  and  in 
these  most  useful  and  interesting  seminaries,  ministers,  and  elders,  and  private 
Christians  co-operate,  as  circumstances  may  require,  to  train  up  the  more  advanced 
young  in  the  knowledge  of  salvation.  It  is  also  common  with  our  ministers  to  have 
week-dny  classes  for  instructing  the  young,  in  addition  to  the  regular  catechising  of 
the  adult  members  of  their  congregations ;  and  although  there  are  many  short 
comings  of  v*hich  we  have  cause  to  complain,  both  with  ourselves  and  with  our 
people,  we  may  venture  to  say,  that  by  these  means  as  auxiliary  to  the  regular 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  religious  knowledge  has  been  greatly  increased.  We  think, 
withal,  that  among  our  younger  ministers,  and  the  younger  members  of  our  congre- 
gations, an  increase  of  holy  excitement  is  di  seer  noble,  which  seems  to  give  promise 
of  coming  improvement  in  our  general  religious  condition. 

Since  we  wrote  you  last,  a  considerable  change  has  been  effected  in  our  system  of 
theological  tuition.  Insuad  of  two  professors,  as  formerly,  we  have  now  four- 
one  of  biblical  literature — one  of  exegetical  theology—one  of  systematic  theology— 
and  one  of  pastoral  theology  and  church  history.  Our  students  in  theology  are  un- 
der two  of  these  professors  at  the  same  time.  They  attend  the  two  former  for  the 
first  two  sessions  of  their  theological  curriculum,  and  the  two  latter  for  the  remain- 
ing three— making  in  all,  five  sessions  at  the  hall,  in  addition  to  their  four  years  of 
classical  and  philosophical  studies  at  our  national  universities.  Curing  the  recess 
of  the  hall,  th**y  are  placed  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Presbyteries,  in  whose 
bounds  they  reside;  and  the  attention  paid  to  their  studies  by  Presbyteries  is  required 
to  the  more  extensive  and  definite  than  formerly.  We  cannot  as  yet  say  how  this 
arrangement  may  succeeed  ;  but  we  are  pleased  with  the  theory,  and  have  been  led 
to  adopt  it  under  a  deep  and  growing  impression  that  the  old  system  admitted  of 
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many  improvements,  and  that  in  these  times  of  sifting  inquiry,  the  education  of  the 
Christian  ministry  should  be  rendered  as  complete  and  effective  as  possible. 

Your  remarks  on  the"  controversy  which  hue  arisen  among  us  between «'  h  rrhmen 
and  Dissenters,  we  regard  as  just  and  reasonable.    That  controversy  is  Mill  carried 
on  with  unabated  vigor;  and  as  it  involves  a  great  principle  which  is  held  as  a-mat- 
ter  of  religious  belief,  while  it  a  fleets  much  that  is  civil,  and  all  that  is  sacred  in  the 
concerns  of  our  country,  we  do  not  see  that  it  can  be  adjusted  by  any  tiling  like  com- 
promise.   Pamphlets  on  both  sides  are  continually  Issuing  from  the  press,  and  the 
extent  to  which  the  controversy  has  wrought  itself  into  all  classes  of  society  during 
the  last  two  years  is  truly  surprising.    In  most  of  the  large  towns  of  Scotland,  and 
in  several  of  the  most  influential  parts  of  England,  such  as  London  and  Manches- 
ter, voluntary  church  associations  are  formed— and  the  object  of  the*e  association! 
is  to  promote  discussion,  and  to  prepare  the  public  miwdioran  entire  separation— 
not  of  religion  from  civil  institutions,  but  of  the  church  irom  the  biate.     Some  asso- 
ciations are  also  formed  in  support  of  establishments ;  and  each  party  is  endeavor- 
ing to  promote  its  cause  by  public  meetings  and  regular  lectures,  as  well  as  by  nam- 
phlets  and  periodicals.    In  various  ways,  too,  the  subject  has  been  brought  before 
the  legislature  of  the  country,  and  has  occasioned  no  small  perplexity,  even  to  the 
wisest  and  most  liberal  of  our  statesmen.    Were  the  discussion  always  conducted  in 
the  spirit  of  charity  and  prayer,  there  would  be  cause  for  unmingled  joy,  that  a  mat- 
ter of  such  vast  importance  to  the  interests  of  true  religion  is  subjected  to  so  rigid  an 
investigation.    We  have  to  lament,  however,  that  in  too  many  instances,  the  law  ef 
love  has  been  forgotten,  alienation  of  affection  has  been  produced,  the  agreeable  and 
profitable  intercourse  which  formerly  obtained  between  churchmen  and  dissenters 
has  been  broken  up,  and  a  spirit  of  jealousy  and  bitterness,  of  wrath  and  of  strife, 
has  in  too  many  instances  gained  the  ascendency.    These  are  evils  which  no  good 
roan  can  fail  to  deplore;  and  on  account  of  them  we  may  truly  say,  that  this  is  a  day 
of  temptation,  and  trouble,  and  rebuke.    Still  we  have  the  consolation  of  knowing i 
that  /earless  discussion,  even  when  injured  by  evil  affections,  has  done  much  tor 
pure  Christianity— that  truth  and  error  on  a  great  question  are  brought  into  collision! 
and  that  God  will  in  due  time  give  the  victory  to  that  which  is  his  own. 

It  is  pleasing  to  remark,  that  the  controversy  has  produced  a  very  salutary  effect 
on  the  Church  of  Scotland.     No  such  excitement  as  at  present  prevails  in  her,  has 
been  witnessed  for  more  than  a  century.    Her  General  Assembly  has  called  on  her 
people  to  come  to  its  aid  by  voluntary  contribution,  and  to  a  considerable  extent 
they  have  responded  to  the  call.    Large  sums  of  money  have  been  subscribed  for 
providing  additional  church  accommodation— new  places  of  worship  have  been  built 
or  are  building — additional  services  are  performed  in  those  which  previously  ex- 
isted—many of  the  clergy  have  been  aroused  to  activity,  and  are  making  unwonted 
exertions— and  in  this  way  evangelical  truth  is  more  extensively  diffused  in  that 
very  department  of  the  church  of  Christ  in  Scotland,  which  stood  most  of  all  ia 
need  of  it    Simultaneously  with  all  this,  dissent  is  making  progress,  and  adding  to 
jte  numbers  by  accessions  from  without.    In  these  improvements  in  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  voluntary  churchmen  have  reason  to  rejoice;  for  if  their  cause  be' the 
cause  of  Christ,  the  diffusion  of  Christian  knowledge,  even  by  the  party  zeal  of  their 
opponents,  must  tend  ultimately  to  its  advancement.    It  is  relieving,  however,  to 
recollect,  that  we  are  not  called  to  judge  of  any  man's  motives :  and  that  God  often 
blesses  a  deed  which  is  good  in  itself,  even  when  its  motives  are  more  than  ques- 
tionable    We  desire  to  be  actuated  by  the  magnanimous  spirit  which  was  exempli, 
fied  by  Paul,  when  he  said  to  the  Philippians,  "  Some  indeed  preach  Chnstof  envy 
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and  strife,  and  tome  alio  of  'good  will.  What  then  1  Notwithstanding,  erery  way 
whether  in  pretence  or  in  truth,  Christ  it  preached—and  I  therein  do  rejoice,  yea, 
and  will  rejoice."  Perhaps  you  are  aware,  that  many  years  ago,  onr  Church  agreed 
to  make  the  question  of  civil  establishments  of  religion  a  matter  of  forbearance,  so 
far  as  ecclesiastical  fellowship  is  concerned ;  and  on  this  account,  although  a  very 
large  majority  of  our  ministers  and  people  avow  or  advocate  the  voluntary  cause,  yet 
no  one  has  hitherto  proposed  to  bring  the  controversy  before  our  church  courts  in  any 
shape  whatever.  In  referring  to  it,  therefore,  when  writing  to  you  as  a  Synod,  we 
deem  it  proper  to  use  the  language  of  simple  narrators  rather  than  that  of  parties, 
We  may  say  to  you,  however,  that  while  we  believe  that  good,  and  great  good,  will 
come  out  of  theae  contendings,  we  view  them  at  present  as  a  tribulation ;  and  while 
we  long  for  the  time,  we  desire  patiently  to  wait  for  it,  when  "  Ephraim  shall  not 
•nvy  Judah,  and  Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim." 

Thus,  brethren,  beloved  in  the  Lord,  we  have  spoken  to  you  freely  of  our  joys  and 
ma  sorrows;  and  we  feel  the  former  increased,  and  the  latter  alleviated,  by  the  assu- 
rance that  you  are  ready  to  share  with  us  in  both.  Tou  will  strive  together  with  us 
in  your  prayers  to  God  for  us.  There  is  a  blessed  satisfaction  in  recollecting,  that 
when  many  who  have  interest  at  the  throne  ef  grace  agree  in  what  they  ask,  it  shall 
be  done  for  them  by  our  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  From  the  kindly  feeling  which  ex- 
ists among  Christians  of  different  denominations  in  your  country,  we  are  encour- 
aged to  hope,  (hat  when  the  wise  purposes  of  Providence  are  served  by  our  contend- 
ings, he  who  is  our  peace  will  heal  our  divisions,  cause  us  to  be  blessings  to  one 
another,  and  make  us  an  example  of  unity  and  love  to  Christians  in  distant  coun- 
tries. Let  us  hear  again  of  your  affairs  at  as  early  a  period  as  your  circumstances 
will  permit.  Your  letters  yield  us  profit  as  well  as  pleasure— quickening  our  zeal* 
strengthening  our  love,  and  moving  our  hearts  to  gratitude  and  prayer.  And  now, 
brethren,  as  absent  from  you  in  body,  but  present  in  spirit,  we  bid  you  farewell. 
•*|Grace  unto  you,  and  peace  from  him  which  is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to 
come— and  from  the  seven  spirits  which  are  before  his  throne— and  from  Jesus  Christ 
the  faithful  witness,  the  first  begotten  of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the 
earth.  Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood,  and 
hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  his  Father :  to  him  be  glory  and  do* 
minion  for  ever  and  ever.    Am£n.
